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Boxes of clothing sent directly, and without any particular designation, to the office 
of the American Home Missionary Society, will be forwarded to such missionaries as ar 
known to be most in need of them, with requests from the Society to those who receiv: 
them to address letters of acknowledgment to the respective donors, 

Experience has shown us that when an individual or association, intending to pre- 
pare a box, writes to the Society to have a particular missionary designated, and a de- 
tailed aecount of the circumstances of his family given, the information is not always at 
hand, so that the letter can be promptly and satisfactorily answered ; and when it is, it 
not unfrequently happens that, while the box is preparing, the missionary remains for 


‘weeks and months unsupplied, when, if it were not for this designation, he might be 


furnished with articles placed, in the mean time, at the disposal of the Society. In other. 
cases, while the box is in preparation, supplies are sent to the missionary from other 
sources; so that when the box is ready, the missionary is not so much in want as many ~ 
others. = 
It is preferred, therefore, when there is no objection on the part of the donors, that 
the special designation of boxes of clothing, that are not put up for any one individual 
in particular, should be left to the discretion of the officers of the Society, after they reach 
the office. It is believed they will in this way answer the design of those who generously - 
contribute them, better than in any other way in which the Society can have any agency. 


DIRECTIONS FOR FORWARDING. 


ing, to the following directions : : t 

1. Put inside the box, where it will readily be seen when the box is opened, a pape 
or letter, containing a list of all the articles in the box, and the estimated value of the 
whole, with the name of the individual or association from whom it comes, and the ad- 
dress of the individual to whom a letter of acknowledgment may be sent. ; 

2. A copy, in full, of the memorandum put inside of the box, should be sent ina 
letter to the office of the Society. In this letter it should be stated when, and by what. 
conveyance, the box was forwarded: in it should be inclosed, also, such money as is in-_ 
tended for the payment of freight. And it is desirable that freight should be provided 
for in all cases, if practicable—the amount on a box varying from $3 to $6, according 
to its size and the distance it is sent. . ra j 

3. The box should be fully and plainly marked, and the place from which it comes 
should aways appear on the outside, so that there may be no necessity for opening it at" 
the office. Clothing, books, ete., should always be put up in strong, tight boxes, well 
nailed ; and when large, they should be hooped, or otherwise fully secured against’ 
hard usage on the way. 

4. Boxes of clothing, moreover, should reach the office of the Society by the first of 
September; otherwise, if forwarded to distant parts of the country before spring, they 
will be in danger of being arrested on their way by the closing of navigation. Boxes” 
may be addressed to either of the Secretaries, or the Assistant Treasurer :

The Society 
needs the same amount of money, therefore, in order to meet promptly its stipulations 
with its missionaries, as if no boxes were forwarded; and it would be no favor to a 
missionary to receive a box, if, as a consequence of it, the amount of money that would 
otherwise be sent him must be proportionally diminished. : 

We trust the friends of the Home Missionary, therefore, will see to it that they give 
none the less money, in consequence of their giving other things that are needful and 
convenient. We hope, on the contrary, their sympathies will be so awakened in the 
preparation of the lesser gift, that they will feel it to be their privilege not only to con-

CONSTITUTION 


OF THE 


AMERICAN HOME MISSIONARY SOCIETY. 


Arr. 1. This Society shall be denominated Tue American Home 
Misstonary Socrery. 


Arr. 2. The object of this Society shall be, to assist congregations that 
are unable to support the gospel ministry, and to send the Gospel to the 
destitute, within the United States; also to codperate with evangelical 
Christians in the support of Home Missions in nominally christian coun- 
tries, to such an extent as the funds of the Institution may justify. 


Art. 3. The officers of this Society shall be a President, Vice-Presi- 
dents, a Treasurer, an Auditor, one or more Secretaries for Correspond- 
ence, a Recording Secretary, and fifty Directors, who shall be annually 
appointed by the Society ; and who, together with the Directors for Life, 
shall constitute a Board, seven of whom shall be a quorum, at any meeting 
regularly convened. 


Art. 4. The officers and Directors shall appoint an Executive Commit- 
tee of fourteen, (including the Treasurer, the Secretaries for Correspond- 
ence, and the Recording Secretary,) residing in the City of New York and 
its vicinity ; five of whom shall be a quorum, at any meeting regularly 
convened. The Committee shall have power to appoint its own meetings, 
form its own rules of business, and fill any vacancies in its own number 
which may occur during the year, and to convene special meetings of the 
Board or Society ; shall appoint missionaries, and instruct them as to the 
field and manner of their labors; shall have the disposal of the funds; 
shall create such agency or agencies for appointing missionaries, and for 
other purposes, as the interests of the Institution may require; and shall 
make an Annual Report of their proceedings to the Society. 
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Art. 5. The Treasurer shall give bonds, annually, to such amount as the 
Executive Committee shall think proper. 


Arr. 6. Any person may become a member of this Society, by contri- 
buting annually to its funds; thirty dollars paid at one time shall consti- 
tute a Member for Life; and one hundred dollars paid at one time shall 
constitute a Director for Life; and any person on the payment of a 
sum which, in addition to any previous contribution to the funds, shall — 
amount to one hundred dollars, shall be a Director for Life. An executor, 
on paying a legacy of two hundred and fifty dollars to the funds of this 
Society, shall be a Member for Life; and the payment of a legacy of one 
thousand dollars shall constitute a Director for Life. 


Arr. 7. Any Missionary Society may become Auxiliary, by agree- 
ing to pay into the Treasury of this Society the whole of its surplus funds, 
and sending to the Secretaries for Correspondence a copy of its Constitu- 
tion and Annual Reports, mentioning the names of its Missionaries, and 
the fields of their operations. 


Art. 8, Every Auxiliary Society, which shall agree to pay the whole 
of its funds to this Society, shall be entitled to a missionary or missionaries ~ 
to labor in such field as it may designate; at least to the amount of its 
contributions; provided such designation be made at the time of payment. 


Arr. 9. The officers of all Auxiliary Societies shall be, ex-officio, Diree- 
tors; and annual contributors to their funds shall be members of the So- 
ciety. ; 


Art. 10. This Society shall meet annually in the City of New York, on 
the Wednesday next preceding the second Thursday in May. 


Art. 11. No alteration shall be made in this Constitution without a 
vote of two thirds of the members present at an annual meeting; nor un- 
less the same shall have been proposed at a previous annual meeting, or 
recommended by the Executive Committee.

Rev. Heman Huwpnrey, D. D., one of the Vice-Presidents of 
the Society, recently deceased, was one of its earliest and most 
valued friends. He held official relations to it from its organiza- 
tion; and by his counsels, his advocacy, and his generous gifts, as 
well as by his training of young men for efficient service in the 
missionary field, contributed largely to its prosperity. He was 
alike cordial and earnest in his support of every other department 
of benevolent enterprise, and in his unceasing endeavors to ele- 
vate the standard of christian action, and make the Churches of 
Christ the light of the world and the salt of the earth. He rests 
from his labors, and his works do follow him. : 

Cares O. Hatsren, Esq., for twenty years the Auditor of the . 
Society, always its firm friend and liberal patron, has also been 


taken from all the endearments and responsibilities of earth, into 


the immediate presence of Him who will recognize every act of 
kindness done to his disciples as done unto himself. 

Twelve of the Missionaries of the Society have also died during 
the year—Rev. J. I. C. Bartley, in Maine; Rev. Daniel L. 
French, in New Hampshire; Rev. Septimus Seobinson, in Ver- 
mont; Rev. James Wilson, in Ohio; Rev. Robert McBride, Rev. 
cries McLaurin, Rev. Henry Ted and Rev. Zimothy Stow, in 
Michigan; Rev. Daniel Gilmer, and "Rev. Elisha Lorriaux, in 
Illinois oe George E. Delavan, and Rev. Abraham Van Sta- 
voren, in Iowa. 


We would be admonished by these providences, as well as en- 
couraged by the mercies with which the year has been crowned

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SUMMARY OF RESULTS. 


The number of ministers of the Gospel in the service of the 
Society the last year, whose names are found in the preceding 
General Table, together with those engaged in superintending the 
work, and whose names are mentioned in connection with the 
respective Auxiliaries and Agencies, is 1,062. 


Of these, 850 were in commission at the date of the last Report, 
and 212 have since been appointed. 


They have been distributed in 23 different States and Territo- 
ries, as follows: in Maine, 86; New Hampshire, 51; Vermont, 
75; Massachusetts, 44; Rhode Island, 8; Connecticut, 44; New 
York, 121; New Jersey, 12; Pennsylvania, 47 ; Delaware, 1; 
Kentucky, 3; Ohio, 75; Indiana, 21; Illinois, 89 ; Missouri, 2; 
Michigan, 71; Wisconsin, 100; Iowa, 127; Minnesota, 46; Kansas, 


16; Nebraska, 5; California, 12 ; Oregon, 6.

This distribution gives to the New England States, 808 ; Middle 
States, 181; Western States and Territories, including 18 on the 
Pacifie coast, 573. 


Of the whole number in commission, 571 have been pastors or 
stated supplies of single congregations; 841 have ministered to 
two or three congregations each; and 150 have extended their 
labors over still wider fields. 


The aggregate of ministerial labor performed is 835 years. 


The number of congregations and missionary districts, which 


have been fully supplied, or where the Gospel has been preached 
at stated intervals, is 2,025. 


Ten missionaries have been in commission as pastors or stated 
supplies of churches of colored people; and 50 have preached in 
foreign languages—25 to Welsh, 22 to German congregations, and 


3 to congregations of Hollanders, Norwegians, Swedes and 
LFrenchinen. 


The number of Sabbath school scholars, connected with the mis- 
slonary churches and stations, is not far from 70,000. 


The contributions to benevolent objects, reported by 637 mission- 
aries, amount to $24,135.94. 


Lfty-one missionaries make mention in their reports of revivals 
of religion during the year, in some of which there have been 35, 
40, 50, and in one instance 110 hopeful conversions. The number 
of conversions reported by 878 missionaries is 2,507. 


The additions to the churches, as nearly as can be ascertained, 


have been 5,600, viz. : 3,127 on profession of their faith, and 2,473 
by letters from other churches, 
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Thirty seven churches have been organized in connection with 
the labors of the missionaries during the year; and thirty two have 
become able to sustain the Gospel without foreign aid. LHorty two 
houses of worship have been completed ; fifty one repaired or. im- 
proved ; and the building of therty one others has been commenced. 
Ninety young men, in connection with the missionary church, are 
Beoree as in different stages of preparation for the Gospel min- 
istry. 


THE TREASURY. 


Resourcres.—The balance in the Treasury, April 1, 1860, was 
$21.43. The receipts, for the succeeding twelve months, have 
been $183,761.80 ; making the resources of the year $183,783.23. 


Lrianirirres.—There was due to missionaries at the close of the 
last year, $15,423.40. There has since become due $182,045.54 ; 
making the total liabilities $197,468.94. 


Payments.—Of this sum $183,762.70 have been paid; leaving 
$13,706.24 still due to missionaries for labor performed. Towards 
eanceling which and redeeming additional pledges on commissions 
already issued—amounting in all to $77,966.63—the balance in the 
Treasury is only $20.58. 


Commencing the year with an empty Treasury and a large in- 
debtedness to the missionaries of the Society, the necessity was 
laid upon the Committee of the most rigid economy and of: 
retrenchment wherever it was practicable. Missionary churches 

_were informed that they must depend upon their own resources 
to a greater extent than heretofore, and wherever it could be 
done, by the sternest self-denial, dispense wholly with aid from 
the Society. New fields they did not feel at liberty to enter, 
unless their claims were of special urgency, and there was pro- 
mise in them of liberal codperation. Notwithstanding these pre- 
cautions, the receipts of the Society for the first seven months fell 
far behind the demands upon its Treasury ; so that drafts could 
not be issued promptly for services performed. An unprecedented 
and increasing amount of these past dues unpaid, causing embar- 
rassment and distress to the missionaries and their families, in 
connection with the diversion to other channels of contributions 
which had been accustomed to come into the Treasury of this 
Society, impressed the Committee with the necessity of their taking 
some action by which their responsibilities in future appropriations 
should be limited to their means of payment. In accordance with 
repeated suggestions from the principal denominations connected 
with the Society that it was but a matter of justice, in the circum- 
stances in which we were placed, that each denomination should 
have the benefit, so far‘as necessary, of its own contributions, the 
Committee, after much consideration, unanimously adopted at 
their meeting, Nov. 19th, the following Resolution, wiz.:: 
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“Resolved, That in view of the increasing inadequacy of funds 
to meet the claims upon the Treasury, amounting at the present 
time to $26,000, appropriations to feeble congregations be made, 
until otherwise ordered, wth the conditcon that the denomination 
with which each congregation is connected furnish the means of 
payment—unless there be surplus funds from other sources at the 
disposal of the Society.” 


This action has had the cordial approval of the great body of 
the Society’s patrons. In connection with its publication, a spe- 
cial appeal was made in behalf of our missionary brethren, many 
of whom had been anxiously waiting for months for the amounts 
due them—amounts small indeed, but constituting nearly the only 
means of obtaining for their families those necessaries and comforts 
which nothing but money could procure. This appeal was made 
and repeated not in vain. The statements of the missionaries in 
relation to their privations and embarrassments took strong hold 
of the sympathies of many christian hearts, and an increase of 
resources began to be realized, and immediate relief to be given. 
We owe it to these generous responses that the amount of past 
dues has been reduced, at the close of our financial year, from 
$26,000 to $13,706.24, and that we are able to make so gratifying 
a report of the doings of the year. 


The total of receipts is less by only $1,454.37 than those of the 
year preceding. ‘The contributions of the living, indeed, are 
greater by $5,177.34; the amount of legacies, $33,226.97 being 
$7,181.71 less, In consequence chiefly of a balance in the Treas- 
ury at the beginning of the previous year, the expenditures of the 
past year have been $8,774.99 less than in the year before; and 
the number of missionaries is less by 45. But the diminution in 
the number of laborers is mainly in the Eastern and Middle States, 
occasioned by the discontinuance of short missions and the 
assumption by the people of the support of their ministry ; while 
in several of the newer states the number of missionaries has been 
increased, and the aggregate in the whole of the Western States 
and Territories and on the Pacific Coast is but 8 less than the 
number reported at the last Anniversary. 


That so much has been accomplished, in a year of so great embar- 
rassment and trial in the business walks of life and in every de- 
partment of benevolent enterprise, is matter for devout thankful- 
ness to the Giver of all good, and of special encouragement to 
those who prefer Jerusalem above their chief joy. 


We would remind the patrons of the Society that we commence 
another year with a Treasury exhausted and with a large amount 
due to our brethren in the field, and that we are entirely dependent, 
day by day, upon what we receive at their hands, for the means 
of rendering to the laborers their hire, and of sending forth others 
to gather in the whitened harvest,

2. The total of years of labor is 21,384. These years are reck- 
oned in each Report, by adding together the number of months 
of labor which the missionaries have actually performed. 


3. The whole number of additions to the churches is 170,953. 
The largest additions were made in 1843, and in 1859. 


4. The average expenditure for a year of missionary labor in- 
cludes the entire cost to the Society, of obtaining the missionary, 
defraying his expenses to his field, and sustaining him on it, as 
well as the average proportion of all the expenses in conducting 
the Institution. ‘The increased average of recent years has been 
occasioned by the greater number of those who have held full 
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commissions, the expensiveness of more distant missions, and the 
larger appropriations that have become necessary, as the expenses 
of living have increased, to secure to the missionary a comfortable 
support. 

5. The difference between the annual average expenditure to a 
missionary and the average of a year’s labor, is occasioned by the 
fact that a missionary is named and counted in a Report, though 
in some cases he may have labored but a fraction of a year. 


6. The fifth column—that of new appointments—shows how 
many have to be called in each year, to supply the places of those 
whose support is assumed by the people, the vacancies occasioned 
by death, sickness, removals, and other changes, and to make the 
increase, if there be any, over the number of the preceding year.

MAINE MISSIONARY SOCIETY.

The receipts of this Society, for the year ending March 1, were 
$10,677.07. There were also received from congregations and indi- 
vidualsin theStateinto the Treasury of the American Home Mission- 
ary Society, during its financial year, $402.88 ; making the total of 
receipts to the cause, $11,079.95, which is $206.95 less than in 
the preceding year. The expenditures within the State were 
$9,069.11. 

Highty six missionaries have been in commission during some 
portion of the year, and have ministered to one hundred and three 
churches, and in some nine or ten places where no Congregational 
churches exist. The average aggregate attendance on their min- 
istry is between ten and twelve thousand, and the number con- 
nected with Sabbath schools and Bible classes not far from six 
thousand. One hundred and thirteen hopeful conversions are re- 
ported, and two hundred and twenty eight additions to the church- 
es. The contributions of the missionary churches to benevolent 
objects have amounted to $2,334.48—more than one fourth of all 
they received from the Society. 


The Trustees say : “‘ For more than half a century this Society 
has been preaching the Gospel to the poor, and through its in- 
strumentality many thousands have heard the joyful sound. But 
the poor have not ceased out of the land. Not only is a ery heard 
from the sons of Maine on Puget Sound, calling upon ministers 
from the East—their father-land—to come over and help them; 
but from populous villages, and rural districts, and the scattered 
settlements of: the wilderness, within the limits of this Common- 
wealth, the ery may be heard; and from some it waxes louder 
and louder.” 


NEW HAMPSHIRE MISSIONARY SOCIETY. 


Hon. Wiutram Haize, President; Rev. Wrrtram Crark, Secretary ; Rev. B. P. Sronn, 
D.D., Treasurer. Office at Concord. 


The receipts of this Society, for the year ending March 1, were 
$6,974.015 $591.51 of which were forwarded by designation of 
the donors to the Parent Society. There were also received from 
the State into the Treasury of the American Home Missionary 
Society, during its financial year, in payment of legacies, $914.91 ; 
from congregations and individuals, $576.57—in all, $1,491.48— 
making the total from the State to the Home Missionary cause, 
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$8,465.49, which exceeds the amount of the preceding year > 
$155.61. The expenditures within the State were $6,724.63 ; an 
the amount expended through the National Society was $2,082.99. 

Fifty one missionaries have been in commission, and the aggregate 
of their service is equal to forty seven years. The population of 
seventy towns and cities in which destitute or missionary churches 
or congregations are located, is 124,692. The number of pupils 
instructed in fifty three Sabbath schools is 3,859 ; and the amount 
contributed in thirty five missionary churches to benevolent ob- 
jects is $1,684.36. 


The Report of the Trustees makes special mention of the liberal 
and efficient aid received from the ‘‘ New Hampshire Female 
Cent Society.” ‘ That Institution, auxiliary to the New Hamp- 
shire Missionary Society, has paid into the Treasury of the latter, 
in fifty five years, more than fifty four thousand dollars, very 
nearly one fourth part of the whole amount raised in the State 
for Home Missions for the last fifty nine years. The Trustees are 
not aware of the existence, in the land or in the world, of a like 
institution having had, for so long a period, so healthful and useful 
a life, kept vigorous with so little foreign appliance.” 


VERMONT OMESTIC MISSIONARY SOCIETY.

The receipts of this Society, for the year ending March 1, were 
$9,109.05. There was also received from the State into the Trea- 
sury of the American Home Missionary Society, during its finan- 
cial year, in payment of legacies, $960.13; from congregations 
and individuals, $1,037.39,—in all, $1,997.52 ; making the total 
from the State to the Home Missionary cause, $11,106.57 ; which 
exceeds*the amount of the preceding year by $1,360.28. The 
expenditures within the State were $8,912.74. 

Seventy five missionaries have been in the service of the Society, 
nearly half of whom were licentiates, laboring for a few months 
of the year only. In addition to these supplies, twelve pastors of 
self-supporting churches have given through the Society the labors 
of one or two Sabbaths each, in aid of destitute churches in their 
respective neighborhoods. 


The Report of this Auxiliary represents the year as one of 
gratifying progress. Five more fields have been occupied, and 
five years more of labor performed. There has been a correspond- 
ing Increase of numbers in the congregations and Sabbath schools, 
and in the amount contributed to benevolent objects ; and laymen 
In greater numbers, it is believed, than heretofore, have engaged 
In’ systematic christian labor, and have done much in connection 
with prayer and conference meetings, and Sabbath schools, cen- 
tral and out-post, to diffuse the truth and promote its influence 
even beyond the bounds of their own parishes, 
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MASSACHUSETTS HOME MISSIONARY SOCIETY.

The receipts of this Society, for the year ending March 1, were 
$34,643.43, exceeding the amount of the previous year by 
$3,107.63. The expenditures within the State were $7,387.54, 
and the amount forwarded from the Treasury to the American 
Home Missionary Society, during its financial year, was $27,000. 
There were also received from the State into the Treasury of the 
Parent Society,—in payment of legacies $6,582.25; from the 
Hampshire Missionary Society $1,669.93 ; from congregations 
and individuals $7,911.03,—in all $16,163.21; making the total 
to the cause $50,706.64, which exceeds the amount of the pre- 
ceding year by $3,549.30. The whole amount expended out 
of the State through the National Institution is $43,163.21. 

Forty four missionaries have been in commission during some 
portion of the year, and though no general revivals have been 
enjoyed under their labors, yet some of them have experienced 
seasons of refreshing, and others have gathered in the fruits of the 
past outpourings of the Spirit, adding strength and influence to the 
household of faith. The membership of the missionary churches 
is not far from eight hundred and seventy; and the number of 
pupils in the Sabbath schools is two thousand five hundred and 
forty eight. The attendance upon the Sabbath services is esti- 
mated at nearly three thousand eight hundred. The contributions 
to benevolent objects have been $1,549.56. Three churches have 
assumed the support of their own Gospel institutions during the 
year, and aid has been extended to nine not on the list of the pre- 
vious year. 


RHODE ISLAND HOME MISSIONARY SOCIETY.

The receipts of this Society, for the year ending March 1, were 
$1,444.30. There were also received into the Treasury of the 
American Home Missionary Society, during its financial year 
$117.50; making the total to the canse $1,561.80 ; which is $206.81 
less than the amount of the preceding year. The expenditures 
within the State were $1,487.32. 

Hight missionaries have been in the service of the Society, min- 
istering regularly to the same number of churches. One church 
has resolved to sustain the institutions of the Gospel without fur- 
ther aid, and others are making progress towards selfsupport, A 
deep interest is felt throughout the State in Home Evangelization, 
‘and the consultations which have been had, and the plans which 
have been proposed will result, it is hoped, in giving a new im- 
pulse to the work. 
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CONNECTICUT MISSIONARY SOCIETY.

The receipts of this Auxiliary, for the year ending March 1, 
were $7,861.02. The expenditures within the State were 
$5,534.05 ; and the amount forwarded from the Treasury to the 
American Home Missionary Society, during its financial year, 
was, $5,000. There were also received from the State into the 
Treasury of the Parent Society, in payment of legacies $5,721.40 ; 
from congregations and individuals $16,179.59,—in all $21,900.49; 
making the total to the cause $29,762.01, exceeding the amount 
of the preceding year, by $4,672.04. The whole amount expended 
out of the State through the National Institution is $26,900.99. 

Forty four missionaries have been in the service of the Auxiliary 
during the year. There have been no general revivals, but about 
the usual additions to the churches by profession. The installa- 
tion of pastors, and the improvements in houses of worship, and 
the diminished amount of aid, in some cases required, indicate in- 
creasing strength and a desire on the part of the churches to dis- 
peuse with foreign assistance. 


The subject of Home Evangelization has received the special 
attention of the Society and of the General Association of the 
State during the year. Extensive explorations have been made, 
and valuable statistics gathered. Conferences of churches have 
been held in different parts of the State, and plans of action 
adopted, from which great good is anticipated. Rev. Lronarp 
W. Bacon, as the Agent of the Society, has labored with great 
efficiency and success, in this department of the missionary work, 
during the greater portion of the year. . 


The total of receipts from New England is $113,780A8. Of 
this, $39,115.39 were expended within its limits; and $74,665.09 
through the Treasury of the National Society in aid of its Western 
Missions. This latter amount exceeds that of the preceding year, 
from the same source, by $7,140.92. i

The receipts of this Auviliar ,» for the year ending March 1 
were $7,480.76. There were also rocdiicd pene this field, at the 
office of the Parent Society, during its financial year, $2,431.28, 
viz.: from New Jersey, $1,011.22; trom Pennsylvania, $1,140.06; 
from Maryland, $30; and from the District of Columbia, $250. 
The whole amount, therefore, raised for-Home Missions within the 
bounds of this Auxiliary, during the past year, is $9,912.04, This 
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_is less than the amount contributed the previous year by $630.04. 
The expenditures of the Society. have been $7,503.91. 

The number of missionaries sustained by this Auxiliary, within 
the year, is fifty jive. Appropriations have been made to six 
churches which had not before received assistance, and one which 
has been aided during the past year will not renew its application. 
Two churches have been gathered, two houses of worship erected, 
twelve Sabbath schools established, and six young men, in con- 
nection with missionary churches, are preparing for the gospel 
ministry. The amount of church indebtedness canceled, as far 
as has been reported, is $1,788; contributions to objects of benevo- 
lence amount to $1,414.45; and expenditures for repairs of church 
edifices to $1,250. 


The field oceupied by this Auxiliary is large and important. 
The Executive Committee, in their last Annual Report, make the 
following impressive statements on this subject, which are worthy 
of the attention of all upon whom God has devolved the respon- 
sibility of cultivating this portion of his vineyard: ‘The geogra- 
phical position and political influence of the territory occupied by 
this Society, its large and increasing population, its vast agricul- 
tural and mineral resources, its manufacturing facilities, with its 
railroads and canals, give it a strong claim to the consideration of 
the patriot and the Christian. Its moral destitutions are as numer- 
ous and as affecting as are to be found in any part of the country ; 
and the people in such regions are poor, and deserving of our 
christian sympathy. This is the testimony of some of our pastors, 
who have had the best opportunity of forming a correct judgment 
in the case. Were the area embraced by this Society, as well 
provided with churches and pastors as New England, the result 
would be seen in the increased depth and breadth of the streams 
of benevolence that would issue from it to gladden the waste 
places in our own and other lands. To overlook a field, capable, 

under proper cultivation, of yielding such a rich harvest, because 
the seed sown matures so slowly, is not a wise policy. If we are 
unwilling to embark in this enterprise with suitable zeal, others, 
no doubt, will, and they shall reap the rich harvest.” 


CENTRAL AGENCY, NEW YORK. 
Rev. Tuzopore SPENcER, Secretary ; J. HE. WARNER, Esq., Treasurer. Office at Utica. 


The receipts of this Agency, during the year ending March 1, 
were $3,250.01, which, with the balance in the Treasury at the 
beginning of the year, made the available resources of the Board, 
$3582.06. Contributions were sent from this field directly to the 
Treasury in New York, during the same period, to the amount of 

8,858.16, making an aggregate sum of $12,108.17. Of this sum 
$7,600 were the avails of legacies. The disbursements of the 
Agency, for missionary purposes, were $3,368.34. 
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Forty one missionaries have labored, in this section of. the 
State, during the year. They have ministered statedly to forty 
six churches, besides numerous out-stations, and have preached to 
congregations numbering, in the aggregate, more than six thou- 
sand five hundred souls. The number of missionaries sustained 
exceeds that of the previous year by five, although the means at 
the disposal of the Agency, have been less than in the year pre- 
ceding by $357.69. The current outlays, however, have exceeded 
the current income of the Agency, and unless the churches sustain 
its operations by larger contributions, during the year to come, 
embarrassment to the missionaries and the missionary churches 
will shortly ensue. 

“ Three or four churches,” says the Agent, “which were nearly 
prepared to assume the entire support of their own ministry, 
have been constrained to postpone that action, in consequence 
of financial pressure produced by political derangements, but 
they still hope to succeed in their plans in the course of the next 
year. We are not aware that the mission work of the churches 
has been hindered. The difficulties which the ministers and 
churches have been compelled to encounter, have led them to 
realize more their dependence upon God, and to seek his guidance 
and grace. As a consequence, a reviving of christian graces, the 
nearer presence of the Holy Spirit, and the hopeful conversion of 
some souls, have been enjoyed in several of the churches, The 
missionaries have not confined their labors to the points to which 
they have been specifically commissioned, but have endeavored to 
extend the circle of gospel influences into all their neighborhoods; 
and in several instances these labors have been greatly blessed. 
It is extremely gratifying, in existing circumstances, to be able to 
say that no lack of confidence has been expressed in the operations 
of the American Home Missionary Society. Its labors, and the 
holy and beneficent influence exerted by it in past years, will 
always be remembered with affection and with gratitude to-God. 
To him we heartily commend the cause for the future, believing 
that, as he has heretofore so eminently recognized it as his agent 
for blessing our land, he will continue to use it for the same pur- 
pose, until the light of divine truth shall penetrate all our borders 
and illumine every soul.” 


WESTERN AGENCY, NEW YORK. 


Rey. Joun A. MurRRAyY, Secretary. Office at Geneva. 


_ Thirty seven missionaries have held commissions from this So- 
ciety, within the bounds of this Agency, during the year ending 
March 1. They have preached statedly to forty two congrega- 
tions. _The receipts into the Treasury have amounted to $5,308.78, 
and $5,682.96 have been expended for missionary service. Con. 
tributions amounting to $5,354.80 have been sent from this field 
directly to the Treasury of the Society at New York, making the 
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entire amount raised for Home Missions, during the year, within 
the bounds of this Agency $10,663.58. 

But few of the churches aided have been favored with seasons 
of special religious awakening, though most of them have been 
slowly gaining in strength and efficiency ; several have erected 
houses of worship, and three have declared their purpose to de- 
pend no longer upon missionary aid. The progress of the missionary 
work, however, in this region, must be slow. In most of the com- 
munities, where the churches are dependent upon foreign aid, the 
population is not increasing, and in many cases the American 
element is steadily diminishing. In such cases our labors and 
benefactions are well bestowed, and are justified by the result, if 
the churches are saved from decay and the public ordinances of 
the sanctuary are maintained. 


The Secretary refers, in his report, to the indebtedness of the 
churches in this portion of the State, to the American Home Mis- 
sionary Society. He says: ‘It has regularly aided, each year, 
until lately, from 70 to 80 churches; and the number has some- 
times reached 100. Since its organization, it has rendered assist- 
ance to 360 churches, and has aided in sustaining 500 different 
ministers in this part of the State. It has issued 1,766 commis- 
sions, and secured the performance of about 1,700 years of 
missionary labor. As early as_ 1827, when the contributions to 
Home Missions from Western New York hardly exceeded $2,000, 
this Society was sustaining on this field 70 churches. And, as 
church after church has been organized, till the number now 
exceeds 400, nearly every one has looked, in its feebleness, 
to this Institution for sustenance, and has received its prompt 
and liberal aid. A rich blessing has attended these labors. 
In some cases, nearly a thousand conversions, within a single 
year, have been reported from this field, and many thousands 
of faithful laborers have gone from this portion of the vine- 
yard to toil for the same Master, and the same cause, in other , 
parts of our own country, and in heathen lands. As the fruit 
of missionary culture, Western New York has not only reim- 
bursed the Society for all its outlays here, but has yielded 
nearly $200,000 for its general work. Thus has God prospered 
its labors on this field. Its record is on high. It will ever be 
held in grateful remembrance by the churches it has so generously 
sustained.” 


The whole number of missionaries in commission in the State of 
New York during the year is one hundred and twenty oné ; and 
the amount received by the Society from individuals and churches 
in this State, is $41,385.83, which is less than the amount received 


in the preceding year, by $5,637.37. 
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WESTERN RESERVE AGENCY, OHIO. 


Rev. James H. Newroy, Secretary; T. P. Hanpy, Esq., Treasurer. Office at Cleve- 
land. 


This Agency received into its Treasury, during the year ending 
March 1, $2,229.16. Contributions amounting to $595.02 were 
sent from this field to the Treasury of the Society at New York, 
making the entire contributions of the churches on the Reserve 
to this cause, $2,624.18. The disbursements of the Agency 
amounted to $2,305.48 ; and $502.50 were paid to missionaries on 
this field from the Treasury of the Society, making the entire out- 
lay, within the bounds of this Agency, $2,807.98, or more, by 
$183.80, than the contributions of the churches in this part of the 
State. 

The number of laborers employed on this field, during the year, 
is twenty nine. They have supplied forty four churches with the 
stated preaching of the Word. Two churches have been gathered 
within the year, and one has signified its purpose to sustain its 
minister hereafter without missionary aid. The reports of the 
missionaries furnish abundant evidence that their labor has not 
been in vain in the Lord. Most of the congregations are slowly 
increasing in size and pecuniary strength, and the gospel leaven 
is gradually pervading the mass of the community ; but in other 
fields, the friends of the truth, few in number and weakened by 
divisions, with great difficulty maintain their ground against the 
forces of error which are arrayed against them. 

“On the whole,” says the Agent, “I think the religious state of 
churches on the Reserve is gradually improving. There are less 
vacancies than there were a year ago, while the number receiving 
aid is also less than it was then. Still there remains much to be 
done, which it will require the work of years to accomplish, 
There is a considerable number of places where thriving churches 
once existed; but the only evidence now remaining of such a fact, 
is a.house of worship, evincing by its marks of neglect that those 
who used to resort thither for prayer and praise have long since 
forsaken the assembling of themselves together. By patience and 
perseverance in this great and good work, it is hoped and believed 
that the Western Reserve will yet become the New England of 
the West, not only doing its own appointed home work, but liber- 
ally aiding to establish and build up religious institutions in the 
newer portions of the country.” 


MARIETTA AGENCY, OHIO. 
Rev. Tuomas Wicxss, Secretary; A. T. Nye, Esq., Treasurer. Office at Marietta. 


The recetpts at the Treasury of this Agency, during the year 
ending March 1, were $276.83, and the amount forwarded di- 
rectly to the Treasury at New York was $66.87, making the 
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whole amount contributed on this field to the Home Missions, 
during the year, $343.70. The expenditures of the Agency were 
$254.45, wi 

Eleven missionaries have been in commission in this part of 
the State since the last Report. Two of them have been sustain- 
ed by the funds of the Agency, and nine have received the 
amounts granted for their support directly from the Treasury of 
the Society. The past year has been one of much prosperity and 
progress in this portion of Ohio. One church which, for several 
years, has been feeble and distracted, has been brought to the 
condition of self-support; and two or three others have been 
greatly revived and strengthened. 

In regard to the general aspects of the missionary work here, the 
Secretary speaks as follows: ‘The churches on this field are, for 
the most part, small and possess limited resources. It may seem, 
also, as if a large amount were expended with small returns. The 
prospect of their reaching the point of self-support is, in many 
cases, faint; still, it is of great moment to sustain them, feeble as 
they are. They are exerting a molding influence on society and 
all its institutions. Wherever such churches are planted the face 
of society is soon changed. They hold sin in check. They affect 
other churches around them, and modify their character. They 
raise up men who give tone and direction to public sentiment, 
and stand as bulwarks of truth and righteousness. Like a light- 
house on a dangerous coast, they prevent many a fearful wreck.” 


WESTERN OHIO. 


Rey. Lysanper Kersey, Columbus, Agent. 


The number of missionaries under commission from the Society 
in this part of Ohio, during the past year, is thirty jwe.. The 
amount paid into the Treasury from the same region is $2,559.22. 
More than fifty congregations have been supplied by these mis- 
sionaries with the stated ministrations of the Gospel; one house 
of worship only has been erected within the year, and one church 
has been organized. Seven churches report revivals of religion, 
which have resulted in about eighty hopeful conversions. 

From the foregoing statements it will be seen that the fruits of 
missionary labor on this field, have been less abundant than in some 
previous years. In addition to the ordinary obstacles to ministe- 
rial success, the prevalence of financial embarrassment, and polit- 
ical excitement have contributed, not a little, to choke the word 
and render it unfruitful, as well as to divert attention from the 
outward business of the house of God. But the husbandmen 
are encouraged by some tokens for good, and labor on, with faith 
and patience, until they receive the early and latter rain. 


The Agent states that in the western portion of the State, which 
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constitutes his field of labor, “ there are twenty six large and popu: 
lous counties, containing more than half a million of inhabitants, 
in which there isno minister of the denominations codperating in 
the American Home Missionary Society. In each of these coun- 
ties an intelligent, courageous and pious minister would find ample 
encouragement in founding and building up churches, Send us 
earnest and self-denying men, and the means to sustain them for 
atime, and many churches may yet be gathered in Ohio, to be- 
come the spiritual home of the families of many generations, and 
to train many souls for a blessed immortality. We have yet much 
land to be possessed, and shall need, for some time to come, the 
fostering care of the American Home Missionary Society. 


The whole number of missionaries sustained in Ohio, during 
the year, is seventy jive; and the amount received into the Trea- 
sury from that State is $5,781.04, or $1,486.01 less than in the 
previous year. 


INDIANA. 


Rey. Joun W. Cunniyenam, La Porte, Agent. 


In this State the Society has rendered aid, during the past year, 
in the support of twenty one munisters, and has received from 
churches and individuals $1,499.87, in aid of its funds, or $334.09 
less than in the year previous. The number of missionaries now 
reported, as laboring in this State, is smaller than in any former 
year since 1841. This diminution is owing, not to the withhold- 
ing of missionary aid on the part of the Society, but, mainly, to 
the voluntary relinquishment of it by churches that have been 
raised to the condition of self:support. 

The leading features of the missionary work, in this State, during 
the year just closed, are thus presented by the Agent: “God has 
mercifully preserved the lives of all the laborers on this field, and 
nearly all have been enabled, without interruption, to instruct 
and comfort the flocks over which the Holy Ghost has made them 
overseers. The churches have been more fully supplied with the 
preached Gospel than heretofore, and most of them have made 
substantial progress in all the elements of spiritual life. Five of 
them have enjoyed the special outpouring of the Holy Ghost, 
and all have received additions from the world of such as shall 
be saved. There has also been a visible growth in the grace of 
liberality ; and five of the ministers hitherto sustained in part 
by this Society, will hence receive their entire’ support from 
their own congregations. Unusual activity and interest have been 
manifested in the work of Sabbath school instruction, and in ex- 
tending the blessings of the Gospel to the ignorant and neglect- 
ed. Two churches have been organized, and arrangements are 
made for the organization of several others.” 

Nevertheless, the demand for missionary labor in this State was 
never more urgent than at the present moment, Nearly thirty 
churches of the denominations sustaining this Society, are destitute 
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of the stated preaching of the Word, and wide regions exist 
where the gospel standard has never yet been erected—where 
infidelity, intemperance, Sabbath desecration, and all ungodliness 
have unrestrained dominion. No agency but that which the 
Society employs—the preaching of the Gospel—can subdue these 
strongholds of sin to the dominion of Christ. 


ILLINOIS, 


Rey. Aratus Kent, Galena, Agent for Northern Illinois. 
Rey. Exisua Jenner, Galesburg, Agent for Central and Southern Illinois. 


_ The number of missionaries who have labored in this State dur- 
ing the past year, under the auspices of this Society, is eighty 
nine ; and the amount contributed to the Treasury, by churches 
and individuals in the State, is $2,665.18, or $69.30 less than was 
contributed during the previous year. 


Horty two missionaries have been stationed in the field assigned 
to Rey. Mr. Kent, comprising the twenty four northern counties 
of the State, and a population of about 624,000 souls. These 
laborers have preached regularly to sixty four congregations. 
Two churches have relinquished the aid of the Society ; four have 
been added to the list of its beneficiaries; and two, which were 
ready to die, have been resuscitated, and supplied with the stated 
ministrations of the Word. ‘In looking back over the year,” says 
the Agent, “ we can not report many powerful revivals, but in the 
general aspect of the churches, this period will compare favora- 
bly with any former one, if we form our judgment from the at- 
tendance upon public worship and prayer-meetings, the interest 
manifested in Sabbath schools, and other similar indications of 
vitality and progress.” 


_ Forty seven missionaries have labored in Central and Southern 
Illinois, the field of Rev. Mr. Jenney’s Agency. In his review of 
the year he states that twelve churches have been organized, 
eleven houses of worship have been erected or improved, six mis- 
sionary congregations have enjoyed seasons of revival, and eight 
others have had more than usual religious interest. No church 
has become independent of missionary aid since the last Report. 
In explanation of this fact it is stated, that the congregations gen- 
erally are still suffering great depression from the effect of the re- 
cent monetary derangements, and from the subsequent political 
excitement. Another serious obstacle to the financial and relig- 
ious progress of missionary churches in this and other portions of 
the missionary field, is thus presented by the Agent: “ The em- 
ployees of the Society would unquestionably be much more suc- 
cessful were it not for the frequent changes to which they are sub- 
jected. Very few of them have time to say, ‘We dwell among 
our own people,’ before they receive some direct intimation that 
their services are no longer needed. The relation is often formed 
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with little deliberation or thought of its sacredness, and is brought 
to a close with a haste, and in a way, injurious to all concerned. 
In looking over my extensive field, I find that, with three excep- 
tions, the missionaries have not been in their present position 
longer, on the average, than sixteen months; and some of them 
have moved from place to place so often that they are accus- 
tomed to feel that there is no Aome for them this side of heaven. 
Yet they are good men and true, practicing self-denial, and endur- 
ing hardness—sustaining themselves less by counting on visible 
results, than by looking forward to the recompense of reward.” 
The evil here described is one of great magnitude in the new and 
heterogeneous communities of the West. The cure is not with- 
in the reach of this Society; but the Committee, in codperation 
with the ecclesiastical bodies, encourage the formation of the pas- 
toral relation, and endeavor, as far as practicable, to secure the 
permanence, as well as the adequate support of the gospel min- 
istry. 
MICHIGAN. 


Rey. Hersert A. Reap, Marshall, Agent. 


Seventy one missionaries have held commissions from this Soci- 
ety in Michigan, since the last Report, and the contributions to 
the cause, from churches and individuals in the State, have 
amounted to 1,945.60. Hight houses of public worship have been 
built, and at least three more are now in course of erection. 
More than thirty churches in the State are still unsupplied with 
the regular ministrations of the Gospel. Some of these are too 
feeble to employ the services of a minister more than a small por- 
tion of the time. During the past year, four of the missionaries 
on this field have been summoned to leave their earthly labors, 
and have entered into rest. 

The year has, on the whole, been one of considerable progress 
with the missionary churches of Michigan. At its commence- 
ment, they were suffering the consequences of a failure of crops, 
for one, and in some places for two years previous. But the abun- 
dant harvests of 1860 materially relieved the pecuniary embar- 
rassment, awakened fresh hope, and gave new elasticity to all en- 
terprise. The finances of religious societies have improved, the 
attendance upon divine service has generally increased, and Sun- 
day schools have added to their numbers and their interest. Re- 
vivals have not been as general or as remarkable as in some past 
years, yet the churches have not been left without manifest tokens 
of the Holy Spirit’s presence ; and several have enjoyed, and are 
now enjoying, seasons of divine refreshing. 


“Should the question be asked,” observes the Agent, “in view 
of the Society’s expenditures for many years in this State, what 
has been accomplished? More than two hundred and twenty 
churches, we might reply, have been planted, or been nourished 
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during their infancy. For the growth of these churches, the So- 
ciety’s missionaries have labored and prayed, watching over them 
in their feebleness, and ministering unto them the bread of life, 
until many have attained the strength of an independent matu- 
rity. In all human probability, not one in ten of these churches 
could have come into existence, without some such aid as the Soci- 
ety renders.” Experience in western life furnishes sorrowful 
demonstration of the fact, that churches must be planted early 
in the settlement of communities, or they can not be expected to 
be prosperous or efficient. Waiting for society to mature, is but 
waiting for the enemy to multiply and to entrench himself.” 
“There is a perfect adaptation,” adds the Agent, “in the Ameri- 
ean Home Missionary Society to the exigencies of the new settle- 
ments.” It awakens the hope and calls out the energy of weak 
and discouraged congregations, and gathers them into churches. 
“ At every step, as the moving frontier has pressed northward, its 
missionaries have followed, with the salt and the light of the Gos- 
pel. And now nearly all the important villages and settlements 
of the State are supplied with the preached Word, either for the 
whole or for a part of the time. In most instances, however, these 
young churches are still dependent on the Society ; and were its 
aid to fail, nearly one hundred and fifty congregations would 
sadly feel the loss.” 

But numerous localities are still destitute of the regular preaching 
of the Gospel, and new settlements are continually forming. New 
“state roads” and railroads are fast opening regions hitherto soli- 
tary, to the flow of immigration ; and it seems probable that, ere 
long, every acre of land in the lower peninsula will be accessible 
and in the market. The northern portion of the State is also 
populating fast, and the demand for missionaries is rapidly in- 
creasing. The Society’s labors in Michigan must be considerably 

-enlarged, before they can safely be permitted to diminish. 


WISCONSIN. 


Rey. Dexter Crary, Beloit, Agent for Eastern Wisconsin. F 
Rev. Joun C. Suerwin, La Crosse, Agent for Western Wisconsin. 


One hundred missionaries have been sustained by this Society 

in Wisconsin, during the whole or a part of the past year. The 
amount of contributions, during this period, is $2,274.46. 

-_ There has been so little immigration into Wisconsin, of late, and 
so much emigration from it, to Pike’s Peak and elsewhere, and 
the lumbering business in the North has suffered such stagnation, 
that very few new settlements have been made. Owing to a busi- 
ness depression, protracted through three or four years, and the 
incubus of railroad debts, followed, now, by embarrassing political 
complications, the churches move forward but slowly. and with 
difficulty toward self-support. Yet there is progress, and an evi- 
dent revival of hope and increase of strength. Four churches 
have been organized. More houses of worship, it is believed, 
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have been built, or are now building, than in any previous year. 
Laymen are awaking to a sense of their responsibilities, both 
temporal and spiritual, as members in Christ s Body. There 
seems to have been an encouraging growth of intelligent con- 
viction relative to this matter. The subject of Popular Christian- 
ization has been largely brought before ministers and the dele- 
gates of churches, and is engaging much attention. The experi. 
ment has been tried of instituting a system of ‘Lay Conferences. 
Fields occupied by local churches have been districted, and within 
each district ‘‘ conferences” have been held, usually continuing 
two or three days, and followed generally by good results, and in 
some cases by revivals. Efforts are made, in this and in other 
ways, to meet the wants of neighborhoods lying remote from any 
religious center and beyond the reach of the ordinary gospel 
ministration. How far these endeavors will prosper, and whether 
the plans hitherto followed can be permanently maintained, re- 
mains to be seen. But the endeavor itself is a fact full of en- 
couragement ; and it is our duty and privilege to believe, that 
whatever failures may occur in the commencement of so great and 
difficult an enterprise, some plan will at last succeed. It is to be 
hoped, that those who have taken this work in hand will suffer 
nothing to dishearten them. 

As a whole, the condition of the issionary churches in Eastern 
Wisconsin is encouraging. In many of them, revivals of religion 
are reported as in progress, The missionaries are pursuing their 
work with fidelity and zeal; the churches are increasing in 
strength and stability, and their power for good is being more and 
more developed; a sense of responsibility to God and of obliga- 
tion to do good to men, is evidently deepening; Christian young 
men in greater numbers are consecrating themselves to the minis- 
try ; a spirit of prayer, for this land and for all lands, is drawing» 
the hearts of Christians upward with new earnestness, and not a 
few appear to see and feel that, although the night of sin is dark, 
yet “the morning cometh.” 


In the Western section of this State, the number of churches 
connected with denominations that have been wont to cooperate 
in Home Missions, is thirty seven; and the number of ministers, 
twenty three—two of whom are unable to endure the active 
labors of the pastorate. Only four churches, however, are re-_ 
ported as destitute of stated preaching; and one new and im- 
portant point, Menomonee, has been gained during the year. The 
whole number. of church members amounts to only about one 
thousand ; the number of scholars in Sunday schools and Bible 
classes, to eighteen hundred ; the regular congregations on the 
Sabbath are estimated at two thousand and six hundred. Within 
this portion of the missionary field, there are now sixteen neat and 
comfortable houses of worship finished, and one commenced, with 
4 prospect of speedy completion. 


The progress indicated by these facts may seem small to those 
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who have spent their days in large and wealthy communities at 
the East, but it is‘a source of great encouragement to those who 
have been called to struggle against the peculiar difficulties at- 
tending the establishment of religious institutions in that new 
country, so recently a wilderness. These beginnings are religi- 
ous centers, distributed over a wide expanse, which, there is 
reason to hope, will yet make it all a garden of the Lord. But 
faithful ministers are still needed to supply important positions. 
Several entire counties are without a single missionary connected 
with the Society. Earnest applications have been received from 
these waiting communities, but it has been impossible to supply 
their need. In such places, the larger proportion of the mission- 
ary’s support must, for a season, be furnished from abroad; and 
this, under the embarrassments of the past year, the Society has 
found it impossible, in all cases, to supply. It is to be hoped, that 
the return of business prosperity may soon so increase the strength 
of these young communities and of the Society to which they look 
for help, that they need be no longer deprived of the blessings of 
the Gospel. 


IOWA. 


Rey. Jesse Guernsey, Dubuque, Agent. 


The number of missionaries holding the Society’s commission in 
Towa, during the past year, is one hundred and twenty seven ; who 
have performed an amount of service equal to about one hundred 
years. The contributions to the Treasury of the Society have 
amounted, during the same period, to $1,275.32. 

The number of congregations that have enjoyed the stated 
ministrations of the Gospel, is not less than two hundred and 
eighty. A few missionaries have confined their labors to a single 
station ; but most have preached regularly at two or three points, 
and some to as many as six or seven. Few of these fields of labor 
could be wisely increased, while the majority could be divided to 
good advantage, were the requisite supply of men and means at 
the Committee’s disposal. Notwithstanding all the embarrass- 
ments of the year, as many as nine new churches have been 
organized. The number might have been largely increased ; but 
had this been done, many of these young organizations must have 
been left without ministers ; and even if the ministers had made 
their appearance, an adequate support could not have been fur- 
nished them. A considerable number of the missionary churches 
have enjoyed the visitations of the Holy Spirit. No less than 
eleven houses of worship have been built; one that had been left 
unfinished has been completed ; one repaired and enlarged ; three 
have been freed from debt, and six are now in process of erection. 
When we consider that, with the completion of its sanctuary, a 
missionary church ceases, ordinarily, to be an experiment, and 
gains an assured position and influence, we shall not fail to place 
a high estimate upon these tokens of prosperity. A large portion 
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of the congregations, however, have increased their subscriptions 
for ministerial support, diminishing to a like amount their de- 
mands upon the Society’s Treasury. In addition to these, and to 
other regular contributions toward religious objects, the people of 
Towa have responded nobly to the appeals which have come to 
them from Kansas. Contributions have been taken up in many 
of the churches, and the amount of money thus collected has been 
by no means inconsiderable. The granaries of the farmers, more- 
over, have been opened with a generosity that does credit to their 
warmth and largeness of heart; and steamers, loaded to the water's 
edge with the products of their toil, have hastened to the relief of 
their famishing neighbors beyond the Missouri. 

During the year, two missionaries have been installed as pastors, 
two have died, three have been compelled, by ill health, to give 
up, for a time at least, the burthen of regular pastoral labor, and 
four have left the State. At least six missionaries are at this mo- 
ment needed to supply churches already organized; and causes 
are in operation that must soon open new regions with ever 
multiplying fields, full of promise. Over one hundred miles of 
railroad have been built during the year, and a hundred and 
twenty miles more will undoubtedly be added within the twelve 
months to come. Along the lines of these roads new communities 
are already gathering, which will very soon need assistance in 
supplying themselves with the means of grace. It seems highly 
probable, that the coming year will demand a very considerable 
addition to the missionary force in Iowa. But the painful neces- 
sity, which has been laid upon the Executive Committee, the past 
year, of cutting down appropriations, has reduced the salaries of 
many of the missionaries to the lowest living point, compelling 
them in many instances to carry a burthen of care and anxiety, 
inconsistent with their comfort and efficiency. It were better, that 
the number of laborers should even be diminished—much as re- 
inforcements are needed--than that this burthen should be in-. 
creased, or even continued. We have great confidence, however, 
that the patrons of the Society will not only provide a livelihood 
for the missionaries who have already entered the field, but also 
furnish means for the support of such additional laborers, as its 
ever growing wants demand. 


The census now gives the State of Iowa seven hundred thousand 
inhabitants, an increase within ten years of nearly four hundred 
and fifty thousand. When the census of 1850 was taken, no rail- 
road had approached within two hundred miles of its borders, and 
a railroad within them was scarcely dreamed of; now, five roads 
strike the Mississippi at points opposite its eastern boundary, and 
seven roads, varying in length from seventy five to one hundred 
miles, are in operation on its own soil. Then, there was scarcely a 
single town with more than two or three thousand inhabitants: 
now, there are half a score of * cities,” containing from nine to 
fourteen thousand. The number of missionaries, during the year 
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ending in May, 1851, was forty one; for the year just closed, (as 
already stated,) one hundred and twenty seven. ‘Ten years ago, 
there were but twenty five houses of worship belonging to the 
cooperating denominations, now there are eighty seven; then, less 
than fifty ministers, now, one hundred and twenty. Should Pro- 
vidence grant another ten years of prosperity, this State can not 
fail to make far greater and more urgent demands upon our libe- 
rality than in any period of the past. 


MINNESOTA. 


Rey. RicHarD Hatt, Point Douglas, Agent. 


The nwmber of missionaries sustained in this State, during the 
past year, is forty siz, or five more than were reported for the 
year preceding; and contributions amounting to $520.12 have 
been paid into the Treasury. Three missionaries have left the 
State to labor in other fields, and six have entered it to devote 
themselves to the work within its bounds. Fifty seven churches 
and not less than twenty three out-stations have enjoyed the regu- 
lar ministrations of the Gospel; four new fields have been oceu- 
pied ; five churches have been organized ; two houses of worship 
have been completed, and three others are sufficiently advanced 
to allow of their use for services on the Sabbath. 

Missionaries of this Society first entered Minnesota in 1849. Of 
the sixty one ministers who have since borne commissions within 
its bounds, all are still living, with the exception of one who, in the 
summer of last year, perished by drowning. The general salubrity 
of its climate, in connection with the fertility of its soil, promises 
to secure to this State, within a few years, a large population; and 
in seasons of ordinary prosperity, we may hope to see its churches 
moving steadily and vigorously forward toward self-support. The 
year which has just closed has furnished many encouragements. 
A bountiful harvest has raised the estimated value of the agri- 
cultural surplus of the State, from $2,000,000, (in 1859,) to up- 
wards of $3,000,000 ; so that the farmers, who are very generally 
more or less in debt for their lands, have made good progress in 
reducing their embarrassing liabilities, so often a serious hindrance 
to the growth and efficiency of the churches; and the churches 
have, generally, made some advance in subscriptions toward the 
support of their ministers. 

Additional laborers are needed in the south-western portion of 
the State; and during the coming season a missionary will be re- 
quired by the growing population in that part of the valley of the 
Red River which lies within its bounds on the north, and one, 
or perhaps two, in the new Territory of Dacotah. One third of 
the emigration of the past year consisted of foreigners. It is to be 
hoped that God, in his providence, will send a sufficient number 
of christian families to leaven the masses of these new populations, 
and give a moral ‘stamina to the settlements which they found. 
The general character of the emigration to this State is high; and 
it gives noble promise for the future. : 
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KANSAS. 


Rey. Lewis Bopwett, Topeka, Agent. 


The records of Kansas Territory are now closed, and those of 
the State have been opened. The history of Home Missionary labors 
within its bounds goes back to the first influx of its population. 
So early as the month of October, 1854, a missionary of this Society 
assisted in the formation of a church at Lawrence; and now we 
have to report, for the year just ended, the labors of stxteen mis- 
sionaries who have broken the bread of life to twenty four churches, 
containing some three hundred and fifty members. Six churches 
have been organized ; four houses of worship have been built; at 
least five of the churches have enjoyed revivals of religion ; and 
contributions amounting to $114.31 have been made to the cause 
of Home Missions. 

The year has been one of unexampled trial. Thirteen rainless 
months, following upon the distractions of violent political excite- 
ments and of armed invasions, and the embarrassments of the 
financial crisis of 1857-8 aggravated by demands for the payment 
of land debts at a time when pecuniary interests were universally 
prostrate, drove one fourth of the population away, and left an- 
other fourth dependent upon charity for the means of sustaining 
life. In thirty six of the forty counties of the State, the ageregate 
crops did not equal the amount of the seed sown and planted. 
On the other hand, however, a kind Providence opened the hearts 
of the people in more favored communities; and out of their 
abundance, food has been supplied to the famishing inhabitants of 
this afflicted State in sufficient quantities to prevent any extensive 
loss of life. 

“We rejoice in the belief,” observes the Society’s Agent, “ that 
this calamity has taught us to feel more deeply our dependence 
on God, reminding us that every advantage of climate and of soil, 
united with intelligence, enterprise and industry, on the part of 
the people, are all in vain without the blessing of Divine Provi- 
dence. I trust that, spiritually, we are the richer for this ca- 
lamity.” 

Notwithstanding the check given to emigration by the famine, 
there are now at least six churches requiring, with the districts in 
their neighborhood, the exclusive labors of as many able and de- 
voted ministers; and employment could be given to thrice that 
number of such as should go forth in the spirit and power of Christ 
to preach the Gospel to the poor. For those who find a “ suitable 
opening” wherever there is work to be done for the Lord, there is 
an abundance of work here. 

The new Territory of Colorado, also, a portion of which but 
recently belonged to the Territory of Kansas, has been rapidly 
peopling ; and will very likely demand, the present season, the 
labors of not less than three efficient missionaries, 

Of the future of Kansas, the brethren laboring there entertain 
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cheerful expectations. Persuaded as they are, that such a calam- 
ity as the great drought of last year is not likely to return, having 
before their eyes a region of such obvious and remarkable fertility , 
in the heart of the continent and on great highways of trade, and 
finding themselves surrounded by a population equally remark- 
able for its energy and intelligence, and not behind most new 
States in general morality, believing also that past chastenings 
and blessings have not been without a wise reference to the future, 
and cheered by the success that has attended their own labors, 
they cherish a reasonable and a christian confidence that Provi- 
dence has in store for their State a gratifying prosperity, both tem- 
poral and spiritual. Considering the obstacles which they have 
had to encounter, we find great cause for thankfulness and encour- 
agement in the results already achieved. This vineyard is of God’s 
planting; and at no distant day, we trust that the hills shall be 
covered with the shadow of it, and the boughs thereof shall be like 
the goodly cedars. 


NEBRASKA. 


Five missionaries have labored in this Territory during the year. 
The contributions from its churches have amounted to only $37.15. 

The churches organized in previous years all maintain their ex- 
istence,,and one has this year been added, making the present 
number eight. Three of these, however, being without regular 
preaching, are somewhat reduced and not a little disheartened. 
Others have suffered by removals. 

The people of this Territory are passing through severe pecuni- 
ary trials, and many are stripped of their little property by fore- 
closures, which they are unable to avoid. The immigration has 
been small, though large numbers have passed up the valley of 
the Platte, on their way to the gold fields of the Rocky Mountains 
and of California. Whe recent transfer of the mail-route from the 
extreme South, would seem to put it beyond question that hence- 
forward this Territory is to be made the great thoroughfare to the 
Pacific ; and upon the return of peace and commercial prosperity, 
its principal valley must rapidly fill up with population. The 
substantial richness of the gold mines upon its western frontier, 
now no longer doubtful, can not fail to hasten the occupation of 
its soil, and to exert a powerful influence upon the character of its 
people. Such facts constitute a very forcible appeal for prompti- 
tude and energy in the establishment of those instrumentalities of 
the Gospel, which alone, by the blessing of God, can save the 
future inhabitants of the Territory from the terrible corruptions 
and debasements sure to invade such a frontier. 

The beginning hitherto made is but small, and a large portion 
of the inhabitants are not as yet reached by ministers of Presby- 
terian or Congregational connection. Along the Missouri River 
are eleven counties, stretching more than two hundred miles, and 
embracing a population of more than twenty thousand souls, in 
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which only one missionary of the Society is laboring. Along the 
valley of the Platte, usually alive with moving multitudes, there is 
but a single minister to represent the churches laboring through 
this Society. South of the Platte, extends a region of great beauty 
and fertility, comprising twelve counties and a population of not 
far from fifteen thousand, in which not one laborer, bearing the 
Society’s commission, is breaking the bread of life to the people ; 
and the thousands who have gone to the mountains, in search of 
gold, are still as sheep without a shepherd. The field of labor 
opening in this Territory, is hereafter to make a heavy demand 
upon our resources, 


CALIFORNIA. 
Rey. James H. WARREN, Secretary of the Agency, San Francisco. 


The number of missionaries employed in this State, since the 
last Report, is twelve. Contributions to the amount of $138.10 
have been forwarded from its churches to the Treasury of the 
Society. It is but just that we should also put it upon record, 
that an additional sum of $442. has been raised on this field during 
the year; but the report failed to arrive in season to be included in 
the Treasurer’s account. This would have made a total of 
$980.10—a larger amount than has been contributed in any pre- 
vious year. 

The financial embarrassments of the past twelve months have 
made it impossible for the Society to meet the demands of this 
important and difficult field. The necessities of its vacant churches, 
and of its communities destitute of Gospel ministrations, were sea- 
sonably set forth by the brethren on the ground; and frequent 
and importunate appeals were made for laborers who should enter 
into its harvests, The Society has been able to meet these de- 
mands but very imperfectly. Growing settlements still wait the 
missionary’s coming, and important churches have long been 
pining for want of the regular ministrations of the word and the 
ordinances. Neither the pecuniary means nor the men have been 
attainable to satisfy these most urgent demands, and we have been 
compelled to lament the lapse of opportunities that may never re- 
turn. And yet the year has by no means been wholly a failure. 
Two new missionaries have entered on their labors ; at least four 
new churches have been formed, one of which has secured the 
services of an able and devoted pastor from a prominent position 
in a favored religious center in New England; another missionary 
18 expected soon to leave; those already in the field have been 
prosecuting their labors with zeal and hope and encouraging 
success. a 

_ it will'be impossible, however, to meet the imperative necessi- 
ties of this young empire of the Pacific, unless the Holy Ghost is 
shed abroad upon the churches and the ministry of our land, fill- 
ing them with zeal for the missionary work. Without such a 
blessing from on high, we fear that it may prove impossible to 
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procure suitable ministers, willing to go so far, for a work so hard, 
or the means of maintaining them. “When we reflect upon the 
influence which California, with its mighty commerce and pro- 
duction, is destined to exert upon all the nations that border upon 
the great ocean of the West, and that this influence can be made 
sure for freedom and religion only by the subjection of its people 
to the Cross, we realize, in some faint degree, the greatness, the 
sublimity, the pathos of the appeal which she makes for our prayers 
and our self-denials. Whatever difficulties may come ,upon us, 
we must not let our work here go backward. 


OREGON. 


The Society has sustained s¢x mésstonaries in Oregon, during 
the past year; and has received contributions from its churches 
amounting to $205.80. 

The missionary enterprise commenced the previous year, at the 
Dalles, upon the Columbia, under circumstances of much discou- 
ragement, has good prospects of success. This is an important 
border post, the gate-way between two great regions divided by 
the mountains of the coast chain, and the natural center of trade to 
extensive agricultural and mining districts. Its neighborhood has, 
in times past, been the scene of rioting, robbery, and bloodshed ; 
‘but already a considerable improvement has taken place, and a 
church has been established upon, apparently, a firm basis. 

Emigration to Oregon has of late been scanty; and, for the 

resent, missionary churches can be expected to do little more 
than hold their own. In one point of view it is perhaps fortunate 
for the cause, that the increase of population has been so slow; 
for, under the embarrassments of the past year, the Society would 
have been unable to furnish any considerable reinforcements to 
the little band of missionaries occupying this remote field. Even 
in more favorable times, it has been impossible to procure for this 
North-Pacific Coast the laborers which its religions destitution 
imperatively demanded. ; 

The ministers of Oregon ought to be assured of the sympathies 
of their brethren in the older States. They are compelled to toil 
amid obstacles and discouragements, to which the latter are hap- 
pily strangers; and if their hearts do not fail them, it is because 
they walk by faith and not by sight. There can be no question 
of the importance of their field, or of the real greatness of the 
work which, in this their day of small things, they are accom- 
plishing for God and their country. The immense resources of 
the State are sure to attract, at no very distant day, a large emi- 
gration; and the foundations must now be laid, of those institu- 
tions which are to sanctify the coming multitudes with the leaven 
of the Gospel. 

It is a source of hope, that an institution of liberal learning, 
founded upon the soil of Oregon, has at last obtained, through the 
steadfastness of a worthy son of New England, an endowment 
that seems to insure its permanent efficiency. We recognize in 
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the “ Pacific University ” the kindling of what shall grow to be a 
great light upon those shores, and a Home Missionary Agency, 
hereafter to prove of essential importance. We anticipate the 
day when Oregon shall supply herself with a godly ministry nur- 
tured amid her own “Forest Grove,” and in turn shall fill with her 
missionaries the islands of the Great Sea and the continents 
beyond. 


CONCLUSION. 


Such is the record which we are now permitted to enter on the 
Society’s Annals. It contains manifest tokens of the blessing of a 
favoring Providence. And the encouragement which so goodly a 
degree of prosperity, in the midst of very serious embarrassments, 
inspires, is giyen at a time when it is needed. We close this mis- 
sionary year, under circumstances of strange interest.. It had not 
entered into our belief, that any considerable portion of our fel- 
low-countrymen could possibly, within our day, find it in their 
hearts to take up arms against their own Government, and lay 
violent hands on the flag which is the symbol of the security of their 
property and the peace of their homes, the emblem of all value 
and glory that we have inherited or can bequeath, and the har- 
binger to the nations of their brightest hopes. Under the folds 
of that banner, next in sacredness to the cross of the world’s re- 
demption, all the people have dwelt safely ; and we, in company 
with multitudes of our fellow-Christians, have been enabled to 
pursue, with unceasing tokens of the Divine favor, the blessed 
work to which we have been called of God. And now, while 
met, according to our custom from the beginning, to recount 
those tokens, and unitedly to renew our thanksgivings and our 
vows, our nearest kin stand armed, in defense of all that earth 
holds that is sacred or precious. We have been seeking to sane: 
tify our country—that it might be adorned with the beauty of 
holiness. But we are first compelled to determine whether we 
have a country. For unless we live in a society that recognizes 
the sacredness of government and maintains its authority, no pos- 
Sessions or transactions or persons are safe, and “country” —we 
have none. All work, then, that should interfere with the one 
work which so presses now must stand aside and wait ; and every 
hand that is needed for that must be given to it with the whole 
mind and strength. 

But the missionary work does not interfere. On the contrary, 
now more than ever, it needs to be pushed with vigor. “ Amid 
the clash of arms,” we are told, “laws are silent ;” and too often it 
1s Indeed true, that those laws divine, without which the life of 
man 1s poor and base, are overborne in times of strife. Now, 
more than ever, the pure banner of the Lord needs to be lifted in 
sieht of all the people; and the words of the commandment that 
1s “ exceeding broad,” to be read perpetually in their ears, and 
the precepts of the lips which spake both of mercy and of judg- 
ment, to be distilled into their hearts, and supplications and pray- 
ers to be made for all men, especially for all in authority. Not- 
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withstanding the elevating moral force of the present sublime up- 
rising of the people, no war can be waged without danger to 
morals. All possible watchfulness and energy require to be used 
for the protection of our communities from the new assaults, so 
sure to come, that we may keep our struggle sacred, and may 
make it sanctifying. 

We believe that there is no better way possible, in which to 
labor for such an end, than is afforded by the methods of this So- 
ciety ; and that. there are no agencies in the country that tell 
more directly upon the morals and the spirit of its people, than 
such churches as this Society has, under God, been instrumental 
in founding. Wherefore, in all these sounds of war, we but hear 
a voice summoning us, more imperatively than ever, to the serv- 
ice of the Prince of Peace; who alone can turn man’s wrath to 
praise, and still the tumults of the people. Our work is God’s, 
and the time of trial is not the time to let it falter. Now, more 
than ever, our country needs*a godly ministry, and churches full 
of the Holy Ghost. Now, more than ever, all souls in commu- 
nion with God need to take of the things of the Spirit, and show 
them unto the people ;'that from sea to sea, in all hearts, the pur- 
pose of the fathers may be revived, who came hither, ready to 
die, if need be, that they might leave here, for all coming gene- 
rations, a truly and thoroughly christian commonwealth. 

The experience of the year is full of encouragement. The 
friends of missions have proved their faith by works, and have 
nobly borne the Society over a season of almost unexampled diffi- 
culty. And the work grows under our hands. Expectant charches 
from all parts of the broad field turn with eyes of entreaty hither- 
ward. Some have already waited long and—fruitlessly. Commu- 
nities, founded by those who have gone from the sound of our 
own Sabbath bells, and the consolations of our sanctuaries, are 
asking, that the same homes of song and prayer may be opened 
in their new places of abode; and many yet ask in vain. Let us 
not be unfaithful to these our neighbors and our brethren. Let us 
share their burthen. Let us fulfill their hope. Let us join hands, 
and together say: “ For Zion’s sake will I not hold my peace, and 
for Jerusalem’s sake I will not rest, until the righteousness thereof 
go forth as brightness, and the salvation thereof as a lamp that 
burneth.” ‘Then may we hope to hear our Lord saying, as of old 
to the prophet: “THY PEOPLE SHALL BE ALL RIGHTEOUS ; THEY 
SHALL INHERIT THE LAND FOREVER, THE BRANCH OF MY PLANTING, 
THE WORK OF MY HANDS, THAT | MAY BE GLORIFIED.”

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RELATIONS OF AUXILIARIES, AGENCIES, &c. 


State and other large Auxiliaries, 


Most of the State Missionary Societies were in existence before the formation 
of the National Society, and some of them—as the Missionary Societies of Con- 
necticut and Massachusetts—were among the earliest organized efforts in our 
country for sending the Gospel to the destitute. They have voluntarily con- 
nected themselves as Auxiliaries with the American Home Missionary Society, 
from a conviction that greater unity of plan and efficiency in action would 
thereby be promoted. 

The terms by which such Auxiliaries—acting on the Principles of the Parent 
Society, undertaking the supply of the destitute within their own bounds, and 
paying over their surplus funds to the Parent Institution—are connected with 
the Parent Society, are such as to secure the following objects, viz. : 

First—The Auxiliary is not superseded or overshadowed by the National 
ee but, on the contrary, is invigorated and sustained by connection 
with it. 

This is secured by the provision that the Auxiliary is the sole agency for 
this cause that operates on its field. It controls all appointments in the State 
to which it belongs. From it alone, so far as its means will allow, the feeble 
churches receive assistance. Thus a direct relation and strong attachment is 
cherished towards it, in the hearts of the ministers and churches. 

Again—while the local operations of the Auxiliary are thus encouraged and 
sustained, its connection with the Parent Society is such as to awaken an in- 
terest in the destitute beyond its own limits, and afford facilities for reaching 
them. It is not only a Society for local purposes, but it is also a branch of the 
National Society, and, as such, has the control of all agencies for the collection 
of funds within its own field, and can direct the manner in which its surplus 
resources shall be expended beyond its own limits. Thus, the State and other 
large Auxiliaries are not merely organizations to help the Parent Society ; they 
are integral parts of it, bound together in one whole by a common interest in 
and free access, through the Parent Society, to the great field to be occupied, 
and governed by the same general principles and rules in carrying on the work. 


Agents and Agencies. 


Besides preaching to the destitute and taking up contributions for Home Mis- 
sions, the Agents of the American Home Missionary Society exercise a general 
superintendence of the operations of the Society within their respective fields. 
By correspondence and personal visitation they ascertain the wants of the des- 
titute ; assist them to obtain the preaching of the Gospel; and instruct and en- 
courage them to develop their own means. for its support. They receive appli- 
cations for aid, and make such preliminary examination as may be necessary 
before submitting them for the action of the Executive Committee ; and in other 
ways labor to insure a judicious and economical application of the Society’s 
funds. At present the Society has in its employ no merely collecting Agents, 
nor any whose services are not required for other purposes in the regions where 
they labor. The Secretaries of several of the larger Auxiliaries are also the 
Agents for this cause in their respective bounds. ; 

In certain districts, where the duties of an Agent are likely to be peculiarly 
responsible, there is associated with him a Board of counselors selected from 
the region of his labors, called an Agency. These Boards of Agency differ from 
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Auxiliary Societies, in that they have no independent existence, but are ap-_ 
pointed by the Executive Committee from year to year, and are governed by 
rules which the Committee prescribe. Their office is to counsel and direct the 
Agent in carrying out the principles of the Society, and to give advice in rela- 
tion to such local matters as may be submitted to them by the Executive Com- 
mittee. The persons composing the Board of Agency, ‘are selected for their in- 
telligence and interest in this cause, and their influence in promoting it; and 
are so distributed over the field as to secure a personal acquaintance with its 
condition, The Agent of the Society is also the Secretary of the Agency with 
which he is associated. is 

These Boards of counsel might not have been necessary, had the ecclesiastical 
bodies on the ground been able and disposed to pay sufficient attention to the 
missionary work, and to act as its directors in their respective bounds. But the 
ministers composing them are usually scattered over a wide extent of territory, 
and meet but seldom, and only at seasons when they are not much occupied 
with other business; and accordingly it has been necessary in some cases to 
organize agencies for this specific work. But in other cases, Synods, Presby- 
teries, and Associations have chosen to act as Auxiliaries to the Society, exam- 
ining into the condition of the destitute within their bounds, and recommending 
the appropriate action for their relief. Ecclesiastical bodies thus related to the 
American Home Missionary Society, act through 


Committees of Missions. 


The American Home Missionary Society has ever regarded the ecclesiastical 
bodies as the appropriate judges of the standing of their own ministers, and of 
the wants of the churches in their connection. Accordingly, the commission 
issued to every missionary requires that his credentials be acceptable to the 
ministerial body of his denomination, within those bounds he is appointed to 
labor, And the various Presbyteries, Associations, etc., are invited to appoint 
each, a Committee of Missions from its own members, to receive application 
from its churches, and suggest to the Society the action proper in each case. 
Such a Committee constitutes the official source to which reference can be had 
for information and advice, in all matters pertaining to missions in the connec- 
tion to which it belongs. This mode of cooperation has been preferred by nu- 
merous ecclesiastical bodies, from the first formation of the Society. It guaran- 
ties to the churches of each denomination represented in the Society, that their 
respective claims shall be fairly considered, with all the advantage of having the 
indorsement of the body to which they belong. The advice of such a Commit- 
tee, acting in the name and by the direction of the ecclesiastical body to which 
they belong, is regarded as the highest authority in matters pertaining to the 
standing of ministers and churches in their connection, and has the same influ- 
ence with the Society, as that of the Board of Agency appointed by itself. 

There is one limitation to this influence, however, which ought to be stated, 
Should any ecclesiastical body so far swerve from the principles of truth and 
gospel order, as not to retain the fellowship and confidence of the great body of 
the Presbyterian and Congregational churches in our land, that fact would cause 
its recommendations not to be respected, as a basis of action, by the Executive 
Committee. 

As cases may occur.in which the feeble churches may not be aware of the 
existence of any Board of Agency, or Committee of Missions, through whom to 
apply for aid, a general provision is made, that application may be vouched by 
any two ministers of known and approved standing, who can certify to the facts 
of the case. If the information thus given is not sufficient, other facts are 
sought by the Executive Committee, with as little delay as practicable, from the 
most authentic sources from which they can be obtained. _ 

Such, briefly, are the relations of the American Home Missionary Society to 
the various organs, through which the community seeks to act out its missionary 
feeling. It will be seen that this plan secures the united action, in the mission- 
ary work, of those whose views of doctrine and church order admit of coépera- 
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tion, and whose interests in the great field are essentially the same. This com- 
bination Insures a homogeneous policy as to the manner and amount of appro- 
priations, and the qualifications of missionaries; it has discouraged sectional 
feelings, and diffused throughout each part an interest in all the rest; and thus 
has formed ties between the West and East, along which has passed from the 
latter to the former a silent and invisible current of moral influences more valu- 
able, if possible, than all pecuniary grants. At the same time the connection of 
the Parent Society with the various associations that act with it, is such as to 
secure to them entire freedom in the missionary work, in their respective 
spheres, and an influence beyond them, in cultivating the waste places of our 
common country, 


Applications for Aid. 


Feeble congregations, applying for aid in supporting the Gospel, are requested 
to embody in their application the following particulars, viz.: 


The name of the church or congregation ; the number of communicants, and 
the average number of attendants on public worship; the denomination and 
size of congregations immediately contiguous, with the distance to their places 
of worship; the total amount of salary which the applicants propose to make 
up, the portion of that salary which they pledge for the given time, and the 
arrangements that are made for securing it; whether aid is expected from any 
other source; and the least amount that will suffice from this Society ; whether 
the minister for whom a commission is desired, is the pastor of the church, or if 
not, whether any arrangements are made or contemplated in the course of the 
year, with reference to his installment. These statements should be signed by 
the trustees and elders or deacons, or by a committee of the congregation, and 
confirmed by the certificates of two or more clergymen, acquainted with the 
facts. Also, 


The name and post office address of the minister whose services they desire 
to secure; whether he is a resident of the place in which he preaches, and is 
engaged in any other calling than that of the ministry; his credentials; and the 
certificate of two or more ministers of known standing, as to his general cha- 
racter for piety, zeal, and acceptableness, as a minister of the Gospel. 


Where the ecclesiastical body with which a church is connected has a ‘‘ Com- 
mittee of Missions,” to act in their behalf, this Committee are the proper persons 
to certify the statements of the church, the standing of the minister, and his 
prospects of usefulness in the place where his services are desired; and the 
application should be sent to them for their indorsement and recommendation. 


Applications, after being properly indorsed and recommended, should be ad- 
dressed to the care of the Agent (or Secretary of the Agency or Auxiliary) for 
the region where the applicants reside. 


As a general rule, the appropriations of the American Home Missionary 
Society are for twelve months from the date of the application : at the end of 
which, if further aid be needed, a new application must be made, containing all 
the particulars above stated, and indorsed and recommended in like manner, 
And each congregation applying for renewed aid, should furnish, in addition to 
other testimonials, the certificate of the missionary, that they have fulfilled 
their previous pledges for his support. 


The address of the Society’s Agents and the Secretaries of its Auxiliaries will 
be found on the cover of its Reports and of the Home Missionary. Where no 
such medium of communication with the Society exists, applications may be 
sent directly to the Society's office in New York.

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ADDRESSES 
At the Thirty Fifth Anniversary. 


Address of Hon. Marshall S. Bidwell, of New York, 
ON TAKING THE CHAIR AT THE SOCIETY’S ANNIVERSARY, MAY 8, 1861. 


Lapres AND GENTLEMEN: The circumstances by which we are surrounded 
can not but excite concern and sadness in our bosoms, and call for profound 
humiliation before God and for fervent and persevering supplications for his 
mercy. 

It is not, however, by any means incompatible with such feelings, that we 
should meet the emergency with manly firmness and determination. This, in- 
deed, is not a time for the imbecility of despair or for pusillanimous despond- 
ency. On the contrary, it is eminently a time for action, vigorous and resolute 
efforts against impending evils. As patriots and as Christians, we have duties 
to perform. If our country is to be scourged by civil war—that calamity which 
combines and concentrates all earthly calamities—we know that the antidote to 
its greatest evils is to be found in the Gospel of righteousness and peace; and 
that we can not perform a service more acceptable to God, or more beneficial to 
our country, than the diffusion of this blessed Gospel, and its direct and (by the 
grace of God its efficient) application to the hearts and consciences of men, re- 
forming their lives, elevating their characters, and filling their souls with holy 
affections and’ with the peace of God. 

To promote this object, this Society offers a ready, economical, and efficient 
agency ; as its operations for more than one third of a century abundantly 

rove. 
It needs large and liberal benefactions from all who have the ability to make 
them, for the field of its labors is wide and is continually increasing, and 
ought to be cultivated immediately and assiduously, that it may not be occupied 
by the vigilant and indefatigable enemy of all good, but may be rendered fair 
and fruitful as the garden of the Lord. 

But it needs, also, as well as accepts thankfully, and employs profitably, the 
humblest contributions. The-widow’s mite is appreciated highly by the Society, 
as we know that it is by Him whose all-seeing eye regards it complacently and 
graciously as it is cast into the treasury of the Lord, accompanied by fervent 
and effectual prayers—worth more and valued more than silver or gold. Such 
a Society as this affords the only means by which these small offerings can be 
employed practically for the accomplishment of the benevolent desires of the 
donors. Separately, they would be unavailing, and in fact could not be applied 
at all to the object, but descending like single drops of rain, pure, lucid, and 
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prismatic, they catch and reflect the beauties and glories of the heavenly rays 
that shine upon them from the Sun of Righteousness, and as they flow together 
they swell the stream of christian philanthropy that enriches the land, covering 
it with verdant fields, with fragrant flowers, and golden harvests. 

We are making an experiment of transcendent importance, not only the ex- 
periment of liberty, equality of rights and self-government combined—(now 
subjected to a severe test)—but also that of a christian country, without any 
ecclesiastical establishment and without any state endowment of religion, or 
provision by law for its support—an experiment deeply interesting, not merely 
to us, but to the whole christian world. To the success of this experiment, as- 
sociations like this Society are absolutely necessary. As the preaching of the 
Gospel and the institutions of religion are thus left to voluntary support, those 
who have the means must yield the aid needed by those who are less favored, 
and those who love the Gospel, and appreciate its unspeakable importance, must 
impart it to those who, from ignorance, indifference, or prejudice, disregard or 
undervalue its blessings. This is the indispensable condition upon which 
Christianity is here to be sustained, perpetuatéd, and extended. Can we regret 
it? Can we regret having an opportunity to be useful to others, or to make 
sacrifices or submit to privations, however serious, for such a cause? No! It 
is God-like to do good, to give to the needy, even to the undeserving and un- 
thankful, especially when we can contribute not only to their temporal, but also 
to their spiritual and eternal welfare. We know from infallible authority, as 
every one may ascertain by his own experience, that i¢ is more blessed to give 
than to receive. While, therefore, we are imparting to others the gift which we 
have received, we shall have the blessing returning into our own bosoms, and 
we shall be strengthening in our own hearts christian principles and christian 
graces, he benefits conferred by this Society will thus be two-fold, benefits to 
those who give and to those who receive. 

Ladies and Gentlemen: We are in the midst, or rather at the commencement, 
of a momentous crisis in the history of our country. Human agency—the 
agency of men, designing, unscrupulous, and reckless—has brought it on, but 
the hand of God is plainly discernible in controlling their projects, and leading to 
consequences which they never contemplated. This consideration admonishes 
us not to be presumptuous in predicting what is to happen, but to acknowledge 
humbly that no one is wise enough to foretell what the future has in reserve for 
us. The providence of God seems to be frowning upon our land. Disappoint- 
ments and afflictions may await us, to chastise us for our transgressions, or to 
try our faith and patience. But let it be our constant desire, our aim and effort 
to do his will, and to honor him in all our ways, to serve him faithfully, and to 
diffuse the Gospel, as far as we can, by our labors, contributions, prayers, 
and example. Then we need not faint or be dismayed. Our confidence in his 
wisdom, goodness, and love will be like an anchor to our souls, for he will keep 
them in perfect peace whose mind is stayed on him, because they trust in him. 
Though clouds and darkness are round about him, yet God is our refuge and 
strength, a very present help in trouble ; therefore will not we Sear, though the 
earth be removed, and though the mountains be carried into the midst of the 
se. 

Well do we serve our country and add to its strength and security, if we 
send forth to its destitute regions faithful ministers of our holy religion, and, 
through their instrumentality, are the means of bringing our fellow-men there 
under the sanctifying power of the Gospel. Such men are the salt of the earth. 
Their influence is always paramount and always salutary. Where they go, the 
desert will rejoice and blossom as the rose. As the living fountain is revealed by 
surrounding fertility and yerdure, so’ their influence will always be manifested 
by appropriate fruits ; by good order, industry, the support of education, public 
spirit, and pure morals; by progress, prosperity, and improvements, social and 
material. Averse to brawls and strife, and friends alike to liberty and to subor- 
dination to law, they will be, in times of danger or disturbance, the foremost 
and the firmest of their country’s defenders. The religious character, principles, 
and sentiments of such men, in a righteous cause, add to natural courage a 
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composure of mind, and a stern determination and strength of soul, which the 
example of the invincible legions of Cromwel! has made proverbial. 

We need such men at all times, but never more than now. And, on this ac- 
count, we need, at this time, the agency of this Society, go effective, in the hand 
of God and with his blessing, in raising up such men. We hail it with affec- 
tion and confidence, on grounds of patriotism as well as of religion. May it 
proceed and prosper, and its missionaries continue to bear the Gospel where 
otherwise it would not be heard. May those who are far from Christ be brought 
nigh by their labors, churches be gathered, and sanctuaries be erected for the 
praise and worship of God, which will adorn the landscape with more than pic- 
turesque beauty, and to which the fine though familiar language of Watts will 
be justly applicable : 
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“These temples of his grace, 
How beautiful they stand ! 
The honors of our native place, 
And bulwarks of our land.” 


Address of Rev. Jesse Guernsey, of Iowa, 
ON MOVING THE FOLLOWING RESOLUTION: 


ResotvenD: That the Reports now presented be adopted and published under 
the direction of the Executive Committee. 


My relations to this Society and its work, sir, give this resolution of ordinary 
business, to my mind more than ordinary interest. The home of my affection 
and the field of my toil are on the sunset side of the Father of Waters. <A 
generation has not yet passed away since the territory which now constitutes 
the State of my adoption, and which contains a population of nearly seven 
hundred thousand souls, was still an unbroken wilderness—the home only of 
the native savage, with his wigwam and his canoe, his peace-pipe and his sealp- 
ing-knife, his war-whoops and his songs of the happy hunting-grounds of his 

eople. 

: Tt has been my privilege to be an eye-witness of the successful planting of 
christian institutions among the gathering thousands of that young and noble 
State, under the auspices of this Society. I bless God, sir, for what he has en- 
abled you to accomplish there, and for the humble part I have had in your la- 
bors. It is needless, perhaps, for me to say that I should feel more at my ease 
to-night, were I simply preaching the Gospel to a score or two of listeners in 
some prairie school-house or cabin, some village-hall or court-house, or, per- 
chance, in some humble sanctuary, of Iowa, than I do standing here, among 
these venerable fathers and honored brethren, attempting to address this august 
assembly. And still, sir, I am glad to be here; glad to look upon the faces I 
see around me, and read in them the assurance of an undying interest in the 
cause that is so near my heart: glad, too, to speak in behalf of that cause such 
words of truth and earnestness as God may give me. : : 

I shall be content to act the part of a mere interpreter ; content if I may give 
to this assembly but a passing glimpse, even, of the leading facts and experi- 
ences that lie behind the simple statements of the reports we have heard, and 
that give to those statements their wealth of meaning. 

The work of this Society is chiefly that of planting the standard of the Cross 
in the communities that have sprung up, and are still springing up, as if by 
magic, in the newer portions of the country. No sooner does the wagon of the 
immigrant make its appearance on one of our Western prairies, looking, in the 
distance, like a mere speck of canvas lying against the eastern sky, than some 
missionary of yours, sir, if missionary you have there, goes forth with words 
of welcome on his lips to meet it. Scarcely is the humble dwelling of the set- 
tler seen standing naked and alone, a mere dot, amid the desolate yet beauteous 
waste that stretches away on every side of it, ere that same missionary hastens 
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to bow with its inmates around their newly-laid hearthstone and invoke the 
blessing of Heaven upon the household life that is there commenced. And 
when some paper town, or city whose ample public square and imposing streets 
have been admired, perhaps, in Eastern counting-rooms, and whose matchless 
corner lots have invited the investment of Eastern capital, becomes the site of 
half a dozen rude cabins, and boasts its store and post-office, and its one-story 
tavern with the sign of the ‘“ Astor House” or the ‘‘ Metropolitan Hotel,” then 
the Home Missionary recognizes it as a place to which he has a call. The call 
is without salary, to be sure, or parsonage or pulpit, and it may be also without 
even a waiting welcome; but, nevertheless, incomprehensible as the fact may 
be in certain quarters, it is to him a loud call.. The grass has not stopped grow- 
-ing in the streets ere he is there selecting the lot upon which the future meet- 
ing-house is to stand, finding out by personal visitation and inquiry the religious 
character and history of the people, and persuading as many of them as he can 
to assemble on the Sabbath and hear from his lips the words of eternal life. 
He preaches to them in whatever place is at his disposal; in the school-house 
if there be one, in the store, in the room which serves some family as parlor, 
sitting-room, dining-room, bed-room and kitchen, or, as in one instance with 
which I was acquainted, in the bar-room of the public-house, with the custom- 
ary business of drinking and card-playing going on at one end of the room, 
while words of truth and soberness fall from his lips at the other. 

It is by some such process as this, sir, that the congregations of the prairies and 
the forests, to which your hundreds of missionaries are ministering, have, for the 
most part, been gathered. They are as unlike the Sabbath assemblies of a land 
of ancient sanctuaries, as a recently surveyed western town, with its scattered 
dwellings standing out in the open common, unadorned by fence or tree or 
shrub, is unlike an old New England village, with its shaded streets and em- 
bowered homes and blossom-covered gardens. They are but the rude begin- 
nings out of which only time and toil, and the added blessing of Heaven, can 
develop an organism of consolidated strength and finished comeliness. 

The men who compose them came from regions, and some of them from 
countries widely separated from each other. They represent different phases 
of society, and are distinguished by different habits of thought and life. Their 
sympathies and prejudices and tastes, and, of course, their ideas of the way in 
which things ought to be done, are always various and sometimes antagonistic. 
They are men too, for the most part, whose pecuniary resources are extremely 
limited. They have undertaken to brave the privations and hardships of 
pioneer life, mainly because of the facilities which a new land affords to those 
Whose courageous enterprise and good right arms are their only capital. They 
must wait, then, until some of the first harvests, that are to follow the sowing 
of their soil, have been gathered, ere they can help forward the work of the 
missionary with well-filled and open purses. With but few exceptions, they 
are altogether unused to any active participation in the business responsibilities 
and labors of a religious congregation. They are prone, therefore, to leave the 
minister to perform their duties as well as his own. The number of your mis- 
Sionaries is not small, sir, who sometimes find it necessary to unite in them- 
selves the office of both sexton and preacher, to circulate subscriptions for 
their own support, and then, as their need requires it, to go from house to house, 
and in the form of a bag of grain here, a pail of butter there, and something 
else at the next place, collect the amount that has been subscribed. 

_The men who consent to do such things for the sake of the Gospel, are not 
disheartened by congregations that, to those familiar only with long cultivated 
fields of labor, would seem discouragingly small. Not a few of our missionary 
brethren, sir, preached, the last Sunday, and when the next Sunday comes 
will preach again to the merest handful of people. I have in mind, now, a man 
in Iowa, who for months together preached thoroughly wrought sermons, ser- 
mons that were all full of the very pith and marrow of the Gospel, to a congre- 
gation of scarcely more than a dozen! This would seem to many like small 
business. But that brother wielded a more fruitful and far-reaching influence, 
with only his dozen hearers, than he could have done in many an ancient parish 
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that boasts its congregation of hundreds. He preached, 1 ze 
merely, but to the coming multitude of whom fuego oe asad othe 
most important and influential position for a minister, is not always in a pulpit 
of rosewood, mahogany, or marble. It is as often, perhaps, behind the school- 
room desk or table in some lately founded and thriving Western village or city 
preaching toa little company of enterprising and sturdy pioncers. . 
_ When a pioneer congregation has been gathered, one of their first and most 
imperative wants is, a house of worship. As soon as there is a reasonable hope 
of success, the missionary preacher leads the way in an effort to secure one. 
He does not appeal to them in vain. Many of them, perhaps, are still living in 
rude half-finished dwellings. ~Nearly all of them are crippled in their business 
by the lack of the requisite means for its successful prosecution. The thousand 
calls upon their resources that are always incident to the commencement of life 
in a new country are being pressed upon them. Nevertheless, they will do 
something. It will seem more like home, they say; it will seem more like liy- 
ing, if we can have a church once more, in which to worship. Silver and gold 
they haye none; but such as they have, they freely give. The teams of the 
farmers shall do the necessary hauling; their fields shall furnish stone, if they 
contain them, for the foundation, and their forests material for the superstruc- 
ture. The village saw-mill shall manufacture the needful lumber; the newly 
burnt kilns shall supply the requisite lime and brick; the mechanical skill of 
the place shall give form and comeliness to the gathered materials; and the peo- 
ple at large, with the minister at their head, shall be a committee of the whole 
for the ready performance of the varied miscellaneous labors essential to the 
success of the enterprise. With generous contributions of this sort, and a lit- 
tle money from the Presbyterian Church Erection Fund, or from the treasury 
of the American Congregational Union—but for the prospect of which the first 
blow would perhaps never have been struck—the work goes prosperously on, 
until, in due time, the completed sanctuary opens wide its doors to a joyous 
people, gathered from prairie and village, to consecrate it, amid happy tears and 
erateful songs, to the worship of the triune God. 

It is in this way, sir, with rare exceptions, that the church edifices, reported 
here to-night as having been erected during the past year, have been secured. 
And what sort of buildings are they? They lack the imposing style and 
finished elegance so common in the sanctuaries of older regions. There is 
many a temple in this metropolis, the ornaments of whose ceilings, the carving 
upon whose pews, or the hangings about whose pulpit, have cost more than 
enough to builda sanctuary that would seem all full of grace and beauty to 
thousands of churchless worshipers in the land of prairies. The temples 
of God that have begun to crown the modest heights and gladden the beautiful 
vales of that land are simple and unadorned. They are often without spire or 
tower or cupola. Sometimes they are cushionless, carpetless, and even pewless. 
They are, nevertheless, a mighty power for good. They are centers of light and 
hope and promise. They are doing more than railroads, more than telegraph 
lines, more than all mere material and commercial agencies, to promote the best 
development and truest prosperity of the vast region in which they are located. 

In these humble churches of the wilderness, and in humbler places still, as 
we have heard to-night, sir, God has made bare his arm in connection with the 
labors of your missionaries for the salvation of souls. In comparison with this, 
they esteem every other success as nothing. When a house of worship is com- 
pleted ; when the people gather in growing numbers to hear the truth, or when 
strong christian men come to their help, they are encouraged and glad. But 
their highest joy is experienced when the Saviour no longer knocks in vain for 
admission to the hearts of their people ; and when the new homes among which 
they move are one after another becoming vocal with Jehovah's praise. At 
such times the trials and sacrifices incident to their work seem too insignificant 
for a thought. I can not better represent their spirit than by reciting to you a 
brief passage from Home Missionary life. Some fifteen months ago, sir, on a cold 
wintry night, the dwelling of one of your missionaries in Iowa took fire, and with 


nearly all its contents was reduced to ashes. It was his all; yes, more than his all. 
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I went soon after to visit him. I expected, of course, to find him depressed 
and sad. But in the mean time the Lord had rained salvation upon his people. 
I greeted him with words of sympathy concerning his misfortune. He replied 
with a countenance whose joyful radiance I shall not soon forget : Ah! brother, 
we have a better fire now, a fire kindled by the breath of Heaven in the hearts 
of the people.” So full of grateful joy was he, on account of this new seal 
that God had set to his ministry, that he seemed to have neither words nor 
thoughts for his personal losses or wants. It has often been my happiness to 
witness a kindred joy among the missionaries of this Society. Itisa glorious 
work, sir, that you are annually accomplishing under God in the conversion of 
sinners. How vast a company will finally be gathered with the redeemed in 
heaven through your instrumentality! How vast, sir; ‘“‘a great multitude that 
no man can number.” Not one of all the donors to your treasury, or the la- 
borers in your service, when he shall be permitted to look upon that glorified 
throng, will deem too much all that he has given or done or suffered to further 
your beneficent and heaven-appointed work. ; 

The results secured through your missionaries are not merely spiritual. 
Wherever they have lived and labored, there are found in greater measure than 
elsewhere, well ordered schools, an elevated standard of social life, evidences 
of culture in the people and in their homes, and a just and vigorous moral 
sense. Their influence is scarcely more indispensable, therefore, to the pros- 
perity of the Church than of the State. 

The number of laborers employed, during the past year, in the service I have 
been trying to describe, has been reported in our hearing; but the mere figures 
of a report, sir, can give no adequate idea of the force you have in the field. 
We need to know what sort of men these missionaries are. I wish mine were 
the skill to sketch for you their portrait. Such a picture would be a more 
effective plea than any other, for the claims of this Society. 

It has been often said that ministers who are not good enough for the East, 
will not do for the West. No truer word was ever uttered. The earnest, inde- 
pendent, muscular thought, developed by the exigencies of life in a new land, 
can never be directed and molded by pulpit dullards and drones, Such, sir, 
are not the men you have sent us, Go, and see them amid the stirring activi- 
ties of their work; witness their ready and telling blows against myriad forms 
of error; listen to their Sabbath messages, as fresh and vigorous as they are 
clear and truthful; mark the breadth and wisdom of the plans and principles 
developed in their ecclesiastical assemblies ; and you shall say, with me, that 
it would be difficult to find an equal number of men, with greater ability than 
theirs to stamp their impress upon the thought and character of a people. 
They are men of generous culture, They trust not to the credulity of igno- 
rance, but to the truth-enforced convictions of enlightened reason, They are 
strong men. They tremble not in the presence of the mightiest champions 
and most defiant fortresses of error. They are live men. ‘They move not in 
the dead incrusted past, but in the free and living present. They are men of 
practical tact and power. They rely, not upon old musty sermons, nor upon 
stereotyped prayers, but upon truth, and work, and supplication to God, re- 
quired and prompted by the peculiarities of the hour. They are workmen that 
need not to be ashamed. With vigorous and well-trained minds, they have 
large hearts. Beneficent plans, generous deeds, and loving words, are as irre- 
pressible and free with them, as their very breath, The spirit that animates 
them is as broad and genial in its outward breathings, ag the balmy airs that, 
on a Summer’s day, Sweep so freshly around their prairie homes. Money is 
nothing with them ; ease is nothing ; life itself is nothing, if by its sacrifice a 
purer light and brighter hope may come to the hearts and homes of the few of 
on Sakata the multitude of the future, for 
0 watch, <y are men, moreover, of faith-inspired courage. They know 
how to look difficulties squarely in the face, and ach right over and dhrone 

m to live in, they can go to work with their 
i able to afford a horse, with which to 
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can go on foot. If the scanty support, which is all they can hope for at best, 
becomes suddenly more scanty, they can come astonishingly near to living 
upon faith. If sympathetic hearts and codperative deeds are wanting, God 
helping them, they can single-handed and alone bear aloft the Gospel banner, 
until loyal and loving multitudes are gathered with them beneath its joyous 
folds. If treason shows its face among the christian soldiery they lead, they 
can turn the weapons of truth against it, and drive it forth branded, as all 
treason should ever be, with humiliation and defeat. If the communities for 
whose welfare they labor are inappreciative, and the results they seek slow of 
development, ‘they can toil on,” as an Iowa brother has lately said, “year 
after year in laying foundations on which others may build, content if, like 
Moses, they may simply be permitted, at the end of a self-denying life, to look 
in upon the promised land to which through suffering and privation they have 
led a murmuring people.” We have occasion for devout thanksgiving to God, 
sir, not only that you have sent men into our great missionary field, but that 
they are such men. 

At what cost is their work maintained? The amount of money disbursed 
under the direction of your Executive Committee, is annually reported, as it 
has been here to-night ; but that is only a single item in the bill. There are 
other items that have no place in your Treasurer’s Report. The sacrifice of 
household comfort, involved in home missionary life, is one of them. Not very 
long ago, a missionary brother came, in the month of November, fresh from a 
snug New England parsonage, to make his home upon one of our bleak, wind- 
swept prairies. The best shelter available there, for himself and family, was a 
little barn, the gaping cracks between whose boards, promised a freer ventilation 
than would be required for comfort or health. Here, in the very outset, was a 
test of his ability to endure hardness as a good soldier. He was equal to it. 
Into the barn he went; and with the aid of some rough boards and straw and 
old newspapers and paste, and a generous Western fire, he managed to keep 
out and neutralize enough of cold, to make his winter’s stay there endurable. 
The family of his nearest associate in the missionary work, consisting of six 
persons, were compressed into two medium-sized rooms. The one upon the 
second floor served as a sleeping-room for the household, and occasionally for 
their guests; and in the other, for a period of two or three years, the pionecr 
minister prepared most elaborate and admirable sermons, amid the noisy play 
of children, the brisk talk of lady callers, the clatter of knives and forks and 

dishes, and the general tumult of household work. These, perhaps, are cases 
of more than average discomfort and inconvenience ; but the great majority of 
your missionaries in Iowa, at least, occupy dwellings that the most inconsider- 
ate of Eastern parishes would deem it an insult to offer to their minister. The 
furniture that most of them are able to afford, would make a sorry appearance 
in the ministerial homes with which you, sir, and those who hear me, are fami- 
liar. Articles of taste or comfort, too common elsewhere to be specially 
thought of, would be prized in many a missionary dwelling, as rare and pre- 
cious luxuries. A brother to whom I recently addressed a note of inquiry 
concerning the wants of his family, in the course of his reply, exclaims: 
‘Won't it be glorious, when our day’s work is done, and we get to heaven ; 
where these close pinches and sharp corners shall be forever past, and crowns 
and harps shall be given us!” And then, in,sudden parenthesis, he adds: 
“By the way, I should rather like a melodeon here.” He has music in his 
soul, and in his voice and fingers as well. Few privations could be greater to 
him, than the lack of facilities for the gratification and improvement of his mu- 
sical taste. In the missionary homes of our land, a thousand simple means of 
comfort or pleasure are daily dispensed with, as not absolutely essential to life, 
which would nevertheless add much to its cheerful brightness. 

It too often happens that the central light of those homes, burning prema- 
turely down into its socket, goes out in darkness. It is upon the missionary’s 
wife that the cares and labors incident to rude and rudely-furnished quarters 
and scanty means of subsistence fall most heavily. In the quiet sphere of her 
daily life, away from the sustaining excitement of the world’s observation, and 
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the cheering voice of its sympathy, are found the most exhausting endurance, 
the most trying yo acer ae noblest heroism. The burden that presses 
most crushingly upon many a missionary’s spirit to-day, sir, is found, not in 
his anxiety concerning the success of his work, though that may be great, nor 
in the discouragements that beset his path, though they may be many, but in 
the fact, that he is compelled to see his best friend and helper, the heart-com- 
panion who, while yet in her youthful freshness and bloom, left a home of 
abundance and luxury to share with him the vicissitudes and privations of mis- 
sionary life, bending, bending, bending graveward, while words of cheer and 
courage are still on her lips, and he, for the lack of a few paltry dollars, power- 
less to lighten her toil, or to do aught to avert the blow that threatens to darken 
his home and cast a sad and brooding shadow over all the future of his earthly 
life. Scattered throughout the field you are seeking to cultivate, sir, are early- 
made graves of wives and mothers, which commemorate desolated missionary 
homes. Their names have no place in the records of earthly fame, but they are 
written in heaven, as the names of those whose death, in the sight of the Lord, 
is precious. ‘ 

So also is the name of many a faithful missionary, who has made his zeal 
rather than his strength the measure of his work. It is a thousand times bet- 
ter to wear out and die young in a good cause, than to rust out and live to be 
as old as Methuselah in fruitless idleness; but many of our Home missionaries 
are wearing out too fast. Their fields are so large, the destitutions around 
them so numerous and appalling, the calls for labor so loud and beseeching, the 
cares and perplexities incident to their position so oppressive and exhausting, 
that, in instances sadly frequent, their forces are early spent and their sun goes . 
down at noon. 

Sacrifices of comfort, and sometimes of life, are perhaps always to be expect- 
ed, as inseparable from the missionary work; but one item has been report- 
ed here to-night of peculiar significance. I refer to the Society’s unusual in- 
debtedness to its missionaries, during a year of scrupulous and even painful 
retrenchment. As a mere financial fact, this is as readily comprehended as any 
other. It has a meaning, nevertheless, which few in this assembly are in a 
position to appreciate. It means, want, sir, absolute want, in the homes of 
scores of the men to whom this money is due. It means, anxious faces and 
heavy hearts and troubled yet trusting and hopeful prayers to God there. It 
means, in several instances, as I chance to know, summer’s clothing worn in 
winter's cold; and, in the case of one noble-hearted and genial man who has 
grown old in the Master’s service, and soon will wear the robes of the redeemed 
in heaven, it means such an adherence to worn-out garments, that his wife says 
that ‘‘if each patch she has applied to them were of a different color, they 
would in that respect much resemble a certain famous coat of the olden time; 
though she doubts if they would, like that, excite the envy of the brethren.” 
What is worse than all, it means, with many a missionary, credit dishonored, 
integrity impugned, and usefulness sacrificed. 

The trials and sacrifices I have named, sir, are some of the wnreported items 
included in the cost of the Home Missionary work. It must not be inferred, 
that your laborers dwell in an unvarying atmosphere of depression and gloom. 
Happiness is often found in connection with privations and trials; and I here 
declare to you, sir, that I do not believe the world contains brighter and sun- 
nier homes than are those of tlte noble band of men who, under the auspices of 
this Society, are doing the work of Christ and his church, in Iowa. 

_ Thave already detained you, sir, too long; but I can not close without a word 
tn regard to the future. It must be a future of progress. The churches whose 
«moners you are, must furnish the men and the means requisite to make it 
such. They can do it: even in these times of war and business depression, 
they can do it. Let there be the same outbursting, self-sacrificing loyalty toward 
the banner of our Great Captain, that we are witnessing now toward that of our 
country, and your treasury would soon be full and overflowin g. We shall be false 
2 God, false to humanity, false to ourselves, false to the glorious success of the 
past and the more glorious promise of the future, if, in this emergency, we fail.

Fail! That word has no business in the vocabulary of Christian faith and duty. 
Fail! Millions of heaven-recorded vows, millions of uplifted prayers, God's 
word of command and promise, the worth of inconceivable multitudes of immor- 
tal souls, the sympathies of angels and glorified ones around the throne, the 
measureless love of Jesus, all, all forbid it. Fail! Not only every consideration 
of religion, but every consideration of patriotism, forbids it. In the proportion 
in which God and his truth are enthroned in the national heart will that heart 
beat loyally to the principles of our unequaled, and I believe enduring, govern- 
ment, and be ready to pour out the treasures of its affection, and its blood, if 
need be, upon the altar of our national liberties. The eager, almost religious en- 
thusiasm with which the States of the great North-west have recently responded, 
and are ready to respond again and again and again and yet again, to the tune 
of two hundred and fifty thousand at a time, to the call for men who are will- 
ing to sustain their country’s honor and preserve her existence, at the cost of 
their lives, is in no small measure the result of the work of evangelization 
which this Society has been doing within their borders. Not a few who march 
in our Western regiments are members, sir, of the little churches which your 
missionaries have gathered. From the lips of those missionaries they have 
received the principles and spirit that animate and inspire them. The triggers 
of their muskets will each of them have a prayer, and a‘loving heart behind it, 
and be pulled none the less effectively for that. Onward, then, right onward 
let your work go, until throughout the land, that righteousness shall reign 
which exalteth a nation, and we may ever say, with the enthusiastic confidence 
of one of our honored poets : 


“Sail on, O Union strong and great ! 


Fear not each sudden sound and shock, 
Tis of the wave and not the rock ; 
Tis but the flapping of the sail, 

And not a rent made by the gale ! 

In spite of rock and tempest’s roar, 

In spite of false lights on the shore, 
Sail on, nor fear to breast the sea ! 

Our hearts, our hopes are all with thee, 
Our hearts, our hopes, our prayers, our tears, 
Our faith triumphant o’er our fears, 
Are all with thee, are all with thee !” 


Address of Rev. Martin Kellogg, of California. 
ON MOVING THE FOLLOWING RESOLUTION : 


Resotven, That the great Christian Plan demands a wise and most earnest 
prosecution of our work of Home Missions. 


The great Christian Plan aims at bringing back this world to Christ. This 
end, nothing less than this, is the thought and prayer and effort of the Church. 
We can not too often ask, what part we are to act, what the Master requires of 
us, American Christians, in carrying out his purposes, 


L Our Christian Plan can not but give a chief place to Home Missions. 

The work is one, all over the world. Success any where helps the cause 
every where. There is a usual division of the great work into two departments, 
‘‘ Home” and “ Foreign.” These two are interdependent, full of beautiful, be- 
neficent redctions. Foreign Missions only stimulate efforts at home. The Home 
work does not for an instant lose sight of the great world-idea of missions. It 
furnishes new enginery for the world-effort. 

The cloge connection of Home with Foreign Missions is well illustrated in the 
State from which I come. California looks out on the widest ocean and the 
most, populous empires of the world. An immense Asiatic traffic is to center in 
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San Francisco. China, especially, is our commercial vis-a-vis. From the fringe 
of her almost countless population, she has already sent 40,000 to be dwellers 
in California. Forty thousand heathen have come, in God's providence, to see 
what our christian nation will do for their souls. The religious challenge is 
fairly given ; for they have set up their idol-temple in the heart of San Francis- 
co. What influence shall meet these wanderers? Through these pioneers from 
the crowded realms of paganism, shall light and blessing be given back, or only 
disgust for a caricatured Christianity ? Shall returning Chinamen represent us 
as true to the teachings of our vaunted faith, or as a nation of swearers and de- 
frauders? How vitally important that this grand opportunity be not thrown 
away ! that good, and not evil, flow from the most favored land of Christendom 
to the neediest land of paganism! Is not China, with its amazing population, 
its wall of exclusiveness, its difficult and complex dialects, its pollutions and 
deadness to moral impressions, is not China the great problem of the christian 
Church? But lo! here are these most discouraging subjects of missionary 
effort, providentially with us, learning our tongue, drinking in our ideas. If we 
are faithful to them, why may we not hope to raise up the best of missionaries 
for China? With this christianized force, and with all our commercial inter- 
course, why shall not coming years change that vast empire, and the Gospel’s 
greatest harvest turn white for the sickle? Something is done for these heathen 
now, in California. They are coming into Sabbath-schools, and even into 
churches. Just enough has been done to show how much we may do if we have 
help. Does it not seem that Providence is telling us how to solve the Church's 
greatest problem, bidding us christianize China through our Pacific States ? 

As the world is brought into closer contact, each part with every other, our 
country as a whole will exert a growing, most powerful influence on all heathen 
nations. For the sake of all lands, then, we must care for our own land. This 
is our high unavoidable trust. Over the gateway opening to lowly home-work, 
we see the inscription, “ This way to victory ;” and we know that it means the 
world-wide victory of Christ. We hear the tread and the music of his gather- 
ing hosts; and as we go to meet our own hear, menacing, formidable foes, we 
know that no wing of the army has a more sacred duty than ours. We would 
save this magnificent land, that the world may sooner be saved. 


II. How, so far as concerns us, shall this great, all-needful Home-work be 
carried on? 'The resolution calls attention to two points. 

1. With wisdom. There is a business wisdom, which calls for economy and 
efficiency of labor. There is a sort of political wisdom, which learns from po- 
litical parties the value of organized, concentrated effort; which sees, in a 
higher sphere, what prudent statesmanship and diplomacy may do. There is 
also a strategic wisdom, which plans a whole campaign, and wastes no men or 
means. ‘These all make certain demands on American Christians. 

They demand, for example, that there be the spirit, and the fact, of Christian 
cooperation. It is poor strategy, to let the Lord’s hosts be severed into jealous 
sections, each striving for precedence. It is against all business principles, to 
multiply effort in some places, while others are uncared for. It is bad states- 
manship, to throw away the power of united action. There is no Protestant 
Pope to regulate our efforts, no human captain-general whom we can all obey. 
But can there not be a sweet christian deference, a practical wisdom, taking for 
its twin mottoes: ‘Preach the Gospel to every creature,” “In honor preferring 
one another ” ? : 

_I thank God for the proclaimed idea of codperation, so long linked with the 
history of this Society. It is worthy to be cherished with our holiest affections. 
Coéperation—practical, truly christian codperation among the evangelical de- 
nominations—is the dictate of common-sense ; it is the imperative command of 
every phase of christian wisdom. Whatever separate organizations there must 
be, let there be mutual helpfulness. As the different sections of Christ’s army 
enter the battle, each may think its own weapons most perfect ; but let each 


Een the other as loyal to the same heavenly flag, and ring out hearty 
od speeds,” to echo along the ranks, 
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Wisdom demands, again, that the churches make the greatest efforts where 
there is greatest need. The best men should-be in the hardest places. If we 
look on ministers as ‘‘ ambassadors for Christ,” where should the ablest be sent ? 
To courts which already own allegiance, or to those which claim independence? 
To regions full of loyalty, or to those which teem with rebels? What right 
have we to choose the least capable men for the most delicate and difficult diplo- 
macy? If we regard ministers as christian warriors, shall not the best fighters 
be sent where the conflict is fiercest? Border warfare is the Church’s sternest 
duty. The genius of Christianity is aggressive. So long as rebellion lasts it 
must be assailed. And where the lines of collision run, there should the strong- 
est forces be placed. For the border, where the chief danger lies and the chief 
victory waits, we must not do less than patriotism does; we must give up the 
Seventh Regiments of our churches; we must send the choicest of Bay State 
pioneers to hew their way. How absurd would it be to fortify with triple care 
all these northernmost villages, or even Boston and New York, and at the same 
time leave Washington and the whole exposed border in charge of strag- 
gling, ill-disciplined troops, with but here and there a reliable company! But 
have not the churches done something like this? Have they not been willing 
that the ablest forces should stay at home, while far too few, and these not al- 
ways picked men, bore the brunt of the border? The frontier can show many 
workers of the right stamp, heroic in their nobility, ; men who well deserve the 
eulogy they have received to-night. But is it owing to the voice of the Church 
at large? 

There is a great work to be done in our cities, among the hitherto neglected 
half-heathen. But even this must not overshadow the frontier work. As pat- 
riots and as Christians, we must plan for the whole country, to make right in- 
fluences dominant in every part. 

Wisdom demands, also, the cultivation of an esprit de corps, a band spirit. 
And here I speak not of a denominational, but of a wider, associate wisdom. 
This spirit will rebuke the selfishness of churches and vicinities. It is hard to 
get a minister from a loving church, however much he may be wanted for the 
border. It is hard to find a Council or a Presbytery, whe will encourage a 
valued comrade to go far away. Ought this to be so? 

Some ecclesiastical organizations provide for a centralizing power. Roman 
Catholics obey their Pope. Jesuits and others are encouraged to voluntary 
activity ; but it must be strictly subordinated to a central, directing head. The 
Methodists have an almost iron system, admirable for pioneering, which tells a 
man where he must go; and if he refuses, he loses caste. 

Now this control must have some equivalent in our more purely voluntary 
system. here must be an associate wisdom, making up for the lack of Pope 
and Bishop. All must accept their part in the great common work. Christians 
generally must study the wants and emergencies of the whole field, and take 
counsel of the clearest heads and warmest hearts in the churches. They must 
expect, yea, insist on a wide-sweeping adjustment of forces, and learn to cry 
shame on the church, or cluster of churches, that is not willing to spare its best 
and its bravest for the border conflict. ; ; 

Other dictates of wisdom might be mentioned; as the importance of laying 
foundations strong and deep in our newer States; of fostering permanent, self- 
sustaining churches, and founding christian institutions of learning, which 
shall train up leaders for the christian forces. But enough has been said to 
show what broad christian wisdom is needed in carrying on the great work of 
Home Missions. 

2. This Home-work must be carried on with earnestness. 

This requires energy. Are we doing enough? Are we straining every nerve 
for the conflict? In our national crisis, the watchword is, energy ! Prompt, 
strenuous action is demanded by the common voice. Alas! that we should 
ever have deemed the great spiritual contest less pressing. Who can think 
of lagging, of hindering the army of Christ? Who will not shout eagerly, 


Forward? ; 
There must be such earnestness as leads to sacrifice. And the standard 
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should be as high in this as in any missionary work. The “‘ lamp of sacrifice” 
is needed as much for Home as for Foreign Missions. There is no peculiar 
sanctity pertaining to the foreign work. Those who labor in this country 
should be no less devoted than those who go abroad. All Christians should 
be equally consecrated, and that is, wholly. If there be not the same fervor, 
or ripeness, in all, there should be the same thoroughly mastering christian 
principle, a readiness to do and suffer all things for Christ. How much we 
need this christian abandon / go that ministers would prefer to work in the 
newer fields, and deem it a hardship not to go thither; so that christian men 
would pray to be made pioneers, for the sake of doing more good. I know 
some such, who have migrated chiefly for this. Their influence has been most 
precious. Are there not thousands in these older and stronger churches, in 
whose ears is ringing a loud and solemn call to the home-field? Would that 
the centrifugal force balanced the centripetal! Oh! that the Spirit would send 
forth ‘‘a strong east wind,” a religious hurricane, if need be, to blow more 
ministers and laymen to the suffering western border ! 

But the great majority must stay. Shall they sacrifice little? Some do 
nobly, as societies like this attest. But may not much more be done? The 
giving is unequal; do any give too much? As churches grow strong, there is 
a tendency toward easy-going benevolence. After the struggle for life is past, 
a church claims less sacrifices from its members; and is not the same lowered 
standard carried over, unconsciously, into missionary offerings? Well-to-do 
churches fail to realize the wants of the new settlements; they do not kriow 
what sacrifices are made by those on the ground. Christian men are sur- 
prised when I tell them that in California, which casts 120,000 votes, whole 
denominations number less than single churches here; that the two denomina- 
tions represented in this Society have scarcely 1200 church-members in all. 
And these scattered hundreds must bear a large part of the christian burdens 
of a great State. 

There should be a felt egualizing of the pressure, across the land, the strong 
lifting the burden from the weak. If unusual helps are to be had any where, 
why should they not offset the greatest obstacles? Where are fine churches 
and attractive appliances of worship most needed? Where church-going is a 
habit, and the religious sentiment prevails, or where the great majority must 
be interested, and lured to the house and the worship of God? ‘These older 
churches demand good edifices, good music, and good preaching. It is well; 
but do not the younger, weaker churches want them still more? At least, let 
us not be left to fight against so heavy odds. Let the whole family of church- 
es remember the little ones. 

Sacrifice, earnestness that gives it birth, is not this the great want of the 
day? Through ages the church struggled to settle doctrines. Heresies 
brought them out into sharp, confronting outline. Councils met and toiled 
to shape the christian creed. These latter centuries have had a like work 
to do, in rescuing and reénthroning the perverted truth. But Protestant- 
ism has now a consolidated, free, out-working life. The great doctrines are 
plain; corruptions have been sloughed off. On this new hight of power, shall 
not the Church bend to a new struggle—spring to the task of acting out the 
doctrines it has defined, defended, and rescued? Shall there not be a new and 
grand development of practical aggressive power? God is giving the impulse 
in these modern revivals. Shall not Christians hail their privilege, and push 
on their columns to a wider and final victory ? 

This work of ours demands such a church-revival. Tt demands an uprising 
as majestic, if not as demonstrative, as that which the country is witnessing. 
But just now, a nation seemed about to die; now it puts forth the energies of 
a peerless life. Party differences have been swept away; old opponents are 
cooperating, impelled by a great common love, Thousands of brave soldiers 
si gone where they were most needed; they have hurried to the border. 

one of the gathering battalions have lacked an esprit de corps ; patriotism 
their flaming love, the “ star-spangled banner” their sacred emblem, an un- 
paralleled enthusiasm has filled their ranks. Each offering patriot has pledged

himself to make, if need be, the last swe7i7ice, to lay down life at his country’s 
bidding. nergy is shown in the administrative management; earnestness, a 
stern, indescribable earnestness, possesses the public mind. What lessons 
are here, illustrating the methods and the spirit with which our great christ- 
ian contest should be waged! This country is so dear to patriots, that life and 
treasure will be lavished, to save it for order and good government, and free 
republican institutions. Shall it not be so dear to Christians that they will do 
as much to save it for Christ? Shall we not see to it that the continent is 
- belted, from ocean to ocean, with truly christian States ? 

Thank God, we shall have a country still, of continental breadth and power. 
I can pledge California to-night for the dear old Union. And why? Because 
the old influences haye not died out from the hearts of her people. Let christ- 
ian power be permanently enthroned there, and however this belt of christian 
missionary States may be narrowed, by lapses to barbaric fellowship, it shall 
not be shortened ; it shall reach from shore to shore. The influences of our 
christian civilization shall go forth, unimpeded, across either ocean, for the 
saving of the nations, for the glory of God. 


Address of Rev. A. Huntington Clapp, of Providence, R.I., 
ON MOVING THE FOLLOWING RESOLUTION : 


Resotvep: That the present condition of the Missionaries of this Society im- 
peratively appeals to its friends, practically to heed the injunction : “Bear ye 
one another's burdens, and so fulsill the law of Christ.” 


Mr. Presipent: Your Society has been, and is, very dear to christian 
hearts: I believe it has been, and still is, far dearer to the heart of God. He 
has signally owned and blessed it. What favored times have brightened its 
history! when laborers have offered themselves in some fair proportion to the 
open fields, when funds freely flowed in from prosperous and united churches, 
when the Spirit was poured out from on high, when the reports of your mis- 
sionaries melted and thrilled us with their fervors of exultant feeling. 

Then, your anniversaries were occasions for the display of jubilant eloquence. 
We could not but rejoice and give thanks. You needed then your polished, 
graceful orators, and they came at your call, whose chosen words were like 
apples of gold in pictures of silver. Even the seeker of entertainment, the 
lover of emotional excitement, found it good to be here. 

How different the case to-night !. How can we exult and congratulate our- 
selves, while so many faithful ones in your fields are sorely suffering for 
Jesus’ sake ? : . 

It is no time for gems of poetry, nor flowers of rhetoric. Had we skill to 
bring them, the one would have no fragrance, the other no brilliance, for the 
burdened hearts before us. 

This christian assembly will desire and shall receive only the words of sober 
truth; and only they who wish to know duty, to do it, and to quicken others 
in it, will feel it good to be here to-night. ' 

‘Bear ye one another’s burdens.” All men admire the beauty of the pre- 
cept. But is that enough? Admiration is cold. I know not but the Priest 
and Levite were so rapt in admiration of this very precept, that they could not 
see their wounded neighbor, as they passed by on the other side. 

‘Bear ye one another’s burdens.” All men see the benevolence of the pre- 
cept. In their troubles, they plead, with ready pathos, its fulfillment. Many 
have sought its benefits in their own sorrows, who have been content with say- 
ing to others, in far sadder destitution: ‘Be ye warmed and filled.” 

‘Bear ye one another’s burdens.” With what tender power does this word 
thrill the Soul of the christian believer! He recognizes it as, indeed, the law 
of Christ—of Him who hath borne our griefs and carried our sorrows; upon 
whom was laid the chastisement of our peace, the iniquity of us all—that hea- 
viest burden which hath ever yet been borne. 
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But even this is not enough—that the heart should be stirred to feeling, 
The hand must be moved to action. Never was a more practical precept. 

We weep with them that weep. It is well: it is much, where we can do 
nothing more—as with mourners by the grave of a friend, whom only One can 
restore to life. But another’s burden that can be divided, we share only as 
our shoulders bear all of it that they may. Many of the burdens of our West- 
ern Missionaries, we can not share; they must bear them alone. 

Only those upon the ground can feel their urgent sense of personal. respon- 
sibility in the pending conflicts between Christianity and Infidelity ; only they 
can see the full bearing of that conflict, on the forming character, and so on 
the whole future of that growing realm. 

Their monthly appeals, through your publications, to our philanthropy, our 
patriotism, our love for souls, come from men daily seeing for themselves prac- 
tical illustrations of what we hold as an undoubted theory—the vital necessity 
of the pure Gospel to free, permanent, civil institutions. We, amid the settled 
institutions of the older States, familiar only with our homogeneous population, 
can not feel the responsibility of this nation as God’s almoner to all peoples 
and ages, as they feel it, dwelling among the representatives of all earth’s 
kindred and tribes. 

And then, how much can we share—what can we really Anow—of the bur- 
dens-of a christian missionary family, inseparable from border-life in new and 
sparsely-settled regions, in the forming stages of society ? Many read the ac- 
counts, too much as we read romances — scarcely feeling that they can be 
real, or can call for actual help. 

Steal! my dear sirs, I well know that, so far from being exaggerated, your 
monthly records conceal far more than they express, of the dark features of 
border missionary life. Those brethren, themselves, shrink from telling all 
the truth, lest it should seem like a weak appeal for sympathy, from men un- 
willing to bear trials greater than they had anticipated. And you, in turn, 
honorably ashamed to let the world know what these men are allowed to suf 
fer, tone down once more the statements, which even then many Christians of 
sensibility weep over as moving fictions, and cold men of the world sneer at as 
indicative of fanatical Quixotism. 

I challenge one of ordinary christian feeling, to open at random any num- 
ber of your Home Missionary, believing its statements, and read unmoved its 
faithful portrayal of the daily life and labors of these men, in their circum- 
stances ; their attempts to hold religious services and celebrate the christian 
ordinances where oppression bears sway ; their conflicts with native and im- 
ported infidelity in every guise; opposition from Sectarianism in its Protean 
forms—always fiercest where truth has fewest friends, and the need of union 
is most vital; from false professors of religion, who use it as a cloak to base 
designs ; from backsliders from our Eastern churches, who, finding they had, 
themselves, no piety, believe the same is true, or desire that it may prove SO, 
of all others ; from teachers of false doctrine, whose name is Legion ; who—as 
loose in essentials of faith and practice, as they are tenacious of formalities— 
with spurious ‘“ Revivals” and wildest extravagances, burn over your fields as 
with prairie fire; from scoffers, railing against the Sabbath, the Church, the 
ordinances, orderly preaching, the family, the pastoral relation, and whatever 
else the Christian holds dear, 

Think, ye worn and wearied pastors, often discouraged at the arduousness 
of your labors—and I know that you have no sinecure—with a generous, loy- 
ing, and appreciative people; and ye favored Christians who enjoy the undi- 
vided Services of such men—think of the labors of these our Home Missionary 
brethren, in communities where for five in the school-house or the dance-hail 
made for the day a sanctuary, a hundred are at their noisy sports within 
hearing, where profaneness pollutes the air, and drunkenness, gambling, and 
every form of license hold their mad revel. 

Remember that often, even here, he can not set himself down to systematic 
plans for the permanent regeneration of the place. So mutable is society—so 
liable to be suddenly broken up by the failure of a crop, by sickness, business 
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_ reverses, or the report of better prospects further on—that the Missionary’s 


chief hope is to snatch a soul or two from the swarming mass, before it moves 
beyond his reach. Nor can he give himself exclusively to one such community. 
Several of these, often widely apart, to be reached by foot-journeys, over 
wretched roads heavy with mud or snow, must have such care as he can give, 
or be wholly without religious instruction. And in each of them, he must be 
not only pastor—preaching, dealing with inquirers, cavilers, opposers, visiting 
the afflicted, sick and dying—but Sabbath-school superintendent, teacher and 
librarian, as well; tract and book distributor, leader of prayer-meetings, the 
school committee, the entire society for temperance and other reforms. 

The pastoral care of a single parish, brethren, we find wearing enough, even 
in the smallest of our sober, well-ordered communities. How should we bear 
it, if, to not here and there one, but to many of those whom we seek to point 
to Christ, that blessed name were as unfamiliar as to the heathen? If, when 
called to bury a child, it were no very unusual thing to find one or both par- 
ents too stupid with drink to know what we were doing? It tries our sensi- 
bilities, to give the parting grasp and say the parting words of cheer to the dy- 
ing among their household friends. What must it be, to execute such minis- 
tries in behalf of those far away from their homes and kindred? sometimes 
homes that they have darkened, kindred whom they have alienated by their 
vices; in other instances, homes and kindred, the joy of whose life our mis- 
sionary must quench with the message that their loved and absent one is no 
more. And, as if these multifarious labors were not sufficiently trying, in 
their prosecution the missionary’s wife and children must be left to care for 
themselves as best they can. 

But the weekly round is at last completed. Unappreciated and unthanked 
very likely—nay chilled by the coldness of men who here, it may be, called 
themselves Christians—the missionary turns his face homeward ; to one of our 
comfortable home-nests, think you? a quiet parsonage amid flowery gardens 
and shaded by green trees? Sometimes, possibly : oftener to a one-story log 
cabin, built by his own hands, with but a single unfloored room, fortunate if 
it has proper door and window, and is safe from being flooded by heavy 
rains. And here, with scanty furniture and materials, with few books to solace 
the long hours of solitude, unaided, alone—save, perhaps, a young infant—toils 
the missionary wife, a lady of education and refined culture, who, here at the 
East, graced by her gentle manners and sanctified by her fervent piety a home 
where she was tenderly shielded, and where she would be to-day, but for her 
love to Christ and to the souls for whom he died. , 

“Ah! yes,” says some strong but not over-sensitive one, “rather hard ex- 
perience, but profitable; the good soldier of Jesus Christ must endure hard- 
ness.” True; and endurance of this kind, up to a certain point, does indeed 
harden for more efficient service ; but beyond that point, it must break down 
the health and energy, dry up the spirits, and tend to death. It is a prodigal, 
sinful waste of life—of precious christian life. } 

But, admitting that all these wearing cares and labors, these self-denials, per- 
plexities and struggles, do constitute only a profitable degree of hardness, is it 
needful and best to add to them ? ‘ , 

Upon these; with the heavy burden of poverty, shall we pile the intolerable 
one of debt? Shall the weary missionary come back from his tour, not only 
to an uncomfortable home and a needy family, but to peremptory worldly cre- 
ditors, only too ready to charge to a culpable want of truth and honesty his in- 
ability to pay what he has not—has not because of your depleted treasury ? 

Not a few of these our brethren, after watching in vain for weeks each ar- 
riving mail, will lay upon sleepless pillows to-night, heads aching with this bur- 
den. They can bear incessant and unappreciated toil; can resist, as numbers 
of them are constantly resisting, flattering calls to easier and more remunera- 
tive fields; they endure with cheerful courage the pangs of hope deferred, the 
depressing wear of sympathy with the poor, the sick, the suffering, and of 


‘anxiety for the sinful; with a self-forgetting nobleness that might move even 


the hardest to tears, they speak of the severest personal deprivations as ‘in- 
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conveniences :” they do, in the divine strength, bear up under the anguish of 
sickness in their homes, unrelieved by proper medical attendance; and even of 
burying alone, far from friends and kindred, the wife or child that was their 
dearest earthly solace ; they can leave them there with no stone to mark the 
well-remembered spot. But when, added to all this, the worn and tried laborer 
must feel that an undeserved stain has come upon his good name, that his truth 
and honor are tarnished in the eyes of those for whom he toils, the point of en- 
durance is passed. Beyond that limit can one go, and yet be a man? 

Ah! what shall we say of those who will suffer such men to come to that 
limit? Isay such men, for I verily believe that of all our excellent christian 
laborers, no class is enduring more, and that more cheerfully for Christ’s sake, 
than these. I say such men, for they are not unknown needy adventurers, who 
have gone out to a desired warfare, and at their own charges. We have sent 
them to toil for ws. They are our chosen men—chosen for the very qualities 
which would insure their success here at home, in enterprises temporal or 
spiritual. They are of our household, bone of our bone, flesh of our flesh ; for, 
literally, in many cases, as well as in christian usage, they are our brothers and 
sisters. 

The relation between them and us of the older churches, is eminently one 
of affection, not of patronage and dependence. If they bear, in our stead, the 
burden and heat of the day, we can at least manifest our appreciation of their 
self-sacrifice, by sharing such of their trials ag may be shared. Of this pecu- 
niary burden they can be, should be, must be relieved. We can at least 
generously provide for their temporal comfort. Do we not justly owe them 
that? Not that it is enough to own and cancel itasa debt, least of all to 
treat it as a charity. The world pays its servitors their dues ; nations do that 
by the most mercenary of their soldiers ; the most indifferent employer does 
that by the least cared-for of his workers. Yea, a corporation—which has 
been said to have no soul—will faithfully do that by its employees, 

But in this watchful care of their messengers, the churches should show 
their loving brotherly recognition of a bond tenderer than that of the family, 
where nature asserts her own. Here grace should assert her own. It is 
Christ's law of love that should thrill every pulse of the Christian’s heart and 
hand, ready to such a work. 

‘“Bear ye one another’s burdens.” “Let no man seek his own, but every 
man another’s welfare.” “As ye would that men should do to you, do ye 
even so to them.” If these precepts relate to our bearing toward ai/ men, and 
especially toward them of the household of faith, with what peculiar force do 
they apply to such relations as these we bear to our Home Missionary brethren ? 

You have not forgotten how profoundly the nation was stirred, when it was 
only feared that the government might be falling short of its duty to supply 
and protect, in his besieged fortress, the gallant Anderson, charged with the 
defense of our national honor. He deserves all the love and gratitude lavished 


But did even he defend interests more precious than those in the keeping of 
our home missionaries? Upheld by the admiration of a world, did he do it 
with a nobler bravery, or at greater cost of personal self-denial, than these men 
show in their unnoticed, unapplauded occupation of their scattered camps in 
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blemish and without spot? Where are these with their offerings which might 
put to shame even the lavish gifts of Papal Europe, that make their churches 
to gleam with gold and gems, like the mines of fabled genii ? 

These brethren may be forgotten—heaven forbid it; yet a mother may for- 
get her child that she should not have compassion upon it—these brethren may 
be forgotten and neglected by the more favored who should share their burdens. 
But they will not be forgotten of Him whose cross they bear, not of compul- 
sion, like Simon the Cyrenian, but willingly. He will remember them. They 
that suffer with him, shall also reign with him. 

In my dreams I have seemed to see that august Being, as at the last he shall 
come, gathering his chosen around him. The tender human compassion that 
glowed in his face and moistened his eye, when on earth—its great mission- 
ary—He healed the sick, the lame, the blind, the demoniac, suffused his 
countenance with a yet softer and heavenlier radiance, as it rested on an ador- 
ing group of those who had most diligently labored to imitate his missionary 
beneficence. 

In that group I recognized the features of men known as christian_laborers 
in earth’s hardest fields. Oh, the loving sweetness of that voice: ‘‘ Welcome 
ye my brethren, my companions in charity, in faith, in labor and patience and 
tribulation! Bring forth their white robes and the diadems for their corona- 
tion! I, the Lamb, will lead them unto living fountains of waters: God hin- 
self shall wipe all tears from their eyes. Come ye blessed! And blessed be 
all they who have ministered unto you. Inasmuch as they have done it unto 
one of the least of these, my brethren, they have done it unto me.” 

May we, and ours, all hear that blissful word!

Of the Executive Committee of the American Home Missionary Society 
to a Communication in behalf of a Commission of the General Assem- 
bly of the Presbyterian Church.

Genttemen: Your communication of April 19th, 1860, addressed to us by 
appointment of a Commission raised by the General Assembly which met at 
Wilmington, Del., in May, 1859, and the receipt of which we acknowledged on 
the 24th ult., has been attentively considered. 

We regret that your communication came to us more than eleven months sub- 
sequent to the meeting of the General Assembly, by which the Commission was 
raised, andat a time when the pressure of duties, connected with the Anniversary 
of this Society, has rendered it impracticable to give you an earlier reply, and 
now prevents us from answering your inquiries as fully and minutely as you 
might otherwise expect. : orth ; 

We also regret that although your circulars, inviting the presentation of com- 
plaints against the Society, were widely distributed throughout the country soon 
after the adjournment of the General Assembly, and answers were returned 
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several months ago, yet you do not state to us the complaints to which you 
allude, and which you desire that ‘‘ we will enable you to silence by means of 
this communication. We have ever been ready to listen to complaints against 
ourselves, or any Agent of the Society, and either to remove all ground for 
them, or to show that they were without ground; but that we should be called 
upon to answer complaints without hearing them, or that we should be called 
upon to commit the work of answering them to other hands, does not seem to us 
reasonable. If, therefore, the facts we furnish should not “silence” all the 
complaints you have in charge, the failure can not be ascribed to us. , 

Moreover, a portion of the facts you desire us to state, while they have little 
connection with the questions in controversy, can be ascertained only by a care- 
ful examination of the Records of this Committee's proceedings and the corres- 
pondence of the Society for more than thirty years. Others can be ascertained 
only by an inquiry into the acts of other individuals and associations not con- 
nected with this Institution, which it is not within our province or power to make. 
We are able, however, and most happy to furnish such. information as will 
enable the Commission to submit to the General Assembly, as the terms of 
their appointment require, “the principles and modes of administration of the 
American Home Missionary Society, over the entire field of its operations.” 

As you “ assure us that neither you nor the General Assembly, as such, claim 
any authority over the proceedings of the American Home Missionary Society,” 
it is only necessary that we accept this disclaimer, and express our entire agree- 
ment with you in regard to this point. At the same time, we recognize the entire 
accountability of this Committee to the Society—its proper constituency. It 
will be understood, therefore, that this communication is not of the nature of a 
report to a body having jurisdiction, but of a response to a request for information. 

You state that the object of the questions you propound is “ to direct our atten- 
tion to the particular points on which you desire information.” We shall best 
meet your views, therefore, as well as avoid needless repetition, and secure unity 
and clearness in our reply, if we answer your inquiries by brief statements of 
facts on the several topics to which they relate. 


Rules and Usages of the Society. 


1. You wish to be informed when the rules governing the Society and the 
Committee in their relations to their patrons and beneficiaries were adopted— 
whether they have ever been altered—whether they are embodied in any per- 
manent form—and where they are to be found. , 

The generat principles which govern the Committee in this matter, are laid down 
in the Constitution of the Society ; they have been in operation during its whole 
history ; and have ever given shape to the usages and rules which new and vary- 
ing circumstances have required. Such of these usages and rules as are of public 
interest, have from time to time been published in the Periodical of the Society, 
and in its Annual Reports. The Auxiliary System adopted by the Committee, was 
announced to the public in the Appendix, to the Second Report, in 1828, under 
the title, ‘‘ Terms of Connection and Stipulation,” and was republished with each 
Report, for several successive years. An outline of this System was published 
again, with the Nineteenth Report, in 1845, and has been republished with 
every subsequent Report to the present time. (See Appendix to the Report for 
1859, p. 107.) Every feature of this System which has of late been the subject 
of controversy, has been uniformly recognized in the action of this Committee, 
and of those cooperating with it; and we have never heard it intimated until 
recently, that it was not universally understood and approved by the patrons of 
the Society. 


Principles of Co-operation. 


2. You wish to learn what are the principles of codperation in this Society— 
to whom they are applicable—how long they have been in operation—whether 
they have been impartially applied—and what kind and amount of deviation 
from them will warrant this Committee in withholding missionary aid. 
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It has ever been a fundamental principle of this Society, in cooperating with 
churches, ecclesiastical bodies, and Auxiliary Societies, that codperation is to 
be—what the term itself signifies—wuruat. The Society, and those receiving 
its aid, wnite in the work of sustaining the institutions of the Gospel. This 
principle applies, first, to individual churches. The Constitution of the Society 
declares that its great object shall be to “‘ assis¢é congregations that are unable to 
support the gospel ministry.” In an address issued in the month following the 

organization of the Society, the Executive Committee say, of churches needing 
assistance, ‘‘ Having done all in their power, we invite them to make application 
only for so much aid as they must haye, or remain destitute, and then the prin- 
ciples of this Society will bind us to hear.” In the First Annual Report, the 
Committee state that where congregations are already gathered, “help is grant- 
= ar such as profess a willingness to help themselves to the extent of their 
ability. 

The same principle is applied to associations of churches codperating with 
this Society in the missionary work, whether acting in the capacity of ecclesias- 
tical bodies, or voluntary societies. It was deemed eminently proper that the 
stronger churches on the missionary field should unite with the Society in sus- 
taining the feebler churches associated with them, and in supplying the wants 
of the destitute in their own neighborhood. Accordingly an Auxiliary System 
was adopted which was designed to secure this result. All Auxiliaries were to 
assist, according to their ability, in raising funds for Home Missions, which, 
after deducting expenses, they were required by their Constitutions to pay to 
the Treasurer of the Parent Society. The “Larger Auxiliaries,” by express 
stipulation, expended within their bounds such a portion of these contributions 
as was needed, but always “ wnder the commission, and on the principles of the 
Parent Society ;” so that these funds formed a part of its general income. Thus 
all these “ Auxiliary Presbyteries, Synods, and Societies,” as they were termed, 
were declared to become, “ by the manner of their codperation, not only Aux- 
iliaries but parts of the Parent Society ;” and whenever any such Auxiliary 
diverted the contributions of the churches, or such of them as it could control, 
to an independent missionary work, its relation to, and claim upon this Society 
ceased. 

Originally, these Auxiliaries were, in most cases, voluntary Societies. But many 
ecclesiastical bodies preferred to act, in that capacity, in codperation with this 
Society, rather than maintain a distinct organization for missionary purposes. 
Accordingly most of the minor Auxiliary Societies, numbering, in 1832, more than 
four hundred, were abandoned ; and, overa great part of the country, Presbyteries, 
Associations, and Conventions, as such, have acted as Auxiliaries of the Society, 
through Committees of Missions. But the same principles have continued to 
govern them as before. In making this arrangement, these bodies did not pro- 
pose, and in aecepting it this Committee did not consent, that they should retain 
their claim upon the Society’s Treasury, but be absolved from obligation to con- 
tribute to it. To have relinquished four hundred Auxiliaries, accepting as a 
substitute, a system which stipulated for the codperation of only missionary 
churches, would have been a simple act of suicide. Such a change was never 
thought of. The obligation of ecclesiastical bodies, thus related to the Society, 
to aid, ‘‘ to the extent of their ability,” in replenishing its Treasury, was uniform- 
ly recognized by them; and by none more frequently and explicitly than by the 
Presbytery of Alton, to which you invite special attention in your communication. 
This principle has always been insisted on by this Committee, and has met with 
universal approval, till within a brief period. Congregational Associations repre- 
sent Congregational churches, in the Home Missionary work, in the same way, 
sustain to this Society the same relation, and are treated on precisely the same 

‘terms as Presbyteries. ; : 

We may add, that the principle stated above is applied by the Larger Aua- 
iliaries of this Institution to the Societies and ecclesiastical bodies with which 
they codperate. It enters, also, into the auxiliary systems of other Domestic 
Missionary Societies and Boards; and the General Assembly itself, which you 
represent, would seem to have sanctioned it, by incorporating it into its Plan for 
Education, in the following words, namely: “Every Presbytery codperating 
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with the Permanent Committee, by presenting the subject to its churches, an- 
nually, and taking collections to be paid into the general treasury, shall be en- 
titled, as far as the means placed at the disposal of that Committee ‘will allow, 
to receive aid for all candidates for the ministry under its care, however much 
the appropriations to them may exceed the contributions of such Presbytery.” 

In regard to the scope of these principles, therefore, and the course of action 
which they require on the part of those codperating with this Society, there can 
hardly be any question. As to the precise amount of deviation from them which 
may exist, and the exact “portion of Home Missionary funds ” which may be 
withheld, before we should feel constrained to withdraw missionary aid, we have 
adopted no rule for our own guidance, and do not deem it expedient to adopt 
one for the guidance of others. We have no hesitation, however, in saying that 
we could not consent to continue aid to the feeble churches of a Presbytery, in 
case the other churches of that Presbytery should exercise the privilege claimed 
for them by the General Assembly, of contributing the “whole of their Home 
Missionary funds elsewhere than to the Treasury of this Society,” (see Minutes 
of General Assembly for 1859, p. 42.) The same remark applies to the eccle- 
siastical bodies of both denominations. 

In the application of these principles, we have endeavored to exercise the 
charity that hopeth all things. Confiding in the honor and good faith of our 
brethren, we have not been accustomed to watch for violations of the terms of 
cooperation, and have, hitherto, withdrawn missionary aid in those cases only 
in which the disregard of these terms has been persistent and flagrant. If we 
have erred at all, it has been in this direction ; but we have never abandoned 
the principles already stated, and we have aimed,to apply them without respect 
to persons or denominations. .In several instances, Conventions and Congre- 
gational Associations, (as well as Presbyteries,) haye been led by these prin- 
ciples to refrain from entering upon proposed schemes of independent missionary 
action, and in other cases, have abandoned those already in operation. They 
have done this while claiming that this independent action was justified and 
necessitated by similar action on the part of Presbyteries on the same ground, 
That the application of these principles, in these cases, has not been as notorious 
as in the case of the Presbytery of Alton is due to the fact that the Conventions 
and Associations have acceded to the “terms of codperation,” and the difficulty 
has thus been adjusted; while the Presbytery of Alton repudiated them, and 
appealed to the General Assembly and the public. 


Missionaries at Large. 


3. You desire to be informed whether it is consistent with the principles of 
this Society, for ecclesiastical bodies cooperating with it, to employ and sustain 
missionaries at large, within their bounds, to explore and organize churches. 

As this is a work involving a heavy expenditure, and is needed, if at all, in the 
newly settled portions of the country, where the ecclesiastical bodies are weak, it 
usually requires for its support, nearly or quite the entire missionary contri- 
butions of the self-sustaining churches on the same field. Whether an eccle- 
Siastical body thus using its own resources in an independent and denomination- 
al missionary work, and throwing the feeble churches under its care, and such 
as it can gather, upon this Society for support, ig cooperating with it, in the 
sense already explained, it can hardly be necessary for us to state. But it is 
proper tofadd that we consider this department of the Home Missionary work an 
important one. It has ever held a prominent place in the labors of this Institu- 
tion. Its importance has been frequently urged, and the progress of it has been 


pioneer and preliminary work. The monuments of its efficiency and success 
are in all the land. It is by these labors, in no small measure, that this Society 
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has earned the place it holds in the affections and prayers of God’s people. 
They have more than kept pace with other departments of the missionary en- 
terprise. Zxploration has sar outstripped occupation. Vast regions are now 
explored, and their wants are before us, for which we can find no supplies. A 
large number of churches have been organized which, famishing and distracted, 
are ready to perish for want of ministerial care. In a single year, and by our 
present arrangements, we could secure the organization of hundreds more, and 
explore territory sufficient to furnish scope for the labors of hundreds of ad- 
ditional missionaries ; but, with the present resources in men and money, of the 
denominations for which this Society acts, it would be of little benefit to the 
cause of Christ. 

The Committee can not admit, therefore, that they have been so delinquent 
in this department of the missionary work, as to oblige ecclesiastical bodies to 
employ a separate agency for its performance. It is true this Society can not 
perform this service in the exclusive interest of one denomination. Its agents 
and missionaries allow the people whom they gather into churches, to chose, 
unbiased, their own form of government and denominational connection ; and 
it is to remedy this alleged difficulty, as we suppose, that the ecclesiastical 
bodies to which you refer desire to have this work under their own exclusive 
direction. This it is their undoubted right to do. All ecclesiastical bodies 
may, of course, retain their missionary operations under their own control,, 
and conduct them in their own way. But this is not codperation; and to 
throw their dependent churches upon the Treasury of this Society for support, 
while exhausting their own resources in preéccupying common ground, and in 
multiplying churches which also must be sustained from the common Treasury, 
does not seem to us an equitable proceeding. We are constrained, therefore, to 
say that we regard, and have ever regarded, the work in question, on the part 
of ecclesiastical bodies acting with this Society, in either denomination, as in- 
consistent with a fair and equitable codperation in Home Missions. 


Case of the Presbytery of Alton. 


4, Several of your inquiries relate to the history of this Society’s former 
codperation, and recent difficulty with the Presbytery of Alton. In reply we 
submit the following statement of facts: 

In April 1840, the Presbytery of Alton adopted a system of operations by 
which it was proposed, in connection with the Congregational churches on the 
same field, to carry forward more efficiently the missionary work in Southern 
Illinois. They submitted their plan to this Committee, and proposed ‘‘ to act 
as an Auxiliary of this Society, through a Committee of Missions.” The work 
they undertook harmonized with its policy, and the relationship they sustained 
was precisely that already described in this communication. They pledged 
themselves, in express terms, “to call on every one of the churches, at least 
once a year, for a contribution to Home Missions.” All the missionaries labor- 
ing within the bounds of the Presbytéry, were to be commissioned by this 
Society, and to be governed in their labors by its principles. The funds raised 
on the field were to be applied to cancel the pledges contained in these com- 
missions, and to be acknowledged by the Society as contributed to its Treasury. 
In 1845, the ‘‘ Presbytery enlarged their missionary operations ;” but the same 
system was continued, and the work was prosecuted with great harmony and 
efficiency for several years. es 

In April, 1856, however, the Presbytery resolved “to employ two missiona- 
ries, under the sole and only direction of this Presbytery, with no commission 
from any other source save the Lord Jesus Christ.” From that time they 
conducted their missionary operations independently of this Society, the Com- 
mittee of Missions making no further report to it, and collecting no more funds 
for it. ‘They even made collections for this separate work, from churches sus- 
tained by this Society, and in one instance appropriated to their uses a collec- 
tion taken up for its Treasury by one of its missionaries, in fulfillment of the 
stipulations of his commission, They also denounced the Society as hostile, 
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and as “ aiming a death-blow at their Presbyterial Missions.” Thus they suc- 
ceeded in raising for their independent work, in two years and a, half, over 
$2,500, which considerably exceeded the entire contributions of the sel f-sus- 
taining churches. They continued, however, to seek the aid of this Society 
for their feeble churches, as before ; and within the period just named, they 
obtained from its Treasury appropriations in favor of more than twenty churches, 
and to the amount of about $7,500. These proceedings of the Presbytery were 
urged upon our notice through the agency of several of its members who pro- 
tested against them, and early in 1859 aid was withheld from several churches, 
until such time as the Presbytery should resume its coOperation with the So- 
ciety. The subsequent more formal action in the case, with a more detailed 
history of it, will be found in the Home Missionary for July, 1859. But these 
are all the facts which are necessary to an understanding of the merits of the 
case, and we submit them without argument or comment. 


Contributions from Presbyterian Sources, 


5, You wish us to state the exact amount of contributions to this Society 
from Presbyterian sources, in each year during the past five years, 

We regret our inability to give you the exact amount received from these 
sources. The denominational connection of churches making contributions to 
the Treasury, is stated, when it is known, in connection with the acknow- 
ledgments in the Home Missionary ; but in some instances this fact is not 
casily ascertained. The examinations which have been made on this subject 
do not cover the whole period named in your communication, and at this late 
hour it is impossible for us to complete these statistics in season to be em- 
bodied in this reply. We furnish the Subjoined statement as the nearest prac- 
ticable approximation to the results you seek, and refer you for further partic- 
ulars to the files of the Home Missionary. 

In the following Table, the first column exhibits the amount, from all 
sources, received into the Treasury of the Parent Society, at New York, in the 
Several years named; the second column exhibits the amount, as nearly as 
can be ascertained, received at the same office from Nev-Scheol Presbyterian 
sources ; and the third column the ratio of the latter to the former. The sums 
received from wnknown sources are divided in the same ratio as those which are 
known, and are included in the sums given in the Table.

If the receipts of the Ausiliaries and Agencies were added to the sums 
given in this table, the ratio stated in the third column would be but slightly 
altered. An analysis of them, for a single year, varies the result, as stated 
above, by only about one per cent. From this statement, it appears that the 
contributions to this Society, from New-School Presbyterian sources, haye 
Steadily diminished during the last five years, and that this diminution amounts 
to 4116 per cent. of these contributions, which constitute at the present time, 
about 20 per cent., or one fifth of the entire revenue of the Society.

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Causes of Alienation, 


6. You request us, in conclusion, to make any suggestions respecting the 
relations between this Society and the Presbyterian Church, which may seem 
to us useful for the restoration of impaired harmony, or your guidance in de- 
termining the course hereafter to be pursued; or to add any information not 
specifically referred to in your questions, which, in our judgment, may seem 
to be proper. 

In compliance with your request, and in justice to ourselves, we would state 
that we deeply deplore the alienation to which you refer, between this Society 
and a portion of the Presbyterian Church. Most of us have long been con- 
nected with that church—some of us from our youth up—and all of us, in our 
official relations, have endeavored, in good faith, to guard its rights and advance 
its interests. We have sought, in our action as a Committee, and seyeral of 
us, on the floor of the General Assembly, to remove every ground of com- 
plaint against this Institution and its agents; to satisfy every reasonable de- 
mand; and to effect the adjustment of every difficulty. In reply to inquiries 
addressed to us by a Committee of the General Assembly of 1853, we made 
statements in regard to the principles and usages of the Society, in view of 
which the General Assembly of 1854 declared, ‘“‘that the difficulties appre- 
hended being all happily adjusted, they see no occasion to create any other in- 
strumentality.” In the following year, however, the ‘Church Extension” 
scheme was established, which, however originally designed, has, through suc- 
cessive enlargements of its powers, extended its sphere of operations to all de- 
partments of the missionary work assigned to this Society. In the language 
of one of its Secretaries, ‘‘it has been steadily increasing from the beginning, 
and has now assumed such proportions, that it would be far more appropriate 
to call it the Assembly’s Domestic Missionary work.” You are aware with 
what anxiety and apprehension the inauguration of this system of effort was 
regarded bya large portion of both denominations codperating in this Society, 
and with what irritation and conflict its operations on the missionary field have 
been attended. 

Since this measure was adopted, the contributions of Presbyterian churches 
to the Treasury of this Society, as we have already stated, have steadily de- 
clined. In some sections of the country contributions, withheld from it, have 
been avowedly so employed as to increase the burdens resting upon its Treas- 
ury. Some of the wealthier congregations, as is well known, have ceased en- 
tirely to contribute to its funds, and others divide their gifts between it and the 
“Church Extension Committee.” The repeated and severe censures pro- 
nounced upon this Committee by several Presbyteries and Synods ; the disap- 
proval of our’action expressed by the General Assembly, at its last session , 
the frequent harsh criticisms employed by influential and widely-circulated 
journals, and their unknown correspondents ; the public repetition, year after 
year, of complaints which we have never had the opportunity to confront and 
investigate, (as well as others which had been repeatedly disproved ;) and the 
extensive repudiation of the voluntary principle on which the Society itself is 
based, have doubtless had the effect to alienate the affections of many of its 
patrons, and dry up many streams of benevolence which could not be di- 
verted into other channels. . 

We allude to these facts, not now to pass judgment in regard to them, but 
to show that a state of things exists which, as all must admit, is injurious to 
both of the denominations associated in this Society, and to the cause of re- 
ligion itself: and that a course of events is in progress which, if it continues, 
must soon render coéperation impossible. To administer the trust committed 
to us, in these circumstances, so as to give satisfaction to all, is impracticable. 
But it is not the province of this Committee to suggest to the General Assem- 
bly the course which should be taken in the premises. We can only say that, 
in any event, it will be our endeavor so to discharge the duties imposed upon 
us as to preserve the rights, and deserve the confidence of all who make us

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the almoners of their gifts, and so as to secure the approbation of Him whose 
stewards we are. And may the body you represent be guided to such action, 
on this important subject, as shall advance the best interests of the Redeemer’s 
Kingdom, and the glory of his great Name.

EVERY CHURCH A BAND OF MISSIONARIES. 


Tax importance of lay effort is now generally conceded. Once more, as in 
Apostolic days, the preaching of the Gospel from house to house, is widely re- 
cognized as the duty and privilege of all believers. Many churches have striven 
to engage their entire membership in some form of this work; and for brief 
seasons, have met with encouraging results. But these efforts have been fitful, 
and must be acknowledged as, on the whole, not a success. Such a failure 
seems to imply some defect of method. For it can not be doubted that in a 
considerable proportion of the churches that have made the attempt, there is a 
large number of devoted Christians who would find great joy in working for 
their Lord. Perhaps the conditions under which they entered upon these 
efforts, and the method in which they pursued them, were not consonant with 
the demands of human nature—not such as could have justified an expectation 
of their steadiness, permanency, and growth. 

It is clear, in the first place, That the work of the Gospel can not be done by 
ministers alone—our church members must become missionaries, or our country 
can not be christianized. 

It is equally clear, secondly, That divided, spasmodic efforts, on the part of lay 
Christians, will not accomplish the end. Cuurcues must become ORGANIZED 
BANDS OF MISSIONARIES. 

It is obvious, thirdly, That the organization must be such, as, jirst, to show, 
at regularly recurring times, the existing want, on what constitutes the appropri- 
ate field of the local church ; secondly, to divide the work into portions suited to 
the varied leisure, opportunity, and fitness of each individual ; thirdly, to show, 
at regular periods, the work done, and its success ; fourthly, to bring frequent- 
ly and regularly together all who are engaged in it, with all who may be in- 
terested in it, for united prayer and counsel, and for mutual encouragement. 
Fifthly, Every distinct department of the work (as, ¢. g., the Sunday school and 
the Visitation) needs to be under the special superintendency of one man. 

The question now arises, How can all this be accomplished, with the least 
possible machinery and formality? In reply, we would submit, for the consid- 
eration of our missionary brethren, the following suggestions—in which we have 
the greater confidence, from the fact that they have been suecessfully tried. 


A Method of Beginning, 


1, Make one prayer meeting in each month, Taz Home Prayer MEETING ; 
and let it be devoted Specifically to the wants and the work of the church and 
of its particular field. . 

2. Let the pastor be as faithful as possible in pastoral labors, be watchful of 
opportunities, and make it a matter of principle, and a part of his system, 
promptly to follow up (either personally or otherwise) all such individuals as 
seem to be in any degree touched by the Divine Spirit, And, that he may be 


— so 
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perpetually reminded of this duty, and incited to its fulfillment in the best 
manner, let him accustom himself to make a statement to the church, each 
month, at the ‘Home Prayer Meeting,” of his labors for that month of bap- 
tisms and of additions to the membership, of dismissions and losses by death,— 
and also of the general condition of the church, and of that portion of the com- 
munity which constitutes its appropriate field—with the peculiar exigencies of 
the times. 

3. Let the officers of the church, with all those whose duty it is to aid the 
pastor in counsel and in christian labor, likewise strive to be more systematic 
and zealous in the performance of their duties ; and that they may be perpetually 
reminded of them, let them be requested to add their monthly statement to the 
pastor’s, with their observations upon the state of the community, of the church, 
its work, and its duties. 

4, Sabbath school teachers can generally do more for the members of their 
classes than they have been accustomed to do—may take more pains to become. 
personally intimate with them, and to win their affection, may visit them at 
their homes more regularly, and be more watchful and quick to follow up any 
manifest good impressions made on their hearts. That they may be perpetually 
reminded of these privileges of their office, let them be asked to make monthly 
report of all that they have done, and of all facts of interest pertaining to the 
school, within their knowledge, to the Superintendent, who shall present the 
substance and summary of the whole to the church, with timely suggestions 
and exhortations. 

5. In many churches, again, there are intelligent members who, though 
neither officers nor teachers, are yet able to do good by visitine from house to 
house, with tracts and Bibles, inviting the neglecters of worship to the house 
of God, gathering children into the Sabbath school, administering to the bodily 
and the spiritual comfort of the sick, of strangers, widows, and orphans, and 
doing good in all ways, as they have opportunity. The number of these visit- 
ors may easily be increased; the work may be cut out for them, in varying 
amounts to suit persons of various amounts of leisure ; each one may have his 
parish, large or small, according to his time and ability; and then, in order 
that they may be perpetually reminded of their duty, incited to regularity, in- 
structed in the best methods of performing it, and encouraged to be faithful, 
let their monthly reports, also, be given in to the SuPERINTENDENT OF VisiTs- 


_ Tron, and the summary and substance of them, with as many of the details as 


possible, be laid before the church. 

6. Any other Caurcu Commirtzss, for the promotion of Temperance, ¢. 9., 
or for the conversion of Romanists, or for any good thing in which the church 
sees fit to engage, may make their regular statement at this Homz Prayer 
Mrerixc. In short, whatsoever of a moral or spiritual nature needs to be done 
in the community where any church is located, can be taken in hand by the 
church; and the habit of looking after all these interests of the Redeemer’s 
kingdom, of laboring for their promotion, of listening to the story of each 
other’s efforts, and of uniting in prayer for these objects which come home to 
all hearts, this nanrr will help to keep christian hearts warm, to make christ- 
ian affections natural, healthful, and abundant, through this natural and regu- 
lar outflow and exercise in action; while in all this communion of labor, prayer, 
and counsel, the church is quietly and unobtrusively transforming itself into 
an ORGANIZED BAND oF Missionaries; and is approving itself the “body of 
Christ” on earth—manifesting his Spirit, continuing his work, and daily en- 
tering into his joy, in foretaste of the joy to come. 

Te SWhere a alata is able to ets largely in the work, it will be well that 
a Record be kept of these Home Prayer Meetings—giving & summary of the 
facts reported, with whatsoever else is of permanent interest. At the end of 
the year, of course, a general summary will be necessary. 

The arrangements suggested above are very simple, and need only to be 
fairly started to become self-sustaining. This is a fire that creates its own 
fuel. ; ; 

We venture to commend the suggestions given above to the prayerful con- 
sideration of the missionaries of this Society ; being persuaded, that in multi- 


. 
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tudes of instances, some plan—like the above, or better—will enable churches, 
by God’s blessing, to hold fast where so many have failed, and permanently 
maintain a high degree of christian activity ; which, again, 1s sure, when genu- 
ine, to rect upon the hearts of believers, and, in deepening and widening the 
channel of their experience, to increase the volume and the strength of their 
spiritual life. : eee 
Waste no time or enthusiasm upon constructing a complex organization ; but 
thus simply and directly, Go ro Work! remembering, that prayer is labor. 
If able to do nothing more, at least establish Tur Home Prayer Munrrne. 

Will such of the misstonarms of the Society as see fit to adopt the plan sug- 
gested—or any modification of it—have the kindness to notice the fact in their 
quarterly Reports, with the success that, from time to time, attends their 
labors ?

A WORD FOR THE HOME MISSIONARIES. 


We copy from The Congregationalist for December 7th, an article with the 
above heading, in reinforcement of the appeals already issued in our own pub- 
lications. We hope that it will be pondered by every lover of his country, and 
by every one capable of appreciating the labors and trials of the faithful men 
who are doing so much for its welfare, and for whom we plead. Surely, there 
is property enough at the disposal of true Christians and patriots in this land to 
supply the necessities of those who are laboring at the foundations of its religion 
and morality—even in a time of pecuniary difficulty like the present. Do we 
cherish a groundless confidence that it will be freely bestowed for the relief of 
our suffering brethren ? 


The history of our Revolutionary war discloses the spirit with which each 
household looked on husbands, sons, or brothers enlisted for the battles of free- 
dom. Mothers melted down their pewter ladles to afford ammunition for the 
terrible service. Sisters plied busy fingers with the wheel, the loom, and the 
needle—love lightening the labor—to farnish clothing for the patriot soldiery. 
Venerable men sent Supplies, and their patriarchal blessing together, to cheer 
the young champions marching to many a field of blood. All with one heart, 
made common cause in the tremendous struggle ; and the battles of the reyolu- 
tion were not fought at Bennington, Trenton, and Yorktown only, but around 
home-firesides, and in secret closets, where good men pleaded with the Al- 
mighty.. 

With a like interest ought we to look upon our Home Missionary messengers 
sent from these eastern churches, westward. They have gone to a longer cam- 
paign, in a nobler service. They meet a more formidable foe. They struggle, 
in the nation’s behalf, for a richer prize. They encounter privations and suf- 
ferings hardly less painful. For the patriots of the revolution led no wives or 
children into the stern service of the camp. Their dear ones—there was com- 
fort in the thought—were left safe beneath the home-roof. But the bitterest 
sting in the bitter poverty of these Home Missionary friends and brethren of 
ours, is, that they suffer not alone, but must daily look upon the patient, un- 
complaining grief, of beings dearer than life. 

And they are doing owr work, as truly as it is their own. The western 
region must be evangelized, it is true. But what exclusive obligation rests 
upon them more than upon us to suffer thus to achieve it? We have not gone 
to the work. We have lingered in cheerful New England homes, while they 
toil on in our stead. They are fairly entitled, in the common Master’s name, to 
demand our aid in the work. : 

We are led to these remarks by the present lamentable exigency of the Home 
Missionary Society. One of the Secretaries writes us, under a recent date: 
“* The present embarrassment of our Treasury is unexampled in the Society’s 
history.” They are in debt to about three hundred of their missionaries for 
labors already performed, to the amount of seventeen thousand dollars, In debt 
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to the missionaries observe. When the American Board is in arrears some sixty 
or seventy thousand, the creditors are Baring Brothers & Co. in London, or 
bankers in Boston. No toiling missionary in India, Turkey, or Micronesia finds 
his own income cut off and starvation staring himself and his household in the 
face. But this Home Society borrows no funds from the bankers. A deficiency 
in the Treasury is felt at once in the larder and wardrobe of every missionary 
on the field. 

Tn the Home Misstonary, for December, we find this statement: Their letters 
expressed deep anxiety and distress. They do not speak of personal priva- 
tions ;—this they endure cheerfully. They do not urge the necessities of their 
families—these even they could witness without complaining—(a point at which, 
we think their forbearance almost ceases to be a virtue.) But when their pecu- 
niary credit is sacrificed, their character compromised, and religion itself dis- 
honored by their failure to meet their engagements, they justly feel that they 
are paying too dear a price for the privilege of preaching the Gospel to the poor.” 

Look for a moment at the practical meaning of this language. The pressure 
of want comes down on the missionary’s home like a strong man armed. 
Which way to look for life’s poorest necessities, save with tearful eyes heaven- 
ward, he knows not. He little thought to bring that frail young wife from her 
sumptuous home to an experience like this. But he finds something worse in 
reserve for him still. With resources exhausted to meet daily wants, he anti- 
cipates his dues from the Society, and begins wading into the dismal abyss of 
debt with small hope of emerging from it without a stain upon his name. On 
he goes—drawn by the stern pressure of necessity—deeper and deeper into 
embarrassment, but looking forward to quarter-day for relief. That day at 
length arrives. His outstanding promises to meet his own liabilities have all 
been based upon it. He goes with a light heart to the mail—to be met only 
with a cruel disappointment. He goes again and again with the same result. 
Meanwhile, the dreaded grocer over the way demands the cash for those prom- 
ises. He cares nothing about apologies, or about a society a thousand miles 
away. He knows that he has trusted a man who had apparently small pros- 
pect of ability to pay when he took the debt. He knows that that man isa 
preacher; and he is not slow to circulate his opinion of that style of doing 
business. So, presently, our missionary hears from every side that his per- 
sonal honor—and, what is infinitely harder to bear, his good name as a Christ- 
ian, nay, his standing and influence as a minister of Christ, are damaged almost 
beyond redemption. Can you conceive, reader, of a sharper pang than that 
will inflict on such a soul as every minister ought to possess ? 

Is there no help for this? We have relieved the American Board; shall we 
leaye our Home Missionaries to starve, or be driven from their posts? Will 
not you, reader, personally do somewhat in response to the question? And if 
*twere done, were it not well done if ’twere done quickly ?

I never knew before how to sympathize with those 
parents whose children I have been called to bury. I verily thought I could 
sympathize with them, but I knew nothing about it ; God has been teaching 
me in the only possible way the lesson I so much needed to learn.

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MISSIONARY BOXES.

Boxes of clothing sent directly, and without any particular designation, to the office 
of the American Home Missionary Society, will be forwarded to such missionaries as are 
known to be most in need of them, with requests from the Society to those who receive 
them to address letters of acknowledgment to the respective donors. ‘5 

Experience has shown us that when an individual or association, intending to pre- 
pare a box, writes to the Society to have a particular missionary designated, and a de- 
tailed account of the circumstances of his family given, the information is not always at 
hand, so that the letter can be promptly and satisfactorily answered ; and when it is, it 
not unfrequently happens that, while the box is preparing, the missionary remains 
for months unsupplied, when, if it were not for this designation, he might be fur- 
nished with articles placed, in the mean time, at the disposal of the Society. In other 
cases, while the box is in preparation, supplies are sent to the missionary from other 
sources ; so that when the box is ready, this missionary is not so much in want as many 
others. , 

It is preferred, therefore, when there is no objection on the part of the donors, that 
the special designation of the boxes of clothing, that are not put up for any individual in 
particular, should be left to the discretion of the officers of the Society, after they reach 
the office. It is believed they will in this way answer the designs of those who gene- 
rously contribute them, better than in any,other way in which the Society can haye 
an agency. 


DIRECTIONS FOR FORWARDING. 


1. Put inside the box, where it will be readily seen when the box is opened, a paper 
or letter, containing a ‘list of the articles in the box, and the estimated value of the 
whole, with the name of the individual or association from whom it comes, and the ad- 
dress of the individual to whom a letter of acknowledgment may be sent. 

2. A copy, in full, of the memorandum put, inside of the box, should be sent in a 
letter to the office of the Society. In this letter it should be stated when, and by what 
conveyance, the box was forwarded; in it should be inclosed, also, such money as is in- 
tended for the payment of freight. It is desirable that freight should be provided for 
in all cases, if practicable. The freight and expenses on a box vary from $3 to $6, 
according to its size and the distance it is sent. A barrel can be forwarded at less ex- 
pense than a box of the same size, : 

3. The box should be fully and plainly marked, and the place from which it comes 
should aways appear on the outside, so that there may be no necessity for opening it at 
the office. It should be strong, tight, well nailed, and, when large, should be hooped, 
or otherwise fully secured against the effects of hard usage on the way. 

4, Boxes may be addressed to either of the Secretaries, or the Assistant Treasurer. 


NO PART OF A MISSIONARY’S SALARY. 


Boxes of clothing form no part of a missionary’s regular appropriation. The Society 
needs the same amount of money, therefore, in order to meet promptly its stipulations 
with its missionaries, as if no boxes were forwarded; and it would be no favor toa 
missionary to receive a box, if, as a consequence of it, the amount of money that would 
otherwise be sent him must be proportionally diminished. 

We trust the friends of the Home Missionary, therefore, will every where see to it 
that they give none the less money in consequence of their giving other things that 
are needful and convenient. We hope, on the contrary, their sympathies will be so 
awakened in the preparation of the lesser gift, that they will feel it to be their privilege 
not only to continue, but also to enlarge the greater, 


SUGGESTIONS AS TO THEIR CONTENTS. 


In regard to what is to be put into the box, while clothing of woolen or linen 
fabrics, shoes, boots, writing paper, and books will be specially valuable, scarcely any 
thing in the shape of plain, substantial wearing apparel or bedding, or which is of com- 
mon use in any form in a family, will come amiss. Knives cand forks spoons, @ pair

CONSTITUTION 


OF THE 


AMERICAN HOME MISSIONARY SOCIETY. 


Art. 1. This Society shall be denominated Tue American Home 
Misstonary Soctery. 


Art. 2. The object of this Society shall be, to assist congregations 
that are unable to support the gospel ministry, and to send the Gospel 
to the destitute, within the United States; also to codperate with 
evangelical Christians in the support of Home Missions in nominally 
christian countries, to such an extent as the funds of the Institution 
may justify. 


Art. 3. The officers of this Society shall be a President, Vice- 
Presidents, a Treasurer, an Auditor, one or more Secretaries for Cor- 
respondence, a Recording Secretary, and fifty Directors, who shall be 
annually appointed by the Society; and who, together with the 
Directors for Life, shall constitute a Board, seven of whom shall be 
a quorum, at any meeting regularly convened. 


Arr. 4. The officers and Directors shall appoint an Executive Com- 
mittee of fourteen, (including the Treasurer, the Secretaries for Cor- 
respondence, and the Recording Secretary,) residing in the City of 
New York and its vicinity ; five of whom shall be a quorum, at any 
meeting regularly convened. The Committee shall have power to 
appoint its own meetings, form its own rules of business, and fill any 
vacancies in its own number which may occur during the year, and to 
convene special meetings of the Board or Society ; shall appoint mis- 
sionaries, and instruct them as to the field and manner of their labors ; 
shall have the disposal of the funds; shall create such agency or 
agencies for appointing missionaries, and for other purposes, as the 
interests of the Institution may require; and shall make an Annual 


Report of their proceedings to the Society. 
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Arr. 5. The Treasurer shall give bonds, annually, to such amount 
as the Executive Committee shall think proper. 


Arr. 6. Any person may become a member of this Society, by con- 
tributing annually to its funds; thirty dollars paid at one time shall 
coustitute a Member for Life; and one hundred dollars paid at one 
time shall constitute a Director for Life; and any person on the pay- 
ment of a sum which, in addition to any previous contribution to the 
funds, shall amount to one hundred dollars, shall be a Director for 
Life. An executor, on paying a legacy of two hundred and fifty dol- 
lars to the funds of this Society, shall be a Member for Life; and the 
payment of a legacy of one thousand dollars shall constitute a Director 
for Life. 


Art, 7, Any Missionary Society may become Auxiliary, by agree- 
ing to pay into the Treasury of this Society the whole of its surplus 
funds, and sending to the Secretaries for Correspondence a copy of its 
Constitution and Annual Reports, mentioning the names of its Mis- 
sionaries, and the fields of their operations. 


Arr, 8. Every Auxiliary Society, which shall agree to pay the 
whole of its funds to this Society, shall be entitled to a missionary or 
missionaries to labor in such fields as it may designate ; at least to the 
amount of its contributions ; provided such designation be made at 
the time of payment. 


Arr. 9, The officers of all Auxiliary Societies shall be, ex officio, 
Directors ; and annual contributors to their funds shall be members of 
the Society. - 


Arr. 10. This Society shall meet annually in the City of New York, 
on the Wednesday next preceding the second Thursday in May. 


Arr. 11, No alteration shall be made in this Constitution without a 
vote of two thirds of the members present at an annual meeting ; nor 
unless the same shall have been proposed at a previous annual meeting, 


or recommended by the Executive Committee. 


PERE eomelh REPORT 


He who has graven Zion upon the palms of his hands has 
brought us, in our missionary labors, through manifold trials, to 
the close of another year, to recount his mercies and to consecrate 
ourselves anew to his service. 

Companions and fellow-laborers, however, who have sympa- 
thized with us, given us words of encouragement and counsel, 
contributed freely of their substance for the salvation of their 
country, and been importunate at the throne of grace in its be- 
half, are helpers with usno more. The service they render to Him 
whom they loved above their chief joy is on high. 

Three of the Vice-Presidents of the Society—Hon. Turoporz 
Fretineuuysen, LL. D., Hon. Taomas 8S. Wiiuiams, LL. D., and 
Rey. Cuartes Wurrn, D. D.— have been removed by death, 
They were its early and steadfast friends, its generous supporters 
—men eminent for christian virtues and enlarged philanthropy. 
Many kindred institutions, as well as the Church and the State, 
mourn with us their departure. 

Rev. Joserpn S. Crark, D. D.—one of the Directors of the 
Society—has also died during the year. He was for nineteen 
years the Secretary of the Massachusetts Home Missionary So- 
ciety, auxiliary to this, serving it with great wisdom and effi- 
ciency, identifying his labors with the policy of the National 
Institution; and augmenting largely its resources. Missionaries 
of the Parent Society knew and loved him scarcely less than did 
those of his own State, and churches at the West, as well as at 
the East, will long hold him in affectionate and grateful remem- 
brance. Seldom has a life been filled up with more earnest or 
better directed endeavors to advance the Redeemer’s kingdom, 
or closed with brighter evidence that it had not been in vain. 

‘Hight of the missionaries of the Society have also ceased from 
their labors and gone to their reward—Rev. Welliam Page, in 
New Hampshire; Rev. Willard Jones and Rev. Otis Rockwood, 
in Massachusetts; Rev. George A. Stearns, in Connecticut; Rev. 
Elias W. Kellogg, in Mlinois; Rev. David Lewis, in Wisconsin ; 
and Rey. David Davies and Rey. James McHose, in Minnesota. 
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The various operations of the Society are noticed in the body 
of the Report, under their appropriate heads and in connection 
with their respective localities ; such details as can be presented

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SUMMARY OF RESULTS. 


The number of ministers of the Gospel in the service of the 
Society the last year, whose names are found in the preceding 
General Table, together with those engaged in superintending the 
work, and whose names are mentioned in connection with the 
respective Auxiliaries and Agencies, is 863. 


Of these, 710 were in commission at the date of the last Report, 
and 153 have since been appointed. 


They have been distributed in 21 different States and Territo- 
ries, as follows: in Maine, 88; New Hampshire, 39; Vermont, 
64; Massachusetts, 47; Rhode Island, 8 ; Connecticut, 49 ; New 
York, 80; New Jersey, 3; Pennsylvania, 4; Ohio, 54; Indiana, 
15; Illinois, 838; Missouri, 2; Michigan, 59; Wisconsin, 825 
Towa, 103; Minnesota, 45; Kansas, 18; Nebraska, 4; California, 
12; Oregon, 4. 

This distribution gives to the New England States, 295; Middle 
States, 87; Western States and Territories, including 16 on the 
Pacific coast, 481. 


Of the whole number in commission, 512 have been pastors or 
stated supplies of single congregations; 259 have ministered to 
two or three congregations each; and 92 have extended their 
labors over still wider fields. 


The aggregate of ministerial labor performed is 612 years. 


The number of congregations and missionary districts, which 
have been fully supplied, or where the Gospel has been preached 
at stated intervals, is 1,668. 


Nine missionaries have been in commission as pastors or stated 
supplies of churches of colored people; and 37 have preached in 
foreign languages—22 to W clsh,congregations, and 15 to congre- 
gations of Germans, Hollanders and Frenchmen. 


The number of Sabbath school scholars, connected with the mis- 
sionary churches and stations, is not far from 60,300. 


The cotributions to benevolent objects, reported by 445 mission- 
aries, amount to $14,502.39, 


From forty churches we have reports of revivals of religion of 
greater or less extent and power. Instances are given of 40, 50, 
60 and 75 hopeful conversions. The number of conversions re- 
ported by 252 missionaries is 1,528. 


The additions to the churches, as nearly as can be ascertained,

have been 4,007, viz.: 2,095 on profession of their faith, and 
1,912 by letters from other churches, 
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Twenty eight churches have been organized in connection with 
the labors of the missionaries during the year; and thirty four 
ask no further aid in sustaining the institutions of the Gospel. 
Twenty seven houses of worship have been completed ; twenty 
three repaired or improved; and the building of twelve others 
has been commenced. Zhirty seven young men, in connection 
with the missionary churches, are reported as in different stages 
of preparation for the gospel ministry. 


THE TREASURY. 


Resources.—The balance in the Treasury, April 1, 1861, was 
$20.53. The receipts, for the succeeding twelve months, have been 
$163,852.51 ; making the resources of the year $163,873.04. 


Liasriitrres.—There was due to the missionaries, at the close of 
the last year, the sum of $13,706.24. There have since become 
due $151,878.43 ; making the total of liabilities $165,584.67. 


Payments.—Of this sum, $158,336.33 have been pad ; leaving 
$7,248.34 still due to missionaries for labor performed. Towards 
canceling which and redeeming additional pledges on commissions 
already issued—amounting in all to $51,053.54 there is a balance 
in the Treasury of $5,536.71. 


Two principal causes have operated, during the year, to dimin- 
ish the receipts of the Society and to restrict its operations. The 
General Assembly of the Presbyterian Church, at its last sessions, 
assumed the responsibility of conducting the Home Missionary 
work within its bounds, and recommended to its ecclesiastical 
bodies conformity to the Assembly’s plan. As a consequence, 
the contributions of the great body of Presbyterian churches, 
formerly codperating with this Society, have been paid into the 
Treasury of the Assembly’s Committee ; and feeble churches in 
that connection, and missionaries, as their commissions from this 
Society expired, have sought from that source the assistance which 
they continued to need. ‘The entire year, also, has been one of 
unexampled alarm and excitement, of national peril, and national 
struggles to suppress rebellion and to maintain and perpetuate 
the inheritance we have received from our fathers. The conse- 
quent derangement of business, loss of property, and uncertainty 
hanging over all the future, have disabled many of the firmest 
friends and most generous supporters of benevolent institutions 
from continuing their benefactions, and have greatly lessened the 
amount of annual contributions from the churches. In the early 
months of the year, the diminution of receipts was so great, that 
arrearages to missionaries, already large, instead of being reduced, 
were greatly increased, and the privations and hardships of mis- 
sionary families, in many cases, reached a degree of severity be- 
fore unknown in the history of the Society. Auxiliaries and 
Agencies, in Alcats of the land, were suffering from the same 
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causes—restricted in their own operations, and deprived of their 
accustomed means of aiding in the general work; while mission- 
ary churches, in large numbers, were made still weaker by the 
stagnation of business, and the giving up of their young men for 
the defense of their country. 

The Committee deemed it their duty, in these circumstances, 
to direct their chief efforts to the relief of those already in com- 
mission; to refrain from sending out new laborers to fields, how- 
ever inviting; to unite two, three or more churches, wherever it 
was practicable, in sustaining one minister ; and to present special 
inducements to such missionary churches as had suffered less 
from business embarrassments and from depletion, to do the ut- 
most in their power to diminish their dependence. 

The condition of the missionaries and their families, in the 
midst of their toil and destitution, took strong hold of the sym- 
pathies of the friends of Christ, and the later months of the year 
have witnessed a generous amount of contributions in their behalf, 
bringing with them striking evidence, often, that those who gave 
them, gave not of their abundance, but of their self-denial, that 
they,might minister to their Lord in relieving his brethren. A 
kind Providence has also brought aid to the Society, in large 
measure, from the legacies of those who have ceased from their 
labors on earth, but whose works follow them, and enhance, we 
can not doubt, their eternal joy. 

In these ways, the most urgent wants of the laborers in the 
vineyard have been met,and their arrearages reduced much below 
the amount at the opening of the year. The total of receipts the 
past year is $19,909.29 less than that of the year preceding, and 
the number of missionaries is less by 199. 


The trying circumstances of the missionary churches, and of the 
devoted brethren who are bearing their burdens with them, as 
well as the openings which the existing national conflict is pre- 
senting for new and wide spread fields of missionary labor, make 
their strong appeal to the friends of Christ and of their country, 
to renew and enlarge, even in troublous times, the means of 
sustaining, and planting over all the land, those christian institu- 
tions, which were never more clearly seen than they are now, to 
be the only sure foundation of its lasting prosperity. Tux Hopr

2. The total of years of labor is 21,996. These years are reck- 
oned in each Report, by adding together the number of months 
of labor which the missionaries have actually performed. 


3. The whole number of additions to the churches is 174,960. 
The largest additions were made in 1843, and in 1859. 


4, The average expenditure for a year of missionary labor in- 
cludes the entire cost to the peek of obtaining the missionary, 
defraying his expenses to his field, and sustaining him on it, as 
well as the average proportion of all the expenses in conducting 
the Institution. The increased average of recent years has been 
occasioned by the greater number of those who have held full 
commissions, the expensiveness of more distant missions, and the 
larger appropriations that have become necessary, as the expenses 
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of living have increased, to secure to the missionary a comfortable 
support. 


5. The difference between the annual average expenditure to a 
missionary and the average of a year’s labor, is occasioned by the 
fact that a missionary is named and counted in a Report, though 
in some cases he may have labored but a fraction of a year. 


6. The fifth column—that of new appointments— shows how 
many have to be called in each year, to supply the places of those 
whose support is assumed by the people, the vacancies occasioned 
by death, sickness, removals, and other changes, and to make the 
increase, if there be any, over the number of the preceding year.

MAINE MISSIONARY SOCIETY.

The receipts of this Society, for the year ending March 1, were 
$10,826.69. There were also received into the Treasury of the 
American Home Missionary Society, during its financial year, 
from congregations and individuals in the State, $446.89, and in 
payment of legacies, $200—in all, $646.89—making the total for 
the cause, $11,473.58. The expenditures within the State were 
$11,160.50. 

Eighty eight missionaries have been in commission, during some 
portion of the year, and have ministered to one hundred churches, 
and in twenty places where no Congregational churches exist. 
The whole amount of service rendered is equal to sixty years, and 
that portion of it for which they have been remunerated by the 
Society is equal to twenty years. The average aggregate attend- 
ance on public worship has been from ten to twelve thousand, 
and about six thousand have been instructed in Sabbath schools 
and Bible classes. The number of hopeful conversions reported 
is fifty one, and the additions to the churches fifty nine. The 
contributions of the churches to benevolent objects are equal to 
more than 22 per cent. of the amount they have received from 


the Society. 


With reference to the National Home Missionary work, and its 
influence on the hopes and destinies of the land, the Trustees say : 
“In these troublous times we are cheered by that spirit of christ- 
ian loyalty and patriotism which so extensively prevails, and is 
calline forth such united, zealous endeavors to transmit the pre- 
cious inheritance bequeathed to us by our fathers. Never have 
we felt more deeply that our country is dear to us. Let our firm 
support, our prompt and liberal aid, be given to every institution 
tending to promote and extend among us that blessed religion, 
which will be its brightest glory and its surest defense.” 


NEW HAMPSHIRE MISSIONARY SOCIETY.

The receipts of this Society, for the year ending March 1, were 
$6,078.71; of which $458.90 were forwarded by designation of 
the donors to the Parent Society. There were also received from 
the State into the Treasury of the American Home Missionary 
Society, during its financial year, in payment of legacies, $674.76 ; 
from congregations and individuals, $741.25—in all, $1,416.01— 
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making the total. from the State to the Home Missionary cause, 
$7,494.72. The expenditures within the State were $5,612.02 5 
and the amount expended through the National Institution was 
$1,874.91, 3. 
Thirty nine missionaries have been in commission, ministering 
to forty three churches, and to four congregations where no 
churches have yet been organized. The number of communicants 
in these churches is 1,796. Fifty five have been added during 
the year. The number of pupils in their Sabbath schools is 2,964. 
The population of the seventy towns in the State, in which the 
feeble churches and congregations are located, is about 67,000 ; 
and that of seventy three towns, in which there are no Congrega- 
tional churches, is 51,000; making 118,000, or more than one 
third of the inhabitants of the State, dependent in a great degree 
on missionary efforts for the preaching of the Gospel, so far as it 
is to be enjoyed in connection with this denomination. Most 
urgent efforts are demanded to supply these destitutions with the 
word of life, for their own sakes, and for the sake of the land, over 
which the tide of emigration from them is constantly flowing. 


VERMONT DOMESTIC MISSIONARY SOCIETY.

The recerpts of this Society, for the year ending March 1, were 
$7,326.78. There were also received from the State into the 
Treasury of the American Home Missionary Society, during its 
financial year, in payment of a legacy, $169; from congre- 
gations and individuals, $803.65—in all, $972.65—making the 
total from the State to the Home Missionary cause, $8,299.43. 
The expenditures within the State were $6,591.56. 

Sixty four missionaries have been in commission, and have 
rendered an amount of service equal to thirty six years. Four 
churches have assumed the entire support of their ministry for 
the present, but may be compelled to fall back again upon the 
Society. Fifty one hopeful conversions were reported at the last 
anniversary, and one hundred and twenty seven additions to the 
churches ; showing a net increase of seventy. 


_. This has been a year,” says the Secretary, “ of unprecedented 
difficulties with regard to raising funds. In addition to others, 
our churches and congregations have had, and still have, a large 
representation in the army. In some instances, nearly all the 
‘minister’s Bible class’ of young men have gone to the war. 
And in many, prominent supporters of the church and congrega- 
tion have gone. Large demands have been made for contribu- 
tions to furnish comforts for our soldiers ; consequently the 
ability to contribute for religious purposes at home is diminished. 
The feeble churches need increased aid. But the receipts of the 
Society are so diminished that we are compelled to eut down ap- 
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propriations, and in some cases to withhold them entirely ; and 
the operations of the Itinerant Department of our work have been, 
in a great measure, suspended.” 


MASSACHUSETTS HOME MISSIONARY SOCIETY.

~ The receipts of this Society, for the year ending March 1, were 
$28,663.07. The expenditures within the State were $7,148.75 ; 
and the amount forwarded from the Treasury to the American 
Home Missionary Society, during its financial year, was $21,500. 
There were also received from the State into the Treasury of the 
Parent Society, in payment of legacies, $5,724.97 ; from the 
Hampshire Missionary Society, $1,613.67; from congregations 
and individuals, $4,866.40—in all, $12,205.04—making the total 
to the cause, $40,868.11. The whole amount expended out of the 
State through the National Institution is $33,705.04. 

The number of missionaries who have been in the service of 
the Society is forty seven. During the year ending with the last 
Report of the Auxiliary, forty three churches had enjoyed the 
labors of its missionaries ; two had assumed the entire support of 
the Gospel ; in four, pastors had been settled; and four had built 
or repaired houses of worship. The aggregate of the missionary 
congregations was four thousand six hundred and twenty five ; 
the membership of the churches seven hundred and ninety nine ; 
the additions during the year one hundred and forty five ; and 
the number of scholars in the Sabbath schools three thousand 
three hundred and eighty nine. 


“Believing as we do,” say the Executive Committee, “ that 
the Gospel is the most effective of all agencies for producing the 
- most enlightened patriotism, we find in the present crisis of our 
country a most powerful argument to press the work of evan- 
gelizing the land with all our energies. As our Puritan fathers 
drew their love of liberty and country preéminently from the 
living oracles of God, so have their posterity, so will they who 
come after us, if it is our care that they be enlightened by the 
Gospel.” 


RHODE ISLAND HOME MISSIONARY SOCIETY.

The receipts of this Society, for the year ending March 1, were 
$1,943.51. There were also received from the State into the 
Treasury of the American Home Missionary Society, during its 
financial year, $44 ; making the total to the cause, $1,987.51. 
The expenditures within the State were $1,712.83. 

Eight missionaries have been in commission during some por- 
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tion of the year, ministering to six churches, which give gratify- 
ing evidence of increasing spiritual strength and influence, 
although the condition of business affairs, where they are located, 
occasions some of them anxiety for the future. 


CONNECTICUT MISSIONARY SOCIETY.

The rececpts of this Auxiliary, for the year ending March 1, 
were $7,733.43, There were also received from the State into the 
Treasury of the Parent Society, during its financial year, in pay- 
ment of legacies, $5,274.36 ; from congregations and individuals, 
$14,612.74—in all, $19,887.10—making the total to the cause 
$27,620.53. The expenditures within the State were $6,959.42 ; 
and the amount expended beyond its limits through the National 
Institution was $19,887.10. 

The number of misstonaries who have been in commission is 
Jorty nine. Fewer additions have been made to the churches 
aided than in some former years. “ No religious interest amount- 
ing to a revival,” says the Secretary, “has been manifested in 
any of them. At the same time, an appreciation of religious in- 
stitutions is shown by the various improvements adopted for their 
decent and comfortable enjoyment. Volunteers from most of the 
feeble societies have helped to fill the ranks of our armies. 
Though it would seem in most cases, that they could ill be spared 
from churches struggling for existence, the heavy drafts have 
been cheerfully met.” | 

“Should the war be prolonged, we must expect not only calls 
for relief from congregations hitherto self-supporting, but for an 
increase of appropriations to some already aided. It is probable, 
too, that public burdens, made necessary by the struggle to main- 
tain the integrity of the Union, will lessen the contributions to 
our Treasury. But we trust that the cause of Home Missions is 
too deeply oe in the affections of its friends to suffer essentially 
from the pressure of the times. Its influence in rousing and sus- 
taining the population of the noble-spirited West in the present 
emergency, is too perceptible to be overlooked or ae by 
the christian patriot. hat was urged, years ago, as a weighty 
argument in favor of Home Missionary operations, that they tend 
powerfully to assimilate and unite in’ one compact mass the di- 
versified nationalities gathered in this land, is now shown to be 
not mere speculation, but a solid truth on which rests, in no slight 
degree, the fate of our nation.” 


Rey. Lronarp W. Bacon prosecuted, with efficiency, his labors 
as Missionary Agent and Superintendent of Home vrangeliza- 
tion, till January 1, when he resigned his office to accept a call 
from the 1st church in Stamford. 
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CENTRAL AGENCY, NEW YORK. 
Rey. Turopore Spencer, Secretary; J. E. Warner, Esq., Treasurer. Office at Utica. 


The receipts of this Agency, during the year ending March 1, 
were $1,560.09. Contributions were also sent from its field to the 
Treasury at New York, during the same period, amounting to 
$6,251.20, making an aggregate of $7,811.29. The disbwrsements 
of the Agency, for missionary purposes, were $1,566.16. 

Thirty one missionaries labored in this portion of the State dur- 
ing the year, ministering statedly to thirty two churches, besides 
various out stations, the congregations numbering, in the aggre- 
gate, about five thousand souls. 

“The churches,” observes the Seeretary, “ have experienced in 
some degree the injurious influences of the existing rebellion. 
Several of our late missionaries, in the ardor of their patriotism, 
have forsaken the peaceful labors of their parishes for the strug- 
gles and hardships of the chaplaincy in our army, whither they 
are. followed by the hearty good wishes and prayers of a loyal 
people. Some of the churches have become weaker in numbers 
as well.as in pecuniary resources. In several, the converting in- 
fluences of the Holy Spirit have been enjoyed ; while in all, the 
labors of the missionaries have been faithful and persevering. 
Their efforts in behalf of the youth have not flagged, and the 
cause of Temperance has been maintained to the best of their 
abilities. It has, however, become painfully evident that new 
and more efficient influences must be brought to bear upon the 
community, to recover the ground which has been lost.” 


WESTERN AGENCY, NEW YORK. 


Rey. Joun A. Murray, Secretary. Office at Geneva. 


The receipts of this Agency, during the year pe eee ls 
were $3,497.55. The disbursements were $3,546.98. ithin the 
same period; sums—largely the fruit of legacies—were forwarded 
from this field to the Treasury at New York, for the general uses 
of the Society, amounting to $12,121.40. 
Nineteen missionaries preached statedly during the whole or 
a part of the year just closed, to not less than twenty eight 
churches. A few houses of worship have been built and others 
have been repaired, The churches, however, have been unfavor- 
ably affected by the war. Some have been s0 reduced by the 
departure of valuable members for the field of strife, as to find no 
little difficulty in securing necessary provision for the support of 
the Gospel, and making their usual contributions to causes of 
benevolence. Little has been done in opening new fields. But 
instead, missionaries have been encouraged to take charge of two 
or more churches, so as to diminish the amount of aid required 
from abroad ; and some have nobly struggled through upon what 
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their people could raise without assistance. The majority of the 
churches codperating in the Society are feeble, but in a better 
condition spiritually, it is believed, than they have been for many 
ears. 

: A region settled so largely from New England, filled with a 
- christian population ever warmly in sympathy with the princi- 
ples of our Puritan fathers, and whose churches are monuments 
of Home Missionary liberality, is not likely to prove a barren soil 
for Home Missionary culture. Its dust holds living seeds, which 
coming rains and suns will waken to life and fruitfulness. During 
this day of national trial, churches may be content if they but 
hold their own. But when returning peace sets free again the 
wheels of production and trade, it is not too much to hope that 
the friends of Christ will also bestir themselves in behalf of the 
multitudes who, even in Western New York, remain yet un- 
reached, effectively, by the power of the Gospel. 


WESTERN RESERVE AGENCY, OHIO. 


Rey. James H. Newron, Secretary. Office at Cleveland. 


This Agency received into its Treasury, during the year ending 
March 1, $2,030.09. Contributions were also sent to the Treasury 
at New York amounting to $400.58 ; making a total of $2,430.67. 
The disbursements of the Agency were $1,943.88. 

The number of missionarces employed during the year, includ- 
ing three who were commissioned directly from New York, is 
twenty three. The number of churches and congregations reeu- 
larly supplied with the ministrations of the Gospel is forty. Thir- 
teen churches that received aid last year are not included in the 
present list of beneficiaries. Four of them are sustaining the 
regular services of the sanctuary without aid, and two enjoy the 
preaching of the Gospel only occasionally. Six churches are now 
receiving assistance which were not on the Society’s books last 
year. 

Most of the missionary churches within the bounds of this 
Agency are quite feeble, the average membership in twenty five 
of their number, as given in the Agent’s report, being only thirty 
seven. Although some of them have suffered severely from the 
embarrassments of the times, yet, on the whole, there has been an 
encouraging progress, both in things temporal and things spiritual. 
The promise for the future is good. 

Nearly all the self sustaining churches on the Western Reserve 
are the fruits of Home Missionary benefactions, and have been 
called to suffer persecution for their attachment. to their sister 
churches at the East—from which their members had come out— 
and to the voluntary missionary societies, in which the East and 
West were so long united, ‘Many of them are now strone in 
numbers and wealth, and able to do a noble work in furtherance 
of the cause which has been so greatly blessed to themselves, 
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MARIETTA AGENCY, OHIO. 
Rev. Tuomas Wickes, Secretary; A. T. Nyx, Esq., Treasurer. Office at Marietta. 


The receipts of the Treasury of this Agency, during the year 
ending March 1, were $176.09, and the amount forwarded direct- 
ly to the Treasury at New York, $60.97; making the whole. 
amount contributed in this field, during the year, $237.06. The 
expenditures of the Agency were $162. Only two missionaries 
have been sustained by its funds, since the last Report; and one 
of these was employed only half the year. 

“The war,” observes the Secretary, “has injuriously affected 
this portion of the missionary field in mee ways: by with- 
drawing the members of congregations for military service; by 
diminishing the resources of the churches and their ability to sus- 
tain the means of grace ; and by transferring the ministers them- 
selves to chaplaincies in the army. One of the two missionaries, 
already referred to, has been thus employed. The field is thus 
left in a very destitute condition ; nor do we see any immediate 
prospect of a change for the better. Moreover, our churches are 
partly Presbyterian and partly Congregational, and so situated as 
often to be able to unite in sustaining the same minister—which 
heretofore, under the American Home Missionary Society, they 
have been wont to do. But in the present state of affairs, such 
united effort can not take place. What the result will be, we 
can not tell. The churches may go to destruction, or they may 
be sustained at a greatly increased expenditure, under ditferent 
societies—if the men can be found for them—or other changes 
may take place. They have been thrown into a position of great 
difficulty and peril.” 


WESTERN OHIO. 


Rev. Lysanprr Ketsry, Columbus, Agent. 


The number of missionaries under commission from the Society 
in this part of Ohio, during the past year, is twenty eight. The 
amount paid into the Treasury from the same region is $1,265.02. 
Two churches have been organized ; three houses of worship have 
received repairs; one has been purchased of another denomina- 
tion ; four destitutions have been supplied ; three licentiates have 
been ordained; two of whom are now laboring as missionaries, 
while the third has gone as chaplain in the army. , 

Although the year has not been characterized by extensive re- 
vivals, yet the condition of the churches, on the whole, is encour- 
aging. ‘Those which codperate with the Society,” observes the 
Agent, “were never before supplied with so permanent and so 
able a ministry. The war has not diminished their spiritual, vital | 
energy. Nearly or quite all the missionary churches have repre- 
sentatives in the armies of our country. They have freely con- 
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tributed of their limited resources, both in men and money. 
They recognize the hand of God in the events of the hour, and 
have been drawn nearer to Him and to one another. Their coun- 
try’s peril, instead of diminishing the tone of their piety, seems 
rather to have quickened and deepened it. The American Home 
Missionary Society, in early planting christian institutions in Ohio, 
has been doing a great work for the country.” 


The Society now enters anew upon its work throughout the 
State; and, with gratitude to God for the blessings vouchsafed in 
the past, is turning with alacrity to the fresh fields which still 
open promisingly before it—fields where intelligent, devoted and 
self-denying men may hope, as in other days, to lay foundations 
for many generations. On the part of the churches in auxiliary 
relation with the Society, there appears to be a growing interest 
in its work ; and there is a general increase of effort for the pro- 
motion of the cause of Christ in the towns and villages where 
these churches stand. The meetings of ministers and delegates, 
for conference on matters of common concern, have been full of 
interest ; and mutual acquaintance, and a spirit of christian fellow- 
ship have been greatly promoted. For all those who go forth in 
the Spirit of the Master, to labor for the good of souls, there are 
abundant prospects of goodly harvests in Ohio. 


INDIANA. 


In this State the Society has rendered aid, during the past year, 
in the support of fifteen ministers and has received from churches 
and individuals $350.64, in aid of its funds. 

The missionary work among that portion of the churches of 
this State which have continued to receive aid from the Society, 
has not been distinguished by any marked characteristics, from 
that in other regions of the West: Indiana has sent multitudes 
of her sons to battle in defense of our country’s integrity and the 
principles of its free institutions. They have been prominent in 
many a bloody field, and have been missed in the places that 
were wont to know them. Congregations have suffered from the 
absence of valued.members. 


About the middle of the year, Rev. Jonny W. CunninaHam, who 
for three years had been the zealous and efficient Agent of the 
Society in this portion of its field, felt it his duty to seek other 
employment in his Lord’s service. He retired, leaving behind 
him, over all the State, a grateful remembrance of his lovin 
counsels and of his untiring devotion. Since then, the northern 
part of the State has been connected with Northern Illinois, form- 
ing a distinct Agency. In the present condition of the country 
no striking advances can be expected in the missionary work in

ILLINOIS. 


Rev. Josep E. Roy, Agent for Northern Illinois and Northern Indiana, Rev. Exisna 
Jenner, Agent for Central and Southern Illinois. 


The number of the mzsstonaries who have labored in this State, 
during the past year, is eighty three ; and the amount contributed 
to the Treasury is $2,237.64. 

Rey. Aratus Kent, for so many years the Agent of the Society 
in Northern Illinois, and whose pious and affectionate zeal has 
endeared him to so many of its churches, having retired from the 
toils of his exacting post, was succeeded, in January last, by Rev. 
JosepH E. Roy, who also includes the northern portion of the 
State of Indiana in the field of his labors. 

The missionaries aided in this part of the State have preached 
regularly to not less than forty five churches. Four houses of 
worship have been erected. There has been no pervading re- 
ligious interest during the past year, though several of the mis- 
sionary congregations have been blessed with revivals of religion. 
“The war,” observes the Agent, “has absorbed the thought and 
feeling of the people; but while many of the congregations are 
almost literally stripped of their young men, and many of the 
churches have lost officers and prominent supporters, the Spirit 
of the Lord is yet brooding over the churches, awakening hopes of 
more abundant spiritual refreshings.” “The hard times press 
severely, the prices of our staples are ruinously low, multitudes 
are pressed under the water by mortgages put upon their property 
in more prosperous times, and a general financial depression pre- 
vails; and yet the day is coming, when our churches ought to 
undertake the whole missionary burthen of the State, and they 
will find a blessing in doing it.” 

A great work is now open to the Society. “Both Northern 
Indiana and Northern Illinois are old enough now, to afford in- 
viting fields of missionary labor back from the thoroughfares, 
away from the leading points which needed the first care. There 
are scores of these townships, thickly populated, heretofore left 
unsupplied with any reliable dispensation of the means of grace, 
which have become, as older settlements, quite ‘forehanded,’ 
and which may furnish material enough for a missionary to work 
up, and a field of ministerial labor worthy of any man’s christian 
zeal. For men who are willing to make their place, there is a 

lenty of room.” 

Northern Illinois contains a large number of churches deeply 
interested in the Home Missionary cause, and who may be relied 
on to do all in their power for its furtherance. It has long been 
a fruitful field for missionary labor. We may hope to see these 
fruits themselves fruitful in return, and multiplying to others the 
benefactions which they have themselves received. 


In Central and Southern Illinois, the field of Rev. Mr. Jenney’s 
Agency, three churches have been organized; four have become 
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self-sustaining ; twenty seven enjoy religious services only upon 
alternate Sabbaths ; fifteen are destitute of the stated ministra- 
tions of the Word. Five of six of these are so feeble that they 
can hardly be said to have more than a nominal existence ; two 
others have ceased for the present to hold regular services on the 
Sabbath, and the remainder are too poor to contribute much 
toward the maintenance of preaching, and are so situated as to 
be unable to combine for this purpose. Quite a number of 
churches have enjoyed seasons of unwonted religious interest. 
The ministerial relation continues to be very unstable: no less 
than nine churches having dismissed, and seventeen having re- 
ceived stated supplies or pastors; while eight ministers have gone 
from the field and twelve have entered it. 

“The churches,” observes the Agent, “are not generally in a 
very prosperous condition. They have not quite the numerical 
and not nearly the pecuniary strength which they had a year ago. 
This war has called away many members, and has diminished the 
resources of those that remain, so that, in numerous instances, it 
is with difficulty that they procure the common comforts of life, 
to say nothing of its most ordinary luxuries. Nevertheless, some 
of the churches have strengthened their hold upon the surround- 
ing communities ; and in places not a few, Christians have been 
roused to unwonted prayer and activity, and the impenitent have 
been made to feel their lost condition without the Gospel.” 

A most praiseworthy willingness has been manifest, on the part 
of many congregations, to relieve the Society, as much as possi- 
ble, of the burthen of their support. Twenty six churches have 
united by pairs in sustaining the same minister ; in three instances 
without aid from the Society, and in the remaining ten, with a 
largely diminished amount. These times of trial are not wholly 
evil, but instill lessons that will yet be turned to good account. 
They must last until the great highway to the sea shall again be 
open to the inhabitants of the Western Valley, through the bless- 
ing of heaven on our national arms. 


MICHIGAN. 
Rey. Herpert A. Reap, Marshall, Agent. 


This Society has sustained, in Michigan, during the past year, 
Jfty nine missionaries, and has received from churches and ‘indi. 
viduals in the State, $2,766.66. Of this amount $1,137.50 were 
the avails of legacies, 

God has graciously spared the lives of all the laborers in this part 
of the missionary field, during the year, and permitted them, with- 
out interruption, to instruct and comfort the flocks over which the 
Holy Ghost has made them overseers. Two churches have been 
organized, and seven or eight, by extraordinary effort, or by union 
with other churches in the support of the ministry, have been en- 
abled to dispense with missionary aid. Eight church edifices 
have been completed and dedicated, and several others were in 
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process of erection at the close of the year. Most of the churches 
ave made substantial progress in all the elements of spiritual 
Prosperity, and several have enjoyed revivals of remarkable 
power. In a pecuniary point of view the missionary congrega- 
tions have suffered great depression. The sentiments of loyalty 
and devotion to the interests of civil and religious freedom, incul- 
cated by the missionaries, have moved many of those to whom 
they minister to enter the ranks of their country’s defenders. 
‘This cause, in connection with the general monetary disturbance 
of the country, has rendered it impossible for many of the con- 
gregations to fulfill their engagements with their ministers, and 
much privation and suffering have been occasioned. “ But,” 
says the Agent, “I am happy to bear my testimony to the pa- 
tience and faithfulness with which they have labored under their 
many discouragements. .They have refused to leave their fields, 
choosing rather to suffer affliction with their people, than to aban- 
don them and the work of the ministry. These soldiers of the 
Cross evince greater self-denial than do those who go forth, under 
the star spangled banner, to fight their country’s battles, and they 
deserve support and honor accordingly.” 


The Agent, in closing his annual survey of the field of his la- 
bors, speaks as follows of the work accomplished in Michigan by 
this Institution: ‘There are more than 230 churches, owing their 
existence and early sustenance to this Society, with their 170 
sanctuaries, their Sabbath congregations, their Sabbath schools, 
and all the appliances of the Gospel. Who can estimate the ulti- 
mate good that will flow from these fountains? They are well- 
springs of spiritual life that will send forth their streams of bless- 
ing for many generations. The labor of evangelizing the State, 
however, is not complete; and the present is no time for the 
friends of Home Missions to withdraw their efforts from this field. 
The watch fires, lighted on so many hills, would wane and expire, 
were not aid continued to these feeble congregations, and there 
are now twenty churches which have no one to break to them 
the bread of life. Both in the Upper and Lower Peninsulas there 
are villages springing into existence which must have the organ- 
izing power of the Gospel in their infancy, or hereafter years will 
be required to regain what may now be easily possessed. We 
want more self-denying ministers of Christ—men who can endure 
hardness as good soldiers—men who can overcome difficulties and 
resist the tide of error and worldliness that threatens our new set-. 
tlements—men who ean go into the waste places, and gather con- 
gregations where none exist. Such men, as wise master builders, 
may lay foundations on which glorious structures may rise to 
stand long after their founders shall have entered into their ever- 
lasting rest.”

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WISCONSIN. 


Rev. Dexrer Cuary, Beloit, Agent. 


Lighty two missionaries have held commissions from this So- 
ciety in Wisconsin, since the last Report, and $2,465.73 have been 
contributed to the funds of the Institution. Seven of these la- 
borers are Welsh, and one is a Hollander. They have preached 
the Gospel statedly to one hundred and twenty one churches, 
and at more than forty stations where churches have not yet been 
gathered. Five missionaries, since the year commenced, have 
been installed as pastors of the churches which they serve, and 
two have gone to their reward on high. Six church edifices have 
been completed; five churches have been organized ; nine have 
assumed, each, the entire support of its minister ; fourteen, by 
uniting the efforts of two in sustaining the same minister, have 
relinquished the aid of the Society, and three or four others are 
understood to have made their last application for its assistance. 
About twenty churches are reported as having experienced re- 
vivals of religion, and several others have been favored with spe- 
cial tokens of the Spirit’s presence. 

These facts, especially the fact that so many churches, at a time 
like this, have become independent of missionary aid, bear wit- 
ness to the self-denying spirit of both the missionaries and their 
people, and call for gratitude to him who has crowned their 
united labors with his blessing. But while some of the congre- 
gauions, aided by the Society, have made substantial progress 
during the year, to others it has been a year of unprecedented 
trial and embarrassment. The paralysis of business, the want of 
a market for agricultural products, the failure of the currency, 
the drain by emigration, produced by these disasters, and, more 
than all, the heavy enlistments in the army, have brought many 
churches to the verge of extinction. Others that were about to 
relinquish the aid of the Society, are obliged to postpone such 
action; and others still have been compelled to depend upon it 
for more assistance than they have hitherto required. Several 
fields have been temporarily abandoned, and less has been ac- 
complished than in former years towards supplying the destitute 
settlements with the means of grace. That a larger number of 
churches has not been left unsupplied, is due to the earnest and 
judicious effort that has been made to combine two or more fields 
under the oversight of one missionary. It calls for gratitude to 
God that, in a year of such wide spread disaster to the business 
interests of the State, such a measure of prosperity has attended 
the operations of this Society. 


During the last ten years, that portion of Wisconsin which lies 
west and north of the Wisconsin river, has received almost its 
whole population, and has been an important and inviting field 
of missionary effort. As it was remote, and not connected b 
railroad with the more thickly settled portion of the State, it be- 
came necessary to employ an additional Agent for this field. 
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Rev. Joun C. Suerwry was appointed to that post, and has la- 
bored with great acceptance and success during the past four 
years. As this region has now been thoroughly explored, and the 
more important settlements brought under evangelical culture, 
and as it is now traversed by two railroads, reridering it easily ac- 
cessible, it has been found practicable to dispense with the labors 
of one of the Agents. Accordingly Rev. Mr. Sherwin retired 
from his work, January Ist. Rev. Mr. Clary now has the over- 
sight of the Society’s entire operations in that State. 


IOWA. 
Rey. Jesse Gurrnsey, Dubuque, Agent. 


The number of missionaries in the service of the Society in 
Towa, during the past year, is one hundred and three, and the 
amount contributed to the Treasury from the same field is $1,071.- 
41. These laborers have preached the Gospel statedly to about 
two hundred and fifty congregations. One church has been or- 

anized, and one has been able to dispense with missionary aid. 

hree church edifices have been completed and dedicated to the 
peeetip of God, and two others have been materially improved. 
Several churches, in which revivals were reported, as in progress 
a year ago, have been greatly strengthened by the fruits of these 
seasons of refreshing, and during the past winter similar visitations 
of the Spirit have been reported in about half a dozen other places. 
The year, however, has not been specially distinguished for the 
display of God’s converting grace. The excitements and anx- 
ieties incident to the times have not, perhaps, been favorable to 
this form of spiritual blessing, though they have done much to 
develop the faith and manly strength of the people of God. 

The past year has been one of great pecuniary trial to the 
churches of this State. The blockade of the Mississippi, and the 
consequent destruction of that portion of her business and trade 
which was dependent upon the Southern market, together with 
other causes connected with the state of the country, have left 
the almost boundless wealth of her agricultural products. well 
nigh valueless on her hands. In this state of things, it would not 
have been surprising if the little churches, with a large percent- 
ace of their most reliable members absent, in the military service 
of the country, had fallen below the standard of the praiens 
year in their pledges for the support of the Gospel, and had felt 
constrained to make increased drafts upon the resources of the 
Society. This, however, has not been the case. The churches 
have pledged, in the aggregate, about $200 more, and have asked 
about $600 less than in the previous year. In many cases a still 
further reduction in the Society’s grants has been necessary, in 
consequence of the inadequacy of its funds. These reductions 
have fallen heavily upon the missionaries and their households, 
‘and have involved them in embarrassments and cares that have 
more or less detracted from the effectiveness of their labors. 
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In reference to the future of the missionary work in Iowa, the 
Agent speaks as follows: “ We have seventeen vacant fields, in 
which churches are already organized, that ought not to go un- 
supplied another month. Some of them are at points of no little 
prospective importance; but, with three or four exceptions, the 
work to be done in them, and the privations to be borne, are not 
different from what is demanded in fields altogether new. We 
have over thirty counties in lowa in which there is no Congre- 
gational or Presbyterian minister, and in many of them no reli- 
gious privileges are enjoyed that are worthy of the name. In_ 
twenty of them, at least, a faithful minister would be able to 
gather churches, and lay successfully the foundations of christian 
institutions. I believe it would cost less money, in the end, as 
well as less toil, to evangelize the State, if in. every village the 
Gospel were now introduced, as a leavening and molding power, 
than it will if its introduction is deferred. But without a pro- 
portionate increase in the means of support, I am persuaded that 
nothing would be gained by the multiplication of missionaries.” 

“The close of the war, whenever it shall come, will bring back 
to our State a portion at least of the twenty thousand men who 
have gone out from us to bear an honorable part in the struggle 
for national existence. Some of them will come to us bearin 
the scars of many a battle, and some, it is to be feared, will bring 
the moral scars that have been received from the corrupting as- 
sociations of the camp. Who can measure the importance to 
them, and to those among whom they are to dwell, of surrounding 
them, on their return, with the purifying and saving influences 
of the Gospel? With them will come multitudes of others, who 
by their connection with the army having broken up their busi- 
ness relations and social ties, will find their way from the fields 
of bloody strife to the land of beauteous freshness and undeveloped 
wealth. Here they will make homes for themselves and their 
children. It isa momentous question, whether those homes shall 
be sanctified through a faithfully preached Gospel, and those 
children grow up in familiarity with the sanctuary and its les- 
sons. 


MINNESOTA. 


Rey. Ricuarp Hatt, Point Douglas, Agent, 


Forty five missionaries have labored in this State the past year 
under the auspices of this Society. They have relent the Gos- 
pel statedly to fifty eight churches, and at about twenty out-sta- 
tions. Two new fields of -labor have been occupied ; three 
churches have been organized ; three houses of worship have been 
completed, and four others commenced ; and $462.61 have been 
contributed to the funds of the Society. Five laborers have en- 
tered the missionary field in this State within the year; three 
have been laid aside by ill health, and two have rested from their 
earthly labors. Several of the missionary churches have made 
commendable effort to relieve the Society of a portion of the bur- 
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den of their support, while others, equally disposed to do all in 
their power to help themselves, have been greatly weakened and 
disheartened by removals and enlistments in the army. From 
these causes, five churches, that one year ago enjoyed the means 
of grace, are now so reduced as to be unable to maintain preach- 
ing, and are left as sheep without a shepherd. 


While Minnesota shares with other portions of the West in the 
disastrous effects of the war, it is advancing more rapidly than 
any other State in all those elements which give it interest and 
importance as a missionary field. This is evident from the fol- 
lowing statistics, embodied in the Report of the Agent: “The 
Census Report of 1860 makes the population of Minnesota 
172,022. The State Commissioner of Statistics, in his Report for 
the current year, estimates the population, January 1, 1862, at 
202,883. From the same authority we learn that, while nearly 
every civilized nation on the globe has its representatives here, 
all but a very small fraction may be included under the American, 
British, German, and Scandinavian nationalities. About 81 per 
cent. of the population speak the English language, 11} per cent. 
the German, and 7 per,cent. the Scandinavian. Of the native 
population, 76,000 were born in the free, and only 8,500 in the 
slave States. During the last ten years, according to the State 
Statistical Bureau, Minesata has grown more rapidly than the 
most rapidly growing State in the Union in the period of its most 
rapid growth.” These statistics show that this State presents one 
of the most important and encouraging fields now open to the ef- 
forts of this Institution. It will be the aim of the Committee, 
according to the grace and the pecuniary ability given unto them, 
to furnish the instrumentalities which will make this region 
morally, as it is physically, a land of promise. 


KANSAS. 


Rey. Lewis Bopwe1t, Topeka, Agent. 


The Society has had in commission in this State, during the 
past year, ecghteen missionaries, who have served regularly twen- 
ty three congregations. One of them has, within the year, been 
installed pastor of the church to which he ministers, and three of 
the churches aided have enjoyed seasons of refreshing from the 
presence of the Lord. The amount contributed to the Treasury of 
the Society, during the year, is $281.63. vos 

Among the incidents of the year that deserve notice, is the for- 
mation, at Lawrence, of a church composed of refugees from 
Southern bondage. A portion of them are fragments of families 
that have been scattered by their masters; the wife having been 
sold for a more Southern market, while the husband has made his 
way through the wilderness to this land of promise. The aid of 
this Society is sought to provide religious instruction for this 
company of Christ’s “little ones,” and it is not improbable that 
Providence may yet open to it a wide field of usefulness among 


this oppressed people. 
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It is well known that Kansas has had an experience of 
trial and disaster unparalleled in the history of our new set- 
tlements ; and it is not strange that rapid progress has not been 
made in the support of en institutions. The State has not 
yet recovered from the effects of the recent famine by which 
almost the whole population was impoverished ; and, during 
which, more than half a million dollars were contributed by other 
States to save her poor from starvation. In the words of the 
Agent: “To a history of violent political excitements, armed 
invasion, financial embarrassments, and Federal oppressions, add 
a year of famine, and our share of the war burden, and you will 
be able to see that our thanksgivings go up from the midst of 
such difficulties, dangers, and necessities, as one year of harvests, 
however abundant, can not wholly remove. Trusting in God, 
and in the now fully proved capacity of our State, we are con- 
fident that nothing, save an extraordinary Providential visitation, 
‘ could again throw us, as a State, upon the charities of the coun- 
try. We have passed the night and have come to the dawn—a 
little cloudy yet—with such experience of God’s care and love, 
and with such evidences of the blessedness of patient continuance 
in well doing, as would make a lack of faith, and hope, and joy- 
ful labor in us, more than in any other people, ungrateful 
and criminal. Asking for grace that we faint not, we most con- 
fidently expect that we shall reap in due season.” 


NEBRASKA. 


No additional laborers have been sent to Nebraska since the 
last Report, and one of those then in commission has removed 
from the Territory. Only fowr, therefore, have been in active 
service there within the past year, and $22.35 have been contré- 
buted to the funds of the Society. 

The new settlements of this Territory continue in an unsettled 
condition, extremely unfavorable to their spiritual progress. 
The large influx of settlers, from Missouri and other States, dis- 
turbed by the civil war; the heavy emigration to the gold fields 
of the Rocky Mountains and the Pacific Coast ; together with the 
stream of Mormon emigration through the Territory to Utah, 
have produced such excitement and fluctuation, in the fields 
occupied by the missionaries, that their labors have been attended 
with comparatively little visible result. Says one of the mis- 
sionaries: “If we, on this outpost, were to walk by sight we 
might faint ; but our feeling is that our help is in God, and that 
he will not leave us nor forsake us. There are changes and re- 
movals that tend to weaken, and the stringency of the times will 
diminish the ability of the people for self-support. But all these 
trials give value to the promise, ‘Trust in the Lord and do good, 
so shalt thou dwell in the land, and verily thou shalt be fed. ” 
The physical attractions of this Territory are becoming, yearly, 
better understood, and the facilities of intercourse with it are in. 
creasing. With the return of peace and general prosperity, a 
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large accession will doubtless be made to its population, for whose 
spiritual training the liberal aid of this Society will be invoked. 


PACIFIC COAST. 


Early in the year two missionariés, with their wives, sailed 
from New York for California, under the auspices of this Society. 
They were cordially welcomed, and their entire support was im- 
mediately assumed by the churches to which they minister. 
Twelwe laborers, including these, have been employed in Cali- 
fornia, and four in Oregon, under the direction of this Society. 
The recetpts to the Treasury have been, from California, $200.12, 
from Oregon, $191.35. One church in California has relinquished 
the aid of the Society, since the last Report, and others have en- 
joyed such a measure of material and spiritual prosperity as to 
encourage the hope that they will soon reach the condition of in- 
dependence. 

he churches on the Pacific Coast have recently encountered 
new and unexpected embarrassments. During the past winter, 
that whole region was visited by an unprecedented flood, that 
produced widespread disaster and distress. The rains fell, with 
intervals of only a few hours at a time, for more than two months. 
Whole Villages were destroyed, and a vast amount of other pro- 
perty was swept away. Heavy losses have fallen upon some of 
the congregations sustained by this Society, and the day of their 
pecuniary independence has been necessarily postponed. A new 
excitement has also been produced by the discovery of mines of 
extraordinary richness in Oregon and British Columbia. It is 
confidently believed that “the northern wing of the golden eagle 
has at last been found,” and multitudes have abandoned their 
homes, and the religious institutions that were springing up 
around them, to seek the gold that perisheth in this peepee 
wilderness. Such are the- new and strange vicissitudes which 
still embarrass the missionary work on our Pacific border. Yet, 
in the face of all these difficulties, visible progress is made, and 
the missionaries, encouraged by the manifest tokens of the di- 
vine favor, continue to sow the precious seed, and wait for the 
fulfillment of the promise: “The fruit thereof shall shake like 
Lebanon.” 


CONCLUSION. 


With this record we close the labors of a most eventful year. 
It has been distinguished throughout by peculiar embarrassments 
and trials; yet it has been crowned with the signal favor and loy- 
ing kindness of God. We have been permitted, at some former 
Anniversaries, to report a larger number of laborers sustained, of 
churches gathered, of sanctuaries built, and of souls converted ; 
but we have witnessed, during the past year, some fruits of this 
enterprise which have never been disclosed before, and which no 

atriot or Christian can contemplate without rejoicing and praise. 
While that portion of the country which has repelled the over- 
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tures, and persecuted the messengers of this Society, has been 
swept into the vortex of rebellion, the States which have been the 
theater of its most successful labors, have been precminent for 
their patriotism and their devotion to the cause of truth and right. 
Since it commenced its operations, the Northwestern States have 
received about nine tenths of their entire population. Coming 
from different portions of our own country, and from various 
foreign lands; trained under diverse forms of government, of 
social order, and of religious faith, they seemed to be elements of 
national weakness and danger, rather than of strength and safety. 
But the hour of our great trial has come, and the energy, the re- 
sources, the unity, the patriotic devotion displayed by, these 
youthful States, attest the value and success of the agencies by 
which their institutions have been planted, and their character 
has been formed. The churches which this and kindred Societies 
have planted have been the schools, the ministers they have sus- 
Pined have been the educators of those brave and patriotic men 
who have poured out their blood so freely on the battle fields of 
freedom and the Union. Many a missionary, with words of cheer 
and tears of joy, has dismissed to his country’s service nearly 
every one of those on whom he had mainly depended for codpera- 
tion in his labors, and for pecuniary support. Many a missionary 
church has, to-day, a larger membership in the camp and the field 
than it has at home. But the services of these christian patriots 
are not lost to the cause of Home Missions. They are its pioneers 
in other fields of missionary achievement. They herald there a 
better civilization and a purer Christianity. In every shout of 
victory, from our advancing hosts, we hear the voice of one erying 
in the wilderness : “ Prepare ye the way of the Lord; make his 
paths straight.” Erelong, we doubt not, the soil they are conse- 
crating with their blood will, through our agency, be trodden b 
“the feet of him that bringeth good tidings, that publisheth 
peace. 

This, then, is no time for discouragement or faltering in our 
labors. “The Lord of hosts is with us,” —prospering the work of 
our hands ; leveling before us the fortresses of iniquity and wrong ; 
making low the mountains and exalting the valleys; opening 
new paths, and pointing to new fields of conquest. Even now 
his sounding chariot wheels are shaking the nation ; and every 
effort and sacrifice we make in this cause hastens the certain 
coming of that day when he shall be enthroned in the nation’s 
heart, and shall reign over a renovated people. “Surety mis 
SALVATION IS NIGH THEM THAT FEAR HIM, THAT GLORY MAY DWELL IN 
OUR LAND.”

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RELATIONS OF AUXILIARIES, AGENCIES, &o. 


State and other large Auxiliaries. 


Most of the State Missionary Societies were in existence before the formation 
of the National Society, and some of them were among the earliest organized 
efforts in our country for sending the Gospel to the destitute. They have vol- 
untarily connected themselves as Auxiliaries with the American Home Mission- 
ary Society, from a conviction that greater unity of plan and efficiency in action 
would thereby be promoted. 

The terms by which such Auxiliaries—acting on the Principles of the Parent 
Society, undertaking the supply of the destitute within their own bounds, and 
paying over their surplus funds to the Parent Institution—are connected with 
the Parent Society, are such as to secure the following objects, viz. : 

First—The Auxiliary is not superseded or overshadowed by the National 
Institution, but, on the contrary, is jnvigorated and sustained by connection 
with it. 

This is secured by the provision that the Auxiliary is the sole agency for 
this cause that operates on its field. It controls all appointments in the State 
to which it belongs. From it alone, so far as its means will allow, the feeble 
churches receive assistance. Thus a direct relation and strong attachment is 
cherished towards it, in the hearts of the ministers and churches. 

Again—while the local operations of the Auxiliary are thus encouraged and 
sustained, its connection with the Parent Society is such as to awaken an in- 
terest in the destitute beyond its own limits, and afford facilities for reaching 
them. It is not only a Society for local purposes, but it is also a branch of the 
National Society, and, as such, has the control of all agencies for the collection 
of funds within its own field, and can direct the manner in which its surplus 
resources shall be expended beyond its own limits. Thus, the State and other 
large Auxiliaries are not merely organizations to help the Parent Society ; they 
are integral parts of it, bound together in one whole by a common interest in 
and free access, through the Parent Society, to the great field to be occupied, 
and governed by the same general principles and rules in carrying on the work. 


Agents. 


Besides preaching to the destitute and taking up contributions for Home Mis- 
sions, the Agents of the American Home Missionary Society exercise a general 
superintendence of the operations of the Society within their respective fields. 
By correspondence and personal visitation they ascertain the wants of the des- 
titute; assist them to obtain the preaching of the Gospel; and instruct and en- 
courage them to develop their own means for its support. They receive appli- 
cations for aid, and make such preliminary examination as may be necessary 
before submitting them for the action of the Executive Committee; and in other 
ways labor to insure a judicious and economical application of the Society’s 
funds. At present the Society has in its employ no merely collecting Agents, 
nor any whose services are not required for other purposes in the regions where 
they labor. The Secretaries of several of the larger Auxiliaries are also the 
Agents for this cause in their respective bounds. 


Committees of Missions. 


The American Home Missionary Society has ever regarded the ecclesiastical 
bodies as the appropriate judges of the standing of their own ministers, and of 
the wants of the churches in their connection. Accordingly, the commission 
issued to every missionary requires that his credentials be acceptable to the 
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ministerial body of his denomination, within whose bounds he is appointed to 
labor. And the various ecclesiastical bodies are invited to appoint each a 
Committee of Missions from its own members, to receive application from its 
churches, and suggest to the Society the action proper in each case. Such a 
Committee constitutes the official source to which reference can be had for in- 
formation and advice;in all matters pertaining to missions in the connection to 
which it belongs. This mode of codperation has been preferred by numerous 
ecclesiastical bodies, from the first formation of the Society. It guaranties to 
the churches, that their respective claims shall be fairly considered, with all 
the advantage of having the indorsement of the body to which they belong. 
The advice of such a Committee, acting in the name and by the direction of the 
ecclesiastical body to which they belong, is regarded as the highest authority in 
matters pertaining to the standing of ministers and churches in their connection, 
and has the same influence with the Society, as would that of the Board of 
Agency appointed by itself. 

There is one limitation to this influence, however, which ought to be stated. 
Should any ecclesiastical body so far swerve from the principles of truth and 
gospel order, as not to retain the fellowship and confidence of the great body 
of the churches codperating in this Society, that fact would cause its recom- 
mendations not to be respected, as a basis of action, by the Executive Com- 
mittee. 

As cases may occur in which the feeble churches may not be aware of the 
existence of any Committee of Missions, through whom to apply for aid, a gen- 
eral provision is made, that application may be vouched by any two ministers 
of known and approved standing, of their own denomination, who can certify 
to the facts of the case. If the information thus given is not sufficient, other 
facts are sought by the Executive Committee, with as little delay as practicable, 
from the most authentic sources from which they can be obtained. 

Such, briefly, are the relations of the American Home Missionary Society to 
the various organs, through which the community seeks to act out its mission- 
ary feeling. It will be seen that this plan secures the united action, in the mis- 
sionary work, of those whose views of doctrine and church order admit of co- 
operation, and whose interests in the great field are essentially the same. This 
combination insures a homogeneous policy as to the manner and amount of ap- 
propriations, and the qualifications of missionaries ; it has discouraged sectional 
feelings, and diffused throughout each part an interest in all the rest; and thus 
has formed ties between the West and Kast, along which has passed from the 
latter to the former a silent and invisible current of moral influences more valu- 
able, if possible, than all pecuniary grants. At the same time the connection 
of the Parent Society with the various associations that act with it, is such as 
to secure to them entire freedom in the missionary work, in their respective 


spheres, and an influence beyond them, in cultivating the waste places of our 
common country. 


Applications for Aid. 


Feeble congregations, applying for aid in supporting the Gospel, are request- 
ed to embody in their application the following particulars, viz. : 


The name of the church or congregation; the number of communicants, and 
the average number of attendants on public worship ; the denomination and 
size of congregations immediately contiguous, with the distance to their places 
of worship ; the total amount of salary which the applicants propose to make 
up, the portion of that salary which they pledge for the given time, and the 
arrangements that are made for securing it; whether aid is expected from any 
other source ; and the least amount that will suffice from this Society ; whether 
the minister for whom a commission is desired, is the pastor of the church, or if 
not, whether any arrangements are made or contemplated in the course of the 
year, with reference to his installment. These statements should be signed by 
the trustees and officers of the church, or by a committee of the congregation, 


and confirmed by the certificates of two or more clergymen acquainted with 
the facts. Also,

The name and post office address of the minister whose services they desire 
to secure; whether he is a resident of the place in which he preaches, and is 
engaged in any other calling than that of the ministry; his credentials; and 
the certificate of two or more ministers of known standing, as to his general 
character for piety, zeal, and acceptableness, as a minister of the Gospel. 


Where the ecclesiastical body with which a church is connected has a ‘‘ Com- 
mittee of Missions,” to act in their behalf, this Committee are the proper per- 
sons to certify the statements of the church, the standing of the minister, and 
his prospects of usefulness in the place where his services are desired; and the 
application should be sent to them for their indorsement and recommendation. 


Applications, after being properly indorsed and recommended, should be ad- 
dressed to the care of the Agent (or Secretary of the Auxiliary) for the region 
where the applicants reside. 


As a general rule, the appropriations of the American: Home Missionary 
Society are for twelve months from the date of the application ; at the end of 
which, if further aid be needed, a new application must be made, containing all 
the particulars above stated, and indorsed and recommended in like manner. 
And each congregation applying for renewed aid, should furnish, in addition 
to other testimonials, the certificate of the missionary, that they have fulfilled 
their previous pledges for his support. 


The address of the Society’s Agents and the Secretaries of its Auxiliaries 
will be found on the cover of its Reports and of the Home Missionary. Where 
no such medium of communication with the Society exists, applications may be 
sent directly to the Society’s office in New York.

Address of Rev. George F. Magoun, of Lyons, Iowa, 


ON MOVING THE FOLLOWING RESOLUTION. 


Resotvep: That the blended interests of piety, freedom, and national unity 
require that we should urge on the Home Missionary work with all the energy 
and TEsOUrCEs WE POssEss. 


Tue great interests named in the Resolution, sir, are always inwardly blended, 
but seldom obviously so, as seen to be now, in the light of passing events. To- 
day, therefore, the Home Missionary problem shapes itself anew. It was once 
in our thought at the West, simply the personal conversion of a few thousand 
pioneers—the scouts and advanced pickets of civilization. It is so no longer. It 
has not been for years. Not the conversion alone of growing millions even, of 
strong men “with empires in their brains.” Conversion-work itself there is 
under quite new conditions ; and there is not a careworn missionary of yours, 
whose toil and whose lot.are not other, not to say in something harder, than they 

even a twelyemonth since. 
Ts What will become of our freedom in the new States without Home Mis- 
sions? It is not fora humble Western pastor to ask what would become of 
freedom at large without Christianity ? The theme is too broad. If with us 
the largest liberty is more readily accepted than the Gospel, while in mature

communities the Gospel is more readily accepted than So large a liberty, the 
reasons are partly from our history. Freedom, as a condition, at least, perhaps 
not as a principle, was earliest on that soil. The dividing line that fenced out 
Slavery was our first institution; the American Home Missionary Society is 
junior to that. We are not more loyal there than elsewhere. It was not that 
sentiment chiefly that flung the daring and fiery masses of Western valor over 
the entrenchments of Donelson the other day, and upon the batteries at Pea 
Ridge—rather that of liberty. Our masses are loyal, but, first of all, loyal to 
liberty. This war has wrought no change in our people in this sentiment—only 
given it breadth, intensity, and application. Where did they learn it? Large- 
ly, as a sentiment, from christian pulpits. Even our unevangelized millions, 
like the unevangelized eight or nine hundred thousand of New England, are 


indebted for free principles very much to churches they never enter. Do not. 


let those churches, then, go down. Do not abandon the pulpits which have 
taught our two hundred thousand young heroes the rights of man. Forever let 
the old Puritan pulpits stand, from which so many rays of that sacred light have 
gone forth to the southeastern coast; but be not the northwestern candlesticks 
removed out of their place, whence so many have gone up the valley of the Ten- 
nessee and down the valley of the Mississippi. 

Shall we have through the West, moreover, a christian freedom? Or are 
we to turn our young republics out into the void, superbly rich in fertility and 
beauty, with nothing at their backs but the Declaration of Independence? "Nay, 
to keep their faith in democratic institutions, do they not need faith in God? 
And as we advance into the dark and bloody southwest, will correct ideas of 
civil freedom bring back religion from its apostasy to oppression and cruelty ; 
or must it not be due to the Puritan faith which has kept our freedom vigorous 
and uncorrupt? The problem of self-government is surer of a safe solution, it is 
true, without a subject race to govern. But, sir, as behind slaveholding, so be- 
hind a free society, without it, there is ever a depraved heart. The longed-for, 
prayed-for “abolishment” of slavery accomplished, selfishness remains. You 
ascribe to the West a wide and ready tendency to skepticism. But skepticism is 
not simply “liberty run mad.” It is liberty gone astray in company with 
original sin. The righteous and holy law is not irksome to men under our skies 
merely as law, but as the law of righteousness and holiness. Give us, then, the 
agencies through which God begets a new heart; give us the radical corrective 
of Gospel truth; give us the foolishness of preaching whereby he is pleased to 
save ; otherwise the tonic, recuperative processes of Western life, the twice-free, 
potent, elastic, impassioned forces of Western character will furnish the chariots 
of hell and the horsemen thereof. It is the lesson of history, as Heeren expounds 
it, that “freedom ripens in colonies.’”?” How much more in new States, or new 
soil, which are yet not colonies, but freer offshoots of a free stock, like the shoots 
of the banyan, not it, yet of it! It does more than ripen in these without the 
Gospel. The vinous fermentation sets in; instead of mature fruit, you have 
most maddening wine. 

Our young men are learning recklessness of life and property in their new 
military career. It is a great peril. For one species of property, to be sure, we 
are quite content that they should get even less reverence in this waste of mil- 
lions. Two hundred regiments of them are taking a “South-side view” of that 
for themselves. But real rights are always weakened by being mixed and con- 
founded with fictitious ones. God’s law of property, in things alone, is apt to 
become of none effect amidst man’s traditions of property in persons. All 
rights, too, are limp and sprained under the mailed hand of war. We found it 
so when our volunteers returned from the contest with Mexico. Law and social 
order long feel such a strain, What shall remove it but the effective influence of 
religion? What shall balance all this new-born license with the sense of gov- 
ernment and the love of law? What shall re-teach the sacredness of human 
life? What shall brace and strengthen the temple of popular rights we are 
building? Every thorough conversion to Christ is a nail in a sure place. 

II. The question of national unity seems to be for us two-fold partly one of 
races—much more, just now, one of feelings. I do not say three-fold—partly 
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one of sections also, for sections are harmless without commanding alien blood 
or alienated feelings. With a Western man itis not one of sections. If we had 
any differences with you deemed vital, they must be composed by a unity more 
vital, most vital, and that is in Christ. When Washington feared Western par- 
ties, he did not foresee Home Missions. The best cure for the hurt of ‘ geo- 
graphical lines” is to cover them up with churches. Had your Society wrought 
toward the Gulf as along the lakes, beyond the river, and by the marge of the 
Western sea, this rebellion had been this hour unborn. Your pioneer evangel- 
ism carries nationality along every parallel of latitude. And what nationality 
do we ask, sweeping across and up and down the continent, save that which is 
compacted of freedom and goodness ? 

Tell us, then, how to blend, not sections, but races and feelings. You of the 
Kast, and the North, and the Center want a West and a South welded together 
and welded on. Tell us how to do it—without evangelism? Will strife and 
force consolidate better than conviction and love? Can we get nationality from 
repellant secular selfishness? Will you trust partisan politics again? Will you 
look to commercial interests, parting every way like parting strands? Or can 
the spirit of sect do the work — schism in the Church begetting oneness in the 
State? Or are we to rely upon brotherhood in arms—that men of different blood 
share together tent, and fort, and hospital, and ‘‘battle’s magnificently stern 
array,” are decimated under the same fire as it pours along the line, and see 
their several comrades ‘‘in one red burial blent’? Ah! sir, our tribes are not 
so knit together in these as in looking to the same Saviour in the sharp, short 
agony. And then this military brotherhood, gory and glorious, strange com- 
mingling of blood in this age and land, makes us one but on one side, either of 
two; not as the Revolution did all round. Look beyond the war, I pray you, 
and tell us what shall do that. 

Certainly unity of principle is worth more to a great nation than homogene- 
ousness of race. A people heterogeneous in origin only, is like timber that is 
season-cracked. A people divided on any radical and common idea is like tim- 
ber with a huge split running clean through. All the great empires of old were 
mixed in their elements like ours, and composite. They are broken up and gone. 
Shall we follow? What have we more than they? Popular education, says 
some one. But that is the child of Christianity, and unless, in the spirit of its 
mother, it teaches the generations the lessons of Christ’s last prayer, “‘onz IN 
Tuer,” it will fail us here. The strength and durability of mixed races are not 
only proportioned to the vigor of the constituent elements, but to the complete- 
ness of their intermixture. The Great Valley already disproves the theory that 
descendants of Puritan and Cavalier, Old World men and New, can not mingle 
and make one. A birth census of: our troops before Island Ten or Corinth 
would be instructive. Why, sir, when you praise the valor of Illinois and Iowa, 
you are praising New York, and Massachusetts, and Vermont; you are praising 
the old States from Pennsylvania to Maine; you are praising scattered localities 
below the line of loyalty, and half of Europe besides. We blend more and more 
over toward sunset. We have mixed already the North and the South. But 
mere agglomeration on the same territory never did it. Commercial and poli- 
tical interests do not unify there. The profitableness of liberty has not been 
enough. We must go one step beyond the great abolition orator of yesterday 
morning. The question is, liberty and union, one factor more. To compass it a 
reformed statesmanship must clasp hands with evangelism, alike utterly shaking 
off Slavery. We assimilate most perfectly and enduringly under the highest 
truths and hopes. So we preach to New Englander and Southron, and to the 
countrymen of Meagher, and Sigel, and Zagonyi, one God and Father of all; one 
hope, one spirit, one body. There is no compounding for us like this of Home 
Missions. Like the grinding of the mills of the gods, if it is late, it is fine. Never 
divisive, planting no rival enterprises, it is genuinely unifying and nationalizing. 
It is any thing but slow. A searching and pervading revival wondrously makes 
a new community one, that just now were many. ‘There are century-long pro- 
cesses of society and history that will do this, so that in time demarkations of 
race are as indistinguishable as from our Western windows in Iowa the line 
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where, after sunset, the deep grass-green of the prairie melts into the apple-green 
of the sky. But we can not wait for these. Under the ministry of your mis- 
sionaries, the thing is often done suddenly, as it were in the twinkling of an eye. 

The Gospel, then, better than time, will obliterate disparting influences of 
origin. Shall we leave to time the tremendous passions of the hour? After 
this mighty irritant of civil war, that rasps and harrows us more at the West 
than here, where is the adequate emollient that is to follow? What, to take the 
blueness out of these wounds? Does time sanctify personal afflictions without 
grace? No, sir; for this, too, Gospel mercy must flow over those blackened 
and gory fields. Putting down rebellion in Missouri and Kentucky is very 
much like preaching the terrors of the Lord. The New Testament must fol- 
low. Even where human government can not pardon, we must still proclaim 
that God forgives sinners. After the shedding of man’s blood for treason, the 
story of the blood that was shed for sin. He who maketh in Himself of twain 
one new man, so making peace, must knit together our agitated millions in 
spiritual experience. The victories of the truth as it is in Jesus must be com- 
parable to those which have made our arms illustrious. 

It is, indeed, no new duty to follow up warfare with the influences of reli- 
gion. Only, the historic parallels to the present circumstances of the duty are 
entirely wanting. No such task had the christian age after the torch of a 
Roman soldier fired the temple of Herod, nor after the barbarians began te 
assail Rome, nor after the wars of the Reformation, nor after the English Rev- 
olution, nor after our struggle for Independence. But the Gospel is adequate 
to the new crisis. It has smoothed already for us the rough front of turbu- 
lences, in their smaller measure, almost as perilous as this. It can, it must give 
us a solid composure when this has been arrested. The peace we must con- 
quer must be very deep. It will not do to have the heart-burnings, slavery it- 
self has engendered, followed by more malignant heart-burnings, begotten 
while we are putting it down and casting it out. It will not do to have a com- 
pound fracture under the hands of the surgeon, in the setting of the bone. 

Ill. When I advance to say, that the interests of piety at the West hang 
upon Home Missions, I strike the keynote of all that should here be said. 
Long after the civic future with us shall be decided, our moral future will still 
tremble in the balances of fate. We need now the utmost power of religion, 
that the converts from our pioneer churches may not, after the manner of men, 
fight with wild beasts at Corinth and Memphis. We need it, that they may 
not come back demoralized to communities demoralized by the loss of the 
means of grace. We shall need it when a new army of immigrants, with 
bounty land-warrants in their hands, indorsed by soldiers’ assignments, be- 
sieges every land-office. The fires of greed will again burn over the prairies 
ere long; we shall need it to quench them with, more than ever we did. Since 
your metallic nerves of intelligence have come to touch every considerable set- 
tlement among us, ‘ Western excitability” is greater than ever before. And 
it is worldly. Old societies of men need nervines ; new communities ‘anodynes 
rather. There was perhaps too much of nervine for the West before this up- 
rising. To compose the state now there should be a fuller and more powerful 
evangelical influence, not a relaxed one. It is true that in home evangelism we 
are at present very much in the case of one, part of whose property has burned 
down, leaving him better chance to build, but less to build with. When God 
shall set his seal upon the new loyalty and the new liberty, we shall haye more 
to build with, but only other moral dangers therewith. For that which hath 
been shall be, and there is nothing new under the sun. The history of the 
West, at least, is a series of crises. Like German theology, it is a process. 
As men on the prairies, in blinding winter storms, go round and round, with 
nothing on the wide white waste to steer by, and after hours of exhausting 
travel, have not neared their homes by one step, only passing the same points 
again and again—their own points of departure—so without Christ to guide 
us, we shall plod the same weary round of vanity, disorder, corruption, and 
sin. On those great plains we are, as at sea, “ outside of all lights save those 
which come from heaven,” and those we need. 
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Besides, war may make barbarism again “our first “danger.” We have 
passed it once. No need here to say how; only that before the grand civilizer 
—the railroad—Puritan missions were there. All eyes turn to-day for bar- 
barism to another point of the compass. Our newest free territory is eclipsed 
in that line by the “Old Dominion.” We have passed the second danger. 
Look to Eastern cities now for peril of Popish ascendency. That Scylla shun- 
ned, the Charybdis of the present decade with us is, not superstition, but secu- 
larism—freedom without faith, prosperity without piety. We front the ques- 
tion: Shall our young civilization be barbarized again by being cut loose from 
Christ? Shall the recreated and splendid energy of our people—with which 
our old races, Anteeus-like, come up from fresh contact with nature and the 
soil—now roughening on awful battle-fields, and shot through and through with 
perilous fires, tear itself out and burn out, or diffuse itself in new material 
tasks and gains, and so rot down? The true conservatism for it is in those 
little churches. The Home Mission is the great antiseptic. Fathers and 
brethren, we never needed it so much as to-day. Never needed so much your 
prayers, your charities, and your young preachers of righteousness. There 
are more destitute churches among us for our country’s peril. And those not 
destitute are all weaker, many of them hopelessly so, without your help. The 
census and the war have accumulated other power there. Moral power has 
waned; and the enemies of the Cross meanwhile are not fewer nor feebler. 
In Central Iowa, in the town where my home is, just after the first outrages on 
the Missouri line, a cavalry company was fitted out, to whom a flag was pre- 
sented bearing the motto: “‘ Well meet you on the Border.” So should the ex- 
perienced and wealthy Christian forces of these old States say to the powers of 
evil that threaten us: We'll meet you on the Border. 

The peculiar exigencies of the hour are to be honestly and instantly recog- 
nized. There is to Christian patriots a new Border. There is a new South— 
Hast. But there is still a West, a Northwest, a Central West, and a new 
Southwest is coming. Christ’s messengers are to carry salvation to each. 
The holy Jerusalem, according to John, is to haye an equal number of gates on 
every side. The three gates into that Jerusalem on the East, and the three on 
the North—blessed be God—are ever open. Three are opening on the South, 
coast, and mountain and valley. Let us keep the three open on the West. 
Let us care for the freedman. He is purchased with a great sum. But one 
word for the free-born. The Saxon is still to lead in this land, and his conver- 
sion must needs be made sure. Protestantism has found its Port Royal—let us 
be thankful—but the commanding work and power of the Protestant future still 
trend Northward and Westward, where less and less, after this, the “‘ contra- 
band,” either free or in transitu, will come. ‘In active, stormy regions,” 
says Herder, ‘‘ you find the strongest animals and the most aromatic plants.” 
Look that way yet for moral strength and aroma! Does not God say to our ag- 
gressive, missionary piety, as Moses once to Naphtali, and after the same order: 
“Oh! full with the blessing of the Lord, possess thou tae West and the 
South”? Is liberty to be planted under more favorable conditions than where 
it is already? Can the work of making us homogeneous be more auspicious ? 
Will the grace of Christ win nobler or swifter triumphs than in the North- 
west ? Carry all you can across Mason and Dixon’s line—the respectability of 
labor, the justice of wages, the family, freedom of the person, small proprietor- 

_ships for freedmen, (take this lesson from old Spain !*) and a new preémption, 


* Within the last generation the soil of Spain has been minutely subdivided, as that 
of France was after the old Revolution. Out of 16,000,000 of people there are 2,000,000 
of land proprietors. ‘‘The exemption of particular classes” from the burdens of the 
State has ceased, and the nation advanced toward Democracy, ‘‘ by parting out the bulk 
of the fee-simple among the peasantry.” Compare now the proportion of land proprietors 
in the Slave States to their 9,000,000 of people. There should be a “rehabilitation” 
of the South, as well as of Spain. There is needed a subdivision of her immense 
estates among small proprietors, who shall work their own lands, Her fields 
need Puritanizing, “‘Yankeeizing,” if you will, as well as her “institutions.” Her 
abandoned plantations need not only laborers, but owners—new owners, from among 
those whose labor has given them fertility and value, 
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(take this not from 6ld Spain, but from the West!) and along with them the 
New Testament, unfettered, which gives vitality and fragrance to each great 
new boon of all these ; but cease not to send the New Testament and the living 
preacher beyond those other invisible lines that separate you from millions of 
your own blood, which all these crossed long ago. ‘The Constitution, where it 
works freedom anew, will need the ministry as when it was adopted first. So 
does it where it never worked any thing but freedom. Let missions, like free- 
dom, follow the flag every where. The cannon of Fremont and Halleck will 
set before them many an open door. So, but gently and silently, will the 
Homestead Bill, and the Pacific Railroad, passed, in part, at Washington yes- 
terday, set before them many more, 

If Secession had triumphed, the field of this Society had still been uncon- 
tracted. You had twice as much free territory as the Confederate States ever 
claimed of slave. With the downfall of Secession it expands. The grandest 
and most sudden extension of your work is at hand. All that has thus far 
been done is little but a reconnoissance in force. The most comprehensive 
survey from this annual platform is only a balloon-reconnoissance—wider reaches 
of scenery, completer general views. To occupy and subdue the land must be 
done in detail. And that is greater to-day than ever. If the figures have 
sometimes made us wild, they now simply oppress us. What used to be said 
here of the West, was just re-saying Burke’s account of the American Colonies : 
“‘ Such is the strength with which population shoots in that part of the world, 
that, state the numbers as high as we may, while the dispute continues the ex- 
aggeration ends.” And Burke’s words will again hold true; for there is to be 
a new immigration. Will the enlargement of our liberty and the deepening 
of our nationality check the comers from the Old World? Unlike Greece, we. 
have had our immigrations after our heroic periods—the Puritan, the Revolu- 
tionary. Why not another after this one? ‘Another Western immigration as 
well as a Southern. If increased taxation discourages it somewhat, that will 
press and be felt every where alike. Will the currents of settlement quite 
forsake the lines of latitude for those of longitude? That is not history. Will 
the immigrant shun the monumental fields on which the first great successes 
of the war have been won? Would the Latin and Greek peninsulas have re- 
pelled population—if population had moved then as now—after Spartan and 
Roman yalor had made them memorable? Will the fertile plains that stretch 
toward the Ozark hills attract less for being fattened with patriot blood? This 
continent has not lost in the war, it will not lose by emancipation, that remark- 
able shape, contrary to that of Europe, which determines population to its 
center. Thither all that is grand and vital in our future still tends. In that 
unsurveyed imperial center we shall again ‘‘pitch new States as Old-World men 
pitch tents.”” We have one tenth of all the farmers in the land on the eastern 
edge of it, in Ohio. Ere another census we shall have half a dozen Ohios. We 
have had more Home Missionaries in the middle of it, for several years, in Iowa, 
than in any other of the States. Yet some of them supply six or seven con- 
gregations. We need more than you had for the whole country in the first 
year of your work. That was one hundred and sixty-nine only. In that 
Mesopotamia between the two great rivers of the land you reach nearly a hun- 
dred more points than you could in all the States and Territories in 1826. 

To these blended interests of which the resolution speaks we can not do 
justice, and fail in justice the while to the men already in those fields. Not 
one of them but set a fearless tongue and an unshackled hand against the 
stupendous iniquity that once threatened the Territories, and is now relaxing 
its clutch from the throat of the Republic. Not one can sink in his place, and 
not leave some interest of nationality, of freedom, and of religion to perish. To 
them more than to our regiments and gunboats civilization is indebted. And, 
sir, the now applauded bravery of our prairie-soldiers has not been one whit 
greater than the unheralded, silent heroism of our Home Missionaries. A large 
mortality-list has had no terrors for either. Our people have seen from their 
rude homes, with thrilled hearts and tearful, their citizen-neighbors and sons 
exhibit every kind of valor known to war. If they have failed in aught, it has 
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been in patience before a fortified foe. It did seem fitting that when the new 
apportionment for the next ten years was about to pass power in the nation 
from the South to the West, and the South rushed into treason, that the West 
should give the first grand check to fratricidal arms. In that, historic justice 
coincided more perfectly with poetic justice than it is wont to do. But when 
those we honor went to the field, they left behind them unnamed heroes, the 
weapons of whose warfare are not carnal. They have their Lexingtons, their 
Wilson’s Creeks, their Belmonts, their Pittsburgs. They have them every 
year. Their history is all along a history of heroism. What a battle-winter 
among them this last has been, and what a battle-spring! The excellent 
agent for lowa told you here last year that the Society’s indebtedness to these men 
meant ‘‘want, absolute want, to scores here.” What has it meant this twelve- 
month since? More want to more, to men and women and children ; distressing 
want to hundreds of the noblest christian teachers and of the noblest christ- 
jan wives in the land. And the saddest trials make no sign. The memorabilia 
of them can not be gathered up more than the perished fragrance of flowers 
expressed in your hand. There is more unspoken suffering in the prairie 
parishes than all the thirty four annual volumes of the Home Missionary 
monthly embalm. 

Our Western warriors are well approved; but their opportunities have made 
them. The steep hill, the powerful intrenchments, the well-nigh inaccessible 
island-fortress, the rebel lines—civilized and savage—closing in upon them, the 
impetuous and stubborn columns of frontiersmen, making, perhaps, their last 
stand, the relations of freedom and loyalty at the West to the national weal— 
before these they have risen with the emergency, as others, doubtless, would 
haye risen. And so of our Home Missionary heroes. Their opportunities have 
made them. The bleak ride, out of sight of hill and field and tree and stone, 
to find an auditory, the heterogeneous assembly, the raw intellect, the absence 
of any other man’s foundation, often of any other man’s help, the sowing in 
tears, the building for a future of greatness unknown, the precious issues for 
the country and the Church pending—these have been their opportunities. 
Oh! sir, when the basin between us in Iowa and the nearest mountains of 
gold shall have been parted out into manageable States, and sown with the 
sanctuaries in which such men shall speak of Jesus; when the heart of the 
Occident shall have, like the heart of the Orient, its stable type of society— 
stable, but not stagnant—covering vast table-lands beneath the shadow of sum- 
mits as vast, mid flocks and herds more multitudinous than Asia ever saw; 
when the bulk of our privileged and happy population dwells thickly between 
the two great mountain-ranges, and when the century and more of this society 
shall be full, what shall men see? We can not foresee. The freshets that now 
swell the Father of Rivers are not perceptible in their results where they take 
their rise—above our uppermost settlements—and hardly so in themselves, and 
but slightly so'as they pass the homes of our brethren in Minnesota, hundreds 
of miles below. But as they come down a thousand miles, gathering from the 
affluents of the great river on either side, every island is flooded, along every 
green bank and bluff the water-mark rises, over the broad bosom of the bottom- 
prairies every where spreads the ample and mighty tide. So shall the Gospel 
spread ; till from the sources of the Mississippi to its mouth, from the Appala- 
chian to the Rocky Chain, from sea to sea, we shall have oNE COUNTRY, A FREE 
COUNTRY, AND A CHRISTIAN COUNTRY. 
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Address of Rev. Andrew L. Stone, D.D., of Boston, 
ON MOVING THE FOLLOWING RESOLUTION : 


Resotvep: That the price which God has paid and is paying for this our 
land, indicates its preciousness in his sight, and the greatness of the work he has 
Jor us to do. 


There is no space in Anniversary speeches for exordium and peroration. The 
address must be, in fact, rhetorically without beginning or ending. It must 
leap into the midst of its subject, and leap out again not far from the same 
point. A few brief, compact sentences are all that the most expeditious of us 
can deliver. 

God builds the homes of nations with a sovereign hand. In his earthly house 
of many mansions, he chooses where each family shall dwell. He has islanded 
the Laplanders on the border of the frozen sea, and beneath the Arctic circle : 
he has hidden the roving Arab in the heart of the burning desert; he has 
pinnacled the shore of Labrador with turrets of ice, and shut the dwarfish 
Esquimaux within; he has given the Italian the land of the olive and the vine; 
the Swiss he led up the Alpine valleys ; the Norwegian into the dark fir forests : 
the Icelander beneath the shadow of burning mountains ; and said to each people: 
“Dwell here—these are your metes and bounds.” We can not help feeling, as 
we look over this allotment of climate and territory, that there are grounds for 
preference. We see and know, however content and fascinated each family may 
be with its dwelling-place, that there are favored nations. And when we add 
the histories of God’s providence to this matter of territorial inheritance, we feel 
that some nations are dearer to God than others. He gives more for them than 
for others. He pays a higher price for their greatness and prosperity. 

He is lavish where he loves. He does not count the cost where he would 
bless. What generous and tender pledges he made to his ancient people ! 
“Thus saith the Lord that created thee, O Jacob, and he that formed thee, O 
Israel; fear not, for I have redeemed thee ; I have called thee by thy name ; 
thou art mine. Since thou wast precious in my sight, thou hast been honorable, 
and I have loved thee; therefore wii I GIVE MEN FOR THEE AND PEOPLE FOR THY 
ure.” And those pledges were redeemed. Egypt was the most splendid of 
kingdoms, the mother of nations, and God boasts that he gave Egypt for Israel. 
It was a small thing for him to bestow this magnificent empire, when he had 
set his heart upon an obscure family of roving shepherds. He threw in Ethiopia 
and Seba as of little moment. He cast out before them nations greater and 
mightier than they. He sent to Babylon and brought down the Chaldean . 
nobles for their sake. If he would plant a vine to bear fruit, whose clusters 
shall gladden the nations, he removes without scruple the stateliest forest-trees, 
that his little vine may have room. 

Now what makes a nation precious in God’s sight? We can only answer here 
by hints, not by arguments. 

A nation is precious in God’s sight when he chooses it unto himself. Is this 
traveling in a circle? Perhaps it is. That is about all that we can do when we 
speak of God’s plans, which are, so far as our discoveries go, without beginning 
or ending. He does not choose a nation because it is already precious to him ; 
he chooses it to make it precious. He gives his heart royally and sovereignly. 
It is a wise sovereignty, not wanton or capricious ; it is rational, but it is sove- 
reign still. He was perpetually reminding his ancient people that they had not 
chosen him, but that he had chosen them, when they were few and small. 

A nation is precious in God’s sight because of some great purpose which he 
will accomplish by it. It is to be as his right hand in the scheme of Providence. 
The purpose is dear to him, and so the instrument precious also. 

_ A nation 1s precious to God when he has laid out largely upon it. We feel so 
in our experience, and we must have derived this sensibility from our Author, 


If he have entered into covenant with a nation, then he cherishes it tenderly. 
He will be seen to be faithful. 
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_ A nation is precious to God because of the value of the principles for which 
it stands. If its going down be the downfall of the cause, the Joss of the truths 
with which it is identified, and that cause and those truths are dear to him, he 
will for their sake defend and deliver that people. 

His own honor is often deeply invested in the life and perpetuity of a nation, 
and that makes it precious to him. If he haye so manifestly built it and pre- 
served it, that his name is graven on its arches, for all men to see, then he will 
not suffer the arches to fall, because that name goes down into the wreck and 
dust of the ruin. 

Do not these conditions agree in the relation of this land to God? Are not 
all these strands braided into the bond that holds us near to his heart? If ever 
God’s will may be read in his ways, he did choose our fathers to be his. He 
called them out of bondage, he guided them in their obedient exodus, through 
strange countries and across the more terrible “‘ wilderness” of the wintry sea, 
and planted them in the virgin soil of a fresh continent. 

He had a great purpose to serve. It was to purify his Church, to lead it forth 
from the embrace of superstition and corruption, and open it a refuge in the free 
air and beneath the forest shade of a new world. 

He has expended most prodigally upon us already. Never had a nation be- 
fore such an early inheritance of greatness and power. 

Our fathers were in covenant with him. They took possession of the land for 
him on bended knees. They hallowed his Sabbath as they touched the cheer- 
less portal of the wild. They made the December groves, where the tempest 
howled, musical with his praise. 


Amidst the storm they sang, 
And the stars heard, and the sea, 

And the sounding aisles of the dim wood rang 
To the anthem of the free. 


They consecrated the hill-tops to him, as the spires of their first temples pro- 
claimed to earth and heaven that a christian people had set up their banners in 
God’s name. They laid deep the foundations of christian education, and dedi- 
cated their lettered halls “to Christ and the Church.” Out of every vale, 
wherever the smoke of their rude cabins rose, rose also the columned incense of 
their unceasing prayers. Yes, in its cradle this nation was in covenant with 
God. 

God loves humanity, and he must love civil and religious freedom for men. 
And haying planted this nation to hold up those twin principles before men, he 
will not suffer us and them to sink together. I know we have borne long a 
divided witness; but now, at last, thank God, as the first ripened fruit of the 
great rebellion, at the center and heart of our nationality, above all that is 
national there, floats our flag over soil henceforth and forever free! 

God’s name is written on our arches. It is known to the ends of the earth 
that this is a land of Bibles, a land of churches, a land of Sabbaths, a land of 
christian ordinances, a land of missions, of great benevolent schemes to give the 
light and hope of the Gospel to the ignorant and benighted of every human 
tribe. Can he sweep away such a land without dishonoring its published alli- 
ance with the fortunes of Christ’s kingdom on earth? It is of us, therefore, he 
says: “Since thou wast precious in my sight, thou hast been honorable, and I 
have loved thee; therefore will I give men for thee, and people for thy life.” 

And if we ask to-day where is the redemption of this pledge, is there no an- 
swer ? Did God give little for this nation? Did he put the price low when he led 
us to the threshold of this continent, and said, “ Behold what T have hidden and 
reserved for you these ages; enter in and possess it’? Did he not cast out the 
heathen before us, giving savage peoples, the red men of the forest, for our life ? 
Did he not raise up great and gifted leaders in our perilous days—men cast in 
heroic mold, the very sound of whose names stirs the heart like the blast of a 
trumpet? Did he not take from England the brightest jewel of her crown, to set 
it on the brow of this forest maiden, and make her queen of this outrivaling 


Western Empire ? 
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And when, one year ago, the cry ran up and down through the earth, hailed 
by not a few with selfish gladness, by some with sympathetic sorrow, “The 
Great Republic is no more; on her walls are written also the old words of 
doom, ‘ Mene, tekel, upharsin’—come look upon her death agony ;” and the vul- 
tures, and the kites, and the carrion crow gathered to prey upon the expected 
carcase—how the voice of God, in his providence, broke in, astonishing the _ 
whole foul brood: “Nay, but I will give men for her, and people for her life.” 

Then the “men” gathered —her own valiant sons; every man eager to be 
foremost, each man’s only fear that he might not be wanted, that the ranks 
would be full without him. Were ever armies for the battle-field so raised up 
- before—such mighty hosts ; every man knowing what he was to fight for, and 
every man making it his personal issue—no conscription, no tricky or eloquent 
recruiting —all free, spontaneous, enthusiastic, of set purpose and deadly 
earnest ? 

The New England hills poured them down like her wintry torrents. _ The 
Empire State sent forth an army mighty enough for the conquest of a continent. 
They darkened, in dense columns, across the prairies, and rolled on their meet- 
ing and mingling streams toward the long front of danger, till, to-day, not only 
is there no lack, but we have a hundred and fifty thousand soldiers more than 
the country called for, and the mother salutes her children with gentle check: 
‘“Wait now, my sons; my need is more than met.” Is God’s pledge 
redeemed ? 

And then, who knew that we had living heroes among us by the hundred and 
the thousand? These martial spirits sat quietly by our firesides; they were 
bending to the peaceful pursuits of industry. Some of them never drew a sword 
or placed a plumed hat on their head. But when the stormy pulses of war 
throbbed through the land, they rose up, the men for the time. And never, in 
the great campaigns of earth's most famous captains, have the leaders of soldiers 
stood firmer amid the heady tides of battle, or rode bolder into the jaws of dan- 
ger and death, than our untried leaders at Fort Donelson, and Pea Ridge, and 
Roanoke, and Pittsburg Landing. And never were such leaders followed by 
braver ranks. There are names, too, that have become historic and inspiring 
for coming times—young, chivalrous Ellsworth, with his trophied flag around 
him; gentle Winthrop, laureled by pen and sword; Lyons, of the West—man 
and horse charging together in the fight, like some mounted Paladin of old; 
self-devoted Baker, of Oregon, with those peerless words on his lips, as he hears 
his superior’s message: “‘Tuis ORDER 18 MY DEATH-WARRANT, BUT IT SHALL BE 
OBEYED ”—in every syllable a martyr’s tone—motto for soldier and Christian, 
while the world stands. Ah! God hag kept his word, and given us not only 
men, but heroes for our time of need. 

Our victories have been some of them dearly bought. Human life was cheap 
on the banks of the Cumberland and the Tennessee, and in the far Southwest, 
Thousands fell, Loyal and traitorous blood flowed free, and stained the earth 
deep. Who spends so lavishly? A divine yoice makes answer: “T have loved 
thee ; I will give men for thee, and people for thy life.” 

This is the land we plead for to-day—a land precious in God's sight, a land 
for which he pays so great a price, a land in covenant with him, a land in 
charge of his great purposes and great name. Dear to him, dearer than we 
know, it must be dear to us; dear to us as patriots, dear as Christians—dearer 
than ever before. 

What a land must it be, bought off, at such a cost, from desolation and ruin ! 
How precious and grand its future, when God gives such treasures to secure it! 
Unto that great mission for truth and freedom, and a Gospel of light and salya- 
tion, the fathers’ tears and prayers consecrated us, the bounteous blessings of 
years of unexampled growth, and now, more sacred than all, the deep and co- 
pious baptism of blood. Unto that mission let us consecrate ourselves, our toil, 
our prayers, our wealth, our life from henceforth !

THE TRUE NATURE OF THE MISSIONARY WORK. 
The Noblest Employment. 


Tue work of Home Missions is not a secular, but a sacred work. It is not for 
temporal, but for eternal ends. It is not a matter of business, but an object of 
devotion. The achievement at which it aims is holy; it is everlasting; it is all 
comprehending ; and there is nothing excellent or desirable that is not included 
within it ; there is nothing imperishably or purely good that is not dependent on 
it. They who consecrate themselves to it seek for the establishment of no earthly 
dominion or greatness, or the satisfaction of desires limited by time, for the tri- 
umph of sect or party, or the aggrandizement of any mortal name. The Home 
Missionary aspiration is, “Thy kingdom come ;” and in the fullness of that 
coming all its ends are accomplished. F 

The farmer who teaches the earth to yield her fruit, the manufacturer who 
adapts natural products to higher uses, the merchant who, through a just distri- 
bution and exchange, helps to make the fruits of the universal labor, also uni- 
versal, the professions that promote the health of the body or that justice which 
is the balance of social well-being, the statesman, who presides over all these 
temporal interests, and prescribes their modes and channels, boundaries and 
degrees—in fine, every man who honestly and wisely labors, is doing good service 
for mankind, for which he ought to be grateful and to be honored. — 

But there is a service that runs deeper ; there is a work more subtle, intricate, 
thorough, and abiding, carrying with it a more essential and a higher blessing, 
and ultimately making them all its instruments for the accomplishment of a good 
that is above their scope. There is a “ poor widow” going through the world— 
bereaved, now, for a season, but expecting the Bridegroom’s return—who casts 
into the world’s treasury of good more than they all. There is a society, a broth- 
erhood, a realm, a household—seen, but not wholly seen—visible, but having an 
invisibility clothed in mystery — human, yet alive with the presence of God— 
haying many imperfections, and yet the dwelling of the Holy Ghost, the “ body 
of Christ,” manifesting something of the beauty of his holiness, and continuing a 
portion of his work. And its work is, the taking hold of individual souls and 
connecting them, by a living and indissoluble tie, with God; gathering back the 
wanderers from his jove with the sunshine of that love, and cherishing them there, 
until, at last, they are “filled with all the fullness of God,” and go no more out 
forever. This is the work of the “Church immortal,” and of all particular 
churches. And the work of Home Missions is but the work of churches. 


A Work for Souls. 


Over a great purt of our land there are souls left desolate, buried in inborn 
darkness and the corrupting fruits of sin. They refuse the light and will not seek 
it, and will not admit it. The truth must be carried to them, or it will never 
reach them ; must be set before them regularly, persistently, urgently, skillfully, 
or it will fail of an access. Now, ‘‘ Home Missions ” is, the sending of this truth 

_of God, in a wise and effective manner, to these souls. It is a deliberate and sys- 
tematic endeavor, on the part of the churches, to gather them into the fold of 


Christ. 
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A Work for Communities. 


In many parts of our land there are communities, now just coming into shape, 
whose character can be molded with comparative ease, if taken in hand promptly. 
But evil influences are already at work in them, and a generation is growing up 
without God and hope in Him. Now, it is the office of Home Missions to make 
the Gospel a living presence in these towns, a baptism of the Holy Ghost, a 
power of God unto salvation. Above all the din of worldly interest its voice is 
heard, convincing of sin, of righteousness, and of judgment. Into youthful — 
hearts, its message of counsel enters ; and with line upon line, and precept upon 
precept, it engraves itself there. The sick and the dying, the poor and the 
broken-hearted, receive consolation—the consolations of the Cross and the Com- 
forter ; and before every soul, in sure prospect, hovers that shadow of a great 
mystery, that reality full of terror and joy unutterable, the life to come. Of 
how much value are these results, and in what balances shall they be weighed ? 


Our Fathers’ Hope, 


All nations built on selfishness, and existing for temporal ends, must perish. 
But our fathers hoped to found a nation that should have eternal aims, and 
should always be working out the benignant will of God in good to all men. In 
our Home Missions this hope of the fathers lives ; and we are herein contend- 
ing to realize their high ideal. Our endeavor is the partial fulfillment of their 
prayer ; our success would be its full accomplishment, 

Parties may rise and they may fall. Conspiracies and rebellions may do their 
abhorred work ; but all overturnings must forward the task of them who give 
themselves to work with God. In the end all human wrath shall praise Him : 
and those who have held fast to labors in the line of this will, will be recognized 
as having ever stood in the line of the real prosperity, in the path of His victory 
—the true kings and judges of the earth. 

On whatever other work men may thus labor with God, (and in every employ- 
ment this may be done,) surely they who give themselves wholly to the ministry 
of the Gospel, and who are laying the foundations of its institutions, are approv- 
ing themselves workmen who shall never be ashamed. And this is the work of 
Home Misstons. 


The Work of God. 


Lift your thoughts, then, above all temporal aims, so apt to mingle with better 
ones, above all meannesses that, to fleshly eyes, cast any false shadows upon the 
details of the missionary enterprise, and behold how it is the very work of God ; 
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THE PAST AND THE FUTURE. 
The Lesson of the Rebellion. 


Events are impressively illustrating the importance of the Home Missionary 
work. ‘The nation, in the vanity of its sudden greatness, had come to have too 
little thought of God. But a dreadful rebellion has startled it from complacent 
dreams, and has opened black depths which have sent a shudder through all its 
frame. Had articulate words dropped upon us from God out of heaven, we 
could hardly have been more clearly admonished, that the question of our coun- 
try’s continuance and of its christianization, are one. For if the Gospel had 
been preached in all fidelity to the people, this rebellion could not have broken 
out; and had it wrought its perfect work through the loyal States, the move- 
. ments of the Government had not been delayed, as they have been, by selfish- 
ness and dishonesty among its instruments. The encouraging success which at 
last crowns our arms, we owe, in great measure, to the good principles which a 
ministry accustomed to apply the precepts of the Gospel to all questions of duty, 
had instilled into the popular heart—impressing it with a sense of the sacredness 
of liberty and of lawful authority. We have learned where our weakness lies : 
It is in the popular corruption consequent on an ignorance or perversion of the 
Gospel or a neglect to enforce its principles. And we have seen where our 
strength lies: It is in that spirit of the people which is strong in reverence to- 
ward God, the authority of his law and the sanctity of his image in humanity— 
the spirit which was in Jesus Christ, who found his highest act of service to his 
Father in dying for the good of man. With a similar devotion animating the 
hearts of our people, we are safe ; without it, we are lost. 


Original Aim of the Society. 


”- The American Home Missionary Society was established for the sole purpose 
of securing the regenerating and sanctifying presence of the Holy Spirit in the 
hearts of the people. ‘‘ Go, preach the Gospel!” was our Lord’s parting com- 
mand; and “Lo! I am with you alway, unto the end of the world!” The Society 
was formed, in faith in Christ’s perpetual presence, for the purpose of sending 
those who should thus preach. ‘This was its sole aim. Ina spirit of enlarged 
christian charity, its founders seeing the nation broken up into sects and Zion 
enfeebled by division, proposed to wnite as many as could agree to work together, 
for this one end. They appealed to the love of Christ, and called upon Christ- 
jans to show their love by their works; they appealed to the love of souls, and 
asked all who cherished hopes of their own salvation, to join in the endeavor to 
save others ; they appealed to love of country, and called on all patriots to rescue 
their native land from that demoralization which is death; they pointed to a 
world full of woe and wickedness, doubly cursed, with tyranny and with sin, 
miserable and abominable in its iniquity—lost! and they summoned all in whose 
hearts a spark of humanity lived, to save our country for the sake of a perishing 
race. This is what “Home Missions” meant to them. : Lig 

They cherished the hope, that a considerable number of American Christians 
and churches would willingly be united in the Lord’s work; and they thought it 
not unreasonable to expect so much as this, of those who were as well agreed on 
essentials of doctrine and who were already so closely connected by many ties as 
were the Calvinistic churches—then, as now, organized under Congregational or 
Presbyterial forms. Here, then, was the proposition with which they set forth: 
they sought to combine all the members of these powerful communions, covering 
the whole land, in one grand effort for its thorough evangelization. It was sup- 
posed that theological speculations and questions of polity, were secondary to 
the great work of christianizing this rapidly growing people; and it was proposed 
to concentrate all efforts upon the latter and let the former take care of them- 
selves. Christians of that day felt that they could be satisfied if the country 
were but won to Christ.

Presbyterian Withdrawal in 1837. 


This endeavor, conceived, on all hands, in christian simplicity, and carried out 
it is believed, in entire good faith, has met with two serious rebuffs. First came 
the excision and withdrawal of 1837, a movement of two-fold character, theo- 
logical and ecclesiastical. Objection was made by leading Presbyterians to cer- 
tain views in theology, held by many of their brethren — some of whom were 
Home Missionaries—and also to the mixed polity of certain churches, established 

in accordance with the “Plan of Union” proposed by the General Assembly 
" and accepted by Congregationalists. It was further claimed that the missionary 
work belonged properly to the General Assembly, and ought not to be under- 
taken by a Missionary Society. The Society’s founders had chosen their method 
of operation, because it enabled Christians of various denominations to work 
without interference, precluded unwise divisions, secured a better economy in 
the distribution of labor and in its support, and an experienced and efficient ad- 
ministration of affairs, while shutting out from the churches those secular ques- 
tions and rivalries which are so apt to furnish occasions of controversy and 
temptations to a vain ambition. The little villages and rural parishes of the 
West, ought not to be needlessly broken up, it was thought, into rival congre- 
gations; nor should missionary funds be taxed, to keep up their schisms. It 
was believed, moreover, that the proper work of churches, as churches, like that 
of the Apostles, was spiritual; and that, to involve them, in their church ca- 
pacity, in extended financial operations, with necessarily numerous questions of 
detail, was a better method of promoting ambitions and divisions, than of se- 
curing efficiency in the work. A codperative Society seemed exactly the instru- 
ment demanded by all the interests concerned. 

The majority in the Assembly of 1837 thought otherwise; and withdrew a 
large body of Presbyterian churches from codperation in the Society. 

The Society, however, survived and prospered. Year by year its resources 
and its usefulness enlarged, and the blessing of heaven was youchsafed upon its 
labors. But another trial was in store for it. 


Presbyterian Withdrawal in 1861. 


A change of views, with regard to the conduct of missionary operations and 
the promotion of denominational interests, took place among those Presbyterians 
who had adhered to codperation ; So that, in 1854, a Committee of Conference, 
appointed by the (New School) General Assembly of 18538, proposed to the So- 
ciety, that it should so “alter its rules” as to permit the appropriation of its 
funds in aid of Presbyterian churches in places already supplied with those of 
the Congregational order, and while these were still dependent on the Society’s 
benefactions; furthermore, allowing the Agents employed by Presbyteries and 
Synods for the promotion of their denominational work, to look to the Codpera- 
tive Treasury for their maintenance, 

The Society deeming these propositions incompatible with its duties as a co- 
operative, undenominational Institution, and adhering to the principles of its 
original foundation, the Assembly of 1855 itself made provision for the afore- 
named objects, and adopted the plan which the Committee of Conference had 
proposed to the Society: under its system of “Church Extension” sustaining 
Presbyterian churches alongside of Congregational churches, and employing 
Presbyterial, Synodical, and other agents, to organize Presbyterian churches, 
throughout the North West. 

The adoption of these measures was a giving up of codperation in theory ; 
their execution was a withdrawal from cooperation in fact. The actual cessation 
of codperation was first prominently presented before the public, in the Presby- 
tery of Alton, Ill. In April, 1859, it appeared that this Auxiliary had contrib- 
uted to the Society, within the two years and a half preceding, a merely insig- 
nificant amount, while receiving from the Society some $7,500, and raising for 
its distinctive denominational work, $2,500. The Society therefore declared that 
this was not cooperation, and declined to grant further aid to the fecble churches 
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of the Presbytery, so long as it adhered to its course. Upon this case, the 
second issue was made—the Society, on the one hand, refusing to acknowledge 
such codperation, the Presbytery, and finally the General Assembly itself, on 
the other, refusing to continue any coéperation that did not include this, Ac- 
cordingly, the Assembly, in 1861, “‘assumed the responsibility of conducting 
the work of Home Missions within its bounds,” and instituted its own separate 
“ Presbyterian Committee on Home Missions,”—This second withdrawal from 
the Society was, therefore, purely on an interest of polity ; no theological differ- 
ences being involved, as in 1837. 


The Society Standing where it Stood. 


Now, then, after all this, the friends of Home Missions have a right to ask, 
“Where does the AmErtcaN Home Misstonary Society stand? Has it changed its 
theological position—demanding any more, any fewer, any other guarantees of 
the Scriptural character of its missionaries’ doctrine? None. It leaves this 
matter where its founders put it. Has it, then, changed its ecclesiastical posi- 
tion? Does it refuse to found Presbyterian churches, or Congregational church- 
es, to sustain ministers in connection with either? No. With regard to this 
matter, it stands to-day where its founders put it; working with all those who 
consent to work with it, on its original codperative basis, not caring to ask ques- 
tions about polity, but satisfied to aid those who are willing to be united under 
its principles, in building up churches of Jesus Christ. If Presbyterian church- 
es have withdrawn from the Institution, so as to leave it, practically, the organ 
of but one Christian Communion, instead of two, then, however this may be 
pore as the Society’s misfortune, we see not that it can be charged to itas a 
ault. 


Prospects. 


And what are now the prospects of the Society? Do they encourage a con- 
tinuance of the confidence and patronge which friends of Christ have in past 
days yielded it? Its prospects are—a widening field, and a work freed from 
vexatious embarrassments and obstructions. The number of churches applying 
for its help may, indeed, suffer a temporary reduction; but there is no likelihood 
that this diminution will long continue. Differences which for years have ham- 
pered its movements are now ended ; the way is cleared before it, and its hands 
are free for all the work that it can do. The States from which it was driven by 
the domination of the Slave Power will soon be inviting it to return. Already 
Missouri has welcomed it back within her borders ; and as the emigration which 
hitherto has poured its waves westward only, shall percolate and spread through 
the “sunny South,” it can not fail to open fresh fields for Home Missionary toils 
and triumphs. We anticipate, that in coming years the Society is destined more 
than ever to justify its loved national name, and lay even more widely than ever 
the foundations of true national prosperity. 


Providential Results.——Duties. 


If the endeavor to harmonize Christians of different ecclesiastical organizations 
in one working body, has failed, may it not be, that the Holy Spirit will yet 
show the world a way in which Christians widely sundered, scattered over a 
broad land, and presenting a most human diversity of mental complexion, can 
be united in love and good works, to the praise and glory of their common Re- 
deemer and Lord? What if the churches should find, that unity in the great 
things of Gospel truth and in the one great christian work, is enough for their 
peace, prosperity, and happiness ; and should be content with having relaxed 
the bonds of authority, while drawing closer and tighter the cords of love? 
What if they should trust wholly to the power of the Spirit, and lean none at 
all upon the staff of church rule? What if they should so simply and exclu- 
sively seck the kingdom of heaven, as to forget all else ?—Might it not be that 
the other things would be added unto them? and that numbers and wealth and 
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influence and dignity would come to be theirs—come as clothing to the lily and 
as stature to the giant, without the anxieties of ambition? What if a Mission- 
ary Society should be driven to busy itself solely with the endeavor to found 
such churches—might not such a Society find enough to do, and friends who 
would cling to it through all weathers? However these things may be, of one 
thing we are sure, that the American Home Misstonary Society proposes to it- 
self, now as ever, no other work than this; and if the churches upon whose 
hands the Society has now been cast, by its retiring friends, will but accept the 
task thus providentially laid on them, if they will nobly welcome the burthen 
which the Master of the harvest imposes, and sustain with enlarged contribu- 
tions—as already they seem to indicate a willingness to do—the heavier drafts 
on their liberality, may we not dare to hope that Heaven’s blessing shall con- 
tinue to smile on their efforts through the days to come as it has in times that 
are past, and that all who thus join their love and labor, will find their mouths 
filled with thanksgiving and their tongues with praise ? 

To part from old friends is not joyous, but grievous. But raz worxK remains! 
None are able to take from those who love the Lord, the privilege of laboring for 
Him. The blessing which they seek, men can not give, nor can they take it 
away. It comes from God. Wherefore, forgetting the things which are behind, 
let us look to those.before—doing with our might whatsoever our hands find to 
do, while the day lasts. It was a noble heritage which our Puritan Fathers be- 
queathed to us—the purpose of founding amid these wildernesses of the New 
World a thoroughly Curistran Nation. Do we not welcome the trust ? 


A WORD FROM THE WEST TO NEW ENGLAND. 


The Real New England. 


New England is bounded on the west by the Pacific, not by the Hudson. In 
that New England which the providence of God is year by year restoring to its 
original amplitude, in that New England which the Great Patent of 1620 prophet- 
ically carved out, which should belt the continent from sea to sea by the whole 
breadth of your coast-line, in that we claim citizenship, we of Detroit, Chicago 
and St. Paul, from New York to Oregon, all we of that northwestern New Eng- 
land that have gone out from your firesides and repeated in that great void 
what we had learned to love in the same homes with yourselves. We have not 
ceased to be one with you by this expansion. We have prized too highly 
what has wrought so much of blessing here, to leave behind us the substance 
of it, or the form. And carrying with us all that we had in common, and plant- 
ing it broadly across the continent, we claim to have forfeited no honor of our 
Puritan lineage, and no vantage of our New England citizenship, 


A Living Oneness. 


As we look out over this expanding New England, every where piercing the 
outlying spaces that skirt the Rocky Mountains, we plead that old New Eng- 
land will cherish still a lively and effective interest in all this outgrowth of her- 
self. There is danger that you may come to feel an abatement of care in this 
direction, as if this West, so indefinitely vast, already so strong in all material 
resources, and now taking on the proportions of manhood, no longer needed 
the fostering hand or the special sympathy of the East. There never was a 
time when the need was so great that the bonds of Christian fraternity should 
be drawn close between you and us. For your sake and for ours, let every tie 
be strengthened that binds us together. Through all the length and breadth of 
this New England Zone there are claims of community in blood, and faith, and 
order, that should be gladly owned, and perfect understanding should be cher- 
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ished between all parts of this Puritan commonwealth, and mutual confidence 
and the gracious tenderness of a love, deeper than any kinship could beget, 
should cement us in one. For your sake, who dwell among these remembered 
hills, no less than for ours, who have found homes by the lakes, and on the 
prairies, let us prize our affinities, and cherish our oneness. 


A Glorious Land. 


For this is a great and goodly field that is opened to us. Between the lati- 
tudes that limit your shore-line, outward to the Pacific, and widening at every 
westward step, lies the heritage which God has assigned us, and a richer, in all 
styles of product and capability can not be found on the face of the earth. 
What breadth! What fertility! What stores of prophetic treasure, hidden be- 
neath the surface, awaiting the uses of the future! Our copper rifts plunge 
deep towards the center. Lead and iron we measure by mountains. We have 
coal, and gold, and furrows full of loaves. What sweep of rivers and inland seas 
—seas almost oceanic, and emulously throbbing with the same tidal pulse that 
beats on your shores!* And what development in-every material direction is 
already witnessed in the States that are washed by these waters. In these, and 
still beyond these, in States with names yet unfamiliar to our ears, God is dis- 
closing new capabilities and treasured forces, hidden away till now the fullness 
of his time is coming, ready to minister to an industrial and commercial activity 
beyond all present thought. 


Be Not Weary. 


The same divine ordinance, that opens this field for you, prescribes your work 
init. It is no new claim, for the heart and hand of New England have ever 
been open to our Western needs. Do not weary in this generosity. Never 
was this Evangelizing enterprise more urgent in its claims than now. Your 
sons and daughters are still flowing in full tide from these hills to the utmost 
spaces of the West. Out on the edges of the world, and in the vast beyond, 
where this New England floats tentatively in the wilds, your forming power 
is still demanded. And our oldest is but new. All through the ripest States of 
the West are a multitude of churches still feeble and dependent on christian 
beneficence. And all that is pure and promising in this vast growth still craves 
your generous sympathy and care, and longs with unabated fondness to clasp 
hands with you as kinsmen in blood, in history, and in grace, in these old 
homesteads and churches under the rising sun. 


Home Missions—The Past. 


And that Providence which always surpasses our thought in preparing its 
agencies, is now at length giving you your own in the American Home Mis- 
sionary Society. It is the right hand of your beneficence in the West. Allalong 
its history lie the fruits of its well-doing. The evangelizing zeal that threw out 
the pastors of New England as its first foreign missionaries, to care for the child- 
ren of New England, in the early years of this century, in Vermont and Central 
New York, begat the idea and trained the forces that resulted in the American 
Board of Commissioners for Foreign Missions. The Foreign grew out of the 
Domestic enterprise. This stands for its first honor; and this for the second, 
that the great body of Calvinistic Churches, of both names, in all the West, owe 
their origin and support through all the years of their infancy, to this liberal 
device of Home Missions. Outside of our cities, the churches are very few that 
do not owe their support, if not their very existence, to your generosity through 


this Society. 


* Tt is only quite recently established as a fact that our inland waters are capable of 
tides, It had been suspected: and now, after some years of careful observation, it 
has been ascertained by the Corps of United States Topographical Engineers, that we 
have a tide in Lake Michigan of about an inch and a quarter, and in Lake Superior of 
nearly two inches, That is all we can do in that way, under our limitations. 


‘ 
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Home Missions—The Future. 


And now it is coming to pass that by our liberal things we shall stand. New 
England has given her men and means with an unstinted generosity that paused 
not to inquire whether they served our own denomination or another, if only 
Christ’s cause should be promoted. Dear as that most Christian agency is to us 
whom it has fostered, it should be most precious to you also, as the fairest monu- 
ment of New England magnanimity, the proof of her self-forgetful charity, and 
the right arm with which she has so wisely wrought blessing in the earth. 
And if it must be so that, one after another, our great codperative benevo- 
lences, that have so honored our charity in past times, are to fall back on the 
more steadfast grace of New England, if, especially in this work of Home evan- 
gelism, no just and equal conditions of codperation prove any longer acceptable 
to our brethren, if the terms of further codperation must be, that the strength 
of Presbyterian care and contributions shall go forth in a scheme of denomina- 
tional extension, and they share still as ever in the fullness of your liberality, 
then the only question that remains decent is, how to part. It is by no wish or 
act of ours that the American Home Missionary Society falls back now upon 
New England patronage. Make it then, more than ever, the channel of your 
grace to your brethren far away. How can its intent be better fulfilled than by 
caring through it more effectively for your own? Why should you care less 
for us than for another? They who labored once with us on terms of love and 
justice in this Home missionary work, now choose to look after their own. It 
should be no offense to us that they prefer to set forward the christian work 
by all fit means, under forms that are dear to them. Let them concede to us the 
same right. And if you of the East do, indeed, hold this polity of Congrega- 
tionalism on such terms of intelligence as make it fit to hold it at all, if it be 
no fault in us of the West that we hold there what has been so good and fruitful 
here, and if this American Home Missionary Society shall be flung back now 
on your hands, accept it as your own. Your seal is on it from the first. It is 
rich in its history of good works, and in the gratitude of those whom it has fed 
with bread in the wilderness. Be ready to accept it as your own. The time is 
ripe for each of the parties in that work of missions to take up its own, and wi 
all christian acceptance of each other, but in declared separateness, have hence- 
forth the responsibility each for its own work. 


Church Building. 


And with gratitude we acknowledge the liberal device with which you are 
now supplementing your Home Missionary work in this timely and noble enter- 
prise of church-erection. _It is indeed a part in the same work. Hundreds of 
neat and most serviceable church-edifices have already risen under its auspices. 
No happier work has been done within the last ten years. Many a missionary 
has found his sphere at once enlarged, and all his means of good multiplied, 
when the house of God has been given him by your aid. And every such edi- 
fice stands forth as an eloquent witness of your loving care for us, and serves 
as another bond of union between the most distant parts of this outspreading 
New England. 

And now that your mission reveals itself, accept it with all thankfulness. 
Impress yourselves purposely on this vast field which you are filling. Pour 
out through all this New England Zone the full heart of your love. Still let 
us feel your full heart throbbing towards us, and clasping hands along the 
whole line, let us have more than ever the joy and the strength of a conscious 
community.

Home Missions and the War. 


As long as*the battles of Wilson’s Creek, Blue Mills, and Belmont shall have 
a place in the memory of our countrymen, so long will their hearts render a 
tribute of respect and honor to the noble bravery of Iowa volunteers. On each 
of these battle-fields there were representatives from the churches which the 
American Home Missionary Society has planted and nourished; and goodly 
numbers of them are to be found in all our regiments. More than one church 
I could mention, who count it their pride and glory that they have a larger 
membership in the camp and field than they have at home. In several in- 
stances those who were the main reliance of the little christian bands to which 
they belonged, have added to the title of deacon that of captain, and are lead- 
ing their brethren with others to the battle grounds of freedom and the Union. 
They are missed in the weekly prayer meeting, they are missed at the com- 
munion table, they are missed wherever, in their old homes, christian words 
are to be spoken and christian work to be done ; and the sacrifices involved in 
absence from business and from home render it impossible in many instances 
for them or their families to make their wonted liberal contributions for the 
support of the Gospel. The churches that mourn and yet rejoice in their ab- 
sence have been the schools, and their ministers the teachers, through whose 
agency their souls have been imbued with the spirit of freedom and their arms 
nerved to fight the battles of the constitution. An intelligent gentleman said 
to me, the other day, that “ the Home Missionary Society had saved the North- 
west to the Union.” If his statement is not literally and unqualifiedly true, 
no man who has given the subject any serious thought will question that the 
Society is among the very foremost of the various agencies through which this 
result has been secured. And now, are the churches it has planted to be left 
to languish, and the missionaries it has sent forth to be compelled to turn aside 
from their work—a work as patriotic as it is christian and sacred—because of 
the calls which the struggle for national existence is making upon the resources 
of the country ? I do not, will not believe it. My faith in the Christianity, 
and in the patriotism of the country, alike forbid such a belief—Rev. Mr.

A Time of Trial. 


Your Treasury has been so low, that I suppose it has been a favor to with- 
hold calls for money ; and I have accordingly been silent as long as possible. — 

I have been offered a chaplaincy in one of our Wisconsin regiments; but it 
did not appear to be the Master’s will that I should leave my present post, and 
I refused it. If we triumph in the conflict with this impious rebellion, God 
must give us‘ the victory ; and if we give up the Home Missionary field, will 
his blessing upon our arms be just as secure? This is a time of trial of 
christian stewardship ; and is it clear that a chaplain’s pay is a more accept- 
able offering than the missionary’s subsistence? 

I have delayed asking for the amount due, until want forces me to speak. 
Creditors are impatient. I have chosen, hitherto, not to speak of aid from 
Hastern friends ; and, of course, have had no ‘‘ box” or “ barrel” to abate the 
rigor of winter. We have sold our cow to obtain the means for more neces- 
sary supplies—quite a trial at first for our little ones, but they bear it bravely. 
Perhaps the younger they begin to endure “hardness, the better. 


Cast Down. 


Iam sorry, cast down, and very much dispirited. My people have raised 
less this year than any year since I have been here—nearly six years. I have 
hoped that we should become self-sustaining ; but now I have lost that hope. 
My members move away and fail in business so continually, that I have no 
reason to entertain the hope any longer. Again, from the fact that I have not 
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received any draft, I fear that we missionaries will have to experience the 
effects of an empty Treasury through the year, with all our debts staring us 
in the face. Enough of this, for there is a bright side. : 

We received the barrel of clothing sent us, and it came just in time, and it 


was just what we needed. It was a God-send. . 


Gladdened. 


I was much astonished, on going to the Post Office a few mornings since, to 
find a draft from you for my last quarter. I did not expect it for weeks yet, 
though I needed it very much indeed, as I had paid out all I could raise, on 
my debts. Thank you, my dear brother, and also the kind friends of Missions 
whose benevolence furnished the means. 


A Burthen Lifted. 


Your ‘draft for $50, due September 15th,” came on the 14th of this month, 
(December.) I thank you for it, and praise the Lord that he has enabled you 
to send it. I can not begin to tell you what burthens it has relieved! My 
honor and influence as a minister of the Gospel were actually suffering for the 
want of that when due. For though I have told my creditors how the case 
stood, yet, being worldly men, or what is far worse, unchristian women, to 
whom I am indebted for board, clothes, and washing, they took advantage of 
. my financial embarrassment, and “‘ have done me much eyil.” 


Hardships. 


Hight months have passed since I commenced my labors here, and six will 
have gone since the date of my commission. I am in want, and in doubt 
what to do, --From the people, I have not received the amount of money it cost 
me for my tickets from Chicago. We have submitted to prairie life with all 
the fortitude that the circumstances and necessity demanded. We have been 
billeted here and there among the people, so as to become domesticated among 
them. We have lived just as necessity compelled, there being no house nor 
rooms for occupation to be obtained that we could find unoccupied or disen- 
gaged. The church has no parsonage, and since the full development of the 
war excitement there is no prospect of their building one, as there are no 
materials on the prairie for so doing. We have finally occupied a small up- 
stairs room, eight by sixteen feet. This is our bed-room, dining-room, parlor, 
Study, every thing. Three dry-goods boxes, containing a part of my library, 
and three traveling trunks, one chair, and a small stand-table, compose our 
furniture, and leave us about one third of the room. My wife has been able 
to attend to our domestic affairs hitherto, but her health is failing, and I gee 
no alternative but to break up our present arrangements. 


“Not Cast Down.” 


In common with the people of every place in the land, we are here all ab- 
sorbed in the great interests of the government. I know not when I haye 
heard a prayer that did not include a most earnest petition for our country. 
Many of my people feel deeply the pressure of the times, in their moneyed in- 
terests. My salary has come down to four hundred dollars, and I find it very 
difficult to get along without leaving the impression on some minds, that the 
minister fails to meet his engagements. We are compelled to use the utmost 
economy, in order to comply with engagements we thought it our privilege and 
duty to make. There are pledges for all the sum now due from your Society ; 
and before it can come, other debts must be contracted; for nothing is laid in 
for the winter, except what sugar was purchased, with a few beans I raised in 
the garden and sent this week to market, I should not be in as embarrassed 
a state as I am, were it not for the fact, that, in consequence of the hard times, 
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pr lm income from another source than my salary, has been measurably 
cut off. 

_ But [have no complaint to make ; my condition, in a temporal point of view, 
is far better than that of many more deserving men, much better than quite a 
number of my own dear people; and if I continue to try to do good, I doubt 
not that my bread and water will be sure. 


An Unplastered House. 


Never in my past history was I in circumstances so trying. My house is 
yet without doors, sash, glass, and plastering; all for the want of means to 
get the materials. The house I now occupy was rented to another man months 
ago, in anticipation of my leaving it before now. I shall have to move into, 
and spend the winter in, my house without plastering, which makes us almost 
shudder when we think of the terrible winds that search every crevice during 
the cold season. 


Watching for a Draft. 


Our people would gladly do more if they could; but their young men are 
gone into the army, their cash income is almost nothing, and their hearts are 
greatly depressed and saddened. I can only administer spiritual consolation, 
and encourage them to struggle on in hope of something better in the future. 

I receive very little money from my field; but cash debts I have been 
obliged, with the very best economy and the largest possible retrenchment, to 
contract. I have watched every mail for the last few weeks with intensest 
anxiety, feeling that not only my credit, but even my christian reputation, was 
involved in an immediate draft. 


“Luxuries” dispensed with. 


We do not think of asking for credit at the stores, as we know that the 
merchants do not trust any one in these times. We do not complain for want 
of luxuries, such as tea, coffee, sugar, and fruit. We have been doing without 
such things along time; but if your friends would replenish your Treasury, 
so that my turn for a draft would come around, I could get some glass to fill 
up my windows, shoes for my children, and light to study by. 


“Badly Off.” 


Tn consequence of the war, the pecuniary embarrassment of our people, and 
not having received any funds from your Society, I am found in rather a pre- 
carious condition. I am in debt, and, in view of my clothing, hardly fit to ap- 
pear in public. All the property I have is a horse and carriage, which will 
soon have to go for debt. I am unprepared for the cold season coming upon 
us, having no stove or wood, and no money with which to obtain them. I 
well know the pecuniary condition of the Society ; but if you can squeeze out 
a little, it will place me once more on my feet, and I shall be able to look my 
creditors in the face. 


The Little Boy Dying. 


The death of a little boy, one of our Sunday school scholars, has been the 
means of awakening some interest in religious things. The child, though not 
seven years old, had acquired very clear ideas of his duty, and the necessity 
of preparation for death. Many who were around him in his dying hours, 
were strangers to the love of Christ, and his words were arrows of divine 
truth, touching their hearts. At first, he was afraid to die. He struggled, 
and seemed determined to run from death. He clasped his arms around his 
mother’s neck, and said: ‘I can’t leave you and father.” When I asked him 
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if he was afraid to die, he said he was. I told him of Jesus, and his willing- 
ness to save him. I gave him simple illustrations of faith, and directed him 
to go to the Savior. He became quiet, and said he would go to him. He told 
his mother not to cry for him, he was going to heaven, to be with Jesus and 
his little brother. After prayer with him and for him, I took my leave. He 
often, through the night, spoke of the things that I told him, and wished me 
to tell the Sabbath school children to love Jesus. We believe that little H. 
died in the Lord. 


Revival. 


A most blessed meeting has been in progress at Ransom. I have done 
nearly all the preaching, and we have had meetings every evening, and part 
of the time by daylight, for several weeks. To the praise of God’s grace alone 
I record the conversion of from twenty five to thirty precious souls. A meet- 
ing ought now to be held in two other places in my field; but I am so com- 
pletely exhausted that I can hardly keep about. My good people have kindly 
attended to the wants of my family during my absence. Added to this, I 
found your most welcome draft, on my return, 

My heart overflows with gratitude, while I write of these superabundant 
blessings crowding about me. Oh Lord, give me not all my good on earth! 

What must I do in so wide and destitute a field? I have repeatedly given 
my life and all to God, and when he calls, it is ready for the sacrifice. I shall 
rest and attend to matters at home a few days, and then start again. My 
forthcoming report will show over forty hopeful conversions. 


Barrel of Clothing. 


The barrel which you sent and marked, “‘ Fast Freight,” proved to be very 
slow freight, being about two months on the way. It came at last, however, 
in time of great need. Scarcely had the joyful emotions at its reception had 
time to subside, and I to express my gratitude to the good sisters in Somers, 
before I and several of my children were prostrated on beds of sickness. We 
found many of the things seemingly indispensable for necessary changes. 
Almost all of the things haye been put into immediate use. It is wonderful 
how many comforts to a missionary’s family can be contained in a well-filled 
barrel. It has greatly relieved the scanty state of our wardrobe. Our child- 
ren, in connection with ourselves, bless the donors. 


Parting Testimony. 


Permit me, therefore, to express my sincere thanks to the Society for the 
long, generous aid rendered to me, as their missionary; and to its officers, for 
their kindness and the favors they have shown us. The Society has already 
accomplished a great and benevolent work, and has set in operation influences 
which, by the blessing of God, are destined to accomplish great good to coming 
generations. I also believe that God will continue to employ it, as one of his 
greatest instrumentalities, in laying the foundations, in extending and in build- 
ing up his spiritual kingdom. Had the providence of God so ordered it, 
should have been happy to have continued my labors under the patronage of 
your Society. But though I may no longer be numbered among its mission- 
aries, yet I shall never forget the debt of gratitude I owe, both to the Society 


and its officers; and I shall continue to labor and pray for their prosperity and 
usefulness. 


Out of Funds and Sick. 


T have sympathized deeply with the low circumstances into which the Trea- 
sury of the Society has been reduced. I have waited almost three months for 
a draft which was due me for labor performed in Michigan during the past 
year. The amount due is $62.50, minus $4.80 donated by these churches to 
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the Society, which leaves due me $58.20. Dear brother, if you possibly can 
send me a draft for the above mentioned sum soon, it will save me many an 
anxious thought. Iam for the present laboring in this place, and it seems that 
the Lord is present with us. I had to leave Michigan on account of the sickli- 
ness of the climate. I have had the remittent fever for two months, and Iam at 
present only beginning to get better. My expenses have been considerable, of 
course, 


Want. 


I never before was in such a state of want, so far as money is concerned. 
There is nothing but barter here, and that ona shaving scale. I hope you 
will be able to send me the draft as soon as you get this, for I do not know now 
what to do for clothing. I hate to run in debt, all the time. I judge, from the 
way in which my salary is now paid here, that I shall not receive much over 
$150 from the church this year, while my family is larger, and provisions are 
mnod, higher than formerly. This indeed, is discouraging—but the Lord will 
proyide. 


A Missionary’s Retrospect and Farewell. 


When I came, in the spring of 1847, religion was at a low ebb. All the 
churches in the town, which numbered about fifteen hundred inhabitants, 
seemed on the verge of extinction. Intemperance prevailed alarmingly. About 
one hundred of the prominent men in the community banded themselves to- 
gether in an infidel association, procured an infidel lecturer from one of the 
Northern cities, and attempted to form an Infidel ‘‘Church ;” but were unable 
to agree upon any creed. Learning the state of things, I called on every 
drunkard and every infidel in the town, visiting them at their houses or their 
shops, avoiding theological discussions, and concluding a social interview with 
an invitation to return my call at the church. God revived his work among us 
from year to year, and, gradually, all infidel opposition died away. One of 
the leading infidels became a member of my church, and was soon ordained as 
an elder. The man who was foremost in their association gave an organ to 
my church, sometimes attends, and of late seems greatly softened. His son, a 
few weeks ago, organized for me a Bible class of young men, and regularly at- 
tends both of my Sabbath services. Some of the most abandoned drunkards 
in the community, men whose history seems incredible—one of whom, for ex- 
ample, drank daily a quart of whisky before breakfast, and during six months 
used no water—were induced, first, to attend our prayer meetings, then the 
evening sermons, and eventually, by the grace of God, were converted. The 
man whose case I instanced above, lived six years a christian life, of more than 
usual warmth, and, a few years since, died in the faith. Another, whose con- 
dition seemed equally hopeless, has now been eight or nine years a consistent 
Christian, and last Sabbath was in my church—though at present a resident of 
another community. About one hundred and sixty have united with the church 
since I came here, nearly all on profession of faith. Three young men of this 
number are at college, studying for the ministry. A young lady, among the 
first who joined the church under my ministry, induced the student to whom 
she was engaged to become a missionary, and under their labors at Aintab— 
among other things—a theological school of twenty young ministers, and a Sab- 
bath school of 1,600 members, have been gathered. To your Society all this 
may be traced. In saying, farewell, I look upon a dark future. Accept my 
thanks, for your unvaried kindness and christian courtesy, since I have been 


one of your beneficiaries. 


Religion the Spring of Patriotism. 


The Puritan pulpit of this country has ever been watchful over morals as well as 
over belief; and, under the guidance of the Spirit, has convinced the people of their 
sins, as well as of sin. Its faithfulness in unfolding the application of the divine law 
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to the details of individual life and of public policy, has doubtless had much to do in 
preparing the people for this noble uprising in defense of their government and of 
liberty, in which we all rejoice. In this good work, the missionaries of this Society 
have borne their part—and not unfrequently to their own serious personal loss. One 
of them laboring in a community about two years old, and which numbers only five 
hundred souls, writes as follows: 


The results of my labors thus far, have been witnessed in the general change 
wrought upon the face of society, in the increased interest manifested in the 
temperance reform, in the observance of order, the respect paid to the Sabbath, 
and the higher moral tone respecting the great interests of Society, and the 
issues before the government and nation. I think I have heretofore mentioned 
the fact, that nearly one hundred men have enlisted for the war from this town, 
a very large proportion of the able bodied men of this community. They com- 
pose Co. H. of the Fifth Regiment of the Wisconsin volunteers. This com- 
pany has the post of honor in the regiment—the advance. hey are now on 
the other side of the Potomac. Little did I think, last spring, when I was 
seeking to form, public opinion, and mold it in accordance with the principles 
of everlasting righteousness and human freedom, that I was preparing the way 
for the loss of many of those very men, in whose personal and moral welfare I 
had taken such interest, and at whose solicitation I had consented to remove 
to this place; but so it has proved. The captain, the lieutenants, and quite a 
number of the privates, were my stated hearers and my liberal supporters. 
When I bade them, one and all, good by, and spake words of cheer, I did it, not 
without a feeling of reluctance, for I was parting with the very men on whose 
good will and capacity for religious progress I had placed my hopes of success 
in the future. They are gone. Some of them will never return. May God 
defend the right, and make them of service to their country. One of their 
number has already fallen, not from the stroke of the enemy’s sword, but cut 
down by disease, contracted by exposure in the camp. He leaves among us a 
wife and three children, in destitute circumstances. When I saw him last, at 
Camp Randal, at Madison, as the Ninth Regiment left for Washington, he gave 
me as a parting token for his wife the avails of his service, a $20 gold piece ; 
and wished me to tell her to keep it unbroken as long as she could, as a re- 
membrance. He seemed to have a presentiment that he should never return. 
The chaplain writes to his wife that he died a peaceful death, and that he par- 
took of the sacrament at his hands before his departure, and requested that his 
children might be baptized. 


Blessedness of Giving. 


There is more enjoyment to be found in giving than in receiving. There is 
no higher luxury than benevolent giving. If any one is unable to find gatis- 
faction in giving, there must be in him a grave moral defect. Ifa man can not 
eat with pleasure, if wholesome food is repulsive to him, his physical system is 
disordered. He needs the care of the physician. If he can not give with pleas- 
ure he is morally diseased, and unless the fitting remedies are applied by the 
great Physician of souls, he assuredly will perish. What higher privilege can 
there be, than by our labors and gifts to take part in the great work of saying 
the country, and the world? Let no one be debarred from having a share in 
this exalted undertaking. 


Believing his Wife and trusting in Providence. 


It is with unusual emotions of gladness and thankfulness, that I sit down to 
write to you. _I feel that I have abundant occasion for both. TI have felt dis- 
couraged in view of approaching embarrassments and the feeble prospect of 
relief. Our Conference of Churches was about to meet at Anoka, one hundred 
miles distant. I wished to go, but had no money, My dear wife said, that I 
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must lay all my plans just the same, and the Lord would provide. I did so, 
and when the time arrived, I was able to start, with four dollars. This I felt 
I ought not to expend, for I was much in need of a pair of boots ; but my wife 
said: “‘Go, and the boots will come along just as easily as the four dollars 
did.” I went, spent most of my money ; but on reaching the town, on my re- 
turn, where I had intended to purchase my boots, from an unexpected source a 
sufficient amount was handed me, to enable me to make my purchase. On 
reaching home, there was the draft from you, for $62.50! This morning I re- 
ceived a commission from you for the present year, with an appropriation of 
$225, also a communication stating that a barrel of clothing, valued at $88, had 
been forwarded to my address. We have no words adequate to express our 
emotions, when we contemplate the change which has been wrought in our 
prospects in two short weeks. The feelings of relief and hope which have been 
inspired in our hearts are indeed a luxury, when we remember the depression 
and sadness which weighed us down, a few days ago. I hope it has taught us 
a lesson of trust, of faith in the ever watchful care of our kind Heavenly Father. 


The Future of Home Missions. 


I am more than ever satisfied that ‘“‘ Blind unbelief is sure to err ;’ and my 
own deliyerances encourage me to hope, that your Society will be sustained and 
brought safely out of its embarrassments, to enter upon a new career of wider 
usefulness in the near future. It seems to me that a wise Providence is now 
breaking up the fallow ground, tearing up the very roots of a most hateful crop 
of briers and thorns, compromises, concessions, and errors, whose baleful sha- 
dows would not let érwth take root and spread. Soon there will be an earnest 
call upon your Society, to occupy the ground thus freed from its noxious 
growth, to cast in the good seed of the kingdom. When the five hundred 
thousand young men now in our armies shall be discharged from their now 
patriotic service, they will receive a new commission in the shape of a Land 
Warrant, to go forth as an army of occupants over the great West. Under 
their hands, cities will rise up in what is now a wilderness, and, as the result 
of this war, some half dozen States will be gained to freedom and civilization ; 
and the solemn question will soon be propounded to us, shall they be christian 
States? When the sturdy arms now wielding the sword against anarchy and 
oppression shall lift up the ax against the wilderness and drive the plow into 
the desert, shall the solitary place be glad for them? Shall Sabbath bells, in . 
place of bugles of war, salute the soldier’s ear? Shall the soldiers of the cross 
take simultaneous possession of the great West, and occupy it for the Prince of 
Peace? It seems to me, that the revolution through which we are now passing, 
has a magnitude which the most speculative vision has hardly begun to take 
in, as yet. It is but one of a long chapter of startling events. Not in vain is 
the sword lifted up. It is to advance, and not to retard the great interests of 
Zion, that God suffers it. Our rulers may not mean it, and those in rebellion 
may not think so, but the hearts of both are in God’s hand, and he will control 
results in spite of all their plans or endeavors. The earth shall surely be the 
Lord’s. It becomes us, therefore, to take courage and make no calculations to 
retrench, but rather to enlarge our operations. 


A Working Church and a Working Man. 


Brother Riggs, the worthy Superintendent of the Sunday-school in Salem, 
not feeling satisfied with the amount of labor he was doing for the building up 
of his Master’s kingdom, established and carried on through the entire season 
a Sunday-school two and a half miles north of Salem. He had a fine school, 
made up mostly of the children of Quakers who had never before attended. 
This school he met at 84 o’clock a.m., returned to Salem and attended meeting 
at 101 o’clock, then superintended his school, of about 200 scholars, at 2 o'clock 
p.m., and then closed the public duties of the day by attending worship at di 
o'clock P.M. 
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Without Flour and Meat, 


I know I ought not to trouble you in the least; for your excellent Society is 
doing all it can for the relief of poor Missionaries ; but the distress of my fam- 
ily compels me to say a few words. We have had dreadful sickness in the 
family, for a short time past, and one week ago to-day we buried our little one, 
the youngest of the children, a little girl six years old. And now, while I am 
writing, two others lie sick with the same alarming disease, the diphtheria, 
We were without without flour and meat, and I knew not what to do. Finally, 
I persuaded a neighbor to let me have some mutton, and trust me a few days ; 
and this morning I succeeded in obtaining a sack of flour, by promising the 
money very soon. I have borrowed and begged until I can go no further, for 
the times are very hard in this region. 


A Missionary’s View of Missionaries, 


I need not say how gladly your draft was received, how many wants it sup- 
plied, and how many leakages it stopped. These things are familiar to your 
ears from Western missionaries. When I read some of their reports in the 
Homz Missionary, their trials, privations, and sufferings, I am silent, I lose all 
thought of home trials; they are absorbed in a swelling tide of sympathy for 
these dear brethren, these moral heroes in the work of our country’s renovation, 
these noble pioneers in the ranks of a christian civilization. God bless and sus- 
tain you, my brethren, and may his curse rest on this wicked rebellion, that has 
added so much to your already heavy burdens, diminishing the stream of be- 


nevolence whence you draw your supplies, and seeking to subvert all that is 
good in our country. 


A Valuable Institution, 


This institution of boxes and barrels is becoming a truly great affair ; and it 
clearly proves one thing, of which it is pleasant to think, viz.: That there is a 
multitude of kind christian hearts in our land, especially in the East, that love 
the Home Missionary enterprise and feel for those heralds of the cross who, 
without their kind and bountiful aid, would be subjected to great suffering and 
privation. To us, it seems almost marvelous, that we have received so many 
and such appropriate gifts. How we could have clothed our numerous family 


without them, we can not tell. An embarrassing debt would have been un- 
avoidable. 


Shady Side. 


The same or similar causes that compel the Society to say, “they can not 
promise prompt payment,” also stand in the way of prompt payments from the 
people ; and I fear that of what has been pledged a large part will not be realized. 
Of course we watch the mails closely for the expected draft. I have not, as you 
will bear me witness, been one to complain of hard times and tell of privations. 
We dislike to show “shady side” views, even to our best friends. But we are 
showing the ‘seedy side” which will very soon turn to the shabby side, and, at 
present rates, will also show the bankrupt side. I do not speak of these things 
from any impatience, because I am fully aware of the difficulties: of raising 
money, experienced by all benevolent societies—I only wonder they are not ut- 
terly bankrupt—but I speak of them that you may understand, that if we do not 
specify hardships and privations, it is not because we Jeel none, 


A “Tet of Sunny Side.” 


T have no fear but that our wants will be all supplied ; we have long since 
learned how comparatively few they are; and I think we feel prepared to make 
whatever sacrifice the necessity of the times may demand. Our Heavenly Fa- 
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ther is ever mindful of us. The same mail that brought my commission, brought 
a letter to us dated Boston, inclosing ‘A token of Christian regard for a Home 
Missionary,” ten dollars, leaving me without any clue whereby I could thank 
the donor. If you will allow a line in the Home Misstonary acknowledging its 
safe arrival and thanks, I shall feel obliged. Our life at New Oregon with all 
its varied shades has been one of constant jets of “sunny side,” coming from 
our heavenly Father’s hand, at his own time, and in his own way, and it has 
always been at the dest time. 


Too Poor. 


Pecuniarily, we are in an embarrassing condition. For myself, I know not 
what to do. Debts are coming due, and others are past due, long since, and I 
have nothing with which to meet them. The question is asked, by many who 
are as anxious as myself: ‘“ Has your draft come yet?’ This question is asked 
me almost as often as I go to the post office. And as for clothing, I am as rag- 
ged with my best on, as I ought to be in my meanest. For my good wife has 
mended till the foundation is giving away; I am obliged to borrow clothes, to 
‘attend the Association, which meets next week. Our people are willing to do 
all they can; but being new beginners, and in a new and timbered country, 
there is nothing plenty but fuel and provisions. Materials which will buy 
clothing and pay debts, are not to be had here. If it is possible for you to send 
the draft immediately, and that for six instead of three months, it would relieve 
me of much embarrassment and save large interest and perhaps some cost. 


Cheerful under Hardships. 


The war spirit and the hard times affect us seriously; and our church feels 
too poor to sustain preaching the coming year. My course is not determined 
upon. I do not propose to rehearse much to you about privations or want of 
money. You hear enough of that. From one fact you can infer the rest. I 
hired $20 in gold, by paying 8 per cent premium, and at the rate of 20 per cent 
interest, and was glad to get it on these terms, and to pay when my quarterly 
installment comes to me, running in debt besides. I suppose that the reason 
why my last payment has not been forwarded is, an empty Treasury. 

I practice all the economy in my power; do not own a horse, nor keep one. 
I lost my horse in the service of the Church, and now do without it. To a con- 
siderable extent I walk to my appointments and to ecclesiastical meetings. I 
have health to do it; and if it be necessary to the support of my family that I 
resort to some other employment, I can raise corn as well as any old man who 
can not endure the sun. I am not anxious about the future. God has taken 
care of me always. My wish is, to do my duty and leave all to him—and to be 
where he would have me. My plan is to do nothing but preach. Still, I can 
not tell what necessity may compel me to do. ‘Trust in the Lord and do 
good; so shalt thou dwell in the land, and verily thou shalt be fed.”. I have al- 
ways found the promise true. 


Embarrassment. 


There are now due me $87.50, the amount for six months. I do not feel like 
urging or pressing at all. I am persuaded that the Society meets its indebted- 
ness as fast as possible. I have contracted debts, depending on the money due 
from the Society to pay them. My creditors are waiting with more patience 
than I expected from them, while I have been going to the post office every day, 
hoping to find a draft from you. If I could pay what I am now owing, I should 
feel greatly relieved; but I will not dwell upon my circumstances, for I am 
fully aware that this will not fill your hands. Oh! that Christians who have 
not only the comforts but the conveniences and the superfluities of life, had 
learned more generally the first great lesson of the Gospel, to deny themselves 
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Christian Patriotism. 


Let me advert to the prevailing sentiment in regard to the state of our beloved 
country. Almost while I write I hear the roll of the drum calling men to de- 
fend the precious legacies of our fathers. I have felt it my duty, to hand in 
my name, among the rest, as ready for the contest. I do not suppose it will be 
necessary for me to go; but we are all prepared to die for our land, and the 
sacred rights God has given us. I have never heard more humble and fervent 
prayers than were put up at our prayer-meeting, last night, that God, in whose 
sight North and South have alike, though not equally, sinned, in this matter of 
oppression, would grant mercy and victory to the right. I can not help feel- 
ing that the battle of our country will be done by those that kneel rather than 
by those that march, though both are necessary ; and I am sure that many of 
Cromwell's men will be found in the army. Already the clash of arms is 
heard along our border. (od save our land! 


Distressed for Funds. 


Suffer me, not by way of complaint or dun, but in view of the circumstances, 
to call your attention to the fifty dollars due me with the expiration of my com- 
mission, four months ago. I came to this region penniless, and I have yet 
nothing to spare. For bread, and shelter, and clothes, Iam entirely dependent 
on what is received from the people and from missionary aid—both together 
barely sufficient to meet expenses, greater here than in the country. With me 
it is all ewtgo and no income. I have no land, or annuity, or friends, to lean 
upon. If a few dollars of salary are behind, current expenses run just so far 
behind and there comes upon me the unwelcome pressure of debt. To the ex- 
tent of the payments now due from the Society and from my own congregation, 
T am now in debt, and with no prospect whatever of paying unless these install- 
ments come. One and another have been put off, hoping that the mail would 
soon bring relief, until I am now almost ashamed to meet them or look them in 
the face. 

I will not enlarge. If you can possibly see your way clear to remit to me 
now or soon, it will be an inexpressible relief. If, unhappily, nothing whatever 
can be done in my behalf, or at least very indefinitely, please let me notremain 
longer in anxious suspense, but inform me immediately, that, knowing the 
worst, I may endeavor to provide for it as best I may. 


Always Rejoicing. 


I regret that you are unable, for the want of means, to do for the Western 
churches as you would wish. For one I wish to share with others on the field 
in the “ short comings,”’ as well as in the difficulties connected with our work. 
As I have never cherished any sympathy with the “shady side literature,” I 
have always endeavored to avoid every thing of the kind in my reports. All, in 
all the different spheres in life, have, I believe their trials, just such trials in 
kind and severity as their heavenly Father sees they need. I have sometimes 
thought, that the trials connected with the Gospel ministry were more severe 
than those connected with any other employment; but then the joys connected 
with this work are immeasurably greater. From the bottom of my heart I pity 
that man who would leave the ministry because of its trials and its hardships. 
As to short salary, I suppose we are only to heed the familiar adage: ‘ Cut 
the garment according to your cloth.” If the garment must be large and the 
means small, the quality of which it is to be made, must of course be cheaper, 
coarser, poorer. But as Divine Providence would have it, I am favored by re- 
quiring small garments; and yet I must confess that I am, sometimes, at a 
loss to know how to make the ends of the year meet. As to this year, I can 
get along with my reduced salary very comfortably, as far as immediate wants 
are concerned, since friends at the Hast, as you are aware, did so nobly last 
Season in supplying the wants of our family.

Experience has shown us that when an individual or association, intending to pre- 
pare a box, writes to the Society to have a particular missionary designated, and a de- 
tailed account of the circumstances of his family given, the information is not always at 
hand, so that the letter can be promptly and satisfactorily answered ; and when it is, it 
not unfrequently happens that, while the box is preparing, the missionary remains 
for months unsupplied, when, if it were not for this designation, he might be fur- 
nished with articles placed, in the mean time, at the disposal of the Society. In other 
cases, while the box is in preparation, supplies are sent to the missionary from other 
sources ; so that when the box is ready, this missionary is not so much in want as many 
others, ’ s 

It is preferred, therefore, when there is no objection on the part of the donors, that 
the special designation of the boxes of clothing, that are not put up for any individual in 
particular, should be left to the discretion of the officers of the Society, after they reach 
the office. It is believed they will in this way answer the designs of those who gene- 
rously contribute them, better than in any other way in which the Society can have ~ 
an agency. ; 


DIRECTIONS FOR FORWARDING. 


1. Put inside the box,.where it will be readily seen when the box is opened, a paper — 
or letter, containing a ‘list of the articles in the box, and the estimated value of the 
whole, with the name of the individual or association from whom it comes, and the ad- 
dress of the individual to whom a letter of acknowledgment may be sent. 

; 2, A copy, in full, of the memorandum put inside of the box, should be sent in a 

letter to the office of the Society. In this letter it should-be stated when, and by what 
conveyance, the box was forwarded ; in it should be inclosed, also, such. money as is in- 
tended for the payment of freight. It is desirable that freight should be provided for 
in all eases, if practicable. The freight and expenses on a box vary from $3 to $6, — 
according to its size and the distance it is sent, A barrel can be forwarded at less ex- 
pense than a box of the same size, : 

3. The box should be fully and plainly marked, and the place from which tt comes 
should aways appear on the outside, so that there may be no necessity for opening it at 
the office. It should be strong, tight, well nailed, and, when large, should be hooped, 
or otherwise fully secured against the effects of hard usage on the way. 

4, Boxes may be addressed to either of the Secretaries, or the Assistant Treasurer. 


NO PART OF A MISSIONARY’S SALARY. & 


Boxeé of clothing form no part of a missionary’s regular appropriation. The Society 
needs the same amount of money, therefore, in order to meet promptly its stipulations 
with its missionaries, as if no boxes were forwarded; and it would be no favor toa 
missionary to receive a box, if, as a consequence of it, the amount of money that would 
otherwise be sent him must be proportionally diminished. 

We trust the friends of the Home Missionary, therefore, will every where see to it 
that they give tione the less money in consequence of their giving other things that — 
are needful and convenient. We hope, on the contrary, their sympathies will be so 
awakened in the preparation of the lesser gift, that they will feel it to be their privilege 
not only to continue, but also to enlarge the greater. 2 


SUGGESTIONS AS TO THEIR CONTENTS. 


_ In regard to what is to be put into the box, while clothing of woolen or linen 
fabrics, shoes, boots, writing paper, and books will be specially valuable, scarcely any 
thing in the shape of plain, substantial wearing apparel or bedding, or which is of com- 
mon use in any form in a family, will come amiss. Knives and forks, spoons, a pair 
of scissors, a spool of cotton, a skein of yarn or silk, a paper of needles or pins, a cake 
of wax, a dozen of buttons a thimble, a. tumbler, a tin cup, a skimmer, or a pepper 
box, need not be left out. . 

When articles of clothing are not fitted to the members of the families to which 
boxes are sent, missionaries are in the way of making such exchanges with each other 
that almost every thing which a box may contain is turned to good account.

CONSTITUTION 


OF THE . 


AMERICAN HOME MISSIONARY SOCIETY. 


Art. 1. This Society shall be denominated Tur American Home 
Misstonary Socrery. 


Arr. 2. The object of this Society shall be, to assist congregations 
that are unable to support the Gospel ministry, and to send the Gospel 
to the destitute, within the United States; also to codperate with 
evangelical Christians in the support of Home Missions in nominally 
Christian countries, to such an extent as the funds of the Institution 
may justify. 


Art. 3. The officers of this Society shall be a President, Vice- 
Presidents, a Treasurer, an Auditor, one or more Secretaries for Cor- 
respondence, a Recording Secretary, and fifty Directors, who shall be 
annually appointed by the Society; and who, together with the: 
Directors for Life, shall constitute a Board, seven of whom shall be a 
quorum, at any meeting regularly. convened. 


Art. 4. The officers and Directors shall appoint an Executive Com- 
mittee of fourteen, (including the Treasurer, the Secretaries for Cor- 
respondence, and the Recording Secretary,) residing in the City of 
New York and its vicinity; five of whom shall be a quorum, at any 
meeting regularly convened. The Committee shall have power to 
appoint its own meetings, form its own rules of business, and fill any 
vacancies in its own number which may occur during the year, and to 
convene special meetings of the Board or Society ; shall appoint mis. 
sionaries, and instruct them as to the field and manner of their labors ; 
shall have the disposal of the funds; shall create such agency or 
agencies for appointing missionaries, and for other purposes, as the 
interests of the Institution may require; and shall make an Annual 
Report of their proceedings to the Society. 
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Arr. 5. The Treasurer shall give bonds, annually, to such amount 
as the Executive Committee shall think proper. 


Arr. 6. Any person may become a member of this Society, by con- 
tributing annually to its funds; thirty dollars paid at one time shall 
constitute a Member for Life; and ‘one hundred dollars paid at one 
time shall constitute a Director for Life ; and any person on the pay- 
ment of a sum which, in addition to any previous contribution to the 
funds, shall amount to one hundred dollars, shall be a Director for 
Life. An executor, on paying a legacy of two hundred and fifty dol- 
lars to the funds of this Society, shall be a Member for Life ; and the 
payment of a legacy of one thousand dollars shall constitute a Director 
for Life. 


Arr. 7. Any Missionary Society may become Auxiliary, by agree- 
ing to pay into the Treasury of this Society the whole of its surplus 
funds, and sending to the Secretaries for Correspondence a copy of its 
Constitution and Annual Reports, mentioning the names of its Mis- 
sionaries, and the fields of their operations. 


Art, 8. Every Auxiliary Society, which shall agree to pay the 
whole of its funds to this Society, shall be entitled to a missionary or 
missionaries to labor in such fields as it may designate ; at least to the 
amount of its contributions; provided such designation be made at 
the time of payment. 


Arr. 9. The officers of all Auxiliary Societies shall be, ex officio, 
Directors; and annual contributors to their funds shall be members of 
the Society. 


Arr. 10. This Society shall meet annually in the City of New York, 
on the Wednesday next preceding the second Thursday in May. 


Art. 11. No alteration shall be made in this Constitution without a 
vote of two thirds of the members present at an annual meeting ; nor 
unless the same shall have been proposed at a previous annual meeting, 
or recommended by the Executive Committee. 


THIRTY SEVENTH REPORT. 


Tur Executive Committee of the American Home Missionary 
Society, in presenting their Turrry Srevenrn AnnvAL Report, 
desire, first of all, to unite with its patrons and friends in devout 
thanksgiving and praise to the Father of Mercies, for the rich 
blessings—the gracious influences’of his Spirit, vouchsafed unto 
them during a year of extreme anxiety and trial in every Christ- 
ian enterprise, as well as of unexampled national affliction and 
peril. The cause in which we are engaged is his, and he has sus- 
tained it. In our weakness he has given us strength. In our ig- 
norance, he has said, this is the way, walk ye in it. In our dark- 
ness, he has caused light to shine round about us above the 
brightness of the sun. And the glory of all that has been ac- 
complished, through our humble instrumentality, we would 
ascribe to his great name, forever. 

Two of the Vice-Presidents of the Society have been called to 
their reward, since last we met,—Rev. Samurnt Oscoon, D. D., 
and Rey. Lyman Brscurr, D.D. Dr. Oscoop was one of the 
early friends of the Society, ever cheerful, earnest and steadfast 
in his advocacy of its claims, as he was in helping forward every 
enterprise in behalf of suffering humanity, or for the advance- 
ment of the Redeemer’s Kingdom. Dr. Brrcurr, by his Sermon 
on “ Building the Old Wastes,” and his subsequent labors in the 
missionary cause in Connecticut, was an honored instrument of 
awakening the churches to the importance of this great Home 
work, and of preparing the way for the organization of this So- 
ciety. And no man, perhaps, has made larger contributions in 
furtherance of its aims than he has, by the eloquence of his 
tongue and his pen, by his appeals to patriotism and the love of 
souls, by his own example in leaving his home in the East for the 
toils of the West, and by his influence on the young men whom 
he trained in Sacred Science, for the self-denial and hardships of 
the new settlements. Dying in a good old age, his work done, 
and the opening heavens radiant with the glory into which he 
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was entering, we can not mourn for him. But every good institu- 
tion, the church of God every where, and the land, which felt his 
influence in all her vital interests, mourn their loss. 

Seven of the missionaries of the Society have also died during 
the year—Rey. James P. Richardson and Rev. Theodore Wells, 
in Maine; Rev. Winthrop Fifield, in New Hampshire; Rev. 
John Bowers, in Vermont; Rev. Otis Lombard, in Massachu- 
setts; Rev. George W. Adams, in Rhode Island; and Rev, S. J. 
Elliott, in Minnesota. 


The operations of the Society in connection with its various 
Auxiliaries and Agencies, and in the different States and Territo-

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SUMMARY OF RESULTS. 


The number of ministers of the Gospel in the service of the 
Society the last year, whose names are found in the preceding 
General Table, together with those engaged in superintending the 
work, and whose nares are mentioned in connection with the 
respective Auxiliaries and Agencies, is 734. 


Of these, 579 were in commission at the date of the last Re- 
port, and 155 have since been appointed. 


They have been distributed in 21 different States and Territo- 
ries, as follows: in Maine, 82; New Hampshire, 39; Vermont, 
60; Massachusetts, 45; Rhode Island, 6; Connecticut, 49 ; New 
York, 48; New Jersey, 2; Pennsylvania, 3; Ohio, 38 ; Indiana, 
5; Illinois, 83; Missouri, 2; Michigan, 62; Wisconsin, 76 ; Iowa, 
81; Minnesota, 34; Kansas, 12; Nebraska, 3; California, 5 ; 
Oregon, 4. 


This distribution gives to the New England States, 281 ; Middle 
States, 48 ; Western States and Territories, including 9 on the 
Pacific coast, 405. 


Of the whole number in commission, 434 have been pastors or 
stated supplies of single congregations ; 221 have ministered to 
two or three congregations each; and 79 have extended their 
labors over still wider fields. 


The aggregate of ministerial labor performed is 562 years. 


The number of congregations and missionary districts, which 
have been fully supplied, or where the Gospel has been preached 
at stated intervals, is 1,455. 


Sta missionaries have been in commission as pastors or stated 
supplies of churches of colored people ; and 29 have preached in 
foreign languages—15 to Welsh and 14 to German congregations. 


The number of Sabbath school scholars, connected with the mis- 
sionary churches and stations, is not far from 54,000. 


The contributions to benevolent objects, reported by 417 mission- 
aries, amount to $14,584.43. 


Fifty seven missionaries make mention in their reports of revt- 
vals of religion during the year, in some of which there have been 
30, 35, 40 and 55 hopeful conversions. The number of conyer- 
sions reported by 251 missionaries is 1,476. 


The additions to the churches, as nearly as can be ascertained, 
have been 3,108, viz.: 1,582 on profession of their faith, and 
1,526 by letters from other churches. 
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Twenty three churches have been organized in connection with 
the labors of the missionaries during the year ; thirteen houses ot 
worship have been completed ; twenty five repaired or improved ; 
and the building of ten others commenced. Twenty nine young 
men, in connection with the missionary churches, are reported as 
in different stages of preparation for thé gospel ministry. 


THE TREASURY. 


. Resources.—The balance in the Treasury, April 1, 1862, was 
$5,536.71. The recetpts, for the succeeding twelve months, have 
been $164,884.29 ; making the resources of the year $170,421.00. 


Lrasriirres.—There was due to missionaries, at the close of the 
last year, the sum of $7,248.34. There have since become due 
$133,843.39 ; making the total of liabilities $141,091,71. 


Payments.—Of this sum $134,991.08 have been paid ; leaving 
$6,100.15 still due to missionaries for labor performed. Towards 
canceling which and redeeming additional pledges on commissions 
already issued—amounting in all to $60,363.11—there is a balance 
in the Treasury of $35,429.92; the greater portion of it received 
in payment of legacies the latter part of the year. 


The receipts exceed those of the preceding year, by $1,031.78. 
This result, so gratifying to the friends of the Society and so 
hopeful for the future, no one anticipated at the beginning of the 
year. A portion of the churches, which had formerly contributed 
to this Society, were united in sustaining the missionary, opera- 
tions of their own denomination through another Board ; ‘and the 
distracted and embarrassed state of the country seemed to render 
it certain, that the contributions of those still recognizing the So- 
ciety as their missionary organ could not be kept up to former 
standards, much less carried beyond them. The Committee did 
not feel authorized, in these circumstances, to make arrangements 
for the expansion of the missionary work, to urge new laborers 
into the field, or to grant in many-cases the full amount asked 
for by feeble churches, and thus incur responsibilities, which there 
was not a reasonable prospect of their being able to meet. They 
felt compelled, on the other hand, to continue the cautious, per- 
haps rigid system of appropriations, which the embarrassments of 
the two preceding years had made necessary, that the laborers, 
who were worthy of their hire, might not continue to suffer from 
the delay of payments. 

It became obvious, however, as the year advanced, that many 
of the friends of Christ had become more deeply impressed, by 
our national afflictions, with the importance of their haying in- 
creased investments, which no change or conflict or disaster could 
ever imperil; that there was a growing conviction that our coun- 
try is to be saved and all that is dear to us in it handed down 
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to the latest generations, only by the power of the Gospel over 
all hearts, and that to sustain this cause of Home evangelization 
at least where it is, until these clouds of indignation are over- 
past, and to be in readiness then to advance, as the providence of 
God should call, to take possession of the whole land for Christ 
is the great duty of American Christians. Under the influence 
of these sentiments, the free will offerings of many individuals 
and many churches have not only not been diminished, but have 
greatly increased. And not the living only, but the dead also 
have praised the Lord through the care of his providence in bring- 
ing their pious Bequests into the Treasury. 

While, therefore, from some sources contributions have been 
less, the diminution has been more than supplied by the advance in 
others. From New England alone, the receipts of the last year 
exceed those of the preceding, by $10,485.99. The Society has 
been able, throughout the year, to make prompt payment to its 
missionaries of their dues—to return drafts immediately on the 
reception of their reports; and in the latter part of the year, to 
lay plans for the enlargement of its work in new Territories and 
important centers of influence and for the more perfect supply of 
the destitute every where, which will gladden all hearts, we trust, 
as the results of them shall be reported at our next annual assem- 
blage. 

Large resources will be indispensable for the accomplishment 
of these results. Not only must new fields, and important locali- 
ties at whatever cost, be occupied; but many churches already 
assisted, enfeebled by the war, one eighth, one seventh, or one 
fifth of their number in the camp or on the battle field, or them- 
selves suffering from Indian depredations must have increased 
aid ; and the families of missionaries, where the expenses of liv- 
ing are so greatly enhanced, must have a more generous support. 
The work, in all its departments, must be sustained by the firm- 
ness and prosecuted with the energy imperiously demanded by 
the day and the hour, by patriotism and the love of souls, by the 
Saviour’s dying command, and by his exceeding great and pre- 
cious promises ! 


The expenditures of the year have been $23,345.25 less than in 
the year preceding, and the years of missionary labor less by 50. 
The difference has arisen from the care of Presbyterian Churches 
having been assumed by the Committee of their own denomina- 
tion, and from the causes already stated which restricted the oper- 
ations of the Society in the early part of the year.

MAINE MISSIONARY SOCIETY.

The receipts of this Society, for the year ending March 1, were 
$10,876.89. There were also received into the Treasury of the 
American Home Missionary Society, during its financial year, 
from congregations and individuals in the State, $404.50, and in 
payments of legacies, $630.02—in all, $1,034.52—making the 
total for the cause, $11,911.41—exceeding the amount of the pre- 
vious year, by $437.33. The expenditures within the State were 
$10,902.63. 

Laghty two missionaries have been in commission, during some 
portion of the year, and have ministered to ninety four churches, 
and in twenty one places where no Congregational churches have 
been organized. he members of these churches number four . 
thousand and twenty four. The aggregate average attendance on 
public worship is more than ten thousand, and the number in- 
structed in Sabbath schools and Bible classes is over six thousand. 
The additions to the churches number two hundred and forty two; 
and the contributions to benevolent objects are equal to 18 per 
cent. of what they receive from the Society. 


The Trustees say: “We do not regret that several thousands 
have been contributed among us for sending the Gospel to the 
heathen, and several hundreds for planting and sustaining its in- 
stitutions in the Western States and Territories. But let it not 
be forgotten that a great missionary work is yet to be done in 
Maine, by the people of Maine. More than one hundred of our 
Congregational churches are still in need of charitable aid; and 
from many of nearly three hundred, out of ‘more than five 
hundred cities, towns, and plantations, whose schools draw a por- 
tion of their support from State funds,’ where are no Congrega- 
tional churches, comes the earnest cry—the cry of their neces- 
sities, if not of their desires—of thousands and tens of thousands 
of souls famishing in ignorance, perishing in sin, for the bread 
of life, for the glad tidings of salvation.” 


NEW HAMPSHIRE MISSIONARY SOCIETY,

The receipts of this Society, for the year ending March 1, were 
$6,021.56; of which $767.14 were forwarded by designation of 
the donors to the parent Society. There were also received from 
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the State, into the Treasury of the American Home Mission- 
ary Society, during its financial year, in payment of legacies, 
$1,208.96 ; from congregations. and individuals, $705.69—1n all, 
$1,914.65. <A legacy of $875, the bequest of Timothy Moors, of 
which the interest only is to be expended, has been paid during 
the year. The total, therefore, from the State, for the Home Mis- 
sionary cause, is $8,811.21—exceeding the amount of the pre- 
vious year, by $1,316.49. The expenditures within the State were 
$4,879.39; and the amount put at the disposal of, and held in 
trust for, the National Institution, $3,556.79. 

Thirty nine missionaries have been in commission during the 
ear. Several of the churches to which they have ministered 
ave been visited with the special influences of the Spirit, and in 

fourteen of them there have been fifty seven hopeful conversions. 

There has been an increased interest in Sabbath schools, and the 

Sabbath congregations have been larger than in former years. 

Several houses of worship have been repaired; and one, tasteful 
and convenient, has been erected. 


The Trustees, in their last Report say: “ More than half of the 
two hundred and thirty three towns in the State must have mis- 
sionary aid in support of the institutions of the Gospel, if they 
shall enjoy those institutions at all. In at least sixty of these 
towns are feeble Congregational and Presbyterian churches, un- 
able themselves to support a stated christian ministry. In seventy 
of these towns are no churches of the orders above named, and 
in most of them no evangelical churches of any name, of much 
pecuniary or moral strength. In these one hundred and thirty 
three towns, is more than one third the population of the State. 
An imperious duty rests somewhere to look after the religious 
interests of these scores of thousands of our fellow citizens. Does 
not this duty devolve largely on our Congregational churches, as 
they have a larger membership, and more means than any other 
evangelical denomination in the State ? Was not our Missionary 
Society organized for the very purpose of affording our churches 
an efficient agency, through which to communicate the blessings 
of the Gospel-to the thousands of the spiritually needy in our 
State? Should not the churches, then, cordially and efficiently 
sustain the Society in its endeayors to impart these blessings to 
the religiously destitute within our State bounds?” 


VERMONT DOMESTIC MISSIONARY SOCIETY.

The receipts of this Society, for the year ending March 1, were 
$8,571.24, including a legacy of $2,000, to be invested and the 
interest only_expended. There were, also, received from the 
State into the a of the American Home Missionary So- 


ciety, during its financial year, in payment of legacies, $3,294.76 ; 
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from congregations and individuals, $861.19—in all, $4,155.95— 
making the total from the State to the Home Missionary cause, 
$12,727.19—exceeding the amount of the preceding year by 
$5,232.47. The expenditures within the State were $6,224.40 ; 
and the amount expended out of the State, through the National 
Institution, $4,155.95. 

Sixty missionaries have been in commission. The number of 
churches and communities in which they have labored is fifty 
eight. The average membership of the churches is forty one; 
the smallest has but five members, the largest ninety. Not a few 
of the churches report special reviving influences and additions 
on profession of faith. One church has been organized; two 
have become independent of: missionary aid; and three mission- 
aries have been ordained as pastors. One faithful pastor, Rev. 
John Bowers, of St. Johnsbury East, has been called to his re- 
ward on high. The churches have sent forth large numbers of 
their most efficient and valuable members, of their most active 
and promising young men, to bear their part in vindicating their _ 
country’s honor in this hour of her peril. 


The Directors, in view of the present national conflict say: 
“The work of Home Missions has been one powerful agency for 
preparing the nation successfully to resist and put down this 
wicked insurrection. While the friends of Home Missions have 
been prosecuting the work with a direct aim at the conversion 
and salvation of souls and the up-building of Christ’s kingdom, 
and that, for the most part, without a thought of any political re- 
sult whatsoever, they have yet, at the same time, been using the 
most sure and effectual means of perpetuating our civil institu- 
tions, and promoting our national well-being. They have labored 
to make men loyal to God, and one result of success in the effort 
has been loyalty to the ‘powers which are ordained of God, 
Had the work of Home Missions been prosecuted throughout the 
South, as thoroughly and as successfully as it has been at the North 
and Northwest, it is morally certain that this rebellion would not 
have occurred.” 


MASSACHUSETTS HOME MISSIONARY SOCIETY.

The receipts of this Society, for the year ending March 1, were 
$32,977.13. The expenditures within the State were $7,202.14 ; 
and the amount forwarded from the Treasury to the American 
Home Missionary Society, during its financial ‘year, was $26,000. 
There were also received from the State, into the Treasury of 
the Parent Society, in payment of legacies, $7,108.45; from the 
Hampshire Missionary Society, $1,208.53; from congregations 
and individuals, $5,203.78—in all, $13,520.76—making the total 
to the cause, $46,497.89—exceeding the amount of the preceding 
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year by $5,629.78. The whole amount expended out of the 
State through the National Institution, was $39,520.76. 

Forty jive missionaries have been in commission. The last re- 
port of the Auxiliary gives the number of churches aided forty 
two, with a membership of one thousand eight hundred and fifty 
eight, one hundred and thirteeen of whom have been received 
within the year; average attendance on public worship, three 
thousand eight hundred and thirteen, in the Sabbath schools, two 
thousand nine hundred and thirty one; contributions for benevo- 
lent objects, $1,641.92. Special religious influences had been en- 
joyed in several of the churches, resulting in one hundred and 
two hopeful conversions. Two new churches had been organized: 


The Executive Committee of the Society, in their annual Re- 
port say: “We claim as one of the blessed results of our Home 
Missionary work, and as a most striking proof of its value, that 
it has so enlightened the men of the great West that not less than 
two hundred thousand of them are now fighting the battles of 
their country. But for such Gospel light as has been thrown 
upon their minds, such patriotic emotions would not have been 
theirs, and the country, in its perils, would not have them for its 
defenders. We have sown bountifully, and now bountifully are 
we reaping. We have it to say, therefore, that the strange and 
extraordinary state of things now existing in the land strongly 
encourages us, yea as with a trumpet call does summon us, to the 
great work of giving to the millions of the land the most effect- 
ive of all preparations for the greatest responsibilities and perils 
that can overtake a nation—its thorough evangelization by the 
great principles of the christian faith.”

The receipts of this Society, for the year ending March 1, were 
$1,430.63. There were also received from the State into the 
Treasury of the American Home Missionary Society, during its 
financial year, $33.41; making the total to the cause $1,464.04. 
The expenditures within the State were $933. 

Six missionaries have been in the service of this Society during 
some portion of the year. One church has become independent 
of missionary aid; and one pastor, Rev. G. W. Adams, of River 
Point, has borne testimony for Jesus, from a peaceful and joyous 
death bed, and gone to be with him above. 


The Directors, in their address to the friends of Home Mis- 
sions, say : “Patriotism pleads that the cause which has prepared 
so many to offer themselves a living sacrifice on the altar of 
liberty and the Union at their country’s call, should not be al- 
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lowed to anguish in this time which tests the heroism and endur- 
ance of the Lord’s people. By the love we bear to those mission- 
aries and mission churches, whose sons have stood in the deadly. 
breach, and withstood the very savagery of rebellion, hallowing 
memorable battle fields with their devotion to Heaven .and good 
government, counting not their lives dear unto themselves; as 
well as by the love we cherish for Him whose blood was shed 
upon the cross for us all, let us do more this year than ever be- 
fore for this glorious object of Home evangelization.” 


CONNECTICUT MISSIONARY SOCIETY.

The receipts of this Auxiliary, for the year ending March 1, 
were $5,448.40. There were also received from the State into 
the Treasury of the Parent Society, during its financial year, in 
payment of legacies, $9,338.82; from congregations and indivi- 
duals, $12,842.41—in all $22,181.283—making the total to the 
cause, $27,629.63—exceeding the amount of the preceding year, 
by $9.10. The expenditures within the State were $7,047 44; and 
the amount expended beyond its limits through the National In- 
stitution was $22,181.23. 

The Secretary says in his report, “The war draws heavily upon 
our feeble societies; but I trust that eventually it will do them 
good, showing them not only their weakness, but their strength 
and ability for self-support, when put to the test. A growing 
seriousness, has prevailed in many of these churches, especially 
during the latter part of the year, which in some cases has 
amounted to a revival.” 


Rey. Wirt1am H. Moorr entered upon the work of Agent and 
State Missionary, Oct. 1, and has since. been prosecuting his 
labors with great efficiency. He has been every where kindly 
received; the missionary churches have been encouraged and 
strengthened by his visits, and an intefest has been awakened 
in the work of Home Evangelization, from which results, most 
important and lasting, are confidently anticipated. 


The total of receipts from New England is $106,796.66,—exceed- 
ing the amount of the previous year by $10,485.99. Of this, 
$37,189.00 were expended within its bounds, and $69,607.66, for- 
warded to the National Institution for Western Missions, 


NEW YORK.

The number of missionaries in the service of the Society, in the 
State of N ew York, during the past year, is Jorty three. The 
eu recewed from the State, during this period, is $42,- 
195,48, 
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In consequence of the changes which have taken place in the 
relations of the Society, it has been found necessary to redrganize 
its system of operations in this State. Accordingly, the two 
Boards of Agency, through which it has hitherto conducted. its 
work in Central and Western New York, have been discontinued, 
and their two Secretaries, Rev. Joun A. Murray and Rev, 
TuroporE Spenorr, have retired from the service of the Society. 
The former had held his office twenty eight years, and the latter 
nine years. By their wise counsels and efficient labors, they have 
endeared themselves to the churches of this region, and will long 
be held in grateful remembrance, especially by those who have 
enjoyed their sympathy and encouragement in the work of sus- 
taining the ordinances of the Gospel. 


Rev. L. Santa Hosart, late Pastor of the Congregational 
Church in Hudson, Mich., has been appointed the Agent of the 
Society for Central and Western New York. Having been fa- 
miliar, for many years, with the principles and operatiqns of 
the Society, and having taken a leading part in the work of 
planting and training the churches of Michigan, he adds a valua- 
ble experience to his other eminent qualifications for the service 
he has undertaken. He entered upon his labors in October last, 
and has been diligently engaged in visiting the feeble churches 
on his field, and acquainting himself with their condition and 
needs. Tlis visits have been gratefully welcomed, and the counsel 
and encouragement he has afforded them have served to strengthen 
the things that remain that are ready to die. He says, ‘‘ The 
assistance most needed by the feeble churches in this State, is not 
always money. Their inability to sustain the Gospel, in some 
cases, arises not from the want of means in the community, so 
much as the want of means to draw them out. Sometimes the 
endeavor to get along in a cheap way, from the belief, perhaps, 
that nothing better is possible, is the chief obstacle in the way of 
self support. Sometimes the weakness is the result of variance 
among brethren, and other local causes, which a faithful effort 
could remove. Hence, though.some pecuniary aid may continue 
to be received by such churches, they may be most benefited by 
judicious advice, timely encouragement, or the quickening influ- 
ence of an earnest christian appeal. It is my aim, therefore, to 
gain such an acquaintance with all these churches, by a personal 
visitation, as will enable me to, know what their necessities are, 
and to do at once what I can to relieve them. 

“The favor with which these aims are regarded by the Congre- 
gational churches and ministers of this State, is very encourag- 
ing. I find almost daily evidence that the Society holds a fore- 
most place in their esteem, and the relation which it has come to 
hold towards them, recently, will undoubtedly bring to its Treasury 
increased méans of usefulness. This relation of the Society, its 
prospective ability to render all needed pecuniary help, and espe- 
cially this work of visitation—‘ confirming the. churches’ —is 
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already animating the strong with hopefulness in regard to the 
feeble, and inspiring with new life the feeble, in regard to them- 
selves.” It is the confident belief of the Executive. Committee 
that, by the continuance of these faithful labors, and the dispen- 
sation of pecuniary aid whenever it shall be required, man 
churches will be saved from threatened extinction, the fire will be 
rekindled on many neglected altars, and many a desert will be 
made to rejoice and blossom as the rose. 


OHIO. 


Rey. James H. Newton, Cleveland, Agent for Northern Ohio. 
Rey. Lysanper Kexsry, Columbus, Agent for Southern Ohio and Southern Indiana. 


In the State of Ohio, this Society has aided in the support of 
thirty eight ministers during the past year, and has received into 
its Treasury contributions to the amount of $5,481.10. The West- 
ern Reserve and Marietta Boards of Agency, which had been in 
existence for many years, were not reiippointed at the commence- 
ment of the past year. In Ohio, as in the other Western States, 
the Executive Committee are now brought into immediate com- 
munication with the churches they aid; and it is believed that 
both the efficiency and economy of their operations will be pro- 
moted by this change. 


-In Northern Ohio, the churches aided, in the midst of the most 
depressing circumstances, have made commendable efforts to re- 
lieve the Society of the burden of their support. Four that were 
on the list of its beneficiaries one year ago are now sustaining the 
public means of grace without foreign aid. One of them, the 
church of University Heights, voluntarily relinquished the grant 
of the Society, which had been already voted, and its minister 
surrendered his claim to that portion of it which had become due 
when his people assumed his support. The Agent states that “The 
Northwestern section of the State, which has hitherto been, to a 
great extent, a moral desolation, is assuming new interest as a 
field of missionary culture. It is now traversed in different direc- 
tions by three important railroads, and is advancing in material 
prosperity more rapidly than at any former time. Enterprising 
villages are springing up along these great thoroughfares, which, 
ere long, are to be important centers of influence. In one of them, 
a church has just been gathered, in the organization of which it 
was my privilege to assist. It is to be hoped that the others will 
not long remain without the institutions of the Gospel ; but if this 
great blessing is to be secured to them, it must be mainly through 
the instrumentality of Home Missions.” as 


In Southern Ohio and Southern Indiana, the results of the year’s 
labors are such as to afford gratification and encouragement. Two 
revivals of religion have been reported. One church, nearly ex- 


tinct, has been resuscitated, and another has been gathered, in 
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Southern Indiana, in connection with missionary labor. “The 
missionaries,” says the Agent, “have persevered in their divine 
calling, amid many distractions and discouragements, and have 
proved themselves faithful to the Master who has not left them to 
toil in vain, but has added to nearly all their churches such as 
shall be saved. We have not made the progress we hoped to 
make ; but it is sometimes a victory to maintain our ground ; ‘ hav- 
‘ing done all, to stand.’ This we have done; and in a few churches 
decided advancement has been made. With most of the churches 
on this field, now codperating with this Society, it is a day of 
small things; but we trust that, by the power of the Almighty 
Spirit, Jacob shall arise, though he be small. In this hope, the 
missionaries and their people are laboring together for Christ and 
their country, to build up the temple of righteousness and truth 
even in troublous times.” 


ILLINOIS.

Rey. Exisua Jenney, Galesburg, Agent for Central and Southern Illinois. 


This Society has contributed to the support of eighty three min- 
asters in Illinois, during the year covered by this Report, and has 
received into its Treasury, from that State, $2,798.35. This ex- 
ceeds, by $560, the amount received in the previous year, and is 
only $92 less than the average for the last five years, during which 
Presbyterian churches were in nominal codperation with the 
Society. This fact, and others of a similar character in other 
States, warrant the expectation that the contributions of the 
churches will soon exceed the amount formerly furnished by both 
denominations. 


In Northern Illinois, seven of the assisted churches have en- 
joyed seasons of special religious interest, and six have provided 
themselves with houses of worship. Four churches have been 
organized on missionary fields, under promising auspices. Two 
of them are the only religious organizations in the communities 
where they-are situated, and supply the only stated means of grace 
enjoyed by the inhabitants. The churches of this region have. 
been greatly weakened by their contributions to the ranks of the 
army. “Yet,” says the Agent, “in the midst of these troublous 
times, there has been an encouraging degree of hopefulness and 
resolution, with a strong desire to hasten the period of their self- 
support. The missionaries and their wives have borne themselves 
with commendable patience and courage, showing, often, a rare 
faculty for forcing comfort out of economy.” 

“Tn Northern Illinois, many of the churches of the first growth, 
planted by the American Home Missionary Society, have become 
strong, and with gratifying cheerfulness are refunding to its Trea- 
sury the means of aiding other needy congregations ; but those of 
the second growth, in the new villages and the communities back 
from the thoroughfares, are in as real need of aid as those of the 
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other class ever were, though, in most cases, they will be depend- 
ent for a shorter period. During the thirty seven years of the 
Society's existence, it has sustained, in Hlinois, an average of sixty 
five missionaries, with an average annual appropriation, for the 
support of each, of $149; making a total of $358,000 furnished 
for the support of the Gospel in this State. But this statement 
gives a very inadequate view of what an organized Christianity, 
with its teaching ministry, its ordinances of worship and fellow- 
ship, and its correlation to all the secular, social, educational, and 
reformatory interests of the community, can do for the well-being 
ot the people and of the State.” 


To the churches in Central and Southern Illinois, the past year 
has been one of severe trial. Owing to their proximity to the 
seat of war, they have shared pee in its disastrous effects. Yet 
some progress has been made. ‘Two churches have been organ- 
ized, one sanctuary has been erected, and three congregations, 
that were aided one year ago, have become self-sustaining. Pro- 
vision has also been made to supply several destitute churches 
with the ministrations of the Gospel. Two young men have en- 
tered upon the work of the ministry, with flattering prospects of 
usefulness, and several laborers from other States have come to 
the help of those who have borne the burden and heat of the day 
in this neglected portion of the Lord’s vineyard. Revivals of re- 
ligion, of limited extent, were enjoyed in two or three churches, 
early in the year, and at its close several others were receiving 
merciful visitations from on high. In view of these results, the 
Agent says: “There is cause for gratitude and rejoicing. Our 
fears are being dissipated; our hopes are more than realized. 
So engrossed have the minds of men been with the awful 
strife in which we are engaged, that we hardly dared to antici- 
pate what we are permitted to witness. In many instances the 
churches have been reduced twenty, and some of them fifty per 
cent, in respect both to membership and pecuniary resources. 
Many of: those who yielded to the call for six hundred thousand 
recruits, were not only men of business and social position, but 
devoted, active Christians, just such as we needed at home to 
sustain the ministry, and illustrate and enforce the religion of 
Christ. It gives me pleasure to state, however, that the war has 
not caused any of our dependent churches to disband; nor has 
it, except in a few cases, necessitated larger appropriations from 
the Society. But it has obliged some to suspend operations, 
while others enjoy the preaching of the Gospel less frequently 
than heretofore. And this would have been more extensively 
done, had not individuals allowed themselves to be taxed beyond 
what they before thought they could bear. This experience, it 
is true, is not an unmixed evil. By showing them what can be 
accomplished in an emergency, it may hasten, to some churches, 
the period of self-support.” 
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MICHIGAN, 


Rev. Hersert A. Reap, Marshall, Agent. 


Siaty two missionaries have labored in this State, under com- 
mission from this Society, during the past year. The amount re- 
ceived into the Treasury, from churches and individuals in the 
State, is $1,510.92. . 

None of the laborers in this portion of the missionary field 
have been removed by death, since the last Report, and in many 
instances God has, in a signal manner, set his seal to their faith- 
ful labors. In several congregations revivals of religion have 
been enjoyed, which have greatly increased the strength and 
efficiency of the churches, and changed the tone of public senti- 
ment in regard to religion and religious institutions. “ From 
nearly every section of this missionary field,” says the Agent, “I 
hear of the gentle falling of the -dews of divine grace, while, in 
some places, there have been remarkable displays of the wonders 
of God’s mercy in the conversion of scores of sinners. The re- 
sults of the labors of this missionary year, in the building up of 
churches, the salvation of souls, and the enlargement of Zion, 
ought surely. to encourage Eastern churches in their efforts to 
furnish the West with the institutions of the Gospel. Eight 
churches have been gathered, and an Association, with seven min- 
isters, has been formed, where until lately no minister of our 
denomination had ever preached the Gospel of Christ. In a few 
instances congregations, long embarrassed with debt, have thrown 
off the burden, and several houses of worship have been com- 
pleted and dedicated.” 

The newly occupied stations, to which reference is here made, 
are on the northwestern border of the Lower Peninsula, in the 
neighborhood of Grand Traverse Bay. A tour of observation 
was made in that region, by the Agent, during the last summer, 
the results of which were given in the Home Missionary tor 
October. His Report impressed the Executive Committee with 
the importance of taking immediate possession of that new and 
most inviting field. Five laborers have already been commission- 
ed there, each of whom has gathered a church, and already God 
has graciously visited this vineyard which his right hand hath 
planted. The Agent says, in reference to this region: “ These 
missionaries occupy points of great prospective importance. They 
are outlets of a fertile agricultural district, and must become cen- 

ters of commercial wealth and moral power. There are, on the 
eastern shore of Lake Michigan, other points of consequence, 
which should be immediately occupied by self-denying mission- 
aries. The country back from the Lake is fast being settled by 
’ farming communities. No less than one hundred and twenty 
eight entries were made, at the Land Office in Grand Traverse, 
under the Homestead Law, during the first twenty eight days of 
January last. From the Muskegon river northward, to Grand 
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Traverse Bay, there are as fine agricultural lands as exist in the 
State—and are to be had for the asking. We may therefore ex- 
pect this region to be settled early. Very many settlements will 
be formed there the present season, and many sheep will be scat- 
tered through the wilderness that should be gathered into the 
Shepherd’s fold.” Since the last Anniversary, an important 
missionary station has been occupied in the Upper Peninsula, at 
Hancock, on Portage Lake. This is a village of about three 
years’ growth, and contains a population of more than two thou- 
sand souls. A church has been formed, a Sabbath school gather- 
ed, and already a marked improvement is visible in the morals 
and public sentiment of the community. This is the only post 
now occupied by this Society on the shore of Lake Superior. It 
is evident, therefore, that here, as well-as in the newly settled 
portions of the Lower Peninsula, “there remaineth yet very 
much land to be possessed.” 


WISCONSIN. 
Rey. Dexter Crary, Beloit, Agent. 


Seventy sia missionaries have held commissions from this So- 
ciety, in Wisconsin, since the last Report, and $1,619.54 have 
been contributed to its funds. Six of these laborers are Welsh, 
and one is a Hollander. One hundred and twenty one churches, 
and not less than forty five out-stations, have been regularly sup- 
plied with the preaching of the Gospel. Six ministers have re- 
ceived ordination; one has been dismissed; one has died; four 
have gone from the State; and seven have come from abroad to 
make their home in it. Of the eighty two missionaries of the 
preceding year, seven were connected with Presbyteries, and no 
longer seek the Society’s aid. Four churches have been organiz- 
ed the past year; four houses of worship have been completed, 
and several others are in process of erection. Revivals have been 
enjoyed in all parts of the State. Their number it is impossible 
to give with accuracy, but they have been more numerous than 
for several years before. The general interest manifested in the 
various departments of benevolence, is highly encouraging. It 
is also gratifying to observe, in this State, a decided tendency 
to permanence in the ministerial relation. Four years ago, the 
average length of a minister’s labor, in one and the same field, 
was but two years and eight months. Now it is about five years, 
or perhaps a little less. This indication is one of no inconsiderable 
significance, betokening a growing vigor, confiden ce, and stability. 

Home missionary operations in Wisconsin are deriving a fresh 
impulse from the more energetic codperation of the Committees of 
Missions, appointed by the several District Conventions. These 
Committees are rendering most valuable assistance to the Agent, 
and are exerting a wholesome influence upon the missionary 
churches. The District Conventions are giving greater pro- 
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minence, in their meetings, to the Home Missionary work. The 
Agent is ordinarily present, and, when unable to attend in per- 
Son, forwards a written statement of destitutions, of changes, of 
successes and reverses, of appropriations and contributions; and 
the Conventions set apart certain seasons for the consideration of 
the important interests and duties suggested by these reports, or 
by their own knowledge of the condition of the work within their 
bounds. All this tends to promote an intelligent appreciation of 
the usefulness and of the methods of the Society, to facilitate its 
operations, and gradually to increase its resources. 


There are now, in Wisconsin, one hundred and ninety seven 
churches, in sympathy with this Society. Of these forty seven 
support their ministers without aid, and sixteen do so by unit- 
ing two churches in the maintenance of one minister. Thirteen 
churches, several of them quite small, and some almost extinct, 
are unsupplied with the preaching of the Gospel. This body of 
churches, nearly two hundred in number, is almost wholly the 
result of Home Missionary labors and contributions; and em- 
braces a membership, at the present time, of about 10,200 souls. 
There is now but one waste region in the State that is not in the 
immediate vicinity of one of the Society’s missionaries. 

“ Wisconsin,” observes the Agent, “in common with her sister 
States of the Northwest, feels deeply the effects of the war. There 
is no department of her interests which its influence does not 
reach. The churches are largely represented in the army. Their 
strong young men in great numbers have died, and stand ready 
to die, in defense of our country. The principles inculcated in 
our pulpits, and the prayers which ascend from our altars, consti- 
tute a tower of strength in this time of peril. The Society has 
not a missionary in Wisconsin whose influence is not on the side 
of right in this conflict: and they encounter manfully the embar- 
rassments caused by it. Many young men who were known to 
have the ministry and the work of missions in view, have given 
their lives a sacrifice in this war; christian parents have given 
their first born, and not unfrequently their only son, to God and 
the country ; and God is graciously accepting these sacrifices, and 
is blessing the churches, and converting the youth in large num- 
bers, and thus preparing the way for greater sacrifices, if need be, 
and for greater blessings. In spiritual things, our churches have 
never been more prosperous, nor has the work of Home Missions 
ever been more hopeful. And while in temporal things, there is 
no less need of help than in former years, yet a cheerful trust in 
God prevails. His people in the older States whose munificence 
in our time of need has been so ample heretofore, are entitled 
to the continued confidence as well as the lasting gratitude 
of our churches and missionaries. There are resources in Wis- 
consin, both spiritual and temporal, which are susceptible of large 
development, and a christian leaven is working there, preparing 
results of great value to this land and to all lands.” 
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, IOWA. 


Rey. Jesse Guernsey, Dubuque, Agent for Northern Iowa. + Rev. Juzius A. Rexp, 
Davenport, Agent for Southern Iowa. 


The number of missionaries under commission in this State, 
during the year, is eghty one. These have regularly furnished 
the ministrations of the Gospel to not less than one hundred and 
seventy five congregations, gathered, some in sanctuaries, some 
in “upper rooms,” more of them in school houses and private — 
dwellings, and varying in their attendance, from a score, or even 
less, to over a hundred. The contributions to the Treasury, for 
the same period, have been $903.78. This amount is sonrewhat 
smaller than that of the previous year, but coming as it does 
from the churches of a single denomination only, it exhibits an 
advance rather than a falling off, in Home Missionary zeal and 
liberality. Creditable contributions have also been made to the 
other standard objects of christian benevolence ; and most gener- 
ous and timely aid has been furnished, in various forms, by the 
members of these missionary churches and congregations, to the 
sick and wounded soldiers of our army. 


The wide area of this State and the rapid increase of its popu- 
lation, have for a long time rendered the duties of the Agent ex- 
tremely burthensome ; and recently, the growing wants of the 
counties bordering on the Missouri river, have made it quite im- 
possible for one man, however abounding in industry, to meet the 
demand. We take pleasure, therefore, in announcing, that the 
Committee have secured, for the Southern and Southwestern 
portion of Iowa, the services of Rev. Junius A. Reen, for many 
years the Society’s efficient Agent for the whole State, and who 
brings to the work the benefits of a large experience and the

confidence of churches and ministers. 


The labors of the missionaries have been accompanied in many 
instances by the outpouring of the Holy Spirit ; and revivals of 
very considerable power have been enjoyed, or are now in progress, 
in not less than thirteen churches; while hopeful signs of a 
special Divine work are apparent in several other communities. 
No minister has been installed as pastor of any missionary 
church, during the past year. The poverty of the churches and 
the uncertainties of the future, are most serious hindrances to per- 
manent settlements. In many instances, however, the Society’s 
missionaries, though forming engagements for only a single year 
at a time, become so fully identified in feeling and sympathy 
with their people, that the ceremony of installation could add 
but little to the mutual tenderness and the sacredness of the rela- 
tion. ‘ 

The pecuniary condition of the congregations and of the com- 
munity at large has not favored enterprises of church building ; 
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and we are unable to report the completion of even a single 
house of worship. Subscriptions, however, have been made 
which are likely to secure the erection of several sanctuaries, 
during the coming season. 

It was not to be expected, that in times like these, when the 
State is drained of so considerable a portion of its young and en- 
terprising citizens, any large additions would be made to the 
number of its churches. Many who would have united in new 
organizations are in the army; and those who remain are so 
much disheartened, in view of diminished numbers and resources, 
as rarely to have the courage to enter upon the risks of new en- 
terprises. Only two churches are reported as having been formed 
during the year. The same causes have prevented that removal 
of church debts which otherwise would undoubtedly have taken 
place. In one important particular, however, there has been en- 
couraging progress. .A comparison instituted by the Agent of 
the Society between the pledges made by fifty one churches, the 
past year, toward the support of the Gospel, and those of the 
same churches for the year previous, gives the following results : 
“Fourteen churches pledged the same amount; sixteen pledged 
an aggregate of $643 less than they did the year before; and 
twenty one, an aggregate of $1,060 more than the year before ; 
showing a gain, on the whole, of $417. Measured by the christian 
zeal and liberality it betokens, and the sacrifices involved on the 
part of many a household connected with our struggling churches, 
this is no insignificant advance.” And we may add that, taken 
in connection with the depletion of the churches by the war, the 
result is no less surprising than grateful. 

No considerable advance has been made, the past year, toward 
the occupation of waste places. Many counties remain without 
a minister in sympathy with the Society ; and there are numer- 
ous fields which a wise economy would require us to occupy at 

once, were the men and the means at hand. A considerable 
- number of ministers could be furnished with immediate employ- 
ment, provided they were men “ ready and fitted to enter upon 
fields whose chief attraction is their need of the Gospel.” “ Four 
or five such men,” adds the Agent, “are greatly needed at once 
for churches already organized, some of them in very promising 
localities and languishing for lack of the bread of life.” 

No report of the condition and prospects of the Home Mis- 

sionary work in Iowa, would do justice either to the Society or 
to the churches and ministry of the State, if it omitted to note 
the voluntary burdens and sacrifices for which the war has fur- 
nished an occasion. The twenty thousand volunteers, reported 
last year from Iowa, have since been increased to fifty thousand. 
They are the flower of her youth; and their absence is felt in 
-every hamlet and on every prairie ; but nowhere more than in the 
young and feeble missionary churches and the households of their 
congregations. The strength of many of these churches is, for 
the time, seriously impaired. They have contributed their best 
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strength to the country. Let us believe that these precious offer- 
ings are recorded on high; and that the churches shall find, in 
the result, that they have gained rather than lost, by this their 
readiness to lose, for God and their country. 


MINNESOTA. 


Rev. Ricnarp Hatz, Point Douglas, Agent. 


Thirty four missionaries have labored in this State during the 
year ; and have ministered to forty five churches and twenty out- 
stations. The contributions to the Society have amounted to 
$296.43. Four laborers have entered the field ; four have left the 
State; one has engaged in the service of the American Bible 
Society ; one has temporarily ceased from ministerial labor ; one 
has entered into rest. Two missionaries have been driven from 
their posts, and seven churches have been, for the time, broken 
up, and their members scattered, by the Indian ravages. Of the 
seven, only two have been re-gathered so as to be now enjoying 
the regular preaching of the Gospel. 

“From the year 1849,” observes the Agent, “ when the first 
missionaries of the Society entered the State, the missionary 
work, in common with all other interests, has experienced: re- 
peated and remarkable reverses. First, there was a four years’ 
diversion of the tide of emigration to California; then came the 
visitation of the grasshoppers, laying waste a district of some 
2,000 square miles, during two successive seasons, with an inter- 
vening winter of great severity, an Indian massacre on the South- 
west border and a general panic; then the financial embarass- 
ments of 1857 and 1858, aggravated by a season of short crops; 
and this last year—in addition to the embarrassments of the war, 
for which Minnesota has furnished 12,000 men—there has been 
the massacre of 800 of our people by the savages, and the flight 
from their desolated homes of 10,000 men, whose necessities have 
been such as to compel them to apply to the government and to 
private charity for relief in sickness, and from nakedness and 
starvation. This last misfortune has fallen with crushing weight 
upon every religious as well as every secular interest of the 
State. In the western counties it has very extensively disorgan- 
ized society ; and has every where laid a check upon immigration 
and general progress. And yet, all that is needed to enable the 
State to recover, almost instantly, from this depression, is, a sense 
of security from savage violence in the future. In its broad area 
of 86,000 square miles, in its fertile soil and rejuvenating climate, 
in its pineries, its extensive and unrivaled water power, its min- 
eral and manufacturing resources, and in the undaunted eneroies 
of an intelligent, enterprising population, is the sure prophecy of 
a speedy and wonderful growth; which nothing but rampant 
wickedness, bringing upon us still other special judgements of 
God, (for those from which we have suffered must be viewed as 
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‘special’ judgments as related to frontier iniquities,) can pre- 
vent or long delay. The religious influences that have gone out from 
the seventy churches—now, one third of them, provided with 
houses of worship—that owe their origin and, most of them, their 
entire growth to labors sustained by Home Missionary funds, have 
already done much to mold society aright. But much remains to 
be done. Assuming, as we may, that our military defenses are ade- 
quate to the protection of our frontier from further violence, we 
may count eight missionary fields as vacant and needing to be oc- 
cupied by men who can endure hardness as good soldiers of the 
Cross. It is hoped that military movements will soon remove all 
doubt about the safety of resuming missionary operations on the 
deserted frontiers.” 

No Western State holds out stronger inducements to families in 
search of new homes than Minnesota; and, sooner or later, it is 
destined to be filled with an intelligent and enterprising popula- 
tion. The character of the beginnings already made leaves this 
no matter of doubt. The ministers and churches that have strug- 
gled through these early years of trial may, indeed, have further 
trials before them; but “ the morning cometh” when they shall 
rejoice in brightening prospects and life renewed. It is a privi- 
at to be permitted to labor at the foundations of society in such 
a State. 


KANSAS. 


Rey. Lewis Bopwett, Topeka, Agent. 


Twelve missionaries have held commissions to labor in this State 
during the past year, and have preached statedly to twenty three 
congregations. One church has been organized, another has com- 

leted its house of worship and assumed the support of its pastor; 
and $243.60 have been contributed within the State to the Trea- 
sury of this Society. 

The church at Lawrence, which has now assumed its independ- 
ence, was gathered by a missionary of this Society in October, 
1854, a few.months after the settlement was formed, and was the 
earliest religious organization, among the whites, in the Territory. 
Its house of worship, commenced in 1856, was completed in No- 
yember last, and cost about $7,500. The congregation has in- 
creased to about 300, and has raised for religious uses, during the 
past year, about $1,750. As this is the first of the beneficiaries 
of this Society, in Kansas, which has been able to relinquish mis- 
sionary aid, the Committee take peculiar pleasure in referring to 
these indications of a vigorous growth, in circumstances of extra- 
ordinary trial. A church, composed of colored people—fugitives 
from slavery—was organized at Lawrence about a year ago. 
house of worship has been erected for them, and they are now 
enjoying the ministrations of a colored man, recently licensed by 
the ‘Association; and they will depend mainly for his support 
upon the Treasury of this Society. He will spend a portion of 
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his time in laboring among the people of color in the neighboring 
towns, and the Committee hope that, in this and the other Border 
States, it may be their privilege to gather into folds, and provide 
with shepherds, many of these wandering sheep of Christ’s flock. 

“A review of the year’s work,” says the Agent, “satisfies me 
that, as a community of missionary churches, we have made actual 
progress, and it has been done in the face of such obstacles as 
Eastern churches know little of. A State just out from a three 
years’ war of its own, and just recovering from a fearful famine, 
with a population of not more than 80,000, has furnished her 
thirteen regiments to the war for the Union. Kansas has sent 
one seventh, while no other State has sent more than one eleventh, 
of its population to the seat of war. Other States have made 
great sacrifices, but, with their stored up capital, and a great re- 
served force of able bodied laborers, their factories, fields, and 
flocks have returned some portion of their pecuniary outlays. 
But for us, except in the neighborhood of one or two military 
posts, there are no returns. As I go from town to town, and from 
cabin to cabin, hearing the story and seeing the record of nine 
such years as Kansas has known, I can only feel that God has 
directly worked to bring, and now directly works to keep, these 
people here for some great purpose of his own. Rejoicing in the 
past, and hoping in the future, we are in urgent need of more 
laborers. Had we the men ready to endure hardness, we could 
locate as many as eight in that number of county seats, now al- 
most wholly left to ignorance and Satan. As many more could 
be pointed to other settlements and villages, now centers of popu- 
lation and influence, which we should oceupy and, as far as pos- 
sible, control by the dispensation of an intelligently taught and 
consistently exemplified Bible religion. For laborers to supply 
these vacancies, we know not where to look.” 


NEBRASKA, 


The state of the country has so checked emigration, that these 
remote frontiers have failed of their hoped for growth. Only 
three missionaries have been employed during the year, in Ne- 
braska; and the contributions from within its limits have amount- 
ed to but $27.50. 

The estimated area of this Territory is 100,000 square miles. 
The population, in 1860, was nearly 29,000, exclusive of 5,000 In- 
dians, whose presence has kept at home the two regiments of 
volunteers raised for the national service. During the summer, 
a large emigration passed through the Southern portion of the 
Territory toward the mines of Colorado, Washington and Cali- 
fornia. Mormons, also, have been flocking in great numbers 
toward their “promised land” in the desert, brought through by 
their “ church emigration fund ;” men, women, and children bein g 
compelled to travel the long way on foot. A few only, undeceived 
before it was too late, have remained behind in Nebraska. 
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The condition of the churches in the Territory is not, at present, 
very encouraging. Reverses, emigration to the gold mines in 
the mountains, and the disturbed state of the country, in con- 
nection with the lack of ministers to instruct and encourage them, 
haye almost ruined some of these small beginnings. Even the 
churches that are oldest and best established, and that have en- 
joyed the regular labors of faithful missionaries, find little in the 
experience of the past year to excite their hopes. They, with 
their ministers, are compelled to walk by faith. Weare confident, 
however, that their faith will not be in vain. When Divine Pro- 
vidence shall grant to the nation a righteous peace, there is every 
probability that the youthful communities on this remote frontier 
will revive and grow. Already, the Territory begins to experience 
important benefits from the opening of the gold mines further 
West; much of the surplus of its harvests being exchanged for 
the precious metal. New gold fields have also been discovered 
north of the Platte river, and are likely to furnish another market 
to the frontier husbandman. There is a strong probability that, 
ultimately, one of the great railroads, destined to connect the 
valley of the Mississippi with the Pacific slope, will pass along 
the valley of the Platte; and thongh Nebraska has thus far de- 
veloped but slowly, the time may not be distant when all this will 
be changed. It is essential that the principles of the Gospel, and 
its faithful ministers, preside over the foundations of the commu- 
nities that are to line the Missouri and the Platte, those great 


highways of the people, and make them strong in a consecration 
to God. 


COLORADO. 


The attention of the Executive Committee has been directed, 
during the past year, to the condition and claims of this new Ter- 
ritory. It was organized two years ago, at which time it contain- 
ed a white population of more than 30,000, which has largely in- 
creased since that time. It lies between the 37th and the 41st 
parallels of ‘latitude, and extends from the western boundary of 
Kansas across the Rocky Mountains to Utah, embracing an area 
of more than 100,000 square miles. Its deposits of gold are found 
to be of great extent and richness, and their value is much en- 
hanced by the recent discovery of quicksilver and coal. The Pa- 
cifie railway, which will soon reach and ere long traverse the 
Territory, will bring it into easy communication with Eastern 
markets and hives of population, and will accelerate its settlement 
and material development. Its religious culture ought not to be 
overlooked or postponed. Appeals ‘have been made to the Com- 
mittee in behalf of several important towns, containing each from 
1,000 to 4,000 souls, and materials for the organization of Congre- 
gational churches, which, with proper nurture, would in a year or 
two support the ordinances of the Gospel without missionary aid. 
The Committee, desiring to respond promptly and liberally to this 
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appeal, have sought for suitable laborers to occupy this important 
but difficult field; and they now have the prospect of being able 
to send forth two or three early in the present year. Thus we 
shall have added a new link to the chain of christian fortresses 
with which we are to gird the continent. 


PACIFIC COAST. 


Nine missionaries have labored in this interesting and important 
field during the past year, five in California and four in Oregon. 
Contributions have been received from churches and individuals 
in the first mentioned State, amounting to $357.75, and from the 
State last named, amounting to $151.76. One church has been 
organized, one missionary has been installed pastor, two houses of 
worship have been built, and a third nearly finished, and, in the 
face of many adverse circumstances, the missionary churches are 
generally moving forward prosperously. A degree of fortitude, 
enterprise, and devotion has been exhibited, which commands 
warm admiration, and furnishes grounds of encouragement for the 
future. 

Only one additional laborer has been dispatched to the Pacific 
coast during the year. In its earlier months, the funds of the 
Society were so reduced as to disable it for ew movements of so 
costly a description ; and when this embarassment had ceased, the 
old difficulty of finding suitable men willing to meet the toils and 
pains of this remote and trying field still remained. The Society 
has been able, in years gone by, to furnish to these shores a good- 
ly number of able and devoted ministers; and it is hoped that, in 
time to come, its success will be no less encouraging. The war, 
indeed, which has drawn so many students and so many young 
ministers into the army, has drained the sources of supply, and 
it would not be surprising if unusual difficulty should be found in 
meeting the demand. 

But, however successful we may be in furnishing the men im- 
mediately required on this field, no adequate supply of coming 
wants can possibly be furnished from abroad. A ministry for this 
distant region must be reared and trained on its own soil; and the 
christian brethren, upon whom the responsibility rests, can not 
press too zealously the work of founding and maturing such in- 
stitutions of learning as are necessary to the creation of a ministry 
thoroughly trained for all its work. Their success in this under- 
taking is essential to the vigorous prosecution of the Home Mis- 
sionary enterprise. They need colleges ably and completely 
manned, academies which shall be feeders for the colleges, facili- 
ties for indispensable theological study, and, ere many years have 
passed, a theological seminary animated with the spirit of missions. 
California is an old home of the Jesuits; and, at the present hour, 
they are striving to secure to themselves the education of Protest- 
ant youth. Our Home Missionaries in this State need, therefore, 
to be fitted, by their own individual training, to take their share 
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in giving to its people a nobler education than is offered by Rome. 
These shores, moreover, are the resort of multitudes from the older 
States, who are characterized by superior energy and intellect, and 
who, accordingly, need and demand religious instructors that are 
able, and wise, and learned. No portion of the missionary field 
claims of its ministers a more exclusive devotedness to spiritual 
things, or a higher average of general ability and culture; and 
when we estimate the natural resources of these States on the 
Pacific, and their relations with the islands and the empires be- 
yond, we are impressed with a sense of the importance of the 
work which has been there begun. All the world would mourn, 
were these central populations left to multiply and consolidate, 
without the sanctifying presence of the Gospel. The institutions 
that are already founded can not be sustained and perfected, ex- 
cept through the vigorous prosecution of Home Missionary labors. 
New churches must be organized, new communities invaded by 
the Gospel, additional missionaries must be sent from the East — 
with guarantees of needed aid in their support. The Pacific 
shores make an urgent appeal to the liberality of our churches and 
the zeal of the young men among our ministers. 


CONCLUSION. 


The experience of the past year has been new. The nation has 
been called to endure the trial of protracted civil war. Burthens, 
perplexities, and griefs, unknown before, have pressed upon all its 
communities, at the East and at the West. What effect this unex- 
ampled condition of the country would have upon the operations 
of christian benevolence —how oppressive the weight of loss and 
embarrassment might prove to be—whether the East would be able 
to keep up the flow of its benefactions—whether Western mission- 
aries might not be wholly overborne—whether resources, whether 
fortitude might not fail, no man could with certainty foreknow. 
But all such doubts have been cleared. The East has not failed 
in its liberalities; the West has not sunk beneath its burthens ; 
neither resources nor fortitude show any beginnings of decay ; 
means have been abundant for every needed work, and every 
where hope and determination are strong. 

The year has afforded peculiarly satisfactory illustration of the 
invigorating conservative influence of truly faithful churches, and 
has shown that in such churches is found a basis on which society 
safely rests, a center round which public forces rally, and the hid- 
den power which gives them a right shape and direction. The 
Agents of the Society report that, from Illinois and Wisconsin, 
one eighth of the male members of the churches have entered the 
national army; from Minnesota, one seventh; and from Iowa, 
nearly one fifth; while, not only the congregations connected with 
these churches, but the entire communities which come under the 
influence of their spirit and doctrine, have manifested the same 
patriotic devotion. With the exception of a few localities—most- 
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ly such as contain an infusion of Slave-state population — wher- 
ever you find a Home Missionary church, you also find a thoroughly 
loyal people. Nor is this to be wondered at. For, in the first place, 
every true christian church inculeates the fundamental principles of 
all well doing. The great truths concerning God and Christ, sin, 
penalty, and redemption, can not be faithfully taught without pro- 
moting morality in private life and a spirit of fidelity to all pub- 
lic duties. But our Home Missionary churches, in addition to 
scriptural doctrines and the glad tidings of redemption, have not 
failed to inculcate and apply that second great law of Christ : 
“Thou shalt love thy neighbor as thyself.” But this law forbids 
the use of our neighbor, to his own hurt, for our benefit ; forbids 
the forcible taking of his property, or right of property, that an- 
other may be made rich; the denial to him of marriage and of 
family sanctities, that another household may be pecuniarily bene- 
fited; the taking away of his wife and children, that other wives 
and sons may eat without labor; the darkening of his mind and 
the breaking of his spirit, the abuse and crushing of his whole 
manhood, that another’s ease or culture may be promoted. It for- 
bids the enforced degradation of one part of society, that another 
may be elevated — the creation of privileges by the destruction of 
rights; and thus, is opposed not only to such systems as American 
slavery, but to every social order that aims to exalt the few by a 
debasement of the multitude; in Christ’s own example, proclaim- 
ing the peculiar privilege of the lofty —that they can stoop for 
the lifting of the lowly. 

Now, it is obvious that such doctrines can not be faithfully 
preached, in their application to daily duties, public and private, 
without promoting a sense of the sacredness of essential human 
obligations and rights, and of that just authority which is their 
safeguard; thus laying deep in the gsoul’s profoundest religious 
convictions, the foundations of truest loyalty to every just and 
equal government. No man thus educated could turn traitor to 
such a government, till he had been false to sacred hopes and be- 
hiefs rooted in his soul. It is not strange, then, that Home Mis- 
sionary communities, in these days, give proof of patriotism. It 
is the natural fruit of righteous doctrine. And, more than this, 
we may expect that the patriotism will endure; that sufferings, 
griefs, and imminent death will have no power over it; but that 
it will outlive any long agony that God may send, and come out 
in the end pure and triumphant. 

With what solemnity, therefore, is God instructing us, that such 
churches as faithfully proclaim and apply the Gospel are the very 
roots and supports of our national being, giving life to its institu- 
tions, and at bottom sustaining its fabric against the storms. Our 
great struggle has come, because such churches were not in opera- 
tion throughout all the land; and when God has brought us to the 
end of it, our permanent safety can be insured only by planting 
them everywhere. To this planting, the word of the Lord, in the 
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very din of our terrible battle, is now calling us. With faith un- 
shaken by disaster, we cherish a devout confidence that, after the 
present conflict is ended, the wholesome, conserving Puritan doc- 
trine and spirit—our most sacred inheritance from our fathers— 
shall be made to flow with new might over the people of all this 
land, bathing their souls in a renovating zeal ; and that a voice shall 
be heard throughout the continent, and even beyond the seas, say- 
ing: “ Prepare ye the way of the People !” “Lift up a standard 
or tun Propie!” “They shall call them Tus KepEEMEp or THE 
orp |”

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RELATIONS OF AUXILIARIES, AGENCIES, &e. 


State and other large Auxiliaries, 


Most of the State Missionary Societies were in existence before the formation 
of the National Society, and some of them were among the earliest organized 
efforts in our country for sending the Gospel to the destitute. They have vol- 
untarily connected themselves as Auxiliaries with the American Home Mission- 
ary Society, from a conviction that greater unity of plan and efficiency in action 
would thereby be promoted. 

The terms by which such Auxiliaries—acting on the Principles of the Parent 
Society, undertaking the supply of the destitute within their own bounds, and 
paying over their surplus funds to the Parent Institution—are connected with 
the Parent Society, are such as to secure the following objects, viz. : 

First—The Auxiliary is not superseded or overshadowed by the National 
Institution, but, on the contrary, is invigorated and sustained by connection 
with it. 

This is secured by the provision that the Auxiliary is the sole agency for 
this cause that operates on its field. It controls all appointments in the State 
to which it belongs. From it alone, so far as its means will allow, the feeble 
churches receive assistance. Thus a direct relation and strong attachment is 
cherished towards it, in the hearts of the ministers and churches. 

Again—while the local operations of the Auxiliary are thus encouraged and 
sustained, its connection with the Parent Society is such as to awaken an in- 
terest in the destitute beyond its own limits, and afford facilities for reaching 
them. It is not only a Society for local purposes, but it is also a branch of the 
National Society, and, as such, has the control of all agencies for the collection 
of funds within its own field, and can direct the manner in which its surplus 
resources shall be expended beyond its own limits. Thus, the State and other 
large Auxiliaries are not merely organizations to help the Parent Society ; they 
are integral parts of it, bound together in one whole by a common interest in 
and free access, through the Parent Society, to the great field to be occupied, 
and governed by the same general principles and rules in carrying on the work. 


Agents, 


Besides preaching to the destitute and taking up contributions for Home Mis- 
sions, the Agents of the American Home Missionary Society exercise a general 
superintendence of the operations of the Society within their respective fields. 
By correspondence and personal visitation they ascertain the wants of the des- 
titute ; assist them to obtain the preaching of the Gospel; and instruct and 
encourage them to develop their own means for its support. They receive ap- 
plications for aid, and make such preliminary examination as may be necessary 
before submitting them for the action of the Executive Committee ; and in other 
ways labor to insure a judicious and economical application of the Society’s 
funds. At present the Society has. in its employ no merely collecting Agents, 
nor any whose services are not required for other purposes in the regions where 
they labor. The Secretaries of several of the larger Auxiliaries are also the 
Agents for this cause in their respective bounds. 


Committees of Missions.| 


The American Home Missionary Society has ever regarded the ecclesiastical 
bodies as the appropriate judges of the standing of their own ministers and of 
the wants of the churches in their connection. Accordingly, the commission 
issued to every missionary requires that his credentials be acceptable to the 
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ministerial body of his denomination, within whose bounds he is appointed to 
labor. And the various ecclesiastical bodies are invited to appoint each a 
Committee of Missions from its own members, to receive application from its 
churches, and suggest to the Society the action proper in each case. Such a 
Committee constitutes the official source to which reference can be had for in- 
formation and advice, in all matters pertaining to missions in the connection to 
which it belongs. This mode of codperation has been preferred by numerous 
ecclesiastical bodies, from the first formation of the Society. It guaranties to 
the churches, that their respective claims shall be fairly considered, with all 
the advantage of having the indorsement of the body to which they belong. 
he advice of such a Committee, acting in the name and by the direction of the 
ecclesiastical body to which they belong, is regarded as the highest authority in 
matters pertaining to the standing of ministers and churches in their connection, 
and has the same influence with the Society, as would that of the Board of 
Agency appointed by itself. 

There is one limitation to this influence, however, which ought to be stated. 
Should any ecclesiastical body so far swerve from the principles of truth and 
gospel order, as not to retain the fellowship and confidence of the great body 
of the churches codperating in this Society, that fact would cause its recom- 
mendations not to be respected, as a basis of action, by the Executive Com- 
mittee. 

As cases may occur in which the feeble churches may not be aware of the 
existence of any Committee of Missions, through whom to apply for aid, a gen- 
eral provision is made, that application may be youched by any two ministers 
of known and approved standing, of their own denomination, who can certify © 
to the facts of the case. If the information thus given is not sufficient, other 
facts are sought by the Executive Committee, with as little delay as practicable, 
from the most authentic sources from which they can be obtained. 

Such, briefly, are the relations of the American Home Missionary Society to 
the various organs, through which the community seeks to act out its mission- 
ary feeling. It will be seen that this plan secures the united action, in the mis- 
sionary work, of those whose views of doctrine and church order admit of co- 
operation, and whose interests in the great field are essentially the same. This 
combination insures a homogeneous policy as to the manner and amount of ap- 
propriations, and the qualifications of missionaries ; it has discouraged sectional 
feelings, and diffused throughout each part an interest in all the rest ; and thus 
has formed ties between the West and East, along which has passed from the 
latter to the former a silent and invisible current of moral influences more valu- 
able, if possible than all pecuniary grants. At the same time the connection 
of the Parent Society with the various associations that act with it, is such as 
to secure to them entire freedom in the missionary work, in their respective 
spheres, and an influence beyond them, in cultivating the waste places of our 
common country. 


Applications for Aid. 


Feeble congregations, applying for aid in supporting the Gospel, are requested 
to embody in their application the following particulars, viz. : 


The name of the church or congregation ; the number of communicants, and 
the average number of attendants on public worship ; the denomination and 
size of congregations immediately contiguous, with the distance to their places 
of worship ; the total amount of salary which the applicants propose to make 
up, the portion of that salary which they pledge for the given time, and the 
arrangements that are made for securing it; whether aid is expected from any 
other source; and the least amount that will suffice from this Society ; whether 
_ the minister for whom a commission is desired, is the pastor of the church, or if 
not, whether any arrangements are made or contemplated in the course of the 
year, with reference to his installment. These statements should be signed by 
the trustees and officers of the church, or by a committee of the congregation, 
and confirmed by the certificates of two or more clergymen acquainted with 
the facts. Also, 
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The name and post office address of the minister whose services they desire 
to secure; whether he is a resident of the place in which he preaches, and is 
engaged in any other calling than that of the ministry ; his credentials; and 
the certificate of two or more ministers of known standing, as to his general 
character for piety, zeal, and acceptableness, as a minister of the Gospel. 


Where the ecclesiastical body with which a church is connected has a ‘‘ Com- 
mittee of Missions,” to act in their behalf, this Committee are the proper per- 
sons to certify the statements of the church, the standing of the minister, and 
his prospects of usefulness in the place where his services are desired ; and the 
application should be sent to them for their indorsement and recommendation. 


Applications, after being properly indorsed and recommended, should be ad- 
dressed to the care of the Agent (or Secretary of the Auxiliary) for the region 
where the applicants reside. 


As a general rule, the appropriations of the American Home Missionary 
Society are for twelve months from the date of the application ; at the end of 
which, if further aid be needed, a new application must be made, containing all 
the particulars above stated, and indorsed and recommended in like manner. 
And each congregation applying for renewed aid, should furnish in addition 
to other testimonials, the certificate of the missionary, that they have fulfilled 
their previous pledges for his support. 


The address of the Society’s Agents and the Secretaries of its Auxiliaries 
will be found on the cover of its Reports, and of the Home Missionary. Where 
no such medium of communication with the Society exists, applications may be 
sent directly to the Society’s office in New York.

ADDRESSES 
At the Thirty Seventh Anniversary. 


Address of Rev. Joseph E. Roy, of Chicago, Illinois, 


ON MOVING THE FOLLOWING RESOLUTION. 


Resotvep: That our devout thanksgiving is due to Almighty God for what 
the Gospel of His Son has accomplished at the West, through the agency of the 
American Home Missionary Society. ; 


In moving the adoption of this Resolution, and in what I may say, I shall 
but attempt a duty of filial gratitude. I appear among you a son of the West, 
a child of Home Missions. Born in Central Ohio, the years of my childhood, 
until the age of twelve, were passed under the ministerial care of a beloved 
Home Missionary, sent out from Andoyer by this Society to ‘‘blaze” his way 
through that unbroken forest. By him my mother was brought into personal 
fellowship with Christ ; and only last evening I was told, by relatives in this 
neighborhood, that at the time she expressed to them her gratitude to the 
American Home Missionary Society for sending out that man of God. Thence 
removing with my parents to the Northwestern part of Illinois, I was brought 
under the influence of another blessed Home Missionary, whom we found al- 
ready upon the ground, having preémpted, in advance of all others, that beau- 
tiful tract of country on the north bank of Rock River for his Master, Christ. 
Under his ministry I was led to the Savior, and started upon a course of pre- 
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paration to preach the Gospel. As I love those men for their personal excel- 
lence and for their self-denying devotement to their pioneer work, the one, 
Henry Shedd, who still abides in that first pastorate of thirty four years, and 
who has sent my playmate, his son, a missivnary to the Nestorians, and the 
other, Elisha Hazard, now of sainted memory, so do I love’ that Society which 
sent them to set up the kingdom of God in those Western wilds. 

_Up to the time of my cowing, in 1850, to enter the Union Seminary in this 
city —after a course of education in a Western college, and after two years of 
teaching in a Western Academy —I had not enjoyed the privilege of worship- 
ing statedly in a church edifice. But our unfinished dwellings, our half-story 
chambers, our rude school-houses were to us real sanctuaries, because of the 
presence of God in power unto the salyation of many souls. In the Seminary, 
when my room-mate, also from the West, and myself were prayerfully canvass- 
ing the duty of being missionaries, he was directed to the foreign field and his 
companion to the home, as the correlative departments of the same work. That 
service | entered under a Home Missionary commission, and am now officially 
engaged in caring for the destitute places and feeble churches of my district. 
‘With this occupation, having been baptized, converted, and educated under the 
influence of Home Missions, may I not in this cause modestly use that phrase 
of our early classic, Quorum pars fui,” or even that of Divine authority: “ We 
speak that we do know, and testify that we have seen” ? 

Yet, in giving my testimony as to wHat Home MIssioNs HAVE DONE FOR THE 
Wesz, so vast and so varied is that influence that I can but indicate a few ap- 
proximate and suggestive specifications. As it is difficult to realize the growth 
of our country in the birth of States and the peop‘ing of the continent, together 
with the astounding development of its material and political power, so it is 
almost impossible to estimate the more occult, but no less potent, force of that 
missionary enterprise, which, pari passu, is following that wonderful progress 
across the land. 

I The most apparent item is that which the Report is able to put into figures 
—the consecration of $4,341,935.48 to the work, the performunce of 22,558 
years of missionary labor, the preaching of the Gospel at 5,000 stations in 
twenty six States and Territories, and the graduating into a state of self-s1pport 
of more than 1,200 churches, which, if gathered as the alwmni of this Institu- 
tion, at the present Anniversary, would crowd out this vast assembly and bring 
you a population of 178,068 souls gathered into their communion. But bow 
little do such data indicate of the spiritual power of this evangelism? The ex- 
tent of the view confuses the impression. One conversion fills heaven with 
joy. How much more the salvation of these tens of thousands gathered by the 
humble missionaries to the praise of the glory of God’s grace! Yet this is not 
simply so many converts gained to Christ; but, scattered as they are in thou- 
sands of places, they become so many nuclei of radiating influence, so much 
leaven to work upon the mass around them, 

Then how much of enterprise and toil and endurance, and also of blessing and 
promise, is incident to the establishment of one single church of Christ in our 
new countries. What trial of faith, and patience, and self-denial! And then 
this work is repeated as fast as new openings in the wilderness occur. My hon- 
ored College President, in a late number of his Christian Era, has finely snid: 
“There is something inexpressibly beautiful in a church planting society, pene- 
trating all moral wastes und wilds. To set up churches of Christ, and then 
going on to leave them, thus keeping up a perpetual ‘spring-work,’ as the 
farmers call it, toward the setting sun.” It is interesting and profitable to pass 
back over the track of these sowers who “go forth to sow the good seed of the 
kingdom of God,” to mark the growth and the harvests that have followed 
them. This Society, which has imitated the example of Jesus who “ went 
about all the cities and villages teaching and preaching the Gospel,” now finds 
the monuments of its work in the prominent churches of nearly all the cities of 
the West, not to speak of many such in the Middle and Eastern States, Cross- 
ing the State of Michigan, two years ago, on the Central Railway, in company 
with one of the Secretaries of this Society, as we passed throug’ those beauti- 
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ful and flourishing cities of Ypsilanti, Ann Arbor, Jackson, Marshall, Kalamazoo, 

and Niles, I was surprised, although a Western man, to hear him say that the 

first churches of the codéperating denominations in all those places were once 

their beneficiaries. In Indiana nearly all of the Jarge churches of the Codpera- 

tion were once recipients from this Treasury. In Hlinois the first churches of 
Chicago, Galena, Springfield, Quincy, Jacksonville, Ottawa, and so also those 

of Milwaukee, Dubuque, St. Paul, and San Francisco, were of the same num- 

ber. Looking at one of these older churches, with its large and costly house of 
worship, with its extensive membership, with its able ministry of the Word, its” 
appliances of home evangelization, its expanding benevolence, and its metro- 
politan influence, and comparing this with the missionary germ deposited in a 

stubborn soil, how strikingly does it illustrate the productive power of the Gos- 

pel and the profitableness of early sowing. And the seeds of such churches the 

Society has sown broadcast over the West. : 

It has been a favorite principle of the Society to seek a permanent ministry 
instead of one itinerant and spasmodic. Incidental to the vicissitudes and the 
heterogeneousness of the new settlements there has been much of change ; but 
yet there is an improving disposition to prolong the period of pastoral service, 
the average length of which is quite perceptibly increasing, and this very much 
on account of the policy of this Society, while there are among former mission- 
aries not a few specimens of extended pastorates—such as that of my first pas- 
tor, Henry Shedd, of Mt. Gilead, O., thirty three years; of M. M. Post, of Lo- 
gansport, Ind., thirty four years; of M. A. Jewett, Terre Haute, twenty five 
years; of Wm. Carter, Pittsfield, Ill., twenty five years; of J. C. Holbrook, _ 
Dubuque, twenty one years; W. Salter, Burlington, Iowa, seventeen years; A. 
B. Robbins, Muscatine, twenty years——an average of twenty five years. 

II. Another item: the American Home Missionary Society has poured a 
stream of New England theology across the West. 

In God’s wisdom, at the time of the settlement of this country, Puritanism 
was assigned to New England and the Scotch-Irish theology to the Middle 
States. Each system went on its way developing its theories and its appliances. 
While they dwelt apart there was fraternal recognition, harmony of spirit in 
diversity of view. But when impelled by the aggressive element of the Gospel 
lodged in each, they followed the tide of emigration from their respective sec- 
tions of country to the newly discovered West; and when their organizing 
tendencies were set to work, they found their doctrinal peculiarities confronting 
each other in no attitude of sympathy. But still there was personal christian 
love and a common evangelizing spirit. An expedient of union was tried. But 
still the two systems struggled together in the womb of this Charity. Mean- 
time arose the American Home Missionary Society, taking its life and character- 
istics, as well as its origin, from New England. Intent upon its catholic mis- 
sion, it did not espouse either side of the controversy, although it could but be 
true to the Lord’s free spirit breathed into it at birth. The fact soon appeared 
that, by the process of affinity, the Society had become practically the repre- 
sentative of the New England theology, as it has now of the Pilgrim polity. 
This intensified and complicated the old antagonism, which, reaching up to a 
high judicatory, resulted in the excision of the said theology and the said So- 
ciety. 

Since then the Society has been sending out into every corner of the West 
its hundreds of missionaries, who have propagated the Gospel through the im- 
proved and more efficient doctrinal system. This has been a work of great 
importance. Those views of Scriptural truth, as well as their attendant ideas 
of freedom in God’s house and in the State, did not belong exclusively to New 
England any more than the Gospel belonged to the Covenant people. They 
belonged to mankind and to the world, and so to our whole country. The 
Lord had need of them for the West in its formative state, and so he raised up 
this agency to supply the demand. The efforts to keep them back within the 
limits of Byram River were over-matched by the purpose of God. 

The result has been just what you would expect from the nature of the sys- 
tem. The good seed produces the same fruit upon the prairies that it does 
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upon the eastern shore, bringing forth strength, breadth, and independence of 
character wherever it grows, and permeating society with its spirit. This sys- 
tem has been a rational and effective antidote for the multitudinous “isms” of 
the new country. It has infiltrated strength into other communions. I have 
been solicited by Methodists to resuscitate preaching in churches where it had 
fallen into suspense, because, said they,when your church prospered, ours did ; 
and now that yours is down, ours droops. They assigned as a cause the gener- 
ous rivalry, and I, an additional one, the stimulus of another theology. 

It has been a grief to many of our friends that the earlier New England 
emigrants, going more by the affinity of doctrine than of polity, fell into the 
molds they found already prepared instead of setting up their own, and thus 
saving to the Puritan Brotherhood their entire family. But it is a compensa- 
tion that the science of theology has been so largely the gainer. By this affi- 
liation and the resultant conflict there was not only a gain to the Puritan the- 
ology of that large body of exscinded New Englandized Presbyterians, but the 
old system itself under the attrition of discussion has been materially modified 
and by so much empowered. And still the conquest is going on. As Western 
minds, though not of New England extraction, come into contact with this 
theology and with that church constitution, through which it naturally comes 
into organic life, they are drawn to its standard, not. because it comes from 
Plymouth Rock, but from the Bible Rock. So that in the end Puritanism will 
be found to have gained more in the dissemination of its principles than it has 
lost in numerical strength, if indeed this also, by the reiction, is not more than 
made up. And is it not a gain.to have filled an old form with a new spirit and 
power? Of Scotch, New Jersey, Presbyterian stock, I suppose that I have a 
right to say these things. Perhaps, also, this leavening of doctrinal opinion 
among us may be something of an offset to that barbarism which was thought 
by some to be our first danger. In the strife of theologies and polities, we 
have been obliged to investigate for ourselves, and that, too, thoroughly and 
constantly—a process which has not only carried us back to New England but 
to the New Testament, so that, so far from our meriting the stigma of ‘loose- 
ness,” we may not only have come to a more understanding view of some 
points held in common, but the Lord may have opened to us some new truth. 

III. Again, Home Missions have done much for the general welfare of the 
West. 

Humboldt has acknowledged the indebtedness of the literary and scientific 
world to the labors of foreign missionaries. Any patriot must appreciate the 
obligation of our country to the services of its Home Missionaries. In this 
carving of new Territories and States so rapidly that we can hardly keep pace 
with the new geography, there is an oppressive query started as to what will 
be their moral complexion. To just, this problem the Home Missionary ad- 
dresses himself. In the commotion of the newly forming society there is 
needed a central organizing mind, around which the elements may crystallize. 
Such a function does our Home Evangelist perform, so that often he becomes, 
in his own person, a Missionary Society, a Tract Society, a Bible Society, a Tem- 
perance Society, and an Education Society ; and from this center “have many 
‘times started off all the movements of benevolence and public spirit in a com- 
munity. Recently, a citizen of one of the older towns in Illinois said to me 
that for the beautiful shade trees that now embowered their public square and 
their streets, for the fact of their early-and persistent temperance character, 
and for the prosperity of their Academy, (where I myself had the privilege of 
preparing for college,) they were indebted to their first Home Missionary, who 
could also walk twelve miles over the wild prairie to meet his extra appoint- 
ment. i , 

An amazing contrast between frontier villages is often apparent. One has 
schools and good society, a healthy public sentiment, with thrift and temper- 
ance. The other lacks all these, and lags and languishes except as a haunt of 
saloon-loungers, office-gamblers, and doubtful patriots. And what is the 
cause? One has the Home Missionary, and the other has not. 

Then the same spirit which induced the Pilgrims to found their Harvard and 
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Yale inspires the Home Missionaries to establish the college for their new Terri- 
tory. Hudson, Marietta, Wabash, [linois, and Beloit originated in this way. - 
Scarcely had the “Andover Band” secured their preaching appointments, before 
they were praying and planning for their Iowa College. In Kansas even, the Bor- 
der Ruffian anarchy could not repress the efforts of the missionaries for theirs. In 
California they are already rejoicing in their Pacific University, endowed and 
manned. Such institutions in these embryo empires educate the minds that 
are to mold the State. River it 

IV. Again, Home Missions have done much for the assimilation of our popu- 
lation. 

The elements that are to be wrought into the symmetry of one body are like 
those of the image which was of gold, silver, brass, iron, and clay. By the 
Report of the Public Schools of Chicago it appears that the more than 17,C00 
enrolled pupils were born in 34 different States and Territories and in 42 
foreign countries. A Western settlement often reproduces the multiplicity 
of races that received the power of Pentecost. Ard there was exhibited, as 
it were, a specimen, by anticipation, of the true process of assimilation, when 
each spoke a language differerit, yet blended into one unity by enthusiastic love. 
There is nothing like Christianity to harmonize the disco: dant material of new 
communities. No other principles of association are so powerful. The min- 
gling with equality in the assemblies both for social and spiritual purposes, the 
brotherhood principle of organization, and especially the fusing process of re- 
vivals of religion, all these tend to reconcile contrarieties of education and to 
form as a resultant the more versatile and efficient character. Then, outside of 
the circle of this fellowship, the same process, with less intensity, but with as 
great certainty, goes on through those matters of education, reform, benevo- 
lence, and public spirit, which ordinarily iub themselves in the Home Mission- 
ary. In organizing our new churches we often find not only representatives 
of several denominations and States, but of several nationaliti-s entering into 
christian covenant. Children, whose parents were from the Old World, soon 
catch the spirit of the New, aspiring to the sole use of our language and cus- 
toms ; and when educated and couverted, they are brought into positions of 
influence and society regardless of former separation. By this dispersion and 
assimilation much of the terror of Romanism is taken away. 

Then, in illustration of the blending power of Home Missions on a large 
scale, I have only to mention Iowa, where the ‘Andover Bund” has given 
character to the State; Kansas, where among the first and most sturdy cefend- 
ers of freedom were the Home Missionaries, without whose influence that 
historic State would have been well nigh lost to | berty ; and California, where 
the chaotic mass which floated in from every quarter of the globe has been 
assimilated into a svciety, which first threw off the viper of slavery that sought 
to fasten itself upon the golden commonwealth, and now abides in its loyalty, 
bound to its sister States across the mountains, by a telegraphic moral sympa- 
thy, and all very much because of that Home Missionary enterprise, which 
vied with the hunters of gold in reaching first that shining shore. 

A vast deal of such work will yet be required of us at the South, when 
the Rebellion shall have been subdued. What can weld that people back 
to us and make them of us but evangelism? War and a standing army may 
compress us together, but they can not unite us in feeling. War may open 
that region, as it did China and Italy, to the preaching of the pure word, 
but this Gospel of freedom and of salvation must be carried there by other 
instrumentalities, by warm hands and loving hearts, by christian churches 
and mission societies; and this work will knit the bonds of fellowship. And 
may not Mormonism, twin sister of slavery, already planted in the bosom of 
the continent, strive to eclipse the barbarism of this rebellion, unless fore- 
stalled by a christian evangelization, and so incorporated into the real heart- 
life of the nation? And so when those empires, yet to be formed upon 
the wild domain of our further Northwest, shall come into the Union, what 
will prevent them from wheeling off into another revolt, unless they shall be 
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et with christianizing influence, and so fused into the national char- 

acter 

How immensely important that now, when war is heaving and swaying the 
great mass of our nation’s thought and feeling, the sa't of the Gospel be cast 
in, that it may crystallize into the uniformity of virtue and patriotism. When 
God thus stirs deep the emotions of our people, we ought to improve the occa- 
sion to sow upon the furrows of this awakened sensibility that good seed which 
shall produce a sound moral and political Union, 

V. Let me also suggest to you what Home Missions have done for the war. 

In a popular government, where ballots must think, the production of such 
a vast amount of intelligence and virtue as is implied in the summary of results 
given by this Report must have had a mighty influence in strengthening and 
defending our civil fabric. Silently the water trickles into the crevice of the 
rock, silently the frost does its work, but as a result it heaves off the mountain 
side. So it is with these gentle moral forces deposited in the heart of the 
community ; when once called forth they are irresistible. The propagation of 
the Gospel at the West by the East, and the consequent process of assimilation 
have bound the frontier to the coast in the spirit of patriotism even more firmly 
than do the parallels of railway and telegraph bind our commerce in one. 

When the rebels proposed to reconstruct the Union with New England left 

_ out, what they meant was to leave out the polity and the theology of the Puritans ; 
or, as Howell Cobb has recently said, to leave out Plymouth Rock and original 
sin. Little did they think that New England, according to the great patent of 
1620, had stretched itself across the continent in a zone of Puritanism, and 
that to join in alliance with the Northwest, which they affected to love so well, 
leaving out the hated element, would be but to marry the daughter of the 
mother they had divorced. Indeed, that worthy dame may rest assured that, 
in-case of need, her Western sons, natural, adopted, and foster, will be ready 
to fight for her as against this sycophant monster. When, at the first clash of 
the rebellion, our besieged capital cried out for help, and the men of the Bay 
State responded instantly, ‘‘ We are coming, Father Abram,” and when still 
later that same commonwealth led the charge against our home traitors of pre- 
judice and caste, by arming the manhood of the black man, none shouted more 
lustily than we of the West, “ God bless old Massachusetts !” 

Who does not know that the loyalty of the West, which along with the 
East has gone down against the South as did the hordes of Northern Eu- 
rope, has been produced to a large extent by the sturdy influence of the pio- 
neer missionaries? Every where patriotic, every where rallying the people 
and using their pulpits for recruiting stations, they have but reaped the fruit 
of their former teachings in the enlistment-rolls that have often taken away 
their sons and the strength of their temporal support. By response to a re- 
cent circular, we learn that the Congregational churches of Illinois have sent 
to the war onein eight of their male members; Wisconsin, one in nine ; Min- 
nesota, one in seven; Iowa, one in five; making in all several Ironside regiments. 
All this besides their influence upon enlistment in the community generally. 
And now, as the war sickens our hearts by hope deferred, they are foremost 
in inspiriting the people, in ministering moral and sanitary succor to the braves 
of the army, and in sustaining the hands of the Government. 

If you would trace the practical effect of this evangelizing enterprise, you 
will find that the seam, along which our Government has cracked asunder, 
was the Southern line of our general Home Missionary operations. These labors 
were not welcomed, nor scarcely allowed at the South. Never over fifty of 
the regiment of a thousand missionaries were employed there, and these were 
rejected as soon as the Society, seven years ago, laid down the rule of ‘‘no more 
slaveholders in the missionary churches.” And yet the Society is ready to 
reénter the field as soon as ponderous war shall have battered down the walls 
with which our Southern barbarism has encircled itself. 

Mr. President, 1 wish to close by expressing thanks in behalf of the West 
for what this Society has done there, thanks for the gift of those hundreds of 
men who came from the Hast to endure deprivation beyond that’ of the for-

eign missionaries, so far as temporal comforts are concerned, and without the 
stimulus of romance and of enthusiastic remembrance at home, which those 
of the other field enjoy—and all to plant the Gospel in our wide, wide wastes, 
to organize society, to train our gigantic growth, to cement our grand domain 
into the fabric of our national Union, and to build it into the kingdom of 
God on earth! , 

Whatever we may now claim of the advantage of educating men at the 
West for the West, this is evident, that nearly all that has yet been accom- 
plished there has been by the hand of those who came from the East with 
an earnest, self-denying, cheerful spirit that made its way to our hearts, and 
caused the wilderness to be glad for them and the desert to rejoice and blossom 
as the rose. Some of them in their ‘thirty years’ war,” while their armor Is as 
bright as ever, have grown old alittle, so that we, their sons in the Gospel, begin 
to take to ourselves the boast, ‘‘ Whose are the fathers.”’ But may their sun 
go tardily down and their twilight long abide upon the horizons they had 
blessed, while we, who are the ‘‘native preachers,” will watch for the falling 
of their mantles, and, as the best return of our gratitude, endeavor to be true 
to the inheritance of their mission of CHRisTIANIZING OUR WHOLE COUNTRY. 


Address of Rev. Henry Ward Beecher, of Brooklyn, N. Y.* 


My friend, Mr. Roy, alluded, in opening his speech, to my appearance—I 
suppose he meant me—twelve years ago on this platform. It was more than 
fifteen years ago, not twelve only. You, sir, (addressing the Senior Secretary,) 
were then a young man. You have grown up to be an old man since, and 
some of us perhaps would have grown old if we had had time to attend to it! 
These fifteen years rise like a dream; and yet, unlike a dream, how substantial 
have they been! How powerful in pulling down! How potent in building up! 
How wonderful in their occult labors, and in their open and apparent develop- 
ments! Fifteen years ago, if I mistake not, Louis Philippe sat upon the throne 
of France. Then came Republicanism, though born without feet, and then base 
usurpation, and the imperial reign exists still. Italy has been born since then, 
and now she stands a compact nation, with a hopeful future. War has thun- 
dered against the sides of Russia since then. And in our own day Russia has 
emancipated her serfs. And although this great and glorious work would 
seem to rebuke us for our tardiness and hesitancy, yet we ourselves, in the last 
fifteen years, have not been without our tendencies and our labors in the same 
direction. Fifteen years ago it had just begun to be not distasteful to avow 
one’s self an anti-slavery man. 

Allusion has been made to the fact that the missionaries of this Society car- 
ried with them Puritan ideas of human rights to the West. I am witness of 
that fact. The Synod of Indiana was, almost to a man, an anti-slavery Synod. 
Among the earliest votes that I remember ever to have cast were those which 
I cast, with large majorities, refusing to license any man that was a slaveholder, 
or to receive any licentiate into the bounds of the Presbytery, unless he could 
show that he would do all that lay in his power to prepare slaves that might 
providentially come to him for their freedom. And T know that, in their coun- 
sels and ia their prayers, those men, notin that State alone, but in adjacent States, 
for more than twenty years together, were heart and soul for human liberty. 
They preached the doctrine of man’s rights as given him of God, and as guar- 
anteed in the Word of God. They preached it in season and out of season, in 
obscure places that now are towns, in hamlets that now are cities, among hand- 
fuls of men that now have increased, so that they are great multitudes. They 
knew not what they did. They were reviled, they were opposed, they were de- 
rided, they were persecuted, and yet, after all, they were the men that were 
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preparing this people for their great trial and for their forthcoming victory—for 
we are now going to Jerusalem to be mocked with a trial; the nation is on the 
eve apparently of its great suffering, and, it may be, of its seeming burial ; but 
after these there will be the three days, and then the resurrection. We owe 
our preparation for great patience and endurance, in behalf of future generations, 
under God, to the fidelity of those christian ministers who, in the Western 
States, from the beginning of those States, preached a Gospel that was a Gospel 
for the poor and for the poorest, for the weak and for the weakest, for the op- 
pressed and against the oppressor. We reap the benefit of their fidelity ; for it 
is true, as has been said, that you may almost mark the line of rebellion by the 
line of the American Home Missionaries. Where they labored most, there is 
the strength of patriotism ; but where they were not found, there slavery and 
ignorance and the want of patriotism, which is treason, have been found. It is 
the Gospel that has saved the West and the Northwest to this nation. It is to 
the power of the Lord Jesus Christ, through the ministration of his word, at 
the hand of his servants, that we owe the perpetuation of this Government in 
all our Western and Northwestern Territory. 

_ While these great events have been transpiring outwardly, and these leaven- 
ings have been going on inwardly, God, in his providence, has been leading us 
in a way that we knew not of. 

It is customary to speak of the times in which we are living as dark times ; 
and in many respects they are very dark, dark according to our moods, however, 
dark as used to be the forests through which, when I was a missionary in the 
West, I traveled at night. If I looked parallelly or horizontally with my eyes, 
it was so dark that I could not see the road to steer by; but if T looked up 
where the trees had been cut away, so that I could see the sky, I could steer 
by that. And if we look upon the events of our own lives, the times are so 
dark that one knows not how to go; but if we look up toward God Almighty’s 
throne with faith in the promises of God, in the truths of the Gospel, and in 
God’s fidelity to his own word and pledges, there is a whole heaven full of light 
to guide our way to the future. 

Are these times of sorrow, because so many die? No more die now than 
die in every generation, for each generation has to die; and now the grave 
is dug by the bayonet instead of by. the sexton. Men that die from off their 
beds die with only that general testimony to truth and principle which all 
christian men must needs give, but men that sacrifice their lives by scores and 
hundreds now, sacrifice them with the witness and testimony of martyrs. Not 
only do they avow their general faith in Christ Jesus, but, by their express 
deeds, they bear witness to this practical, concrete Gospel, the Gospel of truth, 
of humanity, of human rights, of patriotism, and of liberty. 

Because there is so much suffering are these dark times? Then it would 
seem as if that was the darkest time the world ever saw when Christ had been 
seized, and condemned, and slain, and hidden in the rock, and his disciples 
were scattered as sheep without a shepherd. They thought that it had been 
he who should have redeemed Israel, and behold he was taken from them, and 

‘they felt that the midnight of ages was upon them; but we look back and see 
that it was morning and sunrise for the world, and that the Lord was the 
exemplar of this great truth, that suffering is the right hand of God for righte- 
ousness, Suffering? It is the power by which God hath saved the world. It 
is God’s ordinance. And he that will be good must suffer. The nation that 
is to Jead a high and triumphal career of christian achievement, God will pre- 
pare for its mission by suffering. The baptism of suffering is upon us, and our 
only concern is, not that we bear it, but that it shall be remedial. 

Dark are these times? Well, it is not safe for this nation to live in too much 
light. We are too independent, we are too self-confident, we are too material, 
we are too enthusiastic, we are too enterprising. The earth is too kind, and 
the heavens are too benign. Wealth comes too easily, the growth of the nation 
is without a parallel, and with the erowth of the nation in material strength 
and in intellectual developments come the temptations of spiritual pride, and, 
what is worse, the temptations of material and affluent pride—the pride of 
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wealth. And we need to be in dark hours to bear the yoke, to wear the cross, 
to be restrained, and to be held back in our path, or made to triumph by such 
sacrifices as shall temper the pride of our victories. ‘ 

_ For myself, while I have sympathy with all those great movements which have 
regard for the conversion of the world, while I am in favor of missions to the 
islands and missions to foreign continents, while I would not sound one note 
less or hold back one penny, while I feel that it is a legitimate portion of the 
duty of every church and every christian man to take part and lot in the evan- 
gelization of the whole world, yet I can not but marvel when I look upon that 
part of the work which is specially committed to our charge. On this continent 
there is more to be done, I had almost said, that is perishing for the want of 
laborers, than in all the rest of the world put together. There is a great work 
for the Gospel in Italy, there is a great work for the Gospel in France, there is 
a great work for the Gospel before England shall be christian to the bottom, 
there is a great work for the Gospel in Russia, and, when we look upon the 
heathen nations that are as yet scarcely touched by the irradiating light, we can 
form no estimate of what that work is to be that yet one day shall be developed 
in them. But when I look at the conflict that is going on for this continent, 
and reflect that there has been formed by ambitious men, with long circum- 
spection and foresight, and that there is an attempt to carry out a plan to es- 
tablish through Mexico, and all along the Pacific coast, a gigantic empire of 
oppression, in which again the Gospel shall become the sanction of infernal 
wickedness, and in which it shall be held to be authority for men to tread down 
their weaker brethren, then that conflict impresses me as being a most astound- 
ing evolution of God's providence, which shows that the work we have to do 
here is even greater than that which is waiting for our hands in any other part 
of the whole globe. And it becomes a serious question whether the religion, 
which has been developed in the hearts of God’s people, is able to bear the test 
of the exigencies of the times in which we live. You have no doubt, and I 
have no doubt, that the great truths of God’s word are adequate to the conver- 
sion of the entire world, to the destruction of every evil, and to the exaltation 
of every thing that is to become predominant in the counsels of God ; but it may 
admit of a question whether in any particular age the church, or the members 
of the church, are themselves able to bear the test of the times in which they 
live. Thank God, we have been proved, and, although delinquent, we have 
not been found altogether wanting. There has been raised up a barrier of 
conscience, and there has been raised up a barrier of christian hearts, against 
which the waves of ambitious oppression have dashed, and it has been said: 
“Thus far, but no further!’ The enemies of liberty have attempted to draw 
from us the West and the Northwest. Why have they not done it? It looked 
as if they might accomplish their foul purpose. The superficial aspect of the 
population of those regions would have led one to suppose that they were ready 
to go with the South, What saved them to the North? It has been the secret 
working of the truth of Christ’s Gospel that has thus far held them back from 
going over to the side of those who are striving to put down freedom in this 
country. We have not been altogether delinquent; but are we adequate to- 
the exigencies of the future? Are we prepared deliberately to undertake the 
work which God is unrolling before us ? 

States, one after another, are rising. They come by emigration, circling into 
the brotherhood ; and for years to come their labor and their means are to be 
absorbed in their agriculture and material structures. Their ministers, as well 
as the teachers of their schools, are largely imported. And their churches 
must be built for them. All the institutions of the Gospel must be supplied 
to them. And is the East prepared to take charge of these new States? Be- 
fore they are born, we make provision for our children’s dressing, and the 
drawer contains the robes for the precious incomer long ere it comes. Has the 
Church of the East laid by the raiment that is to clothe with the robes of 
righteousness those yet unborn States that are coming into being one after 
another? Is it a part of the educated faith and purpose of Eastern churches 
to take care of every State until the band, passing the mountain through 
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its gorges, shall touch the Pacific, and until, across the whole continent, the 
nation shall be provided with schools and churches and an educated ministry ? - 
Is this a part of our covenant with God? If it is not, then we are not pre- 
pared to meet the exigency of the day in which we live. 

Bnt see how wonderfully, just at this time, God, in his good providence, is 
preparing us for the work. While the South is draining itself dry of its re- 
sources, while it is impoverishing itself, while its means of self-support. which 
are always far less than those of the free-labor North, are being rapidly con- 
sumed by war, to the amazement of every one the Northern States are growing 
rich by war. One almost shudders to see it; one almost dreads to think that 
by war and blood should come prosperity in commerce and in manufactures ; and 
yet I apprehend that never was every part of the great North enriched so 
much as in the last two years. And what does it mean but this—that God 
is storing us with that wealth by which we are to be prepared to meet the 
exigencies which war shall bring upon us ? 

We are to have the charge of this continent. The South has been proved, 
and has been found wanting. She is not worthy to bear rule. She bas lost 
the scepter in our national Government ; she is to lose the scepter in the States 
themselves; and this continent is to be from this time forth governed by 
Northern men, with Northern ideas, and with a Northern gospel. 

_ Is this sectional? Just as much was Christ sectional because he was born 
in the Orient. He was not born all over the world. There must be a nest 
somewhere from out of which the bird, the eag’e, can fly. And this continent 
is to be cared for by the North simply because the North has been true to the 
cause of Christ in a measure, in a sufficient measure to secure her own saiety ; 
and now, thank God, she is being warned for the safety of the rest of the na- 
tion. It is not the Northerners, it is not the sectional and geographic idea of 
the North, that gives us this future, but simply our remove from slavery. We 
hold the vitalizing principles of national life ; and the nation is to be given to 
us because we have the bosom by which to nourish it. As a child feeds at the 
breast of its mother, so the nation is to feed upon us. Never were we more 
abundantly prepared by material resources for the work than now. Are we 
prepared with hope and with faith to enter upon it? ‘Let us suppose that the 
war shall end disastrously, and that this great nation shall be disrupted. Then 
certainly there will be demanded of us such efforts to build this antagonistic 
republican Government over against that military despotism as we have never 
before put forth. But suppose, as will be the case, that this war shall rain con- 
fasion on the South, that they shall be defeated, and that the territory of this 
nation shall remain one and undivided from the Lakes to the Gulf, then what 
will be our work? Not only the West and the Northwest and the extreme 
Pacific States, but ail the vast Southwestern region, and the débris of the great 
Southern empire, will be under our jurisdiction. Our diocese will be little less 
than the whole continent. And are we prepared to take care of the whole 
South? Brethren, they can not take care of themselves. They have set up 
schools, and they have set up churches, and what has it all come to but this— 
that, reading the Bible according to Southern theology, they have learned that 
Jesus Christ died to give white men a right to be men, and to give black men 
aright to be, not men, but only cattle! And to their understandings the - 
Gospel is a charter of oppression. And what schools have they? What in- 
telligence is there among them? If you leave the seaboard, throughout the 
rest of their territory, with the exception of here and there a small district, the 
condition in which the great mass of the peop'e live is savage. And if the 
nation is to be maintained, one of the first duties of Northern Christians will 
be to provide for the education and evangelization of Southern men. Nor is 
this all. Do you believe that a separation can be prevented, and that peace 
can be brought again, on any other basis than that of the liberation of the 
slaves upon this continent ? ‘As for myself, I say boldly, that rather than have 
the States resume their places under the Constitution, with the system of 
slavery in them, just as it was before, I would rather give every child that I 
haye ; I would rather embark upon a war of twenty years, with all its suffer- 
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ing and all its blood—and a war of twenty years, much as its misery would be, 
‘would be cheap compared with the untold wretchedness that would be entailed 

upon this nation if we should consent to have again a Union with slavery 

flourishing and rampant. basi x 

It is easy for us, in a Northern city, to cheer generous sentiments ; it is easy 
for us to round periods upon the rights of man; it is easy for us to declare 
that the swarthy sons of Africa have the same rights under the cross of 
Christ that we have, and that as, with us, children of God, they have a right 
to look us in the face and call us brethren. But when they take the same 
rights that we have, and when they look us in the face and call us brethren, it 
is not so easy for us to recognize those rights as theirs, and to acknowledge the 
brotherhood which they claim to exist between them and us. It is one thing 
to express generous sentiments, and it is quite another thing to lay the founda- 
tion of christian philanthropy. And is the North prepared to take these men, 
when they shall have been emancipated, and give them an education, and preach 
the Gospel of intelligence to them? Are we prepared, throughout the North, 
to accept this onerous responsibility with regard to the schools of the West 
and the South, and with regard to the churches of the West and the South ? 
How glorious is the task, how magnificent is the work, to which we are invited 
by the providence of God! Surely, never before upon any nation did there 
dawn such opportunities for heroic and self-denying labor, for spending and 
being spent for him that gave his life for us. Are we prepared for it? That is 
yet to be seen. I believe that, notwithstanding the degree of infirmity which 
belongs to all great communities, notwithstanding the many fluctuations of our 
affairs and the many disturbances of the times, in the main the christian pub- 
lic of the North will accept at the hand of God the great mission of our nation 
and day, and will be prepared to take the charge of education and christianiza- 
tion which God shall roll upon them. 

And now let me say two things in this immediate relation. The first is 
this—that if any thing is demonstrated, it ig that the Puritan idea of carry- 
ing emancipation with religion is the true idea. There has been a develop- 
ment of the Puritan spirit in many directions. It is a peculiarity of Puritan 
preaching that it is second to no other in religious enthusiasm and devotional 
sentiment. It tends to institution. It inaugurates, wherever it goes, means 
of education. We have had it shown that without education there can not be 
patriotism, and there can not be union. The fact is, that New England is 
patriotic because she has had intelligence, while Tennessee has been wanting 
in patriotism because she has lacked intelligence. Make yourself familiar with 
the condition of these two regions, and you will find it to be so. The statisti- 
cal tables will tell the story. Those States that have the most men who can 
not read and write are the most stubbornly rebellious, while those States that 
have the most men who can read and write cling the most tenaciously to the 
Union. All that we have had by which to save the country has been religion 
and popular intelligence; and we have come near losing half of our territory 
simply because the masses of the people at the South have lived in such pro- 
found ignorance. The reason of this ignorance has been that the ruling classes 
there could not afford to allow education to have free course in the midst of 
‘them. Their interests required that they should even withhold it from the 
poor whites. For you can not hold a lantern that shall show you how to 
walk, and prevent its showing others how to walk. And any system of edu- 
cation that should enlighten the common white people of the South, would 
also enlighten the slaves in the South. Whatever in the South promotes 
the mental growth of the poor whites inevitably promotes the growth of the 
poor blacks. And you can not educate slaves without making them burden- 
some. You can have your dwarf oak ina flower-pot ; but if you take acorns 
and put them in the soil, and develop trees according to the pattern of what 
God meant that an oak should be, you will find that your flower-pots will 
crack, and that the trees will occupy so much room that you can not afford to 
have a great many in a single pot! The only way that you can have an oak 
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tree in a pot is to keep down the top and stint the root till it is a mere 
minikin tree. 

Now, the mind of man has a hundred branches where a tree has one; and 
the moment you begin to educate man, he expands, and his boughs seek the 
North, the South, the East, and the West, and he grows toward the heavens, 
and spreads under the ground, and eats up the soil, and consumes the air and 
sunlight. Man, in a rude, uncultured state, wants but very little in this world. 
He wants to eat and drink and sleep, and that is all. But the moment he be- 
gins to be touched with celestial fire, he begins to need to think; and thinking 
is expensive. He begins to have taste ; and the food that satisfies taste is ex- 
pensive. He begins to have social affections; and they demand for their 
gratification things that are expensive. And if you take a slave and educate 
him, the more you educate him, the more mouths he has. He not only has a 
physical mouth, but he has a dozen moral-sentiment mouths, a dozen affec- 
tional mouths, and a dozen intellectual mouths. And if a master’s slaves 
were educated, and he had to provide food for all their mouths, he could 
take care of but three or four. That is the reason why you can not edu- 
cate slaves and keep them in bondage ; for although when educated they may - 
submit to bondage, it will be under conditions that will bankrupt the owner. 
And if the South will not have her slaves educated, she shall not have their 
neighbors, the poor whites, educated; for any system that would educate the 
poor common whites, would educate the poor common blacks. More or less 
the spirit of intelligence would extend to both classes if it were brought to one. 

Can you heat a box-stove so that it shall warm all that are on this side of the 
room, and not warm those who are on that side of the room? Can you teach 
white children in schools, and not to a greater or less degree have the know- 
ledge which you impart to them communicated to the black children with whom 
they play and associate ? Education for the degraded whites will be more or 
less education for the slaves. It is not because the education: of slaves makes 
them untractable and indocile, that their masters are unwilling that they should 
be educated. It makes them more tractable and more docile. It makes them 
easier to be managed. But it makes them more expensive. And there is where 
the burden galls. There is where slavery will break down, unless the slaves 
are kept ignorant. It costs but little to support ignorance, while of education 
the reverse is true. 

Where you can not have free ideas, you can not have republicanism. You 
can not have republicanism among an unreading and unthinking people. And 


as long as the ignorance of the South continues, there will be guns loaded ready 
to be discharged at our institutions, and rebellions will be as common as cotton 
itself in the Southern States. 

There is but one way of maintaining the safety of this country, and that is 
by declaring that Slavery shall cease within its borders, and that the ignorance 
which Slavery has necessitated shall give way to education. And it is in this 
direction that our work lies. I know not what new instrumentalities may be 
developed ; but this I know: that instead ‘of regarding this day as a dark day,’ 
and our immediate future as a perilous future, I—at least in the morning, when 
the sweet restoration of sleep has left me clear-headed ; in the unfatigued hours 
of the day—look forward with hope and with cheer. For, although the way is 
great, greater is he that has appointed us to walk in it; though the work is 
herculean, there is One that is not weary, though he has rolled the burden of 
this world around for ages. God has brought us to this exigency. His own 
name, and the honor of the Church and of his cause, are involved in this great 
conflict ; and having given his Son, with him he will also freely give all things 
that are necessary to make the redemption of the world universal, and its re- 
sults in education and in intelligence perfect. I, therefore, do not distrust the 
future. I hope, and hope on. 

The other thing that I meant to suggest is this: that while we are laboring 
for the enfranchisement of our country, while we are laboring directly for liber- 

it is a consolation to believe that the indirect result of all faithful preaching 


ty, 
which leads to the conversion of men, is their preparation for liberty. Liberty 
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must always be developed from within outward. It is not a blessing that can 
safely descend upon men from the outside. Liberty! you can not withhold 
it from men who give evidence of being men. Slavery! it is of the nature of 
that gift which we bestow upon cattle. And the nearer human beings stand 
to the animal creation, the less scruple men have of treating them as animals. 
On the other. band, in proportion as you make much of men, it becomes abhor- 
rent, even, to tyrants, to treat them as if they were other than men. It is by 
exerting the power of religion on the souls of men, giving new life to their an- 
derstanding and to their conscience, new beauty and sichness to their affections, 
and new developments to their taste; it is by making men so large and so 
beautiful, that there shall be every where a revulsion from the idea of their 
being slaves, that liberty can be the best and the quickest promoted. Prepare 
men for being free by christianizing them. The Gospel of the Lord Jesus 
Christ is a charter of liberty, and its effects upon the whole man are to build 
him up in those proportions which, according to the natural laws of the human 
mind, sooner or later enforce the need, not only of redemption inward, but also 
of redemption outward. 

Now that those embarrassments are removed which aforetime divided the 
counsels of the Church ; now that the churches of the North see eye to eye, to 
an extent that was not known to the past stormy ages, in which good men have 
found themselves obliged to oppose each other; now that we have seen how 
much has been done, and how much there is to do,--may we not believe that 
the next fifteen years will more than parallel the last fifteen years ? 

If it please God to spare your life, sir, and mine, for another period of fifteen 
years, and I should stand, blossomed white, upon this platform, and speak for 
the next fifteen years, as I have now spoken for the last fifteen years, I believe 
that we could look back upon a period of greater labor, greater suffering, greater 
faith and hope, and greater achievement, than the world has ever seen. The 
last fifteen years and the next fifteen years, which together will measure the 
life of our Master when he entered upon his ministry, will be the redemption 
years of this American nation. 

I thank God that I have been permitted to live in this day. Let every young 
man who is entering the christian ministry thank God that he has been per- 
mitted to begin his work in such an auspicious time. The question for us to 
ask ourselves is not, ‘‘ What is easy ?” but ‘‘ What does the cause need?” It 
never needed so much. ‘here never was so much to do. There never was so 
large a field. There never was the promise of such abundant fruit for so little 
labor, 

It is ours, then, sir, taking encouragement from the future, to consecrate our- 
selves again to that Savior who never forsook his people, and never will for- 
sake them, and to go forward to the very end of our lives; and if we do not see 
the triumph of this great christian movement on earth, assuredly we shall hear 
the glad notes and behold the glory of its victory in heaven. 
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MISCELLANEOUS SELECTIONS, 


FROM THE PUBLICATIONS OF THE SOCIETY. 


Among the Lake Superior Mines. 


Ir used to be said by the Indians, that the Great Spirit never came up toward 
these Lake Superior regions any further than the Falls of St. Mary. For a time 
many things seemed to confirm that idea. It is stated, on credible authority, 
that two years ago there were more barrels of “liquid fire” from the distiller- 
ies of Boston, New York, and Cincinnati, brought into this upper country, than 
there were barre's of flour! Two years ago, an ambassador for Christ who 
first stood up to preach the Gospel in this village, was stoned while delivering 
his message. It is astonishing how soon all the elements and forces of heathen- 
ism will be found operating in a community where the sound of the glorious 
Gospel of the blessed God is not often heard. Individual Christ:ans there may 
be iu the place; but unless they are brought together, and the regular institu- 
tions of the Gospel set in order among them, their feeble voices are soon lost in 
the din and uproar of a wicked and godless world. Without such an organized 
christian movement, it is shown that there can be no such thing as a healthy, 
moral public sentiment ; the passions and vices of the wicked are, in great 
measure, unrestrained, and men of Eastern origin and training are found doing 
things, the very mention of which, in the homes of their childhood, would cause 
them to blush. 

It is but a little more than three years since the first houses were erected in 
the village of Hancock. It now has a population of something like: 2,000. 
Over fifty houses have been erected during the past season. Not until 
within the past year have any regular evangeical efforts been made in this 
place. Now we havea Methodist and a Congregational church, each with its 
Sabbath school, and also its house of worship nearly completed. The Congre- 

_gational Sabbath school was first organized, and now numbers over 100 
scholars, and is steadily increasing in numbers and influence. Our audiences 
on the Sabbath have averaged about 100. 


Frontier Work. 


My field covers three counties. I live in the middle of it, and it spreads from 
twenty five to thirty five miles each way. I shall meet the wants of the new 
settlements so far as my Master gives me strength ; but it is of the highest im- 
portance that good men be stationed at a number of the principal points as soon 
as possible, which would still leave me all the work I can do. I feel it to be 
especially my work to scarch out the destitute, and break unto them the bread 
of life; to hunt up Christ's scattered ones, and feed them, and to preach salva- 
tion to those who have no other preaching, and thus to be a ‘“forerunner,’’ to 
‘prepare the way of the Lord ;” forming centers of interest where others may 
enter and reap a golden harvest. , : 

I have an appointment twenty four miles up Manistee River, among the lum- 
bermen. They seem greatly pleased at having preaching, and generally turn 
out and give excellent attention. Many come four miles in their canoes, bring- 
ing old and young ; and one man came ten miles in a canoe, and was obliged to 
spend an hour in cutting through a drift-pile. Such cases show an interest 
which is truly encouraging. I expect soon to have an appointment in still an- 
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other county, when we get roads open; for, remember, in getting to my ap- 
pointments, I ride twenty and twenty four miles, through heavy forests, without 
a house. To get “trails” through the woods to some of these places I was 
obliged to work, last winter, in the deep snow, seven days, camping out, and 
this spring three days and nights, in the woods. 


A Hard Problem. 


I have been compelled to assume an air of competence and comfort, while at 
the same time I have never been more sorely pressed. If I were to cast myself 
upon the people as destitute, it would invite an opposition, and encourage some 
to withhold, under the idea of being able to starve out the minister. If I com- 
plained of suffering, my own brethren, struggling like good men, would say, 
“Tt is of no use; we can’t make him comfortable ;” it would discourage them. 
So, with my suffering wife, I have endured—leaving it with God to supply our 
need in his own good time. Our interests here are like a candle in the wind; 
we need great wisdom, caution, and spiritual sagacity, to conduct our affairs 
successfully. My own desire, if the Lord will, is to spend and be spent for his 
glory in his service on this field; but at times, it seems almost impossible. 
The salary for the past year has been too small by $100. My clothes are 
too poor to allow of exchanging with any minister, especially with any. of 
our more respectable parishes, and I have pledged my faithful horse, to meet an 
obligation for bread, contracted some year and a half ago. My wife’s health, 
under our priyation, has been steadily declining; and yet, against all these 
clouds and darkness, I feel willing, with her, to trust God and work on. 


Missionary Barter. 


Our contribution to the cause of Home Missions was $12. Knowing 
that it would be idle to ask for money, I announced to the congregation, 
that where money could not be had, grain, store goods, or such articles as could 
be used in a family, or in some way converted into what might be made avail- 
able for that purpose, would be accepted instead. Accordingly, I obtained 
25c. in silver, $1.30 in shinplasters, and the balance in grain and other useful 
articles. I may get more than I have now reported. If so, I will report in my 
next letter. The people are as much as ever interested in the cause of Home 
Missions and wish to do as heretofore ; but where there is no water in tbe well 
none can be pumped out. We all think the times are getting better. People 
are obtaining better prices for their grain and produce. 


A House and Home. 


In the Home Misstonary, for April, 1861, was published a brief description 
of “ The Minister's House.” That was where we staid nearly two years. 
When I read the description, I thought it looked quite as bad as the reality ; 
but subsequent experience proved the tenement to be a great deal worse than 
it was described to be; especially as a large share of it leaked like a sieve, to 
the great discomfort of its inmates, and the detriment of furniture and clothing. 

_In copious rains, our bed was often wet, sometimes to that degree, that a pool 
of water stood upon it. Our things were much damaged. I had often heard 
of the evils of a leaky house; but it was all Greek to me, till experience ex- 
plained it. Buta good friend of mine—a New England clergyman—wrote to 
me to persuade Mrs. 8. to be contented in that miserable hut; for he had seen 
habitations of man, far worse, and into which they had to crawl on all fours 
like dogs! But that task I would not attempt. While lying sick in that un- 
comfortable place, my brother visited me, and bargained for. the place where we 
now live. Although not equal to the one in Franklin, where I was colleague 
with the revered and greatly beloved Dr. Emmons--the oasis of my life, almost 
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the land of Beulah—yet it is pleasant and comfortable, and so superior to the 
one we left, that it seems a palace. May I have grace to be thankful and labor 
with redoubled diligence and faithfulness in this little portion of the Lord’s 
vineyard. 


The Wants of a New Community. 


This field has been counted an unpromising one by ministers of other de- 
nominations, as well as those of our own, and I had many forbidding things 
told me by members of this community before undertaking this work ; but I. 
continue to be treated with uniform kindness and courtesy by all whom I have: 
met, and know, by the kindling and sometimes tearful eye and attentive atti- 
tude, on our Sabbath day services, that these labors are not altogether lost. I 
am painfully conscious the greatest drawbacks to success in the work are in 
my own insufficient preparation for it, in the want of a deeper and more fervent 
piety, a more vigorous intellectual culture and mastery of the word of God, 
which is the sword of the Spirit. The Church wants, indeed, every where, 
first rate men, but peculiarly so in these new fields, as any intelligent person 
would comprehend if they would give the subject a little reflection. They must 
have some of the characteristics of a creator, and an immense bump of common 
sense——two things not always united—to shape and mold these new communi- 
ties. There must be positive power, or there can be no leadership; and yet 
leadership is imperatively demanded by their position, as it often is not in older 
communities, where the habits of generations past have made a highway for 
generations to come. 

'~ May the Lord put it into the hearts of such laborers to deny themselves, and 
come into these inviting fields, while we wait to welcome them. 


if The Missionary Box. 


May the Lord bless those who are willing to help his ministering servants to 
live. Surely they pray for us, and pray acceptably too. I am not, and trust I 
never shall be, ungrateful to your Society for its valuable aid, without which I 
could not minister to this church and people, but yet I must confess this gift 
of some of the necessaries of life brought as much cheer as your commission. 
The thought that we are not forgotten—-that there are warm hearts interested 
for us and willing to lighten our burdens and aid us in laboring in hard places 

in thé Lord’s vineyard, is of itself worth much. It is a real pleasure—a bless- 
ing. This gift is the first I have received since I commenced preparing for the 
ministry—except your grant to our church. Without any funds, to commence 
with, or any aid whatever, all through my preparatory collegiate and theological 
course, the Lord enabled me to secure the preparation of the schools in the 
regular time, and to graduate free from debt. 

1 have not been able to buy a single book since I commenced my labors here, 
nearly two years ago. I feel this loss very sensibly. The first thing that I 
put my hand on, when I had opened the trunk you sent me, was a book of 228 
pages, Modern Universalism. I must give especial thanks for this book. I 
value it very highly. I care more for good books than for almost any thing 
else ; they are valuable aids in my work. 


A Necessity of Missionary Life. 


A We missionaries of the West sometimes say, ‘““We could not live without 
‘your Society ;” and this is true. But many of us could not live with your 
Society, were it not for the box or barrel of clothing from the kind ladies who 
so generously provide for our needy families. And I wish these christian sis- 
ters to know, if any body could tell them, how much toil they save the care- 
worn missionary’s wife, through the livelong day and by the midnight lamp, 


dimly burning. It is our once beautiful and delicate wives who have the hard- 
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est time in the missionary work. With no means wherewith to procure do- 
mestic help, the drudgery falls too heavily on them. With all that we can help 
them, they often grow prematurely old and sink beneath their tco heavy bur- 
dens. Let me assure you, however, that they love the work of the Lord, no 
less than their husbands; which makes it all the more sad to see them going 
down to a premature grave. 


Fruits of Twenty Years. 


Permit me to offer you my christian greetings in assuming my old relation- 
ship to the Home Missionary Society. Twenty one years ago, I started for 
Iowa, under its commission bearing your signature. I commenced my labors 
at Davenport in 1841; and from that time to the present year, I have been 
preaching the Gospel there and in its immediate vicinity. Jowa was then in 
its infancy. It has now become a large and growing State—strong in material 
and moral resources. Its patriotism and the heroic military daring of its sons, 
are ackuowledged by the whole land. When I first entered upon my labors in 
this State, there were in it but three Congregational ministers. Two of them 
still remain as honored pioneers of the great work accomplished by your So- 
ciety, west of the great river. What a great and cheering change has taken 


place since you he d forth the word of life in a garret in Front street in Daven- 


port, the only meeting place which the church could then afford;— that, they 
did not own, but soon had to leave it, and move down to ‘ Brimstone Corner.” 
Then there were but seven Congregational churches in the State; now, there 


“are over 150; then, there were but three ministers, constituting the Association’ 


of Iowa; now, the General Association embraces nine local bodies, numbering 
over 113 ministers. 


Church Resuscitated. 


Three months ago, when you appointed me your missionary to publish the 
Gospel to the Congregational church of Genoa Bluffs, this church seemed to — 
be undergoing Paul’s paradoxical experience, when he said: “ We are troubled 
on every side, yet not distressed ; we are perplexed, but not in despair ; perse- 
cuted, but not forsaken; cast down, but not destroyed.” Not having enjoyed 
preaching for more than a year, the church and congregation had been gradu- 
ally diminishing in numbers, graces, and influerce, and had become dishearten- 
ed; and the former had gone so far as to contemplate disbanding, and uniting 
with the N. 8, Presbyterian church at Marengo, But your noble Society, in 
giving them a minister, just at this particular juncture, gave them also hope 
and heart. The church were so eager to secure the Gospel, that five of its 
male members, in moderate circumstances, subscribed twenty five dollars, each, 
for my support one half of the time, which would be fifty dollars apiece for all 
my time, or, on the average, twenty dollars for each male and female member. 


Accommodations and Accompaniments, 


My commission for another year, was thankfully received by my people, as 
well as myself. As the children of a hungry family watch the return of ‘the 
mother, bringing bread, so do many of our feeble churches wait the answer of — 
the American Home Missionary Society to their applications for aid. In rude- 
wagons and on foot they come, three, four, often five miles, to hear the preaching 
of the Gospel. This attendance, and the earnestness of attention to the word 
spoken, is a rich compensation for the lack of garnished houses and ornamented 
pulpits. The people and their children are there, even to the six month, playful 
and (sometimes) crying infant. The mother must bring aJl her charge. or stay 
at home ; and I have not the sin to repent of, of noticing any of the little an- 
noyances from the little prattlers. I once preached a sermon to a very crowded 
house, having a rude, light stand and splint chair, for my pulpit and sofa; and 
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the creeping children were so thick around me, that when I commenced the 
sermon I was obliged to keep my feet entirely still upon the floor, lest I should 
crush some tiny fingers or toes; and often during that sermon, three little fel- 
lows at once were holding on to my pantaloons, to get themselves erect upon 
their feet. Ihave almost forgotten how a sleepy congregation appears. I have 
seen none for years, nor felt any annoyance from disorderly persons. 


In Labors Oft. 


My congregations have increased in numbers. Our Sunday school has more 
than doubled. Our increase of both has been from among those who had no 
sympathy for us. This is progress. I do not see that we have, as yet, made 
any money. Men must have the Gospel a long time before they will want it 
enough to pay for it. Wecan make a man pay for meat and bread by with- 
holding it; but the reverse has to be done with the Gospel. I go ten miles to 
preach every alternate Sabbath, and preach also in the evening to the young peo- 
ple and children, making three exercises in the same day, besides the drive. 
Sometimes I get no invitation to stop, and return after the evening service. 
There is no chance to “rust ott” here. Many poor men and women contribute 

to the Home Missionary Treasury, and I feel that we should meet their expecta- 
tions. Many missionary boxes are filled with the prayer that the garments 
may be worn out in the vineyard, not sitting by the fire, on winter evenings. 
I shall meet their expectations as far as God gives me health. 

Winter looks frightfulwhen we have no winter boots, no overcoat, no gloves, 
no buffalo robe for a ten miles winter ride in a fierce, cold wind. But God 
will provide. 

Last week, when returning from my appointment, my horse took fright, ran, 
broke my buggy into splinters, and injured his leg so badly that he is useless, 
and will be for weeks, if not months. But I may just as well laugh about it as 

_ cry. It is done, and can not be helped. 


Seven Years at River Falls. 


Perhaps it would not be inappropriate for me to say a few words of the re- 
sults of my seven years’ labors at River Falls, Wis. During this time, the 
church has increased from sixteen to eighty. Some thirty five members have 
been added, on profession of faith. The people have received from the Home 
Missionary Society $1,000, or perhaps a little over. They have received of the 
American Congregational Union three hundred dollars, toward building their 
house of worship; and eight hundred have been paid by people at River Falls 
who do not codperate with the Congregational churches in sustaining the insti- 
tutions of religion, toward building the Academy, But while they have been 
assisted, they have also exhibited a commendable disposition to help themselves. 
With the aid mentioned, they have erected and furnished an Academy at an 
expense of three thousand dollars. The subscription for this building was 
drawn up and started by myself; and when the building was finished, Pro- 
fessor B. Wilcox, a college friend and classmate of mine, was employed to take 
charge of the svhool, and has had the care of it for five years, and made it 

a school of a higher order than any other within a hundred miles of it. In addi- 
tion to this, they built a parsonage, at a cost of hundred dollars, and a house 
of worship costing sixteen hundred dollars; making in all an investment of 
not less than $5,400 for religious and educational purposes. If the people 
there shall prove faithful to their own best interests, this place will, by the 
blessing of God, be an important center of influence, in education, morals, and 
religion.

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Enduring Hardness. 


We are yet very uncomfortably situated; having only one small room in 
which tv pack every thing, and do our sleeping, eating, studying, and entertain 
our visitors. Hw we are tv meet the stornis and frosts of winter I know not; 
for our room is not only small butit is cold. Our church promised to put us up 
a house before this time, and I know they are disposed to fu'fill their promise, 
but owing to the change in their circumstances it is impossible for them to do 
so. They have, it is true, good crops; but for the want of help in securing 
them, a large portion must be lost; and even if secured, they are worth but 
little. Iam persuaded, however, that the people will do what they can. But 
every man is tired and weary. ‘There is not a man within the circle of myac- 
quaintance who has not gone far beyond his strength in his efforts to raise and 
to secure the crops raised. f 

Were it not for the Divine promises on which I earnestly strive to lean, I should 
sink in despair. But I have a Good Shepherd, and he has told me that he 
“will not leave nor forsake me,” and that I ‘shall not want ;” and I will not 
grieve him by a want of trust in those gracious words.

Surrounding Destitution. 


I have supplied four other places with regular and stated preaching—sowing 
the good seed of divine truth beside all waters—giving ‘‘Jine upon line, pre- 
cept upon precept, here @ little and there a little.” In this way I am very 
busily engaged in cultivating a large field. The inhabitants of one village and 
neighborhood attend the meetings of the other; some of them coming six or 
seven miles to church, so that most of them hear the glad tidings of pardon and 
salvation, as proclaimed by your missionary, every Sabbath. This interchange 
—these social and Sabbath reiinions, are centralizing, inspiring, and grateful. 
I have a whole county for a parish, as there is no other Congregat onal or Pres- 
byterian Home Missionary in it. I feel that I am doing a great work, giving 
myself wholly to it, and I can not, must not come down. And we are laboring 
and praying for, and expecting, “greater things than these, that ye may mar- 
vel.” The church members often say that they can not feel or*express too 
much gratitude and obligation to your noble and generous charity for behold- 
ing, pitying, and helping them in their low estate. This place might have 
stranded had it not been for your proffered and timely assistance. 


Massacre and Fires, 


Every thing, to my own mind, was propitious for a good work on myfield 
till the outbreak of Indian hostilities on the 17th of August, and since then 
every one of the five towns where I have preached has been depopulated, and 
two of them, Kingston and Forest City, are now garrisoned forts. Four of my 
hearers in Manannah have been massacred, and the whole Jand is made deso- 
late. J staid on the ground till August 25th, and arrived at Anoka on Saturday 
evening, the 30th, having eome from Clear Water, forty miles, in a boat, alone, 
bringing all my library but one box of my books, which was at my last board- 


ing place. That house is now in ashes, together with the one I occupied in 
Forest City. 


Bearing Heavy Burdens, 


To show the spirit with which the people take hold of the work, I may refer to 
one case. One of our kindest and most liberal men has been obliged to give up 
house and land, and will soon be reduced from the comforts of a pleasant home 
to “a shanty, which is all I can expect to build at present.” He is not dis- 
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couraged, and has signed for my support the coming year twenty five dollars ; 
and he will pay it. Perhaps I ought not to refer to this—it might appear almost 
like a breach of confidence—but I mention it, feeling that if the members of the 
church can struggle so hard to sustain the Gospel among them, the least the 
minister of Christ can do, is willingly to bear with them a share of their trials, 


The ‘ Drafts” and the ‘ Boxes.” 


Tt is not strange that the claims of the missionaries should be thrust upon 
the background, and that many should suffer from this neglect. And suffer they 
will, many of them, except for the forethought and care of Eastern friends. The 
Home Missionary Society supplies them with about all the money they see in 
the course of the year. This enables them, with close economy, to get through 
with the expenses that must be met in money ; the ‘ box” supplies them with 
about all the clothing they have; and but for tis supply, the question, ‘“ Where- 
withal shall we be clothed 2” would be a problem indeed. But when ‘‘the box’ 
comes, oh! how they smile through their tears, as they repeat to themselves the 
words of the blessed Saviour: ‘‘ Your heavenly Father knoweth ye have need 
of all these things.” 

Then, dear christian friends, do not forget to send on “the bow,” for cold win- 
ter will soon again visit the missionary’s home. Isay this, of course, with ref- 
erence to the need of others, and who can’t do without it. As for me, I am 
used to it and don’t mind it so much—it has become easy by practice. I have 
passed three winters without an overcoat; and if I can get an under-coat for 
next winter, I will be contented to pass the fourth winter without the overcoat. 
And besides, during the five years I have been in the field, I have been almost 
entirely clothed from the ‘ boxes.” ‘ 


Home Missions Indispensable. 


The more I observe the practical workings of our Society on missionary 
ground, and become conversant with the situation and necessities of our pioneer 
churches, the more am I struck with the wisdom and foresight that devised the 
plan of action and provided for the needs of these churches. I can see no possi-. 
ble way by which the means of grace could be provided for them without the 
aid furnished by this Society. This is emphatically true of the churches to 
which, in the providence of God, I have been called to minister. Scattered and 
poor, weak in numbers, and some of them disheartened by the trials through 
which they have had to pass, their waning faith has been revived, their hopes 
brightened, their courage renewed, and their determination to persevere inten- 
sified. Though not permitted to rejoice over new born souls, to any great ex- 
tent, I have yet had good, and, to my mind, satisfactory evidence that my labors 
have not been in vain in the Lord. 


Freedom of Speech in Missouri. 


The progress of the public mind, and the facts which, under the providence 
of God, have transpired, have enabled me to advance much in the thoroughness 
of my preaching in respect to the influence of slavery 1 producing this war ; 
especially in respect to the influence of the suppression of free speech in pro- 
ducing misunderstanding and passion, and promoting all the interests of tyran- 
ny. It has done me good to tell the people that the very same spirit which 
has cried “ Abolition,” in Missouri, for years—the very same spirit which 
drove that noble teacher of religious truth, Dr. Nelson, (the author of The 
Cause and Cure of Infidelity,) from this country, which he had so long blessed 
with hs labors, merely for not believing in slayery—this very same spirit, to

day, makes secession. And no man can know but we are suffering, this day, 
the-consequences of that hour when he fled, panting for his life, to Illinois for 
safety. This war, in its direct influence, is fearfully demoralizing ; but indi- 
rectly it is a wonderful teacher of truth. 


Escape from Savages. 


Together with my family I have just fled from my field of labor in Little 
Falls, in consequence of the imminent peril of our lives from the Indians. 
Within ten days past the Sioux and Chippewa tribes have shown marked indi- 
cations of hostility toward the whites. Not less than a thousand have already 
been cruelly slaughtered by the Sioux. 

We greatly feared an attack on our village the night before we left. The 
Indians were only a few miles above us, gathering in large bands at a point on 
the Mississippi River. We did not learn the facts in the case till near night, 
when it was too late and too dangerous to travel through the intervening roads 
to a safe place southward. Hence we decided to remain till the next morning. 
We were armed with rifles, shot guns, pistols, pitchforks, cobble stones, and 
clubs. The families of the town gathered in large buildings, near together, so 
as to do better execution with our weapons in case of an attack. But God pre- 
served us through that dark, sleepless night. Karly the next morning we left 
with many others, and are now with our good friend, Rey. Mr. Packard, of 
Anoka, eighty miles down the river. 


A Model Doctor. 


I may be allowed to say that the man who is the life of this singing, and, in- 
deed, of the whole Sunday school work, is a physician more than sixty years 
old, with an extensive country practice. You may, perhaps, think his presence 
in the morning quite uncertain, but he has been absent only three or four times 
during the past year, either from the morning singing, or the Sabbath school 
exercise after the sermon. People know his Sabbath habits, and I suppose do 
not send for him except in case of real necessity. Moreover, with a strong will 
he makes his arrangements to be in the house of God. I have known him to 
ride ten or twelve miles to see patients on Sabbath morning, and yet be back in 
time to sing with the children at half-past nine. His son, who is also a physi- 
cian, is a man of similar Sabbath habits. It does one’s heart good to see how 
the young ladies crowd into the Bible classes taught by this father and son. 
And the elder doctor is conducting another Sabbath school, three miles or more 
from his residence, at three o’clock Sabbath afternoon. Last Sabbath, p.a., I 
went with him to this school, and found about seventy children and youth 
crowded into a school house built for the accommodation of forty or fifty 
scholars. 


A Five Years’ Work. 


. With this missionary year, closes the fifth of my labors in this place. In the 
mean time some changes of a pleasing character have occurred. Five years 
ago, there was no meeting house; now, we have a good one free of debts—the 
best, we are told, that is paid for, of any church of our denomination in the 
State. For this we would be thankful to God first, second to those friends 
abroad who have aided us, and thirdly to the people who have been encouraged 
to “rise up and build.” Five years ago, this church had no prayer meeting, 
its members being few, with no resident minister to lead them. The first prayer 
meeting was held at my house soon after my coming, at which four were pres- 
ent, besides members of my family, two of the four only being professed Christ- 
lans. Now, at our weekly prayer meeting we have thirty or forty present regu- 
larly. It is indeed a prayer meeting, the best attended, best loved, of all our 
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meetings. The last almost always seems the best. Always a bright spot, in 
the past, may this weekly gathering never be less so, in time to come. Five 
years ago, we had no distinct Sabbath school; now, we have one of steady in- 
terest, growth and profit. Then, there was no distinct congregation ; now have 
we one, constant and reliable, with a slow but steady growth. In church mem- 
bers, we have increased from eighteen to over sixty. This increase has been. 
from hopeful conversions at home, quite as much as from additions from abroad. 
Other changes have occurred in the place, favoring good order and morals, in 
ae as church and people are interested, but which need not here be 
named. 


Contraband Congregational Church. 


On Sabbath evening, March 16, a church was organized among the “ contra- 
bands” at Lawrence, as the “Second Congregational Church.” Eight persons 
covenanted together, and others are expected to unite. Only one of these per- 
sons had a letter of dismission from the church from which he came. His letter 
was made out for himself and wife. We asked him where his wife was. He 
replied :—‘ They sold my wife and children down South before I got away. 
But I got a letter for both, hoping I might find her some time.” We have sel- 
dom seen slavery in so odious an aspect. All the rest united by profession. 
Their experiences were distinct and very satisfactory. They seemed to under- 
stand clearly the ground of their hope. Their experience in most cases had 
been deep, and their conversion very clear. One said that he had always 
thought that if he experienced religion he should keep it to himself, and not 
make a fool of himself by telling of it. He was long under conviction, and 
came almost to despair. At last he was able to surrender himself to Christ, 
and instead of keeping it to himself, “he went right in among the white folks, 
praising God. They said I was drunk, but I thanked God for such drunken- 
hess as that.” We could not help thinking of the ery of the multitude, on the 
day of Pentecost, “These men are full of new wine.” 


An Outpost. 


In January T assumed another preaching station. I first preached therr 
during a fierce snow storm, and much questioned whether we should have any 
congregation. But as I drew nigh to the school house, I was surprised to see 
the vacant space around (it stood in a little grove) alive with teams. Among 
them were four or five ox sleighs, some of which had come four or five miles. 
The house was so full that upwards of twenty men stood, the whole time. I 
found standing, but scarcely moving room, and was surrounded by as attentive 
an audience as any one could ask for. There were mothers, who had brought 
their little babes with them, varying from two to six months old, not deterred 
by the storm. It was a scene that amply repaid the labor, and I can but hope 
it was a profitable season. At its close, one of the congregation rose, thanked 
me for coming so far through the storm, and then inquired if I would not soon 
come again. I could not refuse. Since then, I have’been pressed to occupy 
another point, and I am not sure, but it may be desirable, that I give up one of 
my evening appointments in the village, to enable me to meet these pressing 
calls in the neighborhood. 


The Freed People. 


We have in the school some twelve or fifteen “‘contrabands,” most of them 
adults. They are all learning to read, are deeply interested, and make rapid 
progress. I take great pleasure in teaching a class of these each Sabbath. By 
the way, the Freed people in Kansas, so far as I see, show themselves worthy 
of their freedom, being well behaved, anxious to learn, and willing and able to 
take care of themselves. 
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I was much interested in talking with one of them, whom we call Aunt Han- 
nah. She seems not to feel that she is a Christian, yet has thought very much 
on the subject of religion. In relating her experience, at a certain time, she 
said: ‘I knew nothing that was in the book, for I couldn’t read ; and it peared 
like all I knew I must learn from my own breast. I tried to find Jesus; and 
one night I dreamed I was reaching up through a dark cloud trying to take 
hold of his hand.” Ah, how many poor sinners, white and black, have 
‘reached through a dark cloud” to take hold of the hand of Jesus! 


The Meeting in the Woods. 


A little out of this village, about five miles in the wilderness, there is a neigh- 
borhood of pioneers. Here isa little tavern and post office. The same has 
been the resort, for a long time, of gamblers and tipplers and profane men gen- 
erally. The place had become somewhat noted for irreligion. Not far from 
the tavern there is a log school house, and, what is more, in the neighborhood 
there are a few Christians. In some way they began to hold meetings for 
prayer, this winter, and also for preaching. The result has been, quite a revival 
there in the woods. A Free Will Baptist minister has preached there occasion- 
ally, and also a Methodist minister ; and, this wéek, I visited them and preached 
to them. After the sermon it was quite a sight to see eight or ten men and wo- 
men rise up, one after another, and testify of their love for Christ and their de- 
termination to honor their profession of religion. I have not seen so many at 
one time engaged in bearing witness to the truth, since I have been upon this 
field. 


The Lord will Provide. 


When teaching an academy, twenty years ago, I was making from eight to ten 
hundred dollars a year, a minister and deacon came twelve miles and remained 
with me two days and three nights, trying to induce me to give up the academy 
and devote myself to preaching. I said to them, ‘I can hardly live on $1,000 
per annum, and how shall I live on $400 or $500?’ They said: ‘Trust God.” 
I finally yielded, and have trusted God ever since. Sometimes my faith has 
been tried. A year and a half ago, when you sent me unexpectedly $25, which 
just paid a pressing demand, I saw Jesus’ hand in it so plainly that I thought, 
then, that I would never fear nor distrust again. But oh, how feeble is flesh 
and blood! My son, who is at college studying for the ministry, was com- 
pelled, during the last term, to do chores for defraying a part of his expenses ; 
and he said: ‘Father, why do I have to chore around for my board, when 
other boys do not?” Parental feeling flushed to the full. I confess, I remem- 
bered the academy where I made $1,000 a year. Could I say: ‘Because you 
are the son of a Home Missionary ?” 


Enduring Hardness, 


My people are united and do for me all they can; and the Home Missionary 
Society have pledged us all that we asked; but the sum total is not much over 
$350 a year; with which, were it not for assistance sent us in clothing, we 
could not get along at all; for our family numbers ten persons, including my 
widowed sister and her little daughter. When I think of my toiling wife, L 
question whether, indeed, I have a right to tax her so greatly. And yet, each 
year, we fondly hope the next will bring relief; but it does not, and so she goes 
on, patiently and uncomplainingly, with her toil, an unceasing, ever recurring 
round. We both love this great work, so fraught with love and blessedness 
and joy. And our hearts are filled with gratitude to the great Giver of all good, 
for the dear friends that he has raised up in New England. Without their as- 
sistance our continuance here were impossible. 
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Frontier Exposures. 


} There is a dark shadow over our pathway. I have been unwilling to refer to 
it, hoping it might pass away ; each successive winter that we have resided up 
so far north, it has pressed for a hearing; but we have refused to listen. The 
present season it has been more peremptory in its language, and we are com- 
pelled to ponder the question in sober earnestness. It is this: We removed 
here in the summer of 1856. The following winter was that memorable stormy 
_ and cold one, that will be remembered for long time to come. It found us 
feebly prepared to resist it. A thin partition of boards, alone shielding us from 
the wintry elements without, a constant supply of fuel to the stove, during 
those lone and severe nights, failed to resist or ward off the intense cold. My 
own health was rugged; not so, however, with my dear wife. During one of 
those coldest spells, she was seized with spasmodic croup and asthma. She has 
struggled against it; but each succeeding winter, it seems to return with re- 
newed violence. It has now assumed a chronic bronchial affection ; and after 
the past winter had set in, she was unable to leave the house for four or five 
weeks. Thus we are unwillingly constrained to ponder the question of duty to 
her: whether it is right for us to remain so far north. We feel a strong at- 
tachment to our people. This has induced us to resist the thought of being 
obliged to leave them ; and even now, we would put it away from us if possi- 
ble. It may however be stern duty to break away. On two occasions the 
4. stood here at 40° below zero. I trust our heavenly Father will 
irect us. 


The Right Spirit. 


This church has never formally withdrawn from the patronage of your So- 
ciety ; yet, being aware of the embarrassed condition of its Treasury, and feel- 
ing that if we drew any thing from it we might be robbing other churches whose 
necessities were greater than ours, we did not make application for aid, either 
last year or this. I do not know that we are pecuniarily any stronger than we 
were in former years, but feeling deeply that we have been too long dependent 
on you, and ashamed to ask for aid when your funds are so inadequate to the 
calls you receive, we are trying, by relinquishment on the part of the minister 
and increased exertions on the part of the people, to go alone. We hope thus, 
by the use of our limbs so to gain strength as not to fall, or be under the neces- 
sity of again grasping your hand, ‘True, we go somewhat tottering and fearful, 
but that must needs be in our first attempts to walk without help. We have 
come to the conclusion that we must venture into the water if we would ever 
learn to swim. Whether we shall go under or not remains to be seen. Rather 
than see us drown, we trust you will be ready to extend to us again the help- 
ing hand. 

But, we do not design to part company with you, unmindful of favors re- 
ceived. Somewhat proud of our independence, we can not rest exactly easy 
under the remembrance of our indebtedness without an endeavor to liquidate 
it. With this feeling, I presented the claims of your Society to the people, tak- 
ing the words of Paul to the Romans: “I commend unto you Phebe our sister, 
which is a servant of the church which is at Genchrea; that ye receive her in 
the Lord as becometh saints, and that ye assist her in whatsoever business she 
hath need of you; for she hath been a succorer of many, and of myself also.” 
‘As the fruit of the appeal I herewith send you ten dollars, as our first liquidat- 
ing remittance. We could wish the sum greater, but such as it is, we cheer- 
fully give it, with many thanks for all that we have received.

Boxzs of clothing sent directly, and without any particular designation, to the office — 
of the American Home Missionary Society, will be forwarded to such missionaries as are 
known to be most in. need of them, with requests from the Society to those who receive | 
- them to address letters of acknowledgment to the respective donors. — faa | 
Experience has shown us that when an individual or association, intending to pre- 
pare a box, writes to the Society to have a particular missionary designated, and a de-~ 
tailed account of the cireumstances of his family given, the information is not always at’ 
hand, so that the letter can be promptly and satisfactorily answered ; and when it is, ite 
not unfrequently happens that, while the box is preparing, the missionary remains 
for months unsupplied, when, if it were not for this designation, he might be far-_ 
nished with articles placed, in the mean time, at the disposal of the Society. In other 
cases, while the box is in preparation, supplies are sent to the missionary from othe: 
sources; so that when the box is ready, this missionary is not so much in want as many _ 
others. : oS) a 
It is preferred, therefore, when there is no objection on the part of the donors, tha 
the special designation of the-boxes of clothing, that are not put up for any individual in 
particular, should be left. to the diseretion of the officers of the Society, after they reach — 
the office. tis believed they will in this way answer the designs of those who gene-» 
rously contribute them, better than in any other way in which the Society can have 
an agency. = i 


DIRECTIONS FOR FORWARDING. 


1. Put inside the box, where it will be readily seen when the box is opened, a paper 
or letter, containing a ‘list of the articles in the box, and the estimated value of the _ 
whole, with the name of the individual or association from whom it comes, and the ad- 
dress of the individual to whom a letter of acknowledgment may be sent. 4 

2. A copy, in full, of the memorandum put inside of the box, should be sent in a7 
letter to the office of the Society. In this letter it should be stated when, and by what 
eonveyance, the box was forwarded ; in it should be inclosed, also, such money as is in-_ 
tended for the payment of freight. It is desirable that freight should be provided for: 
in all cases, if practicable. The freight and expenses on a box vary from $3 to $6, _ 
according to its size and the distance it is sent. A barrel can be forwarded at less ex-” 
pense than a box of the same size. 4 

3. The box should be fully and plainly marked, and the place from which it comes ~ 
should auways appear on the outside, so that there may be no necessity for opening it at ~ 
the office. It should be strong, tight, well nailed, and, when large, should be hooped, ~ 
or otherwise fully secured against the effects of hard usage on the way. | 

4, Boxes may be addressed to either of the Secretaries, or the Assistant Treasurer. ~ 


NO PART OF A MISSIONARY’S SALARY. 


Boxes of clothing form no part of a missionary’s regular appropriation. The Society 
needs the same amount of money, therefore, in order to meet promptly its stipulations 
with its missionaries, as if no boxes were forwarded; and it would be no favor to a 
missionary to receive a box, if, as a consequence of it, the amount of money that would 
otherwise be sent him must be proportionally diminished. 

We trust the friends of the Home Missionary, therefore, will every where see to it® 
that they give none the less money in consequenee of their giving other things that 
are needful and convenient.- We hope, on the contrary, their sympathies will be so 
awakened in the preparation of the lesser gift, that they will feel it to be their privilege 
not only to continue, but also to enlarge the greater. 


SUGGESTIONS AS TO THEIR CONTENTS. 


x Jn regard to what is to be put into the box, while clothing of woolen or linen 
na ex shoes, boots, writing paper, and books will be specially valuable, scarcely any 
thing in the shape of plain, substantial wearing apparel or bedding, or which is of com- 
mon use in any form in a family, will come amiss. Knives and forks, spoons, a pair

Coos TED UTION 


OF THE 


AMERICAN HOME MISSIONARY SOCIETY. 


Art. 1. This Society shall be denominated Tort American Home 
Missionary Sociery. 


Art. 2. The object of this Society shall be, to assist congregations 
that are unable to support the Gospel ministry, and to send the Gos- 
pel to the destitute, within the United States: also to codperate with 
evangelical Christians in the support of Home Missions in nominally 
Christian countries, to such an extent as the funds of the Institution. 


may justify. 


Art. 3. The officers of this Society shall be a President, Vice-- 
Presidents, a Treasurer, an Auditor, one or more Secretaries for Cor- 
respondence, a Recording Secretary, and fifty Directors, who shall be- 
annually appointed by the Society ; and who, together with the 
Directors for Life, shall constitute a Board, seven of whom shall be a 
quorum, at any meeting regularly convened. 


Arr. 4. The officers and Directors shall appoint an Executive Com- 
mittee of fourteen, (including the Treasurer, the Secretaries for Cor- 
respondence, and the Recording Secretary,) residing in the City of 
New York and its vicinity ; five of whom shall be a quorum, at any 
meeting regularly convened. ‘The Committee shall have power to 
appoint its own meetings, form its own rules of business, and fill any 
vacancies in its own number which may occur during the year, and to 
convene special meetings of the Board or Society ; shall appoint mis- 
sionaries, and instruct them as to the field and manner of their labors ;: 
shall have the disposal of the funds; shall create such agency or 
agencies for appointing missionaries, and for other purposes, as the 
interests of the Institution may require; and shall make an Annual 
Report of their proceedings to the Society. 
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Art. 5 The Treasurer shall give bonds, annually, to such amount 
as the Executive Committee shall think proper. 


Arr. 6. Any person may become a member of this Society, by con- 
tributing annually to its funds; thirty dollars paid at one time shall 
constitute a Member for Life; and one hundred dollars paid at one 
time shall constitute a Director for Life: and any person on the pay- 
ment of a sum which, in addition to any previous contribution to the 
funds, shall amount to one hundred dollars, shall be a Director for 
Life. An executor, on paying a legacy of two hundred and fifty dol- 
lars to the funds of this Society, shall be a Member for Life ; and the 
payment of a legacy of one thousand dollars shall constitute a Direc- 
tor for Life. 


Arr. 7, Any Missionary Society may become Auxiliary, by agree- 
ing to pay into the Treasury of this Society the whole of its surplus 
funds, and sending to the Secretaries for Correspondence a copy of its 
Constitution and Annual Reports, mentioning the names of its Mis- 
sionaries, and the fields of their opperations. 


Art. 8. Every Auxiliary Society, which shall agree to pay the 
whole of its funds to this Society, shall be entitled to a missionary or 
missionaries to labor in such fields as it may designate ; at least to the 
amount of its contributions ; piomeced such designation be made at 
the time of payment. 


Art. 9. The officers of all Auxiliary Societies shall be, ex officio, 
Directors ; and annual contributors to their funds shall be members 
of the Society. 


Arr. 10. This Society shall meet annually in the City of New York, 
on the Wednesday next preceding the second Thursday in May. 


Art. 11, No alteration shall be made in this Constitution without a 
vote of two thirds of the members present at an annual meeting; nor 
unless the same shall have been proposed at a previous annual meet- 
ing, or recommended by the Executive Committee. 


ete weet Prt REPORT 


WE pause, as we enter upon the review of another missionary 
year, to offer a word of tribute to the memory of the dead. Many 
of our associates and patrons have, since the year commenced, 
ceased from their labors and entered upon their reward. Among 
them, are four of the Vice-Presidents of the Society—Hon. Lewis 
Strrone, Rev. RatpH Emerson, D. D, Mr. Witiram M. Hatsren, 
and Rey. BENJAMIN TAPPAN, D. D. 

Mr. Srrone@ had sustained official relations to the Society for 
twenty four years, and given to it his counsels, his influence, and 
his generous benefactions. Dr. Emerson will be remembered 
with special affection as the devoted Teacher of Sacred Science, 
inspiring his pupils with missionary zeal, bestowing upon them 
his benediction, and following them with his sympathies and his 
prayers, as they went forth to plant in the wilderness the banner 
of the cross. Mr. HAustep’s official relations to the Society com- 
menced in 1828. He was for seventeen years a member of its 
Executive Committee, and for seven its Recording Secretary. How 
faithfully he watched over its interests, how promptly and kindly 
he discharged every duty, how bland and courteous he was in his 
demeanor, and how sincere and deep was his interest in the diffu- 
sion of Gospel influences every where, those who were so long 
and so happily associated with him can never forget. Dr. TAPPAN 
was not only one of the Vice-Presidents of this Society, rejoicing 
in its prosperity and in the progress of every humane and christ- 
ian enterprise, but he had been for fourteen years the Secretary of 
the Maine Missionary Society Auxiliary to this, conducting its 
affairs with great wisdom and energy, honored and revered by the 
churches which he encouraged and strengthened, and by the 
churches as well, of whose bounty he was the almoner to the 
needy. The missionaries and the ministry throughout the State 
looked up to him as to a father, and mourned, as they carried him 
to his burial, a loss which they felt could never be repaired, 

But another stroke of the Divine hand has come still nearer to 
the Executive Officers of the Society. We had scarcely entered 
upon the duties of a new year, when it pleased God, by a death 
most serene and peaceful, to take from us our honored and belov- 
ed fellow-laborer—Mr. Wint1AM C. GinmAN. He had been for 
ten years in the Executive Committee of the Society, and for the 
last eight its Recording Secretary. Seldom absent from a meeting 
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of the Committee, intimately acquainted with its principles of 
action, patient and exact in the details of business, as well as 
deeply interested in the greatness of the work, sagacious in coun- 
sel, kind and gentle in his intercourse with his brethren, seeking 
ever to lighten their burdens and diminish their cares, hopeful in 
discouragements and unwavering in faith, he could not but be 
greatly endeared to the hearts of all. But the Master had need 
of himina higher sphere, and it was but for us to say: “Hven 
so, Father, for so it seemed good in thy sight.” 

Four of the missionaries of the Society have also died during 
the year—Rev. Josiah Ballard, Rev. Andrew J. Clapp, and Rev. 
John H. Dodge, in Massachusetts; and Hnoch H. Caswell in New 
Hampshire. 


The various operations of the Society are noticed in the body

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SUMMARY OF RESULTS. 


The number of ministers of the Gospel in the service of the 
Society the last year, whose names are found in the preceding 
General Table, together with those engaged in superintending the 
work, and whose names are mentioned in connection with the 
respective Auxiliaries and Agencies, is 756. 


Of these, 580 were in commission at the date of the last Report, 
and 176 have since been appointed. 


They have been distributed in 21 different States and Territo- 
ries, as follows: in Maine, 77; New Hampshire, 84; Vermont, 58; 
Massachusetts, 60; Rhode Island, 6; Connecticut, 54; New York, 
42; Pennsylvania, 2; Ohio, 88; Indiana, 5; Illinois, 94; Mis- 
sour, 2; Michigan, 62; Wisconsin, 73; Iowa, 79 ; Minnesota, 88 ; 
Kansas, 15; Nebraska, 5; Colorado, 1; California, 8 ; Oregon, 3. 


This distribution gives to the New England States, 289; Mid- 
dle States, 44; Western States and Territories, including 11 on 
the Pacific coast, 423. 


Of the whole number in commission, 444 have been pastors or 
stated supplies of single congregations; 230 have ministered to two ~ 
or three congregations each; and 82 have extended their labors 
over still wider fields. 


The aggregate of ministerial labor performed is 603 years. 


The number of congregations and missionary districts, which have 
been fully supplied, or where the Gospel has been preached at 
stated intervals, is 1,518. 


Seven missionaries have been in commission as pastors or stated 
supplies of churches of colored people; and 30 have preached in 
foreign languages—11 to Welsh congregations, 16 to German con- 
gregations, and 8 to congregations of Hollanders and Frenchmen. 


‘The number of Sabbath school and Bible class scholars, connected 
with the missionary churches, is not far from 50,200. - 


The contributions to benevolent objects, reported by 462 mission- 
aries, amount to $22,914.58, . 


Sixty four missionaries make mention in their reports of revivals 
of religion during the year, in some of which there have been 50, 
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40, and 35 hopeful conversions. The number of conversions 
reported by 292 missionaries is 1,898. 


The additions to the churches, as nearly as can be ascertained, 
have been 3,902; namely, 2,221 on profession of their faith, and 
1,681 by letters from other churches. 


Twenty seven churches have been organized in connection with 
the labors of the missionaries during the year; and twenty have 
become se/fsupporting. Thirty houses of worship have been com- 
pleted; forty three repaired or improved ; and twenty six others are 
in the process of erection. 


THE TREASURY. 


Resources.—The balance in the Treasury, April 1, 1863, was 
$35,429.92. The receipts, for the succeeding twelve months, have 
been $195,537.89 ; making the resources of the year $230,967.81. 


LIABILITIES.—There was due to missionaries, at the close of the’ 
last year, the sum of $6,100.15. There have since become due 
$152,039.68 ; making the total of liabilities $158,189.83. 


PAYMENTS.—Of this sum, $149,325.58 have been paid; leaving 
$8,814.25 still due to missionaries for labor performed. In addi- 
tion to these past dues, appropriations already made and daily be- 
coming due, amount to $68,178.35, making the total of pledges 
$76,992.60. To redeem which, and to apply on other appropri- 
ations, there is a balance in the Treasury of $81,642.23. 


The receipts exceed those of the previous year by $30,653.60, 
and those of any other year since the organization of the Society 
by $1,989.52. Of this increase, the sum of $17,446.94 is from 
legacies, and $13,206.66 from the contributions of churches and 
individuals. The expenditures of the year exceed those of the 
preceding by $14,834.50. The number of missionaries is greater 
by 22, and the years of labor performed by 41. The number of 
additions to the churches exceeds that reported at the last Anni- 
versary by 794, and the number of Sabbath school and Bible class 
scholars by 1,200. In other. particulars — in the organization of 
churches; ‘in the number and power of revivals of religion ; in the 
erection, completion, and improvement of houses of worship ; in the 
building of parsonages; in the settlement of pastors, and in the 
transfer of churches from the list of beneficiaries to that of bene- 
factors—the reports of the missionaries indicate substantial progress 
and spiritual prosperity. It is with devout gratitude to Almighty 
God, that we record these evidences of his favor upon the mission- 
ary work in our own land, during a year of such deep national 
conflict and_peril. 

The number of missionaries would have been greatly increas- 
ed, if suitable men could have been obtained, in the earlier part of 
the year especially, for the important posts where their services 
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were needed. But the war has made large drafts on our mission- 
ary supplies. As chaplains in the field and in hospitals, in sery- 
ices connected with Sanitary and Christian Commissions, and in 
the care and instruction of F’reedmen, many have been employed, 
who, in other times, would have been our efficient co-workers in 
the missionary field. Pastors of churches in the older settlements 
are beginning, however, to listen to the calls of Providence in our 
new Territories, and at centers of moral influence which are fast 
opening upon us; and the number of appointments recently made, 
as well as the spirit of inquiry and of missionary enterprise that 
seems to be kindling up anew, encourages the hope that the calls 
for men to go forth, even in these troublous times, to reclaim the 
old wastes and build up the desolation of many generations, will 
not be unheeded. And when those now connected with the army 
shall, in the good providence of God, be relieved, and our young 
men shall hear the increasing earnestness of the cries of the desti- 
tute, and the fruits of the outpouring of the Spirit upon our 
literary institutions shall be gathered into the ministry, and the 
prayer to the Lord of the harvest to send forth laborers into his 
harvest shall become the importunate prayer of the Church uni- 
versal, we can not doubt the hosts of Immanuel will be found ad- 
equate in numbers, in spirit, and in power, for the great work 
which God has for them here to do. 

The large receipts of the year, accompanied as they have been 
by so many testimonies to the magnitude of our work, give us the 
assurance that the interest involved in bringing this whole land 
under the power of the world to come, never had such a hold on 
christian hearts as now. Mayltitudes are looking, with earnest de- 
sire and with confident expectation, to this Institution as an ap- 
pointed instrumentality of Heaven for our country’s salvation. 
They bring their offerings; they utter words of encourasement 
and hope; they intercede for the residue of the Spirit. And what 
shall hinder our going forward, as the tide of emigration—for a 
season checked—shall again sweep over the land, and cities and 
villages and wide districts of desolation from which we have hith- 
erto been excluded shall invite our coming—what shall hinder our 
going forward, in the name and at the bidding of our Divine 
Master, with redoubled ardor and strength, and with triumphant 
success also in the accomplishment of our important mission ?

6. The fifth column—that of new appointments—shows how 
many have to be called in each year, to supply the places of those 
whose support is assumed by the people, the vacancies occasioned 
by death, sickness, removals, and other changes, and to make the 
increase, if there be any, over the number of the preceding year.

The receipts of this Society, for the year ending March 1, were 
$935.12. There were also received into the Treasury of the 
American Home Missionary Society, during its financial year, 
from congregations and individuals in the State, $287.69, and in 
payment of legacies, $216.50—in all, $504.19—making a total for 
the cause of $9,855.31; which is less than the amount of the pre- 
vious year by $2,056.10. The expenditures within the State were 
$10,663.56. 

The number of missionaries in commission is seventy seven—ten 
of whom are licentiates and sixty seven ordained ministers; forty 
seven were employed through the year; eleven for six months and 


“upwards, and the remainder for a shorter period; they have 


ministered to ninety four churches, and in eleven places where no 
Congregational church has been organized. The last report of 
the Society gives the number of additions to the churches for the: 
year, one hundred and sixty two; the amount of contributions to 
benevolent objects, $1,586.99; and the number of hopeful con- 
versions, two hundred and sixty three. 


The Trustees say, in their Report: “This work of faith, this 
labor of love is only begun, and still needs for its successful pros- 
ecution, the patience of hope and the spirit of unfaltering zeal and 
determined perseverance. In our sphere, we are to do our part in 
giving to our beloved country, what it never more needed than it 


now needs, the ministry and ordinances of the blessed Gospel. 


Amidst the perils and alarms, the tears and blood of which our 
land is full, how can our nation, how can our commonwealth, dis- 
pense with its heavenly light and life, its divine strength and conso- 
lation ?—how be content with that limited measure of christian 


influence with which it is now blessed ?” 


The Society has been called, during the year, to mourn the de- 
cease of its venerable Secretary, Rev. BENJAMIN TAPPAN, D: De 
who had long, arduously, and successfully labored for its prosperity, 
His sympathies were with the feeble churches and with the breth- 
ren who ministered to them; the friends of the cause confided in: 
his wisdom, admired his efficiency, and rejoiced to codperate with 
him in extending, through all their borders, the institutions of the 
Gospel. He enjoyed and exemplified, in an eminent degree,. the: 
religion which he commended to others, and he has left with those: 
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who loved him the full assurance that his is now the recompense 
of those who turn many to righteousness. 

Rev. Davip SHEPLEY, of Yarmouth, has, since Dr. Tappan’s de- 
cease, acted as the Secretary of the Society. 


NEW HAMPSHIRE MISSIONARY SOCIETY.

The receipts of this Society, for the year ending March 1, were 
$6,931.41; of which $421.86 were forwarded by designation of 
the donors to the Parent Society. There were also received from 
_ the State into the Treasury of the American Home Missionary 
Society, during its financial year, in payment of legacies, $1,317.- 
97; from congregations and individuals, $473.59—in all, $1.791.- 
56—-making the total for the cause $8,722.97 ; which is less than 
in the previous year by $88.24. The expenditures within the State 
were $4,885.55; and the amount put at the disposal of the Na- 
tional Institution, $2,213.42. 

Thirty four missionaries have been in commission during the 
year, preaching to thirty five churches, and in two places where 
churches have not yet been organized. The aggregrate average 
attendance on public worship in thirty three of these congregations 
is two thousand seven hundred and seventy three. The contribu- 
tions of the churches to benevolent objects are nearly equal to twenty 
per cent of their receipts from the Society. Highteen Congregational 
churches still remain destitute of the preached word. 


. In reference to the national work, the Trustees say in their Re- 
port: ‘‘It is the testimony of well-informed witnesses that the 
great West and North-West have maintained their loyalty to the 
Union and to the Government more through the influence of our 
missionaries and the churches they have planted, than through the 
agency of any other, perhaps of all other causes combined. Had 
the vast West never felt any of these countless benign Home Mis- 
sionary influences, could it have been safely relied on to sustain our 
Government and Nation in the terrible crisis now upon us? Would 
we hope that our bleeding country will come safely out of the iron 
furnace, and its government and the invaluable ‘institutions that 
have grown out of it be securely, permanently established, we 


must, by our prayers, our sympathies, our benefactions, sustain the 
Flome Missionary enterprise.”

The receipts of this Society, for the year ending March 1 
$7,647.75. There were also received from the State intauteal 


wy 
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Treasury of the American Home Missionary Society, during its 
financial year, in payment of legacies, $912; from congregations 
and individuals, $724.683—in all, $1,636.63—making the total 
from the State $9,284.38; which is less than in the previous year 
by $3,442.81. The expenditures within the State were $7,299.40. 

Fifty eight missionaries have been in commission during some 
portion of the year. The Secretary in his report says: ‘hese mis- 
sionaries have labored in fifty churches and missionary districts, per- 
forming thirty one years of service. One church has been organ- 
ized, two pastors ordained, and two houses of worship built. Three 
churches have become self-sustaining, and two others will probably 
call for no more aid. No extensive work of grace has prevailed, 
but several of the churches have been, quickened and their num- 
bers increased. Our work, in its general character and results, has 
been much as in previous years. Labor has been performed, and 
good accomplished, but less than we hoped. A sad_ feature in 
many of our churches is a lack of young men. As the result of 
emigration, war, and the absence of the converting grace of God, 
several of our churches have not a resident male member under 
forty years of age. Some of our self-sustaining churches are be- 


- coming feeble, for the want of aggressive missionary efforts on 


their part, in the region immediately around them. Their influ- 
ence is becoming circumscribed, and no earnest effort is put forth 
to regain the lost ground. More active missionary labor, by the 
members of the churches, in seeking to build up Christ’s kingdom 
around them, is greatly needed.” 


Rev. Joun F. Stone, who, for many years, had served the Soci- 
ety as its Secretary with great fidelity and acceptance, on account 
of impaired health, declined, at the last Anniversary, a reélection, 
but consented to remain until another could be obtained to fill the 
place. The duties of the office have been performed, since Mr.

MASSACHUSETTS HOME MISSIONARY SOCIETY.

The receipts of this Society, for the year ending March 1, were 
$39,646.63. The expenditures within the State were $6,770.10; 
and the amount forwarded from the Treasury to the American 
Home Missionary Society, during its financial year, was $31,000. 
There were also received from the State into the Treasury of the 
Parent Society, in payment of legacies, $14,664.02; from the 
Hampshire Missionary Society $9,270.29 ; from congregations and 
individuals, $6,937.55—in all, $93,871.86—making the total to 
the cause, $63.518.49—exceeding the amount of the preceding 


year, by $17,020.60. The whole amount expended out of the 


State, through the National Institution, was $54,871.36. 
Sixty missionaries have been in commission. The churches to 
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which they have ministered contain a membership of one thousand 
seven hundred and eighty eight, with an average Sabbath attend- 
ance of about four thousand. ‘The number of Sabbath school schol- 
ars reported is over three thousand; and of hopeful conversions, 
one hundred and fourteen. Sixty eight have been added to the 
churches by profession. 


“We go forward,” say the Executive Committee in their An- 
nual Report, “with the Parent Institution amid the perils and 
trials, the tears and blood of civil war. But the grandeur of our 
work—our country’s evangelization—gives us powerful and de- 
lightful inspiration. The hearts of the friends of Home Missions 
have not fainted during these years of danger and sorrow; and 
they are stronger now than ever, we believe, for this great enterprise. 
Our augmented receipts, our opening and enlarging fields, the 
Spirit’s power and grace among so many missionary churches, and 
our beloved country’s dependence on the Christianity we spread 
over it for the permanence and prosperity of its noble institutions— 
all these voices pour on our ears the powerful appeal to prosecute, 
with augmented diligence and fidelity, the great work before us. 
‘The God of heaven, he will prosper us; therefore we his servants 
will arise and build.’ ” 


RHODE ISLAND HOME MISSIONARY SOCIETY,

The receipts of this Society, for the year ending March 1, were 
$1,250.79. There were also received from the State, into the 
Treasury of the American Home Missionary Society, during its 
| financial year, $148.55; making the total to the cause, $1,399.84— 

which is less than in the preceding year by $64.70. The expendi- 
tures within the State were $1,596.63. 

Six missionaries have been in commission, laboring amidst many 
difficulties and with much encouragement in building up the old 
wastes and in laying the foundations of many generations. 


CONNECTICUT HOME MISSIONARY SOCIETY.

The receipts of this Society, for the year ending March 1, were 
$6,849.74. There were also received from the State into the 
Treasury of the American Home Missionary Society during its 
financial year, in payment of legacies, $6,868.06 ; from congrega- 
tions and individuals, $13,728.45—in all, $20,596.51—making the 
total to the cause, $27,446.25—which is $183.38 less than the 
amount of the preceding year. The expenditures within the State 
were $7,804.86; and the amount expended beyond its limits 
through the National Institution, was $20,596.51. ; 
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Fifty four missionaries have been in’commission. “The churches 
to which they have ministered,” says the Secretary of the Society, 
“do not differ in any essential respect from the other churches of 
our denomination in this State, except in their ability to sustain 
unaided the institutions of the Gospel. The war presses on them 
heavily, but its demands are cheerfully met; and additional aid to 
their ministers is not unusual. There is an increased sense of ob- 
ligation in our churches to extend the institutions of the Gospel 
among those around them, and new places for preaching are often 
attended by congregations almost as largeas at the center. To 
impart to old and decayed churches the vigor and hopefulness of 
new institutions is neither an easy nor rapid work, but with faith 
and determination and the blessing of heaven it can be done.” 


Rey. WitttAm H. Moore has prosecuted his work as Agent 
and State Missionary with great fidelity, visiting and encouraging 
the missionary churches, addressing ecclesiastical gatherings and 
Sabbath schools, conferring with ministers and laymen, and “ dwell- 
ing in private and public on such topics as these—the best means 
of securing contributions to charitable objects, the baptism of child- 
ren, the duties of churches to their absent members,’pastoral visita- 
tion, the management of Sabbath schools, lay activity, mission 
schools, the care of the neglected population, and the conversion 
of souls and their admission to church fellowship.” 


The total of receipts from New England is $118,774.76—exceed- 
ing the amount of the preceding year by $11,978.10; of this, $39,- 
020,10 were expended within its bounds, and $79,754.66 forward: 
ed to the National Institution for its general work. 


NEW YORK. 


Rey. L. Surra Hosart, Syracuse, Agent. 


The number of missionaries in the service of the Society, within 
this State, during the past year, is forty two. They have minister- 
ed statedly to not less than sixty six churches and congregations; 
and have labored with fidelity and zeal. The contributions to the 
Home Missionary Treasury, for the same period, amount to $43,- 
978.22. 

About thirty five Congregational churches are now without 
ministers. These churches are able to raise only from $200 to 
$350 a year toward a pastor’s salary. “ They remain unsupplied,” 
observes the Agent, “not because they have been refused mission- 
ary aid sufficient to make up an adequate support, or because there 
is not a sufficient number of clergymen seeking parishes.” It 1s 
possible that ministers may sometimes be lacking in zeal_and self- 
denial; and churches may be fastidious and exacting. Whatever 
the cause, this-double destitution — of pastors and of parishes — 
continues, 

The missionary churches in New York, as in the States further 
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west, are almost wholly composed of persons whose loyalty to 
their country is beyond question. ‘They not only hate rebellion, 
but, even more intensely, the slavery which is its root. They pray 
and vote, and numbers of them are fighting for the extermination 
of both. This fruit of our Home Missionary work is legitimate, 
commendable, and deserving of conspicuous record.” 

“Tt is an encouraging fact that among these churches the re- 
ligious instruction of the young is receiving much attention. The 
relation of the Sabbath school to the church is better understood 
and appreciated; a larger proportion of the older and more ex- 
perienced church members are becoming teachers; the schools are 
more generally continued through the winter; and their true end 
is more distinctly and prayerfully held in view.” 

‘“‘ Moreover, the vice of intemperance, now so alarmingly preva- 
lent, is beginning to arouse new efforts for its suppression. In 
many communities, the majority of the young people, for a long 
time, have been accustomed to hear but little of argument or in- 
struction upon this subject, and have thus too often been left un- 
forewarned and unfortified against the destroyer; but ministers 
have begun again to deliver addresses, after the style of twenty five 
years ago; and children and youth are encouraged to sign the 
pledge.” 

On the whole, therefore, we may regard the present aspect of 
the missionary work in this State as very hopeful. A new vigor 
appears in many churches; a new hope has been awakened in 
congregations that had begun to despair; a fresh warmth of at- 
tachment to christian and to puritan principles is making itself man- 
ifest; everywhere the Society’s Agent is cordially welcomed; ° 
everywhere he is urging upon the churches an earnest and system- 
atic benevolence, and the importance of their development and 
growth through union with Christ in methodical working with 
him, regarding themselves as “ divinely constituted for the evan- 
gelization of the surrounding communities ;” while the tokens of 
interest in the Home Missionary cause are always marked and 
abundant. We can not but feel that the Lord is speaking unto his 
people here, and bidding them, “Go forward.” 


OHIO. 


Rev. James H. Newton, Cleveland, Agent for Northern Ohio. Rev. LysanpER KeEtsry, 
: Columbus, Agent for Southern Ohio and Southern Indiana. 


In Ohio, the Society has had thirty eight missionaries under com- 
mission during the past year; and has received into its Treasury 
contributions from the State amounting to $5,033.89. 

In Northern Ohio, twenty one ministers have labored with twen- 
ty four churches and at a considerable number of out stations. 
The receipts into the Treasury from this part of the State are in 
advance of those of last year; although the great majority of the 
givers are persons of limited means, while the calls of charity were 
probably never before so numerous. But the people have been 
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learning to be generous ; and their spirit has risen with the demands 
made upon them. ‘ Many congregations,” observes the Agent, 
“which in times of peace felt unable to support the Gospel with- 
out foreign aid, now, in the midst of a civil war, and when pecu- 
niarily weakened, are sustaining their ministers with salaries from 
one fifth to one third larger than they were wont to furnish in 
former years.” None of these missionary churches secure an aver- 
age attendance of gnore than one hundred and seventy five, while 
the smallest averages but forty five. : 

Six ministers are now needed in this portion of the State to sup- 
ply its destitutions. They should be men of large faith and pa- 
tience, apt to teach. But its great want, He only can meet who 
bestows the baptism of the Holy Ghost. Nothing short of a gen- 
eral and powerful revival can make these churches truly vigorous, 
or deliver these intelligent and enterprising communities from dis- 
tractions of opinion and from spiritual luakewarmness. 


In Southern Ohio and Southern Indiana, the Society has aided 
seventeen mussionaries, who haye preached regularly to twenty one 
churches and at six out stations, and, have held frequent services in 
numerous other localities scattered over wide districts. A large 
amount of labor has thus been performed. Four of the churches 
have been blessed with revivals. 

“ich prices,” observes the Agent, “have occasioned great em- 
barrassment; and the missionaries have found it difficult to live 
on their small salaries. No class in the loyal States has suffered 
so much in their pecuniary affairs. During the year, a rebel force, 
about five thousand in number, invaded Southern Ohio and swept 
through the State for a distance of about three hundred miles. 
Their raid was of brief continuance, and interrupted but few of 
the missionary churches. Some of the missionaries, with many of 
their people, were among those who rallied for the pursuit and 
capture of the invaders.” ; 

‘The churches are feeble; but they are very generally united 
and harmonious, self-denying, earnest, active, and loyal. Scarcely 
one can be found that has not some of its best men in the Union 
army ; and the influence of none could be spared, without serious 
loss to the communities where they exist. Southern Ohio and 
Indiana still present large fields for missionary culture. Scores of 
self.sustaining churches here are monuments of the Society’s use- 
fulness in the past, and pledges of future success.” The harvests 
are waiting—the laborers are few. 


ILLINOIS.

Rey. Exisna Jenney, Galesburgh, Agent for Central and Southern Illinois. 


This Society has aided in the support of ninety four missionaries 
in Illinois, during the year covered by the present Report, and has 
received into its Treasury, from that State, $4,850.61. 
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In Northern Ilinois and Northern Indiana three churches have 
been organized, six houses of worship have been built and four 
others commenced. Twelve congregations have been blessed with 
revivals of religion. Despite the peculiar burdens and hindrances 
of the times, the missionaries have been prosecuting their work 
with encouraging success; and we are not without convincing 
proof that their influence tells effectively upon the moral tone of 
society as well as upon the multiplication gpd growth of the 
churches. 

The Theological Seminary at Chicago has begun to make addi- 
tions to the number of laborers in the missionary field, and gives 
promise of being a most effective agency for the advancement of 
the kingdom of our Lord. Its help is greatly needed in every 
Western State. In Illinois itself more than thirty congregations 
were but recently destitute of ministers, and multitudes still suffer 
for lack of pastors and teachers fitted for the Gospel work. 


To the churches of Central and Southern Ilinois the year just 
closed has been one of at least ordinary prosperity. In the midst 
of war they have had peace; one new church has been organ- 
ized, two houses of worship have been finished and dedicated, not 
less than fourteen congregations—and perhaps more—have enjoyed 
revivals of religion, one of which resulted in the hopeful conversion 
of fifty souls, and the amount of benevolent contributions, not- 
withstanding the great advance in the cost of living, has been 
increased. ‘I'en of the churches are without ministers, 

The missionaries sustained by the Society in this part of the 
State, settled to so large an extent by persons of Southern origin, 
are, “without an exception,” observes the Agent, “ loyal to the 
Government and ready for any sacrifices and hardships in the 
cause of religion and humanity.” “Some of them have given 
their sons, first to the Savior, then to their country, and all are 
contributing, in one way or another, to the great ends for which 
we ought to live in times like these.” 

A thorough inquiry into the efficiency of the churches has re- 
newedly and deeply impressed the Society’s Agent with the con- 
viction that, few and feeble as they are, they are truly deserving 
of encouragement and support. Although some of them are not 
now making advances, the progress of others is such as to awaken 
our gratitude; and instances of this sort would obviously be more 
humerous were it not for the drain of men and of money occasioned 
by the war. “Those of us,” to use his words, “who have oppor- 
tunities of knowing the obstacles to success, and the progress 
really made amid go many hindrances, are forced to exclaim: 
‘What hath God wrought!’ Though all has not been accom- 
plished that we aimed at, and that we hoped ere this to witness, 
yet much has been done, in view of which angels must rejoice.” 


Illinois occupies a central and commanding position. Stretching 
from about the latitude of Fortress Monroe to that of Boston, and 
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touching upon the Mississippi, the Ohio, and the lakes, she unites 
distant States, and is connected by great highways with them and 
with all the world. Her population, gathered from diverse parts 
of the country and from many lands, numbered in 1860 over 
1,700,000. Seattered throughout this great multitude—and princi- 
pally where the population is least sparse, best educated, and most 
enterprising — there are now over two hundred churches codper- 
ating in this Society. A way of access is fairly open, therefore, 
to the whole State. May we not hope that these churches will 
grow and multiply, until every township shall be reached by their 
immediate influence? The Society has a great field before it in 
this State, and, we trust, a blessed work for Christ and for souls, 
for the country and the world. ner 


MISSOURI. 


At the beginning of the year the Society had no missionary in 
this State—except one, ministering to a congregation of Germans— 
and there were but two (American) churches within the bounds of 
Missouri disposed to yield it their sympathy and support. While 
the general aspect of affairs is not strikingly changed, there are 
indications of a very encouraging character. In the fall of 1868, 
Rev. Tuomas E. Buiss was commissioned for general missionary 
labor in the northern part of the State, and more especially along 
the line of the Hannibal and St. Joseph Railroad. He there met 
with a very cordial reception, has succeeded in redrganizing a 
church that had been broken up by the rebellion, and has gathered 
several congregations that give good promise for the future. Mul- 
titudes of the best citizens of the State appear to have become 
dissatisfied with religious teachers who deserted the cause of their 
country in her hour of trial, and to be no longer willing to ac- 
knowledge their leadership or even attend upon their ministrations 
in the sanctuary. The door is apparently open, therefore, for the 
formation of loyal churches, under the care of a ministry faithful 
to Christ, to freedom, and to “the poor.” We should probably 
have been able at this time to report additional results had not a 
pressing call from. Tennessee made it necessary for the Society’s 
Agent to transfer his labors, for a season, to the city of Memphis, 
where his efforts were promptly rewarded with the organization of 
a loyal Union church of twenty five members and the securing of 
very liberal subscriptions toward the support of the Gospel. We 
trust that this church will be able from the first to maintain the 
regular ministrations of the word without assistance. The congre- 
gation accepted temporarily the use of a house of worship whose 
owners had been excluded for disloyalty, but now assembles in its 
own hired hall. Its prospects are highly encouraging. All loyal 
churches and Christians throughout the land can not but view it 
with emotions of peculiar interest and sympathy, as one of the first 
fruits of the new and better harvest which the nation hopes to 
gather in a redeemed and regenerated South. We trust the year 
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to come will witness the prosecution of the work thus auspiciously 
begun with fresh vigor and enlarged success. _ 

On the western frontiers of Missouri, also, in the center of that 
border district which has been the source of such deeds of vio- 
lence, at Kansas City, still another congregation and Sunday 
school have been gathered; and a missionary is there laboring 
with zeal and self-denial at what, it is hoped, will prove founda- 
tions for many generations. , 1. a 

Missouri is apparently destined, under the benign and inspiring 
influences of the Gospel and of liberty, to become one of the most 
populous and prosperous States of the Union. For the salvation 
of the millions who, in ages to come, are to dwell within its bor- 
ders, every Christian and patriot must deem it a privilege to labor. 


MICHIGAN, 


Rey. Herserr A, Reap, Marshall, Agent. 


Sixty two missionaries have labored in this State, under commis- 
sion from the Society, during the past year. The contributions to 
the Treasury have amounted to $1,585.48. Of the one hundred 
and fifty Congregational churches of Michigan, ninety are so feeble 
as to require missionary aid, while some of the remainder are en- 
abled to dispense with it, only by uniting two or more churches in 
the support of the same pastor, and a few are now so reduced, by 
emigration and other causes, as to give little promise for the future. 
Six churches have been organized during the year; five houses of 
worship have been completed, or are near completion, and several 
missionary congregations have erected parsonages. A new Asso- 
ciation has been formed, in the valley of the Muskegon. Twenty 
churches are still without stated preachers; and no less than fit: 
teen faithful ministers are needed, to break unto them the bread of 
life. Although the year has not been characterized by remarkable 
religious awakenings, quite a number of revivals have been en- 
joyed, resulting, in some instances, in the formation of churches. 

“To many of the missionary churches, the past year,” observes 
the Agent, “has brought severe trials. With one fourth of their 
male members—and these the younger and more active—in the 
army of the Union, a failure of crops, through frost and drought, 
and a great increase of taxes and of demands upon their liberality, 
it 1s with difficulty that they have achieved their part toward sus- 
taming the institutions of the Gospel. This, in most instances, 
they have done in a manner worthy of praise. The missionaries, 
with their wives, have met their trials with christian fortitude, 
laboring on courageous] y, amid frequent privations and self-de- 
nials.” Karly in the year, apprehensions were felt lest the minds 
of the people should be so taken up with efforts and excitements 
connected with our national struggle, as to forbid all advance, and 
even imperil the holding of ground already occupied. Such fears 
have not been realized, A general survey of the field reveals, on 
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the whole, an encouraging progress. New churches have been 
formed, older ones have added to their numbers, and nearly all 
have increased in strength. There are signs of spiritual growth as 
well as of pecuniary improvement; and probably the cause of 
Home Missions never stood better in this State than at the present 
time. 

The particular aspect of the Home Missionary work in Michi- 
gan, of greatest interest, at the present moment, is that exhibited 
in the rapid occupation of the northwestern portion of the State, 
in the neighborhood of Grand Traverse Bay, along the shore of 
Lake Michigan and the banks of the Manistee and Muskegon. 
The Grand Traverse region until recently has been little known. 
It had been generally supposed to be one vast “‘ pinery,” and un- 
fitted for tillage. This impression is very far from the truth. The 
pine lands are only found in strips, varying in width from one to 
three miles, along the courses of the larger streams. The rest of 
the country is heavily wooded with the maple, the elm, ash, and 
hemlock—the sugar maple largely predominating, and developing 
luxuriant dimensions. The region abounds in lakes, brooks, and 
springs; the soil is of excellent quality, and yields abundant re- 
turns of wheat and other agricultural staples, together with the 
most valued fruits. The population of this district in 1860 was 
about 3,600; but so rapidly have settlements been made, that at 
the present time the inhabitants are believed to number nearly 
10,000 souls. 

The physical character of the region lying to the south of the 
Manistee River, and between that and the Muskegon, in all essen- 
tial particulars, resembles the one just described. Its villages, 
however, are more numerous, distributed mostly upon the lake 
shore, and its population is much larger. 

These northwestern counties now form a missionary field of 
great interest and importance. The tide of emigration is setting 
strongly in that direction, and numerous villages are springing into 
being, with every promise of prosperity. Some of them must soon 
become important centers of trade and commerce. _ At Benzonia, 
the county seat of Benzie County, and situated about half way 
between Grand Traverse Bay and the Manistee, a settlement has 
been formed, which ‘‘is designed to develop in harmony the inter- 
ests of agriculture, education, and piety” —a christian colony. 
Some forty families have already established themselves near its 
center: an institution of learning, which is expected to become a 
college, has been in operation for a year; and cordial invitations 
are now extended to Christian families, ‘‘ willing to set examples 
of industry, frugality, and benevolence, and to assume understand- 
ingly the labors and self-denials of a new settlement,” to unite in 
this effort to lay broad and deep in this wilderness the foundations 
of christian society. 

The Society has been prompt in entering this new and important 
field, which already contains over fifteen churches, twelve ministers, 
and two Associations. Its missionaries have done a good work ; 
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and their work is rapidly growing upon their hands. More labor- 
ers are needed for this harvest. We invite the attention of all 
who are interested in the progress of the Redeemer’s Kingdom to 
the demands of this important State. 


WISCONSIN, 


Rev. Dexter Crary, Beloit, Agent for Eastern Wisconsin; Rev. Jonn OC, SHERWIN, 
La Crosse, Agent for Western Wisconsin, 


The number of missionaries employed within the bounds of this 
State, during the past year, is seventy three; of whom four have 
ministered to congregations of Hollanders and Welsh, in their 
native tongues. Not less than one hundred and eleven churches 
and over forty out-stations have thus been supplied with the regu- 
lar ministrations of the Gospel. Contributions have been made to 
the cause of Home Missions amounting to $1,898.93. The churches 
in Wisconsin that codperate in this Society number two hundred, 
embracing a membership of over eleven thousand. Of these, how- 
ever, less than fifty are able to sustain preaching without assist- 
ance; and more than twenty are destitute of pastors. Three have 
become self-supporting during the year; and five new churches 
have been organized. Waste places, in which it is possible to form 
churches, are not numerous. A vast number of neighborhoods 
and school districts, however, are to be found, in which congrega- 
tions could be gathered; but which, being too small to constitute 
missionary fields of themselves, and inconveniently situated for 
connection with existing parishes, remain destitute. 

“The missionaries of this State,” observes the Agent, “ are pros- 
ecuting their work with diligence, encountering difficulties and dis- 
couragements with christian manliness, walking by faith amid the 
darkness of the times, encouraging the churches to steadfastness in 
prayer and every good work, and holding up gospel truth as their 
light and their salvation. Christians of different denominations, 
also, appear to be more and more drawn toward each other, both 
by christian affinity and by their common interest in our national 
struggle.” “The steady progress of our churches has shown the 
vitalizing power of the Gospel, and furnishes encouragement for 
continued effort. ‘The Master of the Vineyard has graciously pre- 
served the lives of all the laborers in this portion of, it, and per- 
mitted many of them to rejoice in the ingathering of fruits. The 
precious revivals of the preceding year extended to the early part 
of the one just ended, and evidences of their genuineness are by no 
means wanting. ‘The number now, or recently, in progress is not 
so great.” ie 

‘The churches are generally in a prosperous condition, though 
much affected by the war. One fifth of their male members, it is 
believed, and about the same proportion from amone their sup- 
porters in the congregations, have enlisted in their country’s Serv- 
lee. From some of the churches, all the young men have gone.” 

The members of the missionary congregations, in common with 
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other inhabitants of the State, have been put to great expense.” 
The 42,000 men furnished by Wisconsin, previous to the recent 
eall for 500,000, were placed at the disposal of the Government 
equipped for the field; $50,000 have been contributed for the relief 
of sick and wounded soldiers, in addition to large sums for local 
Aid Societies and the Sanitary and Christian Commissions; more 
than $1,000,000 have been paid, in local bounties, to volunteers ; 
and $2,500,000 to their families. 

“These offerings of men and money greatly diminish the ability 
of the churches to support the institutions of the Gospel, and 
create a necessity for continued missionary aid.” “It is gratifying 
to witness, in the readiness with which such demands have been met, 
the developments of Christian principle; and to be able to trace 
the existence of this, in no small measure, to the early and contin- 
ued influence of Home Missions.” 

This influence reveals itself in another form, calculated to awaken 
our deepest gratitude; for we are assured that the demoralizing 
effect of the war is far less than was anticipated. Large numbers 
have gone into the army who had their education in churches, 
Sunday schools, Bible classes, and christian homes; and this fact, 
in connection with the influence of the great and sacred principles 
underlying our national struggle and of the momentous issues de- 
pendent on its result, have awakened a spirit of prayer and christ- 
lan activity that has been blest of God, in the protection of young 
men amid the temptations of a soldier’s life and to the conversion 
of many souls. ‘hus doth godliness prove itself “ profitable unto 
all things.” 


Wisconsin is a noble State. Its area measures 60,000 square 
miles, and not less than 17,000,000 of acres are now under assess- 
ment; its real estate, under taxation, is valued at $122,000,000, 
and its personal property at $30,000,000; the grain harvests of 
1863 measured 60,000,000 bushels, and the lumber from its pine- 
ries, 900,000,000 feet; its mineral resources, of iron, lead, and cop- 
per, are exhaustless; its water-power is immense, beyond all possi- 
bility of present use; one thousand miles of railroad are already 
built within its borders. The population of the State is now es- 
timated at 800,000; its children and youth, between the ages of 
four and twenty, at 321,000—of whom over 215,000 were, last 
year, members of common schools; the school fund on interest 
amounts to $2,675,000; its school houses number 4,168 ; their cost 
was $1,827,000, and the wages paid to teachers, in 1863, were 
$334,400. The State contains twenty academies and colleges, and 
owns 250,000 acres of land, appropriated to the support of a School of 
Agriculture. The leading elements of its population are most largely 
drawn from New York and New England; but great numbers of 
Europeans, especially of Germans, have also found a home within 
its borders. The task of bringing the Gospel to bear upon so great 
a multitude of souls—all of them our neighbors and most of them 
our kindred—is one that may well stir enthusiasm. 
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IOWA. 


Rev. Jesse Gurrnszy, Dubuque, Agent for Northern Iowa; Rev. Juzrus A. Rus, 
Davenport, Agent for Southern Iowa. 


The aid of this Society has been afforded, the past year, in the 
support of seventy nine ministers in this State, who have supplied 
more than one hundred and fifty congregations with the stated 
ministrations of the Gospel. The amount contributed to the cause 
of Home Missions from Iowa, during the year, is $1,246.97. 


In Northern Iowa the number of missionaries has been forty 
three, and the amount of ministerial labor performed by them has 
been equal to thirty six years. One church has been organized ; 
one has become self-sustaining; three have completed, and six are 
now erecting houses of worship; and several others have made 
liberal expenditures for the improvement of their church edifices, 
or the removal of debts incurred in their erection. A considerable 
advance has also been made in the amount raised for the support 
of the ministry. If, in connection with these facts, we take into 
view the large contributions of men and money made by these 
feeble congregations to sustain the army of the Union, we must 
regard the past year as one of unusual prosperity in respect to the 
material interests of the churches. It has not been characterized 
by general or powerful revivals of religion, though five or six 
churches have been graciously visited with the quickening influ- 
ences of the Spirit, and one has more than doubled its member- 
ship. 

“The coming year,” says the Agent, “promises to do much for 
the development of Northern Iowa. The railroads that are in pro- 
cess of construction across the State will be pushed rapidly for- 
ward. On all these roads little villages are already found, and 
others will soon spring up, in which, at an early day, missionaries 
should be located. Moreover, the newer and more vacant portions 
of my field, in which are located nearly all the lands in the State 
now belonging to the Government, are now attracting, in consider- 
able numbers, that class of immigrants whose circumstances make 
it desirable for them to take advantage of the provisions of the 
Homestead Act. . At the close of the war these regions will be 
sought by large numbers of returned soldiers and immigrants 
from foreign lands. If these new fields could be made to appear 
in the eyes of young men about entering the ministry, as they ee 
in their relations to the great future—with all the possibilities of 
far reaching influence which they present, with all the possibilities 
of glorious harvests gathered for God and humanity which they 
involve—they would seem more inviting and inspiring, a thousand 
fold, than the stereotyped parishes of the older States.” 


Tn Southern Towa, the number of laborers in commission the 
past year is thirty six, ministering statedly to seventy five congre- 
gations. ‘The labors of these missionaries have not been in vain. 


ai 
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Revivals of much power have been enjoyed by several churches, 
and others have been materially strengthened and confirmed. One 
has installed its minister as pastor, and has resolyed to dispense 
with missionary aid; two have completed houses of worship, and 
twenty five have made an advance of twenty per cent. in their 
subscriptions for the support of their ministers. One church has 
been organized in a new and promising field. Several missionary 
stations that had been abandoned, for want of laborers, have been 
redccupied, within the year, though as many others, from various 
causes, haye become vacant. Indeed, the destitutions of this por- 
tion of the State are probably greater than at any former time. 
The Agent states that nineteen counties are entirely unoccupied by 
the denomination for which this Society acts. All but four of these 
counties have, each, from 1,000 to 10,000 inhabitants. Their ag- 
gregate population is not less than 100,000, and they embrace some 
of the best portions of the State. Of the thirty counties occupied 
by this denomination, and containing, each, an average of 11,000 
inhabitants, about one half enjoy the services of only a single min- 
ister, and in some cases enjoy those services only once or twice a 
month. The multitude in Southern Iowa, for whom adequate 
spiritual provision is not made, is increasing from year to year. 
Two lines of railway are steadily advancing westward, which will 
soon unite the Mississippi to the Missouri, and ere long will unite 
the latter to the Atlantic and Pacific seaboard, opening a western, 
as well as an eastern, market to the teeming prairies of this impe- 
rial State. Tio us God has given no small measure of responsi- 
bility for the decision of the question whether this broad domain 
shall become and remain a moral waste, or rejoice and blossom as 
the rose. 


MINNESOTA. 
Rey. Ricwarp Hatt, St. Paul, Agent. 


Thirty ecght missionaries have labored in this State during the 
year, ministering to forty seven churches and at eighteen out sta- 
tions. The contributions to the Society from the State have amount- 
éd to $321.50. . 

Seven laborers have entered the field since the last Report, and 
three have removed to other States. Seventeen of the churches: 
aided by this Society have secured houses of worship, three of 
which have been completed within the past year. Jour churches 
have been organized; one has become independent; two have 
settled their ministers as pastors; three missionaries have been or- 
dained to the work of the ministry; two congregations have been 
favored with powerful revivals of religion, and several others have 
been refreshed in different degrees with the visits of the Spirit. 


To the long catalogue of remarkable reverses which the mis- 
sionary work, in common with all other interests, has expe- 
rienced in this State since 1849, we have now to add a drought 
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of great severity. In consequence of this visitation, the last 
year’s crop was only about two thirds the usual average; the 
navigation of the Upper Mississippi, by all classes of steamers, 
was rendered difficult, and by those of the larger class im- 
possible; while the lumber trade, one of the most important 
branches of industry in the State, was completely paralyzed. The 
Indian raid, which depopulated the western counties in 1862, was 
repeated, though on a much smaller scale, in the summer of 1863. 
Of course new churches could not be formed, nor old ones re- 
gathered in those counties. Nevertheless, there has been decided 
progress, both in the churches and in the material development of 
the State, during the past year. The Governor says in his recent 
message: “Though more than one fifteenth of our population, by 
the census of 1860, has been sent to reénforce the armies of the 
republic, and several counties have been depopulated by the Indian 
raid, there is good reason to believe that the number thus tempora- 
rily withdrawn from the State has been more than made up by 
immigration and natural increase; and that our population, which 
in 1860 numbered 172,022, is now not less than 225,000.” The 
construction of railroads has commenced in Minnesota, creating 
new centers of influence, where the institutions of the Gospel 
should be early planted. Six important churches and several 
fields where churches have not yet been gathered are now await- 
ing laborers, whom the Committee will endeavor to furnish at an 
early day. 
KANSAS. 


Rey. Lewis Bopwett, Topeka, Agent. 


Two additions have been made to the missionary force in this 
State since the last Report, making the whole number of laborers 
fifteen. They have ministered statedly to twenty nine congrega- 
tions, two of which are composed of freedmen. One congregation 
has assumed the entire support of its minister, and another, having 
completed its house of worship, after seven years of labor, is ex- 
ae after the present year, to make no further drafts upon the 

reasury of this Society. Three of the missionary churches have 
been blessed during the year with the reviving influences of the 
Holy Spirit. The contributions from Kansas to the funds of the 
Society, since the last Report, have been $222.85. 


This State has received scarcely any accession to its permanent 
population during the year, while the drain occasioned by the 
war, though it was previously greater, in proportion to the num- 
ber of inhabitants, than in any other State, has continued until 
thousands of acres, once fenced and cultivated, have, for want of 
laborers, been left untilled, to be harvested by prairie fires. Never: 
theless, the demand for missionary labor is still far beyond the 
supply. “At least nineteen counties,” says the Agent, ‘each 
peopled by from 500 to 5,400 of our brethren and ‘kinsmen ac 
cording to the flesh, are almost wholly destitute of the minis- 
trations of a pious and intelligently taught Gospel. To push 
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forward the work which, we thankfully believe, has not gone 
backward, even amid the heavy sorrows, the daily and nightly 
terrors of the past year; to rebuke and smite political corruption ; 
to aid in building up the common school; to point and help the 
freedman to his rights; to fix a great State upon foundations which 
alone are truly safe; to build her walls and pave her streets with 
the ‘jasper’ and the ‘gold’ of God’s own truth, we need strong, 
brave, earnest men, who have the will and the ability to ‘make 
places’ for themselves wherever men are living, sinning, and dying 
without Jesus and the Word.” 


NEBRASKA. 


Owing to the scarcity of laborers, the operations of the Society 
in this Territory have not been extended as its necessities demand- 
ed and as the Committee desired. Only jive missionaries have been 
under commission the past year, two of whom have commenced 
their labors, within a few months, at points of much importance 
and promise. The contributions to the Society’s Treasury for this 
Territory, during the year, were $59.25. 


Of the stream of immigration that entered Nebraska during the 
last summer, the largest portion passed through it to the gold 
fields of Colorado, Nevada, and Idaho. Many families, however, 
remained, and have been added to a population previously suffi- 
cient to claim the attention of this Society. In the ‘South Platte 
District,” lying on the southern side of the Platte River, are 
four counties, containing each a population of from 2,500 to 
5,000, for which two laborers will be needed in the course of the 
present year. In the “North Platte District” are nine counties, 
‘bordering on the Missouri River, and five counties stretching 175 
miles along the valley of the Platte, the great thoroughfare of 
emigration to the gold mines in the mountains, in which are many 
thousands of souls yet unreached by gospel ministrations. 

A new element of prosperity, furnishing a fresh argument for 
missionary activity, is now entering this region. The branch of 
the Pacific Railway which was to start from the Missouri River, 
opposite Iowa, will run the entire length of Nebraska, uniting. 
with the main branch at the one hundredth line of longitude. 
Its initial point is fixed at Omaha, and its route through the fertile 
valley of the Platte. This great work, which is already begun, 
will stimulate emigration, attract capital and enterprise, furnish 
a market for agricultural products, and constitute a new highway 
on which the chariot of salvation should speed its glorious course 
toward the setting sun. 


COLORADO. 


In the last Report the Committee referred to the rapid settle- 
ment of this new Territory, and stated their purpose to occupy it 
without delay. One missionary, Rev. WILLIAM CRAWFORD, was 
appointed in April, and proceeded to the field early in the sum- 
mer. He met a hearty welcome, and commenced labor under en- 
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couraging auspices at Central City. A church was organized 
there, consisting of twenty one members, and the labors of the 
missionary have been extended to several other points in that 
neighborhood. He has also made several exploring tours in the 
mountains, to ascertain the spiritual condition and needs of the 

opulation, and much valuable information, communicated by him, 
fins been given to the public through the Home Missionary. 

The representations hitherto made respecting the mineral wealth 
of this Territory have been fully justified by recent explorations. 
Its mines of gold are of great extent and richness. Labor and 
capital are increasing; extensive deposits are frequently coming 
to light; villages are springing up, and pressing calls are made 
for religious teachers. ‘It is plain,” says a correspondent, “ that 
a country possessing such resources, lying upon the most feasible 
route, by rail, across the continent, and within two weeks, by rail- 
road and stage, of New York, producing already more than 
$12,000,000 in a single year, having been settled but four years — 
in which time a whole system of mining had to be discovered and 
applied—such a country, I say, must soon become the seat of a 
large population, and a source of abounding wealth. Why should 
not Christians who are able to make it a matter of duty, see that 
as large a share as possible of this wealth is made to contribute to 
the advancement of Christ’s kingdom ?” 

The Committee fully sympathize with the spirit of these repre- 
sentations and appeals, and regret their inability to respond 
to them at an earlier period. One missionary has been com- 
missioned for this field, since the close of the financial year covered 
by this Report, and they hope soon to send forth other laborers 
who shall aid in gathering among these sterile mountains a better 
than golden harvest. 


IDAHO, 


Idaho was constituted a Territory of the United States by an 
act of the last Congress, and already appeals to the benevolence of 
the churches sustaining this Institution. This new Territory is 
situated on both sides of the Rocky Mountains, extending from the 
eastern boundary of Oregon and Washington to the twenty seventh 
line of longitude, and from the forty first to the forty ninth parallel 
of latitude. It covers an area of about 333,200 square miles. Its 
mines of gold are reported to equal in richness those of any other sec- 
tion of our western border. There was a large emigration thither 
during the last summer, and three or four villages are already de- 
scribed as of sufficient size and promise to claim the attention of 
this Society. Itis not known to the Committee that any steps 
have been taken to erect there the gospel standard. A correspond- 
ent of a secular journal says: ‘The thing most needed here now 
seems to me to be a minister of the Gospel, for I do not think there 
1s one in the country. There are no religious meetings of any 
sort; and the Sabbath, of course, is the grand day for amusement, 
trade, and every kind of business.” The Executive Committee 
have already taken measures to secure the thorough exploration of 
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the Territory, and hope, in course of the year, to be able to send 
thither such permanent laborers as its necessities may seem to 
require. 


CALIFORNIATAND OREGON. 


The Committee have not been able to add to the missionary 
force in these States, as they contemplated a year ago. The urgent 
demand for additional laborers, which was referred to in the 
last Report, and which has since been repeatedly presented in the 
periodical of the Society, continues unsupplied. Evght laborers only 
have been in commission in California, and three in Oregon; and 
$301.01 from the former State, and $94 from the latter, have been 
contributed to the funds of the Society. One church edifice in each 
State has been erected, and nearly all the churches aided are ad- 
-vancing toward a condition of independence. 


In California the aspects of the missionary work are full of inter- 
est and promise; and our fellow laborers there are importunate for 
reénforcements. A recent communication says: “In our State, 
now more prosperous than ever, undisturbed by war, the gold pro- 
ducing region for the whole world, the steady place of anchorage, 
in these times of gigantic revolutions—a country facing the greatest 
ocean of the globe and the most populous nations, are wanted 
men of God, to take the strongholds in his name, and hold them 
for his kingdom. We have now but about twenty men to do this 
great work, in the interest of the American Home Missionary So- 
ciety. The hearts of God’s people ought to be filled with the 
importance of this great duty—to possess this land, our native 
land, that it may be a glory to God and a ‘light to the Gentiles,’ 
that the kingdom of our Lord may be crowded against the conti- 
nent of heathenism. Let the young men of the Seminaries know 
of our want, and for the love of God and men start forth from 
home to lay foundations on which coming generations shall build 
through all time.” 

The Committee are happy to report that they now have the pros- 
pect of being able to supply, in part at least, this urgent demand. 
Four additional laborers are already under appointment, and meas- 
ures have been taken: which, we hope, will soon enable us to 
strengthen still further the weakened garrison on this remote 
frontier. 


The causes which have hitherto retarded the growth of Oregon, 
and hindered the establishment of religious institutions, are still in 
force. Almost every year has witnessed the discovery, within or 
near its borders, of new deposits of mineral wealth, which have 
diverted from it the currents of immigration, and withdrawn from it 
large numbers of its settled inhabitants. During the past year, the 
set of this tumultuous tide has been toward the gold fields of 
Idaho; and some of the churches of Oregon have been greatly 
weakened by this movement. The ultimate effect, however, of the 
opening of these rich mines must be to furnish a market for 
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the products of the soil, and thus to promote the permanent pros- 
perity of the agricultural districts of the State. It is important, 
therefore, that, amid present difficulties and discouragements, we 
hold the ground we have already occupied, and stand ready to 
enter the doors of usefulness which Providence will surely open 
before us in the approaching prosperous future of this magnificent 
State. 


CONCLUSION. 


Amid the congratulations of this hour, over the harvests already 
gathered, we are called to lift up our eyes and behold the widening 
and whitening fields that still await our toil. Every year adds to 
the vastness of the work remaining to be done. Though every 
loyal State has been drained of its best strength to sustain the 
armies of the Republic; though the whole nation has been bowed. 
beneath the burdens of an exhausting war; yet the peaceful army 
of emigration has steadily pursued its march upon the retreating 
wilderness, pushing its conquests across river and forest and prairie, 
lining the shores of Lake Superior with its northern outposts, and 
erecting its standards amid the fastnesses of the Sierra Nevada and 
on the crests of the Rocky Mountains. The recent Congressional 
enactment, giving a free homestead to every settler on the pub- 
lic domain is attracting multitudes to the Mississippi valley, to 
take possession of this noble dowry ; while the act for the construc- 
tion of a railway to the Pacific coast, and the recent discovery of 
exhaustless mines of gold in the slopes of the Rocky Mountains, 
are swelling the tide of emigration to the Territories of the remoter 
West. Meanwhile, too, our armies are advancing, slowly but 
surely, we trust, to the subjugation of the Great Rebellion; and 
soon the States that have been swept and scathed by its infernal 
fires, will need our help in rearing again their prostrate altars, and 
in giving the oracles and ministry of the Word, for the first time, to 
four millions of disenthralled and enfranchised negroes. Never 
before have we been so oppressed with the magnitude and urgency 
of the work before us. Let us see to it that the victories of truth and 
right keep pace with our industrial and military conquests. So may 
we expect that God will crown our country’s cause with complete 
success. So shall the blood of our fallen heroes be no useless sacri- 
fice. So shall the purpose of our national chastisement be accom: 
plished. So shall we bind together all sections and all races in 
ties of brotherhood which treason can never again sunder. So shall 
we inherit the promise: ‘‘ VIOLENCE SHALL NO MORE BE HEARD 
IN THY LAND, WASTING NOR DESTRUCTION WITHIN THY BOR- 
DERS; BUT THOU SHALT CALL THY WALLS SALVATION, AND THY 
GATES PRAISE.”

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RELATIONS OF AUXILIARIES, AGENTS, &C. 


State and other large Auxiliaries, 


Most of the State Missionary Societies were in existence before the formation 
of the National Society, and some of them were among the earliest organized 
efforts in our country for sending the Gospel to the destitute. They have vol- 
untarily connected themselves as Auxiliaries with the American Home Mission- 
ary Society, from a conviction that greater unity of plan and efficiency in action 
would thereby be promoted. 

The terms by which such Auxiliaries—acting on the Principles of the Parent 
Society, undertaking the supply of the destitute within their own bounds, and 
paying over their surplus funds to the Parent Institution—are connected with 
the Parent Society, are such as to secure the following objects, viz: 

First—The Auxiliary is not superseded or overshadowed by the National 
Institution, but, on the contrary, is invigorated and sustained by connection 
with it. 

This is secured by the provision that the Auxiliary is the sole agency for 
this cause that operates on its field. It controls all appointments in the State 
to which it belongs. From it alone, so far as its means will allow, the feeble 
churches receive assistance. Thus a direct relation and strong attachment is 
cherished toward it, in the hearts of the ministers and churches. 

Again—while the local operations of the Auxiliary are thus encouraged and 
sustained, its connection with the Parent Society is such as to awaken an in- 
terest in the destitute beyond its own limits, and afford facilities for reaching 
them. It is not only a society for local purposes, but it is also a branch of the 
National Society, and, as such, has the control of all agencies for the collection 
of funds within its own field, and can direct the manner in which its surplus 
resources shall be expended beyond its own limits. Thus, the State and other 
large Auxiliaries are not merely organizations to help the Parent Society ; they 
are integral parts of it, bound together in one whole by a common interest in 
and free access, through the Parent Society, to the great field to be occupied, 
and governed by the same general principles and rules in carrying on the work. 


Agents, 


~ Besides preaching to the destitute and taking up contributions for Home Mis- 
sions, the Agents of the American Home Missionary Society exercise.a general 
superintendence of the operations of the Society within their respective fields. 
By correspondence and personal visitation they ascertain the wants of the des- 
titute ; assist them to obtain the preaching of the Gospel; and instruct and 
encourage them to develop their own means for its support. ‘They receive ap- 
plications for aid, and make such preliminary examination as may be necessary 
before submitting them for the action of the Executive Committee ; and in other 
ways labor to insure a judicious and economical application of the Society’s 
funds. At present the Society has in its employ no merely collecting Agents, 

“nor any whose services are not required for other purposes in the regions where 
they labor. The Secretaries of several of the larger Auxiliaries are also the 
Agents for this cause in their respective bounds. 


Committees of Missions. 


The American Home Missionary Society has ever regarded the ecclesiastical 
bodies as the appropriate judges of the standing of their own ministers, and of 
the wants of the churches in their connection. Accordingly, the commission 
issued to every missionary requires that his credentials be asceptable to the 
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ministerial body of his denomination, within whose bound he is appoimted to 
labor. And the various ecclesiastical bodies are invited to appoint each a 
Committee of Missions from its own members, to receive application from its 
churches, and suggest to the Society the action proper in each case. Such a 
committee constitutes the official source to which reference can be had for in- 
formation and advice, in all matters pertaining to missions in the connection to 
which it belongs. This mode of codperation has been preferred by numerous 
ecclesiastical bodies, from the first formation of the Society. It guaranties to 
the churches, that their respective claims shall be fairly considered, with all 
the advantage of having the indorsement of the body to which they belong. 
The advice of such a Committee, acting in the name and by the direction of the 
ecclesiastical body to which they belong, is regarded as the highest authority in 
matters pertaining to the standing of ministers and churches in their connection, 
and has the same influence with the Society, as would that of the Board of 
Agency appointed by itself. 

There is one limitation to this influence, however, which ought to be stated. 
Should any ecclesiastical body so far swerve from the principles of truth and 
gospel order, as not to retain the fellowship and confidence of the great body 
of the churches codperating in this Society, that fact would cause its recom- 
mendations not to be respected, as a basis of action, by the Executive Com- 
mittee. 

As cases may occur in which the feeble churches may not be aware of the 
existence of any Committee of Missions, through whom to apply for aid, a gen- 
eral provision is made, that application may be vouched by any two ministers 
of known and approved standing, of their own denomination, who can certify 
to the facts of the case. If the information thus given is not sufficient, other 
facts are sought by the Executive Committee, with as little delay as practicable, 
from the most authentic sources from which they can be obtained. 

Such, briefly, are the relations of the American Home Missionary Society to 
the various organs, through which the community seeks to act out its mission- 
ary feeling. It will be seen that this plan secures the united action, in the mis- 
sionary work, of those whose views of doctrine and church order admit of co- 
operation, and whose interests in the great field are essentially the same. This 
combination insures a homogeneous policy as to the manner and amount of ap- 
propriations, and the qualifications of missionaries ; it has discouraged sectional 
feelings, and diffused throughout each part an interest in all the rest ; and thus 
has formed ties between the West and East, along which has passed from the 
latter to the former a silent and invisible current of moral influences more valu- 
able, if possible, than all pecuniary grants. At the same’ time the connection 
of the Parent Society with tle various associations that act with it, is such as 
to secure to them entire freedom in the missionary work, in their respective 
spheres, and an influence beyond them, in cultivating the waste places of our 
common country. 


Applications for Aid, 


Feeble congregations, applying for aid in supporting the Gospel, arerequested 
to embody in their application the following particulars, viz. : 


The name of the church or congregation ; the number of communicants, and 
the average number of attendants on public worship; the denomination and 
size of congregations immediately contiguous, with the distance to their places 
of worship; the total amount of salary which the applicants propose to make 
up, the portion of that salary which they pledge for the given time, and the 
arrangements that are made for securing it; whether aid is expected from any 
other source; and the least amount that will suffice from this Society ; whether 
the minister for whom a commission is desired, is the pastor of the ch wrch, or if 
not, whether any arrangements are made or contemplated in the course of the 
year, with reference to his installment. 'These statements should be signed by 
the trustees and officers of the church, or by a committee of the congregation, 


and confirmed by the certificates of two or mor rey i vi 
Ee ree r more clergymen acquainted with 
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The name and post office address of the minister whose services they desire 
to secure; whether he is a resident of the place in which he preaches, and is 
engaged in any other calling than that of the ministry; his credentials; and 
the certificate of two or more ministers of known standing, as to his general 
character for piety, zeal, and acceptableness, as a minister of the Gospel. 


Where the ecclesiastical body with which a church is connected has a “‘ Com- 
mittee of Missions,” to act in their behalf, this Committee are the proper per- 
sons to certify the statements of the church, the standing of the minister, and 
his prospects of usefulness in the place where his service are desired; and the 
applications should be sent to them for their indorsement and recommendation. 


Applications, after being properly indorsed and recommended, should be ad- 
dressed to the care of the Agent (or Secretary of the Auxiliary) for the region 
where the applicants reside. 


As a general rule, the appropriations of the American Home Missionary 
Society are for twelve months jrom the date of the application ; at the end or 
which, if further aid be needed, a new application must be made, containing all 
the particulars above stated, and indorsed and recommended in like manner. 
And each congregation applying ‘for renewed aid, should furnish, in addition 
to other testimonials, the certificate of the missionary, that they have fulfilled 
their previous pledges for his support. 


The address of the Society’s Agents and the Secretaries of its Auxiliaries 
will be found on the cover of its Reports, and of the Home Missionary. Where 
no such medium of communication with the Society exists, applications may be 
sent directly to the Society’s office in New York. 


ADDRESSES 


At the Thirty Eighth Anniversary. 


Address of Rev. Henry B. Hooker, D.D., of Boston, Mass., 
ON MOVING THE FOLLOWING RESOLUTION. 


Resotvep: That the Reports now presented be adopted and published under 
the direction of the Executive Committee. 


I recarp this occasion as a sort of family gathering of the friends of Home 
Missions. ‘The far off draw nigh to greet and be greeted; the out-posts con- 
verge to the center; and we are all in one place, of one accord, to tell what 
has been done, and to stir each other up for the future. ‘et 

I come, sir, with the greetings of one of your oldest Auxiliaries, and salute 
you this evening in the name of the old Bay State. We greet this Society as the 
mother of us all, though the Massachusetts daughter was a well-grown and 
well-behaved daughter of seven and twenty before the mother was born, We 
began our Home Missionary life in 1799, and the mother we greet to-night in 
ee have been cheered to-night with the report of the general transactions of 
the Society. But I have thought it would not be inopportune to this occasion 
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to let this family gathering hear a few particulars about a quite respectable 
member of the household residing in central New-England. Massachusetts 
loves Home Missions; and if she has borne an important part in this good work 
in the land, she has good reasons to give for her course. 

1. She is herself an example and illustration of the value of such labors of 
love. 

The Puritan fathers landed on our shores with the fire burning in their hearts, 
which gathers us here to-night. The old John Robinson of 1620 let the world 
know what sort of motives inspired the Pilgrim fathers. ‘They were influ- 
enced,” said he, ‘‘ by a zeal for the propagating and advancing of the Gospel of 
Christ.” And no sooner had the primitive Plymouth Church gained strength 
enough to pierce the surrounding wilderness, subdue and populate it, than the 
work of church extension began. The older churches sent out their members 
to colonize and erect new ones, This depletion of the stronger churches was 
sorrowfully alluded to by the chronicler of the Plymouth Church: ‘ Thus,” 
said he, ‘“‘ was this true church, like an ancient mother, grown old and forsaken 
of her children in regard to their bodily presence and helpfulness. Thus she, 
that had made many rich, has become poor.” Home Missions were pushed 
with such vigor that cases are related of the erection of meeting-houses, 
““where the entire population of the place could sit together on the sills at the 
raising.” 

In thirty years from the arrival of the Pilgrims, five churches had expanded 
into more than forty, and were actually supporting fifty five ministers. And 
when the hand of savage violence had made a great desolation in our Zion, 
the ciyil government of the colony came to the rescue. Legislators became 
nursing fathers to the Church. Not less than fifty applications for help were 
made to the General Court from 1693 to 1711—eighteen years—and above 
$5,000 were granted. 

At a later period—sixty-five years ago—thirty-nine good men met in a parlor 
in Boston to consult about Home Missionary work, and the $2 per annum then 
paid for membership began the history of the Massachusetts Home Missionary 
Society. For the last thirty years this missionary work has been carried on 
with great vigor; about two hundred missionary fields have been occupied, and 
two fifths of the Congregational churches of the State have had a missionary 
origin. Many of these are now among the strongest and most liberal in the 
State. We love to go round this portion of our Zion and tell the towers 
thereof. We can not traverse many square miles without finding the most 
precious fruit of missionary labor. With grateful exultation we contemplate 
these blessed results. 

Massachusetts Christians could easily meet all the moral wants of that little’ 
State, and do it amply; but there was power to go further. But we have 
learned a great and interesting fact in christian philosophy, that the benevolent 
mind rises in vigor and expands with the greatness and value of the objects 
pressed on its attention. A small object only in view, insures small and narrow 
views and corresponding efforts. An object of vast proportions and looming up 
in grandeur before the mind, lifts it up out of its previous contracted dimen- 
sions and compels its expansion. The fishermen of Galilee were lifted at once 
from their necessary narrowness of mind, as simple fishermen, when there 
opened before them the grand enterprise of becoming fishers of men. The 
power of christian love and the fervor of christian zeal rise with the fairly 
seen greatness and value of a vast and noble enterprise. 

Massachusetts Christians did but little more than supply the wants of their 
own little State, till, through the American Home Missionary Society, the vast 
West lifted up its voice and spread out its claims. Then it was that we looked 
out from the hill-tops of our own Canaan upon the vast realms that spread 
themselves toward the Setting sun. Then we began to feel something of the 
inspiration that so glorious a work as Western evangelization was suited to 
give us. 

Those young, thrifty-growing kingdoms! Never had the Church of God on 
earth a fairer field, a more noble, more exciting enterprise for works of faith 
and labor of love. Our little State began to seem as a single acre to an empire. 
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Instead of a territory of one hundred and fifty miles by fifty, we had a whole 
continent for our operations. Christian love expanded with the vision, and ten 
times all former offerings were poured into your treasury. 

We confess, sir, (as all people do not think alike,) to a difference in motives 
of action among us, in regard to the West. For there are various kinds of in- 
vestments that we have been making there. 

Prominent among them are those of a pecuniary character, You need not 
be informed that the Massachusetts portion of the sons of the Pilgrims are a 
very compassionate people, and are so sad at the idea that any dollar in their 
possession should have the sorrow of loneliness, that they hasten to give the 
sufferer as many companions as possible. The little one has got to become a 
thousand, if any human skill can bring it to pass. We find silver in the mouths 
of our fishes ; for, from the herring to the whale, we lay our hands on all we 
can reach, sweeping all the seas with our enterprise. And when our sterile 
soil refuses us gold from its surface by the plow, we scrape it off, and turn the 
abundant granite we find there into the precious metals ; while one of the best 
of our harvests is given us by winter, when other harvests are gone by, in the 
ice by which we cool most of the tropical nations of the globe. And the song 
- of our spindles is the music of gain all the year round. 

And when men have made money, they are fond of good investments. And 
in the West we have made them. The iron-horse flies over the prairies because 
fifty millions of New-England capital aids in furnishing the track, and this 
mostly from Massachusetts. Fifty millions more are invested in land, manufac- 
tures, and loans; while twenty five millions more are employed in mining 
operations. 

Now, Sir, the men that are shrewd enough to make the money are shrewd 
enough to see that they had better create a good moral atmosphere in the com- 
munities where they have made investments. They know that bonds and 
stocks and mortgages are all the more valuable for being within the sound of the 
church-going bell. Well do they know that the greater the intelligence and the 
higher the moral principle of the people, the more sure they can be that all 
their obligations will be fulfilled. Well do they know that an enlightened, liv- 
ing, powerful conscience is a better guardian of silver and gold than any system 
of vengeance to the evil-doer that the sagacity of man has ever invented. And 
also, well do they know that such intelligence, such christian principles, and 
such power of conscience is created by and only by the blessed Gospel. 
Wherever it goes in its power, it creates a moral atmosphere which men can 
not breathe without being faithful to all their obligations. 

And I suppose, sir, that there are some among us who, for reasons no higher, 
freely aid us in our great Home Missionary work. Well, sir, we welcome their 
offerings, though the scales have not fallen from their eyes, and they see not 
the spiritual glory of the Gospel. 

2. But the great body of our people know Home Missions for a far higher 
reason, and in view of an investment of a higher character than that just 
named. We have social ties that powerfully bind us to the West. It is the 
home of vast numbers of the sons and daughters of Massachusetts. Our com- 
paratively sterile field, the fertile soil and vast resources of the West, with the 
irrepressible love of enterprise common to New England men, has depleted 
multitudes of our pleasant homes, and robbed many a fireside of loved ones. 
Our State has 19,000 of her children in Illinois; 16,000 in Ohio; 12,000 in 
Wisconsin; 9000 in Michigan; 5000 in Iowa; 4000 in Indiana; 2000 in 
Minnesota; 1200 in Kansas. More than 170,000 are scattered through these 
States. 

Our hearts must go with those so dear to us. As we loved them while they 
were the honor and joy of our firesides, we certainly love them not the less 
now that they have gone to encounter the dangers, hardships, and temptations 
of new regions and frontier life. They were worth looking after and being 
cared for when they were with us, and we are anxious that they shall not be 
harmed amid the new scenes and influences of Western life. And, sir, as we 
can not all of us go and look after them, and as we had heard of an institution 
in New York that cared for all the best interests of the people of the West—an 
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institution which sent out the wisest and best of men on this errand—we felt 
bound to give it our patronage; and for these seven and thirty years we have 
done so, And such has been the effect upon our hearts of the love and care of 
your missionaries for those we love, that during the whole of our relation to 
you not less than $850,000 have been put into your treasury by the churches 
of Massachusetts. For the year just closed our contributions have sustained, 
according to the average cost as given in the Annual Report, not less than two 
hundred of your missionaries. “ ; p 

The Massachusetts churches take the highest pleasure in expressing their 
confidence that the richest of all the blessings, their loved ones in the great 
West have enjoyed, have been provided by the precious christian privileges 
furnished through the ability and faithfulness of your honored missionaries. 

3. Suffer me to speak of only one other investment that we have made in the 
West—faith, hope, and prayer. ; 

In a late Western journey I had occasion to tarry for a season at a point on 
the western bank of the Mississippi. I strolled up to the top of a high bluff 
which commanded a grand view of that noble river and the adjoining region. 
I sat down upon a grassy knoll to muse upon themes pressed upon me by the 
river before me. Before me, across the river, lay the great State of Illinois. 
As I gazed, facts in its marvelous history came up. Thirty years ago it had 
100,000 people. It has to-day not less than 1,700,000. It was a cheering 
thought that more than three hundred churches had been planted or fostered 
in their feebleness by this Society, and that eighty three missionaries are now 
breaking there the bread of life. And an exulting fact, too, that so powerful 
had been the love of country and the love of freedom, that more than 100,000 
of her sons were in the armies of the United States. 

From my point of observation I could see the groves and prairies of Wis- 
consin. In thirty years it had gone up from 10,000 to 800,000 people. Your 
Society had done a noble work there; for nearly two hundred churches had 
shared in its benefactions, and enjoy to-day the labors of seventy six of your 
missionaries. And her patriotism was declared in the fact that she had sent 
40,000 of her sons to the war. 

The warm-hearted greeting of the Minnesota brethren, I had just enjoyed. 
In fifteen years that State had risen from 4,000 to 172,000 inhabitants. Forty- 
five of our missionaries were serving seventy churches, and were driving the 
spiritual plowshares through that fertile soil; and her loyalty had sent 15,000 
of her sons to preserve the national life. 

The noble State of Iowa owned the soil on which I was sitting, and had 
taken her place among these Western kingdoms, And so highly had men prized 
a home upon her fertile soil, that from the few hundreds of 1833, it had now 
a population of 674,000. Home Missions had planted two hundred churches 
here, and eighty one of the missionaries of this Society were building Zion’s 
walls with great success. She has sent 50,000 men to the war. 

How could a man but muse upon the facts that these four States pressed 
upon him? From less than 200,000, they had risen in thirty years to three 
and a quarter millions of people. Not less than seyen hundred churches had 
been planted and nourished by this Society, and more than three hundred of 
our missionaries were now laying broad and deep the foundations of Zion. 
More than 200,000 men were in the war. Could a Massachusetts man, could 
any christian man, have such scenery and such facts before him without having 
his soul stirred to its deepest depths ? 

I have said that Massachusetts churches had made investments of faith, hope, 
and prayer in this great valley of the West. Has there ever been a grander 
inspiration of faith? Has there ever been more blessed fruits? The growth 
of these young empires! Why, sir, it reminded me of that river rolling at my 
feet as I gazed on the valley through which it flowed. “Little fountains” and 
‘little rills” described it in its early stages of progress, a thousand miles above 
where I stood. But acewmulation all the way was its history ; and below me, 
all the fifteen hundred more miles of its progress is accumulation, till the ocean 
welcomes it as one of the most magnificent of all its tributaries, 

So this young West. God has provided all the elements of growth, shaped 
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all his providences to favor growth. And while he lets us wonder over these 
marvels of progress, bids us see that nothing on our part shall be wanting to 
make all its growth that of his spiritual kingdom. 


Address of Rev. William W. Patton, D.D., of Chicago, Illinois. 


Mr. Prestpent: A native of New York City, educated in its literary and 
theological institutions, and a pastor, for the first fourteen years of my ministry, 
in New England, it is my privilege to stand here to-night as a representative of 
the West. In that noble section of our land it has been my good providence to 
live and labor for over seven years. Stationed in that distant metropolis, whose 
rapid growth has been one of the greatest marvels in this age of wonders, having 
learned something of Western character, and been brought into sympathy with 
the ministers and churches of the vast region to which Chicago is the gateway, 
I may be allowed a few words in their behalf. Permit me, then, to offer, as a 
basis of remark, the following resolution : 

Resotvep, That the marked loyalty of the West in our present national con- 
Jlict is largely due to moral causes connected with the influence of Home 
Missions. 

* The East and the West are no strangers. They have been long, if not inti- 
mately, acquainted. In fact, the West has been the favorite, though not, I 
trust, the spoiled, child of the East. And if the relationship were wanting, the 
West has not been backward at selfintroduction and frequent visitation. 
Hitherto, indeed, it has usually visited the East to solicit aid, conducting itself” 
humbly, passing from door to door with head inclined and hat in hand. When. 
I was a pastor in New England, if the front gate opened, and a somewhat farmer- 
like man with a carpet bag entered, I knew at once whence he came and what 
he wished. If, on the Sabbath, the people gathered in the sanctuary saw a. 
minister with bronzed face, and a coat a little out of fashion, pass down the- 
aisle, deposit a soft haton the communion table, and ascend the pulpit stairs, 
they knew, instinctively, that a Western brother was about to make an appeal. 
for a new college on the prairies or in the woods, or to ask aid in building a 
house of worship in some settlement that promised to be a place of great 
importance. And had Western men believed that they were advocating simply 
their own cause, their feelings would have been humiliated by this process. 
But they knew then, as we all know still better now, that the interests of the 
East and of the West are one, and that what they asked was for you as well 
as for themselves. For the West came not as some thriftless and imbecile son 
that, having failed in his life work, falls back for shelter and support on his 
early home ; nor yet as a prodigal returns, in rags and poverty, with the marks 
of vice in every feature, hoping to die under the roof that gave him birth. But 
it came rather as a noble and enterprising son, who has found afar off a place 
in which to make for himself a home, but has wherewith to hew his way to fortune 
only his keen wits and strong arm—as such a son comes to his father and asks 
an advance of money, promising ample interest from the first, and a speedy re- 
payment of the principal. And, sir, it is with a proud step that son enters the 
old homestead in after years, bringing with him the first thousand dollars of 
that debt. So come I, sir, in the behalf of the noble States which.on this occasion; 

represent. 
] es sir, the West greets the East to-night with honest pride. It claims, 
since this’ bloody conflict has been upon us, to have justified the oft-repeated 
title, “ The Great West,” by new demonstrations of its truth; to have proved 
itself great, not only in territorial extent, in rapidly augmenting population, in 
political power and in physical resources, but also in character and: in deeds. 
It has given to the country a President, Abraham Lincoln, who, deficient it may 
be in beauty, in grace, in dignity, and even in some of the important qualities. 
of statesmanship, has yet such proverbial honesty and rugged sense, is so com: 
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pletely a man of and for the people, and has so clear a vision of the main issues 
of the war, that he has won the confidence of all loyal citizens, gathered about 
him more of the blessings of the poor and the prayers of the good, than any 
leader known to history, and is at this moment the most popular ruler in the 
world, i : 

The West has also supplied what was so long sought in vain, a fit head to 
the army, Ulysses S. Grant, a soldier at once capable and modest, who by sheer 
force of merit and success has risen from the rank of Colonel to that of Lieu- 
tenant-General, and has so combined plan and execution, prudence and daring, 
courage and pertinacity, as to make his name a passport to victory, and to center 
in his person the hopes of the country. The West has furnished troops, as well 
as a commanding General, and in this respect has surpassed the patriotism of 
all other sections. The last call of the President found it with a credit on 
the army rolls of forty one thousand surplus men, against a deficit in New 
England of eight thousand, and in the Middle States of one hundred thousand! 
Under that call there was but one State in the Union entirely exempt, not only 
as a whole, but in every district. That proud position was held by Illinois, 
within whose bounds the draft is unknown but by reports from distant States, 
and which to-day stands credited against any future call with a surplus of over 
twelve thousand men! But although these facts were insufficient to manifest 
Western patriotism, the land has just been electrified by the joint offer of the 
Western Governors to furnish eighty five thousand additional troops, to serve 
one hundred days, upon two conditions—that no bounties should be paid, and that 
these men should not be credited on any future draft! And with its army of — 
volunteers, the West has, by God’s blessing, supplied its full proportion of vic- 
tories also. It has opened to navigation the Mississippi River, cut in twain the 
rebel territory, reduced its area one third, and made historic the names of 
Donelson, Shiloh, Corinth, Iuka, Pea Ridge, Stone River, Vicksburgh, Knoxville, 
and Chattanooga. And to crown these deeds of blood by a commensurate 
work of mercy, the West conceived and successfully inaugurated, at Chicago, 
the series of gigantic Sanitary Fairs which have presented to the world such a 
sublime spectacle of philanthropy and patriotism. 

These, sir, are the vouchers for the loyalty of the West. 

But now comes the question: To what is this loyalty due? Doubtless, to 
many causes, geographic, ethnic, commercial, political, and historic. It is 
appropriate to-night to notice those of a moral nature; and I assert boldly that 
this loyalty of the West is due in no small degree to influences which have ema- 
nated from the East, that itis but the first installment of the debt of gratitude due 
for a generation of benevolent aid, the first fruits of a boundless harvest, whose 
seeds were scattered by Home Missionary hands, And what have your mission- 
aries done that tended to such a result ? 

First, they carried a religion based on intelligence. They were themselves 
educated men. They taught that religion was not superstition, but the right’ 
use of reason, under divine guidance. They claimed for the masses an open 
Bible, and such training as would enable them to read it understandingly. 
They consequently favored free public schools as necessary to republican insti- 
tutions and Protestant Christianity. Where they planted churches you find 
schools, academies, and colleges, newspapers, periodicals, and libraries. They 
trained a community that knew its rights and its duties, for whom to vote, and 
when and for what to fight. Hence, the people under their influence understood 
the issues of this war, undeceived by leaders, unblinded by sectional or party 
passion. The Superintendent of Public Instruction at Louisville stated that 
he could trace loyalty and treason in the counties of Kentucky by the presence 
or absence of free schools. The same may be said of all the Western States. 
Eastern emigration and an Eastern ministry have made an intelligent and loyalty 
population everywhere, 

Secondly, your missionaries have laid the foundation of loyalty deep in the 
consciences of men, by teaching the scriptural doctrine of government. Slavery 
was the inspiration of the rebellion, its moving cause; but false doctrines of 
government and of States rights was the instrumentality without which it 
would never have Jed the people into reyolt, The idea that a supposed social 
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compact is the basis of government, that it is binding because we have agreed 
to submit to it for our greater good, tends only and always to disintegration and 
is fatal to unity. It has no hold on the conscience, and leaves the citizen free to 
secede at will from his town, the town from the county, the county from the State, 
and the State from the Union. Hence you find so little conscience at the South 
against the rebellion. Have not a people a right to change allegiance when and 
as they please? But your ministers taught the old Puritan doctrine, that 
civil government is not a dream of philosophers, or a creation of genius, or an 
invention of necessity, but a divine organism to perpetuate justice in the world ; 
that, though shaped and enforced by human compacts, it rests upon no such 
quicksand for its obligation on the conscience, but is built on the granite rock of 
divine command. * “The powers that be are ordained of God. Whosoever, 
therefore, resisteth the power, resisteth the ordinance of God.” That doctrine 
makes rebellion not the allowable instrument of ambition, pride, jealousy, 
or revenge, but a deadly sin, unless justified by gross oppression that can surely 
and only be remedied by a resort to arms. Your missionaries have therefore 
aided to form a public conscience which ranks such a rebellion as the present 
as among the highest crimes possible to man; it being nothing less than a revolt 
in fayor of slavery and against legitimate anthority, constitutional obligations, 
free institutions, and the providential progress of freedom and justice. 

Thirdly, your missionaries have prepared the people for the present crisis by 
teaching them the true dangers of the country. They believed that religion 
should manifest itself in all things, and should govern a man’s politics, as well 
as his ecclesiastical action, and that disregard of this truth leads to civil 
corruption and death. They believed and taught also that slavery was the 
crying sin of this nation, rendering it continually liable to divine judgments, and 
constituting a perpetual element of discord. In this they carried out the prin- 
ciples of your Society, which years ago decided that no slaveholding minister 
could be supported, nor slaveholding church aided by your funds. Your 
missionaries were a leaven of righteousness on this subject all through the 
West, moulding public opinion, and shaping even the policy of political parties, 
so that the people understood the merits of the slaveholders’ rebellion, and 
were prompt to furnish an army for its suppression, and to sustain the measures 
which struck directly at its cause. And the rebels and their sympathizers long 
since perceived and resented this influence originating in New England, and 
carried by her sons into every Northern locality, and pointed to Plymouth Rock 
as ‘‘ the stone of stumbling and rock of offense.” And doubtless the Scripture 
shall be verified, ‘‘ Whosoever shall fall on this stone shall be broken; but on 
whomsoever it shall fall, it shall grind him to powder.” 

Lastly, your missionaries promoted loyalty by their very connection with 
your Society, whose object and name implied national and perpetual Union. For 
your work bases itself on the identity of interests in all parts of the land, while 
your name proclaims the oneness of all sections. You are not the New York, 
nor the New England, nor the Eastern, nor the Northern, but the American 
Home Missionary Society, looking on our country as a unit, and upon the. people 
as a nation, with one flag of beauty and name of glory. Your missionaries 
went wherever the people would receive them, and your funds were collected 
from the country at large. But whether they were sent to Maine, to Minnesota, 
or to Oregon, to Virginia, to Missouri, or to California; they were always ‘‘ Home,” 
and not “Foreign,” missionaries. Whether they,were one, or two, or three thou- 
sand miles distant from your office, they felt that they werein their own country, 
their native land, bequeathed to them by their fathers, consecrated by prayers, 
and tears, and blood, and baptized unto God by the spray of its two oceans. 
And when they entered the cabins of the far West, and said they were sent by 
the American Home Missionary Society at New York, it touched many a heart 
that first beat under a New England roof, or in a mansion in the Middle States, 
and the thought came up, “ Ah! they think of us yet! They own us as 
sons and daughters still. They feel that we are within reach, in the same land, 
within the domain of that noble Society which calls all the States ‘Home.’” 
Yes, and thus the foreign immigrants gained a new idea of the fact and value 
of the Union, as they saw how this idea of one vast home for the nation, of 
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one grand family of Americans, pervaded Church and State, and carried the 
choicest blessings to the remotest hamlet. = 

Think, then, Mr. President, with what indignation and scorn, communities, 
trained in such an association of ideas, would receive the traitorous proposition 
that the West should join the South to preserve the navigation of the Mississippi, 
leaving New England and the East out in the cold! Imagine, if you can, States 
whose population and institutions have been derived in large part from the 
East, whose principal exchange of commodities is with the East, whose schools 
and colleges are conducted by Eastern teachers and professors, whose literature 
is from the same quarter, whose churches, composed of members of Eastern birth 
or descent, and planted by Eastern Home Missionaries, are even yet ministered ~ 
to by Eastern pastors. Imagine, I say, if you can, such States listening 
to offers of Southern alliance, and accepting bribes to betray New England and 
the nation. 

If any doubt remain as to the correctness of these views, simply notice the 
corroboration given by the contrast of those portions of the West which have 
not enjoyed Home Missionary influence, and in which there has been neither a 
Puritan emigration nor a Puritan ministry. Even amid the loyalty of the West 
treason lifts its serpent head and utters its serpent hiss. There are portions 
of the West where men cheer for Jeff. Davis, hide deserters, and murder our re- 
turned veterans. But they are in the vicinity of the Ohio River, and the 
people were poor whites, from the South. They still wear the butternut 
uniform, use the Southern dialect, are unable to read and write, hate negroes 
and abolitionists, and have either had no religious training, or have been under 
the instruction of denominations affiliated with the slaveholding, treason-breeding 
churches of the South. Scarcely a church of either of the two denominations 
for which your Society has acted. exists among them. <A broad belt across the 
continent marks the field of your labors, where for nearly forty years you have 
kept pace with the progress of the new settlements. All within that belt is 
loyal. All south of it is either openly treasonable, or largely in sympathy 
with the rebellion. Had the other portions of the Western States been similarly 
neglected, the West would either have joined the South or have refused to 
join in a war to maintain the national Union. In either case, the Union would 
have perished, and the hopes of the world for freedom in Church and State 
have been buried for a century to come, in the same grave. Among the means 
used by a kind Providence to avert such a catastrophe was the American Home 
Missionary Society, and kindred organizations of other denominations, by which 
the West has been preserved to evangelical religion, to freedom, and to loyalty, 
and the West, in turn, has made common cause with the East and saved the 
country. 

Thus, sir, has God rewarded Christian beneficence. Thus has the Church 
unaided and untrammeled by the State, been the life of patriotism and a 
bulwark to the land. Thus has the standing army of Home Missionaries 
guarded for freedom and the Union the choicest part’ of the national domain 
which once lost, no legions from the East could possibly reconquer, 
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MISCELLANEOUS SELECTIONS, 


FROM THE PUBLICATIONS OF THE SOCIETY. 


Twenty Five Years Ago. 


Twenty five years ago I was under commission from your Society to go to 
Iowa, then a Territory of eighteen thousand inhabitants, with one Congrega- 
tional church and one minister. Since that time Iowa, Wisconsin, Minnesota, 
Kansas, California, and Oregon have been added to the number of States in this 
Union, and Nebraska, Colorado, Idaho, Dacotah, New Mexico, Nevada, and 
Washington Territories have been organized. 

When I look back over this quarter of a century and see what has been done, 
in the work of settlement, in founding churches, literary institutions, and all the 
appliances of a well ordered State or Territory, it seems almost a dream. But 

_when I look forward, and ask what another quarter of a century will bring forth, 
I am constrained to feel that our largest anticipations will fall quite below the 
reality. One thing is true, if the church of this generation will come up to the 
measure of her responsibility, she must gird on anew the gospel armor, and 
show a spirit of liberality and self denying benevolence corresponding to the 
magnitude of the work to be done. Never was such a work laid to the hands of 
any people as now prospectively invites the American church. 


Twenty Years Ago. 


Several of us, ministers in this State, have just passed a period which to us is 
memorable—the twentieth anniversary of our arrival in Iowa. Those of us who 
came without wives, reached the east bank of the Mississippi, opposite Burling- 
ton, October 23, 18438, after sunset. We came from Chicago, 218 miles, in two 
two-horse wagons. When we arrived at the river, the steam ferry had just left 
the east bank for the last time, that night. The ferrymen were deaf to our call. 
The only cover on the east side was a log cabin, roofed, partly floored, but 
wanting windows, doors, chinking, and chimney. There was no dwelling near. 
But the owner of this (future) dwelling was still there, and had a “‘dug-out,” or 
log canoe, with which he offered to take six of us over the river safely, provided 
we would “sit down on the bottom, and sit still.’ Accordingly, six of us 
embarked, and were safely landed on the Iowa soil that night, after dark. The 
other brethren with the teamsters, occupied that cabin, sleeping in their buffalo 
robes, after partaking of the supper we sent them from Iowa. We six sought 
the residence of Mr. Edwards, then editor of the Hawk Hye. We all there 
enjoyed genuine hospitality. At family worship that night, Mrs. Edwards read 
the 531st hymn from the Village Hymns, commencing : 


“Brethren, beloved for Jesus’ sake, 
A hearty welcome here receive,” ete. 


It was sung amid many tears. Such was our introduction to Iowa, What a 
change in twenty years! 
; Fifteen Years in Oregon. 


It is fifteen years to-day since I arrived in Oregon City. The first of the corps 
of Home Missionaries for the Pacific coast, coming necessarily by way of a 
Foreign Missionary field, viz., the Sandwich Islands, our mission seemed like

one to a foreign Jand. California was not ours, by full possession, when we left 
Boston. The gold had not been discovered. Only a small population was on 
the western slope of the Rocky Mountains. Now the country is all our own, 
from the Gulf of California to De Fuca Straits, comprised in two States and four 
Territories, with portions of two other Territories—the Rocky Mountains 
dividing New Mexico and Arizona. Vast gold fields have been discovered, and 
new ones are found every year, extending from Mexico even to the Russian pos- 
sessions. 

We feel that we have but one country and one people, from the Atlantic 
to the Pacific. We feel that it must not, and that it shall not be divided ; but, 
on the other hand, that the bonds of Union must be made stronger, by the iron 
rail as well as by the iron wire. God indicates this by his Providence. It is 
amazing to see the movement of the emigrations. One wave is coming from the 
West across the Plains, into Idaho and Washoe; while another reflex wave 
from California and Oregon, is flowing eastward to Washoe and Idaho. Itisa 
daily occurrence to visit the Upper Columbia on steamboats, where was seen 
only the Indian canoe ten years ago. Soon the line of States from the Atlantic 
to the Pacific will be continuous and complete. 


Grand Traverse Association, 


About three weeks ago, I rode on horseback ninety miles, through the woods, 
to attend the meeting of the Grand Traverse Association, which corivened with 
the church in Manistee, near our southern boundary. Our Association is the 
daughter of the Home Missionary Society, and you will no doubt be interested 
in its prosperity. Our meeting was pleasant and impressive. The retrospect 
of the six months, during which the Association has been in existence, is gratify- 
ing and encouraging. When we organized, last winter, there were two churches, 
with a total membership of eighty. We now have within our bounds nine 
churches, with a total membership of one hundred and seventy. Instead of 
seventy children in the Sabbath schools, we now have three hundred. The 
church membership has more than doubled, and the number in Sabbath schools 
more than quadrupled. There have been about forty conversions. This 
summary statement, when presented to the brethren of the Association, seemed 
to afford such cause for gratitude, that, in view of it, we had a special session 
of thanksgiving and prayer. 


The Woman at the Well. 


When I was journeying, a few days ago, about twenty miles, I stopped to 
water my horse at a little log house on the road side, one mile beyond a regular 
preaching station. A poor woman, barefooted and otherwise poorly clad, 
brought a pail to water my horse. While I was in the act of drawing a bucket 
of water, she handed me a dollar, and urged upon me the necessity of taking it. 
At first I refused; but she urged me, assuring me that she had been greatly 
benefited by preaching, and would not, for any thing, have it relinquished— 
would rather spend the midnight hour in hard labor-than not be able to give 
something to the support of the cause of Christ; and finished it all by praying 
that God’s good blessings might ever attend me in all my labors. Here was a 
poor woman, her husband in the army, in very poor circumstances, and with a 
family of seven children to clothe, and educate, and feed; and yet out of her 
heart giving to the great work of God! Often, as I rode along, I was compelled 
to drop the lines, and clasping my hands, implore God to look down and bless 
that woman, her children, and her far off husband. Think of this, ye who are 
hoarding up treasures needed to promote God’s cause, and learn from the meek 
and lowly in heart. :

Freedmen’s Church at Lawrence, Kansas, 


The church now contains twenty three members. They will not be able to do 
much the present year, as most of them are trying to get homes and have 
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nothing but their own labor to depend upon. They can certainly raise fifty 
dollars, perhaps more. Brother Ellex will preach also at Topeka. There are 
about 1,000 colored people here and in this vicinity. They have three churches 
—Methodist, Baptist and Congregational. All have regular services. The Con- 
gregational church alone has a house of worship, a brick structure twenty 
seven feet by thirty five feet, well built. For these they are indebted largely 
to the Congregational Union. They have services every Sabbath morning and 
evening, with congregations varying from one hundred to one hundred and 
fifty; prayer meetings every Friday evening, also well attended; and a Sunday 
school every Sabbath, immediately after morning service. The school averages 
over a hundred scholars. They have some of the best teachers from our con- 
gregation. The superintendent, Mr. 8. N. Simpson, meets the scholars also at 
five o’clock in the afternoon, to sing. The house is always full. The city also 
provides a free day school for them, nine months in the year, just the same as 
for white children. Last winter there were over one hundred scholars in this 
school. They learn very rapidly; as fast as any scholars. 


A Three Hours’ Meeting. 


I must mention one day’s work there. The Sabbath morning was clear and 
pleasant, and the people turned out well. But we had only fairly collected 
when it began to rain. It continued to rain nearly all day. We began by 
receiving three mothers to the church—an interesting scene. Next, I preached 
asermon. As it was raining hard still, I gave opportunity for others to speak, 
and about a dozen spoke, with interest and much feeling, most of them telling 
what God had done for them and how happy they were in finding such unex- 
pected privileges here in the woods, others confessing sins and promising to 
serve God in future. These exercises were interspersed with singing, and 
questions and remarks by myself; and all felt that it was good to be there. 
It was, indeed, a most blessed and memorable occasion. No one seemed to get 
weary, though sitting on rough boards, holding children or otherwise incom- 
moded. Next, as it was still raining, at my suggestion, the church elected one 
of their number (a “licensed exhorter”’) as their local pastor, to preach to them 
on the vacant Sabbath, another, as their deacon, and another, as their clerk. 
Then they voted to begin a Sunday school; and chose a superintendent and 
Bible class leader. It was a good day’s work. 


Destitution. 


The following communication relates to one of the oldest and most populous 
counties in Iowa. It is better supplied with religious privileges than many, 
perhaps than most other portions of the State, yet the facts stated show that 
the work of evangelizing these communities has but just begun. 

Full one half of this county, of 15,030 inhabitants, is destitute of the stated 
means of grace. In rather more than half of the county there is a partial sup- 
ply of preaching of some kind; but not more than one fourth have preaching 
every Sabbath. The county has twelve townships, all well settled. ; 

There are three townships in which there is no regular or stated preaching of 
any kind. I suppose I am safe in saying that not more than half of the adult 
population are subjected to any direct influence of the Gospel. I feel sad when 
I think of this destitution, and the question will arise, How few of these people 
will ever be converted to God, and how dark the prospect that they will be fit- 
ted to act well their part as citizens of this Republic of ours ? 

Can not the men and the means be found to cultivate these fields? At pres- 
ent, our efforts to evangelize the people of the West are limited almost entirely 
to the towns and villages, while more than two thirds of the population live on 
farms, and do not come to the towns to meeting. Scarcely any thing can be 
raised in these destitute places to support preachers, and yet these souls are 
precious, and the influence of their votes on the destiny of our nation is great. 
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Frontier Traveling. 


At my last appointment, in that place, people walked, some of them four and 
some more than six miles, through the deep snow, to get to meeting. One old 
man walked over six miles, and enjoyed the feast much, and spoke well. When 
I witness such interest I feel encouraged, and can rejoice in my long and cold 
rides, assured that my labors are not in vain. I do love to feed the scattered 
sheep and lambs of Christ’s flock. ; ' 

Ihave long desired to commence appointments at Glen Arbor, an important 
wooding post for propellers, on Lake Michigan, some twenty three miles north- 
east of this place, but with no road, and an almost impassable quicksand river 
to cross, for years I dared not venture. But the past fall, I resolved to make the 
attempt. I made my first visit there on the second of October. The crossing 
of Platt river was dreadful for my poor horse. She plunged, and groaned, and 
struggled in the mire, and among the logs and sticks, till it was distressing to 
see her ; (I walked a log, and held a rope attached to my horse.) But she came 
out, and we wended our way through the vast forest, by compass and blind 
‘‘blazes,” to Glen Lake, two miles and a half this side of Glen Arbor. ; Here we 
had to cross “‘The Narrows,” some two hundred rods across. I rode.in a boat, 
and led my horse behind. She waded in the water from knee deep to over her 
back most of the way, and had to swim about fifteen rods in the middle. Thus 
I crossed there six times, till I came near losing my horse the last time, on ac- 
count of the heavy winds and high waves. 


The Harm of Poverty. 


But do not think Iam complaining. Iam very happy in my work, and am 
well satisfied with what I am receiving. I only mention my circumstances, be- 
cause I know that you wish to know them. A good brother said at our last 
Convention: “If our friends at the East only knew our circumstances and our 
labors, we should not want as we now do.” And yet we know that you are » 
very faithful in trying to make them know. 

The only real affliction I have found in my poverty is, that it hinders me in 
my work; I have to serve tables so much. It is not unfrequently the case 
that, for want of means to hire a girl, to take care of my family when sick, I 
must stay with them myself, not only to the neglect of my books, but to the 
neglect of the sick and dying, who may also be perishing for the bread of life. 

Not in consequence of being poor, abstractly considered, do I lament, but 
that, in consequence of poverty, I am obliged to neglect the work that my Mas- 
ter has given me to do. 


A Slave Self-Taught.-. 


This teacher is a character whose history would almost make a romance. He 
is twenty four years old— almost white — well formed —with fine features and 
well developed brain. He was a slave in Brunswick, Missouri. He was owned 
by a Massachusetts man, who retained enough of his puritan principles to feel 
that it was wrong to keep a soul in ignorance. He taught his slaves all that he 
dared to teach them. This young man thus learned to read. He had few books, 
but read all he could, secretly. I was astonished at the accuracy of his speech, 
until he told me that the chief book he had, while in slavery, was a dictionary, 
which he read through and through, carefully noting each word. He has thus 
acquired an accuracy of speech seldom attained even by whites, in «Missouri, 
To learn to write was more difficult than to learn to read. Very few of the slaves, 
who have learned to read, have been able to learn to write. But he mastered: the 
difficulties even in this. He learned to write by copying the notices posted up 
on fences and along the streets, using for pen and ink pieces of charcoal, and 
fence-boards for paper. He has thus acquired a very good hand. 
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Too Long Neglected 


Tn some points of view the field is not the most encouraging one, especially as 
regards awakening the consciences of the members of the church. I find little 
difficulty about interesting the people here in the eeternals of religion; but I 
would be glad to see more of them acting from love to the Master and a sense 
of duty, rather than a spirit of conformity to the common usage of other churches 
and their members. Though coming, most of them, from New England, they 
felt the want of New England institutions, and perhaps quite as soon as in the 

majority of places, set themselves about securing them. Yet the three or four 

years, during which they were without the preaching of the Gospel, and without 
its ordinances, had the effect of dampening their piety, and, perhaps, blunting 
their religious sensibility, and this to such a degree that it will take the training 
of years, besides that best of all remedies, the melting power of the Holy Ghost, 
to bring them up to any thing like the true standard of christian duty. And 
this suggests the thought that the immigrants in our western towns can not be 
looked after too early. We all need every means of grace that we can secure, 
in order to the healthy development of an earnest piety, and certainly do those 
who, on leaving their homes at the East, are peculiarly liable to leave behind 
their former habits of piety. 


The Kingdom Coming. 


As the county increases in inhabitants and settlements, so churches also in- 
crease. Another Congregational church will be organized next Saturday, some 
five miles southwest from Cedar Rapids, and will greatly assist_in the support 
of a minister for the two churches. When this is organized, there will be four 
Congregational churches in Linn county, and no two nearer than five miles of 
each other. Our dependence upon the Parent Society may seem long; but 
there is progress with our feeble churches, and there will be a day when the pa- 
tience and zeal, the privations and toil of your humble missionaries will, under 
the divine blessing, be manifested to the world, to the joy of every friend of mis- 
sions. The prairie plow moves slowly, and casts but a single furrow at a time ; 
but after days or weeks we see the advancement of the work. So, too, may we 
see the progress of the kingdom of Jesus moving slowly but steadily onward to 
its grand triumph; and none will rejoice more than those friends at the East 
who have patiently continued in this benevolence and well-doing. 


Benefits of Permanency. 


To-day I complete six years of labor with this people; and I see more and 
more the benefits of a permanent residence of a minister among his people. It 
takes five or six years for minister and people to get acquainted with each other. 
A man needs to know them in their families, that they may feel confidence to 
tell him of their sorrows. They must find also that he has a character, that he 
is in his home what he professes to be in his pulpit, and that he is in all his 
dealings honest. He must also get the love of the little ones, drawing them to 
him asa friend and adviser. They see him in the day-school as well as the Sun- 
day-school, they learn to look up to him as one who feels an interest in their 
welfare, they hail him on the road with gladness, they see him bury their little 
friends, and hear his words of tenderness, to lead them to Jesus. When these 
influences continue year after year they are sure to win young hearts; and 
to such we must look with the strongest hope as the future members of our 


churches. 
| 


The Right Spirit. 

We have encountered opposition in a form unlike any previously experienced ; 
and which, for a time, seemed likely to hedge up our way for future progress. 
Some of our wealthiest patrons withdrew themselves and their families from the 
congregation, and exerted all their influence against us, endeayoring to divide 
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the church by the ery of “abolition,” ‘‘ political preaching and praying. You 
may not be aware of the dread that many people in Illinois have of being called 
an “abolitionist.” A man may survive the epithets, liar, rogue, rebel, but who 
may live, when once the epithet abolitionist is well settled upon him? When 
wicked men assail me in such a manner, I pay no attention to it. But when my 
good but fearful deacon came to me, and suggested that politics had better 
not be noticed in the pulpit, I told him firmly that my commission from the 
Head of the Church required me to rebuke sin, private or public, unfashionable 
or fashionable ; and that wicked men could not dictate to me how I should 
either preach or pray. But in all our new trials God has been more for us than 
all our enemies could do against us. The church-members now seem all agreed 
and willing that I should ever pray for the poor slave. Our congregation has 
not suffered; the places vacated were promptly filled. The war has drawn 
heayily on us: we have so few men in our congregation. 


A Pledge. 


In the early part of the year, to forestall the adversary, and to break up an 
incipient wicked habit among our boys, the following pledge was introduced, 
namely: ‘‘ We, whose names are appended to this. paper, wishing to do some- 
thing in our early years to benefit this community, have decided to abstain from 
the use of all profane language, and will use our influence to induce as many as 
possible to unite with us in this pledge.” ; ; 

This pledge was readily signed by every member of the school, ninety two in 
number. And now, for six months, we do not know of a single breach of it. 
We have good evidence that these little missionaries are doing a good work, in 
this matter, outside of this school. This wicked practice of using profane lan- 
guage was introduced among us by a young lad, who came here, some years 
ago, to join the Academy. And he inoculated quite a number with the pesti- 
lent virus. So apt is the little village, and especially its little citizens, to think 
that whatever comes from a great city is right or good. 


A Contrast. 


We have raised $50, which you will place to our credit. You may recollect 
the statement of a brother, at the Sabbath morning meeting at Cleveland, in 
June last. One of his members, owning some 1,200 acres of land, paid “ from 
$3 to $5 toward his support.” ur society will present quite a contrast to that. 
One of my members owns a farm, some four miles from town, of 198 acres, with 
every thing convenient around him; this is his whole fortune; and yet he pays 
to my support $100 a year, and his family several dollars more. Others of my 
church pay $50 and $20 and so on. We have only forty four members and a 
congregation of about eighty on an average; but they are a noble, liberal sct of 
men. Being in quite comfortable circumstances myself, I am preaching to the 
people here for at least $200 less than would be a fair support; a thing I would 
not do, did I not feel they were doing all that justice required, under their cir- 
cumstances. 


The Little Comforter, 


Last evening, as I was going to make a call, I was thinking over my last quar- 
ter’s work; and was somewhat discouraged: I could not see much fruit of my 
labors. When I reached the house to which I was going, a little five-year old 
girl came out to meet me, threw her arms around me, and, after I had gone into 
the house, Jaid her head in my lap, and said: “ Mr, A., Ido love youso! I 
think you are sucha good man. I love to hear you preach !” It was like a 
gleam of sunshine amid the darkness. I felt that I had not worked for nothing. 
The little innocent child removed a load from my heart; for if I can gain the 
confidence of the little ones, and be the means, under God, of leading them to 
Him who said, “ Suffer the little children to come unto me,” I shall feel that I 
have accomplished a great work. 
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Little Crow and Shakspeare, 


Little Crow is a strange man. He has been a great lover of music and a great 
lover of murder, Shakspeare says that he that hath no music in his soul is fit 
for treasons and stratagems. I wonder what he would think of Little Crow. 
Only fifteen months ago this Indian used to visit the house of a white man, a 
few miles west of us, whose wife had a piano, and would often request her to 
play and sing for him. She did so, and often he has sat there and been perfectly 
delighted and overcome by the simple power of music. He evidently had an 
éar and a soul’ that feasted on the “concord of sweet sounds.” And yet this 
yery music-loving chief, only a few weeks afterwards, sent marauding bands of 
his warriors into that same region to massacre innocent women and children in 
cold blood. 


The American Ambition. 


The South has had its dream of empire, of an empire founded on slavery, and 
dictating terms to the world. England exults in her dominion over the seas, 
and Napoleon in being the leader and umpire among all the powers of the earth. 
The American ambition is of another kind. It aspires to fill this continent with 
a free and christian people ; and desires no domain other than of example, and 
no leadership other*than such as the nations freely concede to her who walks 
before them in paths of liberty. It is the American ambition to be free and 
good and happy, and that on a scale so magnificent, that the great lesson of po- 
litical prosperity shall proclaim itself without ceasing to all nations, and sink, of 
its own force, into the depths of their hearts. We are determined that here, at 
last, there shall be a christian people—free, because it is christian. This was 
our father’s hope; it remains the most cherished aspiration of their descendants. 
As slavery stands in the way of its realization, slavery must perish. Whatever 
else lifts up its head to oppose it, must take itself out of the way or be crushed. 
There is no power that God will prosper in opposition to this holy endeavor. 
Our country is to be a free country and a christian country, let who will 
oppose. 


The Ministry the Successful Calling. 


“ Of.a class of twenty one graduates at one of our colleges, eight entered the 
ministry, and a// were successful ; most of them very largely so. Of nine, of 
the same class, who entered other professions, only three were partially success- 
ful, while six were failures ; and mostly bad failures.” : 

““Of thirty five young men, graduates of a theological seminary, and who 
were in the institution at the same time, and whose after history is known, 
thirty one were successful in the ministry—eighteen of them very largely so. 
Only four of the thirty five were failures, and only two of these were total fail- 
ures.” ‘ 

‘Of ten young men, who, about the same time became merchants, two only 
were partially successful, while eight of the ten made a total failure.’ 

“ Of fourteen aged ministers in Ohio, who have reared jifty five children, sons 
and daughters, who are now grown up, not one has become intemperate, nor In 
any way positively vicious and wicked. While all of them who are settled in 
life, are among the intelligent, useful, and respected members of the community 
where they live.” y 4 

‘Of fourteen grown up families, whose fathers were lawyers, physicians, and 
merchants, siz had one son each, who filled a drunkard’s grave; and two others 
have, each, two intemperate sons. Is it true that minister’s children are worse 
than others ?” 


Six Years’ Missionary Work. 


“Ten years ago, a minister went into as wicked a village as could well be 
found. There were but few, if any, praying persons for miles around. He 
boucht a house to live in, that they might know he had come to stay. He gath- 
ered a Sunday-school in his own upper chamber, invited the people thither to

hear preaching on the Sabbath, and established a weekly prayer-meeting. He 
and his wife and a pious son were all, at first, who were willing to pray. He 
lectured on temperance in their streets, started a day-school of a higher order 
for the youth, and for a time taught it himself. In many ways, the elevating 
influences of the Gospel were brought to bear on the community. Ere long, a 
church of twenty members was organized, and a meeting-house built in the vil- 
lage. Five miles distant, another church was gathered and a meeting-house 
built. After six years of labor, these places had become as quiet, intelligent, 
and christian communities as you would ordinarily meet with in the State.” 


Those Four Hundred Soldiers. 


They are beyond the Alleghany Mountains. They are in the employ of a 
great benevolent Institution, the American Home Missionary Society. The little 
army is well worth looking at, and looking after. See 

1. The character of these soldiers. They are educated men—of vigorous 
minds—large views, glowing with the largest christian benevolence, and the 
noblest patriotism—ready for any sacrifice called for by Zion or their country— 
all of which elements combine to make them a body of men not surpassed in 
moral and spiritual vigor and power by any in the service of the Great Captain 
of salvation on earth. 

9. These soldiers are well stationed. The great battle-field has been carefully 
surveyed—iis strong positions known—and a wise and far-seeing discretion has 
already caused many to be occupied. The soldiers are not quite near enough 
yet to each other ‘‘to see eye to eye,” but they can, and do often meet, and stir 
up each other to valiant deeds in the glorious strife. 

8. These soldiers have already gained signal advantages. They have power- 
fully succored the cause of education. The purest morality flourishes under 
their influence, and the piety which makes men happy in God and fits them for 
eternity, has resulted from their labors in every community where they have 
set up their banners. Many of the strongholds of the great enemy have been 
wrested from him, and men are invited to go round about the Zion they have 
set up in the great West, and “mark well her bulwarks and tell the towers 
thereof.” Many a Vicksburgh and Port Hudson are already in their possession 
and not a man of them doubts their ultimate and universal triumph. 

4, These soldiers are all officers. They enlisted as privates when they first 
came to the Great Captain; but in consequence of their careful culture and 
eminent devotion to his service, they have been taken from the ranks, and 
are now captains in the Lord’s hosts, having soldiers under them, whom ‘they 
are successfully training for service in the great army of Immanuel. These 
leaders aim to make every church under their care a spiritual fortress, a glory 
and beauty and defence for Zion. ; 

5. These soldiers are never complained of for violence, rapine, or outrage. In 
every territory they invade they find a hearty welcome from most of the people 
They shed no blood—burn no dwellings—waste no fields. Homes are made 
happy by them, Law is honored—government sustained—all rights respected 
and all are made happy whom they can persuade to submit to and welcome the 
ereat Leader whose kingdom they labor to set up. There can not be any such 
thing as rebellion, lawlessness, vice, or crime wherever they gain a complete 
conquest for their Master. ‘The wilderness and the solitary place is glad for 
them—the desert rejoices and blossoms as the rose.” 

Now we have more than four hundred such soldiers as these—some of them 
are veterans—others in the full vigor of joyful activity, and the younger ones 
‘stand firm” and “endure hardship,” and hold on with inflexible tenacity in 
conquering the kingdom for their Master. Our sympathy, prayers cheering 
words, and pecuniary aid are vital to their success. We are the reserves and 
must send to the front every needed succor. We shall lose the battle if we do 
re ee offend the Great Captain, and bring shame on our own professions of 
oyalty. 

Who will help the four hundred? and who, beat a cowardly retreat !

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MISSIONARY BOXES. ages ' 


Boxzs of clothing sent directly, and without any particular designation, to the office 
of the American Home Missionary Society, will be forwarded to such missionaries as are — 
known to be most in need of them, with requests from the Society to those who receive 
them to address letters of acknowledgment to the respective donors. — 3 4 

Experience has shown us that when an individual or association, intending to pre- 
pare a box, writes to the Society to have a particular missionary designated, and a de- 
tailed account of the circumstances of his family given, the information is not always at 

and, so that the letter can be promptly and satisfactorily answered ; and when it is, it 
not unfrequently happens that, while the box is preparing, the missionary remains. 
for months unsupplied, when, if it were not for this designation, he might be fur-— 
nished with articles placed, in the mean time, at the disposal of the Society. In other 
cases, while the box is in preparation, supplies are sent. to the missionary from other 
sourees ; so that when the box is ready, this missionary is not so much in want as many 
others. Z ; 

It is preferred, therefore, when there is no objection on the part of the donors, that 
the special designation of the boxes of clothing, that are not put up for any individual in 

. particular, should be left to the discretion of the officers of the Society, after they reach 
the office. It is believed they will in this way answer the designs of those who gene- 
rously contribute them, better than in any other way in which the Society can have 
an agency. 


DIRECTIONS FOR FORWARDING. . 


I. Put inside the box, where it will be readily seen when the box is opened, a paper 
or letter, containing a list of the articles in the box, and the estimated value of the 
whole, with the name of the individual or association from whom it comes, and the ad- 
dress of the individual to whom a letter of acknowledgment may be sent. oe 

2. A copy, in full, of the memorandum put inside of the box, should be sent in a 
letter to the office of the Society. In this letter it should be stated when, and by what 
conveyance, the box was forwarded ; in it should be inclosed, also, such money as is in- 
tended for the payment of freight. It is desirable that freight should be provided for 
in all cases, if practicable. The freight and expenses on a box vary from $3 to $6, 
according to its size and the distance it is sent. A barrel can be forwarded at less ex- 
pense than a box of the same size, “ . ; 

3. The box should be fully and plainly marked, and the place from which it comes 
_ should atways appear on the outside, so that there may be no necessity for opening it at 

the office. It should be strong, tight, well nailed, and, when large, should be hooped, 
or otherwise fully secured against the effects of hard usage on the way. 
4. Boxes may be addressed to either of the Secretaries, or the Treasurer. 


NO PART OF A MISSIONARY’S SALARY. 


Boxes of clothing form no part of a missionary’s regular appropriation. The Society 
needs the same amount of mopey, therefore, in order to meet promptly its stipulations 
with its missionaries, as if no boxes were forwarded; and it would be no favor to a 
missionary to receive a box, if, asa consequence of it, the amount of money that would 
otherwise be sent him must be proportionally diminished. 

We trust the friends of the Home Missionary, 


that they give none the less money in consequence of their giving other things that 
are needful and convenient. We hope, on the contrary, their sympathies will be so 


awakened in the preparation of the lesser gift, that they will feel it to be their privilege 
not only to continue, but also to enlarge the greater,

SUGGESTIONS AS-TO THEIR CONTENTS. 


In regard to what is to be put into the box, while clothip 
fabrics, shoes, boots, writing paper, and books will be specially valuable, scarcely any 
thing in the shape of plain, substantial wearing apparel or bedding, or which is of com- 
mon use in any form in a family, will-come amiss.

CONSTITUTION 


OF THE 


AMERICAN HOME MISSIONARY SOCIETY. 


Art. 1. This Society shall be denominated Tuz AmxErican Home 
Misstonary Socrery. 


Arr. 2. The object of this Society shall be, to assist congregations: 
that are unable to support the Gospel ministry, and to send the 
Gospel to the destitute, within the United States: also to codperate 
with evangelical Christians in the support of Home Missions in nom- 
inally christian countries, to such an extent as the funds of the Insti- 
tution may justify. 


Arr. 3. The officers of this Society shall be a President, Vice-Presi- 
dents, a Treasurer, an Auditor, one or more Secretaries for Corre- 
spondence, a Recording Secretary, and fifty Directors, who shall be 
annually appointed by the Society; and who, together with the 
Directors for Life, shall constitute a Board, seven of whom shall be a 
quorum, at any meeting regularly convinced. 


Arr. 4. The officers and Directors shall appoint an Executive Com- 
mittee of fourteen, (including the Treasurer, the Secretaries for Cor- 
respondence, and the Recording Secretary,) residing in the City of 
New York and its vicinity; five of whom shall be a quorum, at any 
meeting regularly convened. The Committee shall have power to: 
appoint its own meetings, form its own rules of business, and fill any 
vacancies in its own number which may occur during the year, and to 
convene special meetings of the Board or Society ; shall appoint mis- 
sionaries, and instruct them as to the field and manner of their labors ; 
shall have the disposal of the funds; shall create such agency or 
agencies for appointing missionaries, and for other purposes, as the 
interests of the Institution may require; and shall make an Annual 
Report of their proceedings to the Society. 
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Arr. 5. The Treasurer shall give bonds, annually, to such amount 
as the Executive Committee shall think proper. 


Arr. 6. Any person may become a member of this Society, by con- 
tributing annually to its funds; thirty dollars paid at one time shall. 
constitute a Member for Life; and one hundred dollars paid at one 
time shall constitute a Director for Life: and any person on the pay- 
ment of a sum which, in addition to any previous contribution to the 
funds, shall amount to one hundred dollars, shall be a Director for 
Life. An executor, on paying a legacy of two hundred and fifty dol- 
lars to the funds of this Society, shall be a Member for Life; and the 
payment of a legacy of one thousand dollars shall constitute a Direc- 
tor for Life. 


Arr. 7. Any Missionary Society may become Auxiliary, by agree- 
ing to pay into the Treasury of this Society the whole of its surplus 
funds, and sending to the Secretaries for Correspondence a copy of its 
Constitution and Annual Reports, mentioning the names of its Mis- 
sionaries, and the fields of their operations. 

Art. 8. Every Auxiliary Society, which shall agree to pay the 
whole of its funds to this Society, shall be entitled to a missionary or 
missionaries to labor in such fields as it may designate ; at least.to the 
amount of its contributions; provided such designation be made at 
the time of payment. 


Art. 9. The officers of all Auxiliary Societies shall be, ex officio, 
Directors; and annual contributors to their funds shall be members 
of the Society. 


Art. 10. This Society shall meet annually in the City of New York, 
on the Wednesday next preceding the second Thursday in May. 


Art. 11. No alteration shall be made in this Constitution without a 
vote of two thirds of the members present at an annual meeting ; nor 
unless the same shall ha¥e been proposed at a previous annual meet- 
ing, or recommended by the Executive Committee. 
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We are admonished, by every returning Anniversary, to do 
with our might whatever our hands find to do for Christ and for 
the souls of men. 

Four of the Vice-Presidents of the Society, since last we met, 
have been removed by death—Hon. Erastus Farrsanxs, Hon. 
Josrpu C. Hornstower, LL. D., Wmx1am Curtis Noyzs, LL. D., 
and 8. V. 8. Wiper, Esq.—men honored in their professions and 
in civil life, the earnest advocates and the generous patrons of 
all philanthropic and christian enterprises,—their country, the 
church of God and institutions of benevolence, far and wide, 
mourn their departure. 

Six of the Missionaries of the Society have also been called to 
give account of their stewardship: Rev. Hdmund Burt in New 
Hampshire ; Rev. John Dodd, in New York; Rev. Abner F. 
Jones, in Ohio; Rev. John Leynard, in Wisconsin ; Rev. Jncrease 
S. Davis, in lowa; and Rev. Asahel M. Hooker, in Kansas. 

The year, so fraught with our nation’s destinies, so crowded 
with great events, has been one of anxiety and trial not only to 
the friends and patrons of the Society, but especially to the fee- 
ble churches in our new States, to the destitute and scattered 
population on our borders, and to the self-denying missionary, 
seeking, arnidst increased privations and hardships, to teach the 
dying the way of life. But the ery of the needy has not been 
unheard, nor has the trust of the faithful in their Divine Helper 
been disappointed. Notwithstanding the urgent and _ touching 
appeals to the benevolent in behalf of our suffering soldiers and 
of bleeding humanity everywhere, the year has been distinguish- 
ed by the generous benefactions of the friends of Christ and of 
their country in aid of the missionary work, as well as by the 
increase of laborers in the vineyard. The Spirit has also been 
poured out upon the churches in increased measure, and the over- 
ruling providence of God has opened broad and inviting fields, 
hitherto unoccupied by the Society, for the establishment of gos- 
pel institutions. ;

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SUMMARY OF RESULTS. 


The number of ministers of the Gospel in the service of the 


Society the last year, whose names are found in the preceding 


General Table, together with those engaged in superintending the 
work, and whose names are mentioned in connection with the 
respective Auxiliaries and Agencies, is 802. 


Of these, 603 were in commission at the date of the last Report, 
and 199 have since been appointed. 


They have been distributed in 21 different States and Territo- , 


ries, as follows: in Maine, 77; New Hampshire, 39; Vermont, 


- 61; Massachusetts, 59; Rhode Island, 5; Connecticut, 52; New 


York, 53; Pennsylvania, 5; Ohio, 37; Indiana, 7; Illinois, 95 ; 
Missouri, 4; Michigan, 70; Wisconsin, 78; lowa, 98 ; Minneso- 
ta, 35; Kansas, 15; Nebraska, 7; Colorado, 2; California, 10 ; 
Oregon, 3. 


This distribution gives to the New England States, 293 ; Mid- 
dle States, 58; Western States and Territories, including 13 on 
the Pacific coast, 451. 


Of the whole number in commission, 503 have been pastors or 
stated supplies of single congregations ; 239 have ministered to 
two or three congregations each; and 60 have extended their 
labors over still wider fields. 


The aggregate of ministerial labor performed is 635 years. 


The number of congregations and missionary districts, which 
have been fully supplied, or where the Gospel has been preached 
at stated intervals, is 1,575. 


_ Four missionaries have been in commission as pastors or stated 
supplies of congregations of colored people ; and 29 have preached 
in foreign languages—10 to Welsh congregations, 17 to German 
congregations, and 2 to congregations of Hollanders and Mrenchmen. 


The number of Sabbath school and Bible class scholars, connected 
with the missionary churches, is not far from 58,600. 


The contributions to benevolent objects, reported by 460 mission- 
aries, amount to $35,487.71. 

Seventy five missionaries make mention of revivals of religion 
during the year, in some of which there have been 40, 50, 70 and 
75 hopeful conversions. ‘The number of conversions reported by 
278 missionaries is 2,200. 


The additions to the churches, as nearly as can be ascertained, 


- have been, 3,820; namely, 2,112 on profession of their faith, and 


1,708 by letters from other churches. 
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Twenty eight churches have been organized in connection with 
the labors of the missionaries during the year ; and twenty five 
have become self-sustaining. Twenty sia houses of worship have 
been completed ; forty fie repaired or emproved ; and twenty jive 
others are in the process of erection. Horty five young men, 
connection with the missionary churches, are reported as in dif- 


ferent stages of preparation for the gospel ministry. 


THE TREASURY. 


Resourcrs.—The balance in the Treasury, April 1, 1864, was 
$81,642.23. The receipts, for the succeeding twelve months, have 
been $186,897.50; making the resources of the year $268,539.73. 


Laaptities.—There was due to missionaries, at the close of the 
last year, the sum of $8,814.25. There have since become due 
$188,901.60 ; making the total of liabilities $197,715.85. 


Payments.—Of this sum, $189,965.39 have been paid ; leaving 
$7,750.46 still due to missionaries for labor performed. In addi- 
tion to these past dues, appropriations eed made and daily 
becoming due, amount to $75,220.15, making the total of pledges 
$82,970.61; towards canceling which there is a balance in the 
Treasury of $78,574.34. 


The total of receipts is less than in the preceding year, by 
$8,640.39. But the diminution has been occasioned by the 
smaller amount received from legacies. The contributions of the 
churches and of individuals have been $17,342.89—or 14 per 
cent—greater. The expenditures exceed those of the preceding 
year, by $40,639.81. The number of missionaries in commission 
is greater by 461, and the years of labor performed by 82. Fifty 
seven more congregations have received the regular ministrations 
of the Gospel, and 3,400 more children and youth have been in- 
structed in Bible classes and Sabbath schools. There has been a 
corresponding increase, also, in the number of churches that have 
reached the condition of self-support, in the contributions to 
benevolent objects, in the number of young men preparing for 
the ministry, and—what is cause for special thanksgiving to 
God—in the number and power of revivals of religion and the 
hopeful conversion of souls to Christ. 

Notwithstanding the embarrassments on our borders—in the 
new States and Territories—thirty eight of the additional laborers 
have found there the fields of their culture. Three haye been 
sent to California, whose support, on their arrival, was at once 
assumed by the people to whom they were called to minister ; 
and three others are now under appointment for that State. One 
missionary has visited Salt Lake City in Utah, and been cordially 
welcomed by the “ Gentile” population. He has been the first 
to erect the gospel banner, and has organized the first christian 
church in the Territory ; and the church has a fair prospect of 
soon being able to sustain its own ministry and becoming the 
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center of light and salvation to many thousands of souls. An 
able minister is now in New Orleans in the service of the Society, 
from whose labors great and lasting good is confidently expected. 
Beginnings have been made at other important points, and ex- 
plorations, of great value in our future operations, of new States 
and Territories and sections of country hitherto inaccessible to 
the Society, where we hope, by the blessing of God, soon to see 
the institutions of the Gospel permanently established. 

_ The Committee have felt a deep sympathy with their mission- 
ary brethren, who have found themselves taxed so heavily for 
the support of their families by the increased cost of the neces- 

_ saries of life. They have encouraged their churches to make 

_ special efforts in their behalf, and have rendered essential relief 
by the enlargement of appropriations. They would have rejoiced 

_ to be able to answer many more urgent demands for heralds of 

_ the Cross to be sent into regions where Christ is not known. 
But their great embarrassment has been that the men were not 
at their command. We cherish the hope that, on the return of 
peace, able and experienced ministers, now connected with the 
army, will be relieved, and will rejoice to go forth, under the 
great Captain of their salvation, to lay in Zion the foundations of 
many generations. And may we not hope that the churches in 
our older settlements—the more favored of them—will be ready 

_ to relinquish their pastors for the high places of Zion far off upon 

_ the sea, or for the more self-denying work in the fastnesses of 
the wilderness, that our Theological Seminaries will be crowded 
with young men of promise, saying, “ Woe is meif I preach not 
the Gospel,” and that prayer will everywhere be offered to God, 
unceasingly, that he would crown our efforts thoroughly to sub- 
due this great rebellion, and to establish our beneficent govern- 
ment on everlasting foundations, with such an outpouring of his 
Spirit upon all institutions, all churches, and all souls as shall make 
our land evermore the dwelling place of the blessed of the Lord ? 


SECRETARIES FOR CORRESPONDENCE. 


Rey. Dantet P. Noyes, one of the Secretaries for Correspond- 
*ence, resigned his office, on the first of January last, to accept the 
Secretaryship of the Massachusetts Conference of Congregational 
Churchés. ‘The Committee elected in his place Rev. A. Hunr- 
incron Oxnapp, Pastor of the Beneficent Congregational Church, 
in Providence, Rhode Island. The church kindly consented to the 
dissolution of his pastoral relation, February 8th, that he might 
enter upon the duties of the office.

MAINE MISSIONARY SOCIETY. 


Rey. Grorce E. Apams, D.D., President; Josuua Maxwe 1, Esq., Portland, Treasurer ; 
Rey. Srepuzn THurston, Searsport, Secretary. 


The receipts of this Society, for the year ending March 1, were 
$17,346.33. There were also received into the Treasury of the 
American Home Missionary Society, during its financial year, 
from congregations and individuals in the State, $438.14, making 
a total for the cause of $17,784.47 ; which exceeds the amount of 
the preceding year by $7,929.16. The eapenditwres within the 
State were $16,577.30. 

The number of missionaries in commission has been seventy 
seven—ten of whom were licentiates and sixty seven ordained 
ministers ; forty eight were employed through the year; nine for 
six months and over, and twenty for a shorter period; the fields 
of their labor have been eighty one—embracing ninety four Con-. 
gregational churches and eleven places where no churches exist. 
The number of additions to the churches, as given in the last 
report of the Society, is one hundred and fifty two; the number 
of hopeful conversions, one hundred and thirty five ; and the 
amount of contributions to benevolent objects from the mission- 
ary churches, $2,588.96. 


While there has been a generous enlargement of the pecuniary 
resources of the Society, its work is embarrassed for want of 
laborers. The Secretary says: “We find it extremely difficult 
to obtain a competent supply of suitable men for missionaries. 
From a somewhat extensive survey of the field, I think we need 
in Maine some thirty or forty more than we now have.  Ureent 
entreaties are addressed to us, and not unfrequently in vain. The 
terrible war in which we are involved has called many ministers 
and candidates into the field, thus augmenting the difficulty of 
supplying the destitute at home. The churches should look with 
unwonted fervor to the Lord of the harvest that he would send 
forth laborers into his harvest.” 


_ Inreference to the afilictive condition of our country, and the 
importance of spreading everywhere over it the Gospel of Christ, 
the Trustees say : “We believe God meditates not wrath and ruin, 
but mercy to us and to mankind—the exchanging of that which 
is imperfectly good for that which is incomparably better. If so 

great events are on the eve of taking place, and he that shall have 
lived twenty five years from the present time, may, in a sense 

have lived a century ; and it is certain that God. has work for his 
people, in making the knowledge of him universal, and the fear 
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of him perpetual, with which patriotism can never die. On the 
readiness of Christians in the land to do the work of God, may 
depend the life of the nation, and with it the decision of the 
question, whether the greater part of those who will immed}. 
ately come after us, shall rise to the resurrection of life, or to the 
resurrection of damnation.” 


NEW HAMPSHIRE MISSIONARY SOCIETY. 


Rev. Asa D. Surru, D.D., LL.D., President; Rey. Wiitram Crarke, Secretary; Rey. B. 
P. Sronz, D.D., Treasurer. Office at Concord. 


The recerpts of this Society, for the year ending March 1, were 
$7,725.56—of which $910.98 in donations and $633.18 in legacies 
were for the Parent Society and were forwarded to its Treasury. 
There were also received into the Treasury of the American 
Home Missionary Society, during its financial year, in payment 
of legacies, $654.21; from congregations and individuals, $583.59 
—in all, $1,247.80—making the total for the cause, $8,973.36 ; 
which exceeds the amount of the preceding year by $250.39. 
The expenditures within the State were $5,770.99; and the 
amount put at the disposal of the National Institution, $2,791.96. 

Thirty nine missionaries have been in commission during the 
year ; their fields of labor include forty one towns, in thirty eight 
of which are feeble Congregational churches, having a member- 
ship of twelve hundred and seventy two, an average agerecate 
attendance on their Sabbath services of three thousand and sev- 
enty nine, and Sabbath school scholars to the number of two 
thousand and six; one hundred and forty hopeful conversions 
are reported, and eighty eight additions to the churches. An 
earnest appeal is made by the Society to its patrons and friends 
for increased contributions, and for more vigorous efforts to give 
the Gospel to the scores of towns, containing many thousands 
of people, that are as truly missionary ground as any part of the 
land. 


With reference to our great national work, the Trustees say : 
“Since the world began was there ever a wider, a more inviting 
field for Christian enterprise than that now and prospectively 
presented by our beloved country ? Who can measure the respon- 
sibilities resting on American patriots and Christians earnestly to 
address themselves to the cultivation of this field? Over the 
whole of this broad land—in every city, township, and neighbor- 
hood, the sanctuary and school house must be erected, and in 
them must be maintained the preacher and the teacher. Sabbath 
schools must everywhere be opened, and the masses of children 
and youth gathered into them. Academies, colleges, and the- 
ological seminaries must be established and endowed. The Te- 
ligious press must send its issues throughout every community. 
Our widely extended wilderness must become like Eden, and our 
desert as the garden of the Lord.”

The receipts of this Society, for the year ending March 1, were 
$11,259.74. There were also received from the State into the 
Treasury of the American Home Missionary Society, during its 
financial year, in payment of legacies, $2,323.10 ; from congrega- 
tions and individuals, $563.90—in all, $2,887 —making the 
total to the cause, $14,146.74; which exceeds the amount of the 
preceding year by $4,862.36. The expenditures within the State 
were $10,263.65. : 

- Siaty one missionaries have been in commission during some 
portion of the year. One pastor has been ordained and one dis- 
missed. Two churches have become self-sustaining, and five new 
ones have been added to the list. “The average salary of the 
missionaries,” says the Secretary in his Report, “is about four 
hundred and seventy six dollars. The average number of mem- 
bers belonging to the aided churches is thirty seven. The aver- 
age amount of taxable property owned by the members of these 
churches is $13,769 ; on which they pay, on an average, one 
and twenty nine one hundredths per cent. for the support of their 
ministers. This is exclusive of what is paid by those not con- 
nected with the churches. There has been little apparent change 
in the religious condition of the churches during the year. Ne 
extensive revivals have prevailed. The gentle dews of heavenly 
grace have descended on some fields. Labor has been put 
forth, but the deep interest felt in our national weal and pros 
pects has, to a certain extent, diverted attention from the higher 
interests of Christ’s kingdom and the wants of perishing souls.” 


In urging a more vigorous prosecution of the missionary work 
within their bounds, the Directors say: “‘ When has there been a 
time that, as a State, we needed the presence and influences o! 
the preached Gospel more than now? We need it in every towr 
and neighborhood to comfort the multitude of those who mourr 
the loss of friends cut off in the flower of manhood. We need it 
to lead us to the exercise of such a spirit of penitence that it may 
be consistent with the government of a holy God to forgive om 
sins and turn his judgments away from us. We need it to estab 
lish and comfort our hearts in these troublous times, and assure 
us that there are foundations that can not be shaken. We nee 
it that we may be prepared to withstand all the demoralizing in 
fluences which will flood the country when our armies are dis 
banded. We need it now, and always, as the only way of salva 
tion from eternal death for ourselves, our children, and all th 
inhabitants of the State.”

MASSACHUSETTS HOME MISSIONARY SOCIETY:

The receipts of this Society, for the year ending March 1, were 
$38,219.79. The expenditures within the State were $8,424.20; 
and the amount forwarded from the Treasury to the American 
Home Missionary Society, during its financial year, was $25,000. 
There were also received from the State into the Treasury of the 
Parent Society, in payment of legacies, $6,961.97 ; from the 
Hampshire Missionary Society, $3,150; from congregations and 
individuals, $3,324.03—in all, $13,436—making the total to the 
cause, $51,655.79 ; which is $11,852.70 less than the amount 
of the preceding year. The whole amount expended out of the 
State, through the National Institution, was $38,436. 

Fifty nine missionaries have been in the service of the Society 
during the year. The churches to which they ministered have 
an aggregate membership of two thousand and fifty five, with 
average congregations amounting to four thousand seven hun- 
dred and seventy five, and Sabbath school scholars to the number 
of three thousand. One hundred and seventy seven hopeful con- 
versions were reported at the close of the last missionary year. 


In the last Report of the Society, the Secretary gives an ac- 
count of his visit to missionary stations and conventions of mis- 
sionary brethren in the Great Valley, where the benefactions of 
Massachusetts have been so liberally dispensed. “ It was a sacred 
pleasure,” he says, “to carry to these beloved brethren the assur- 
ances of Eastern sympathy with them in their great work, and to 
give them to know that Massachusetts Christians had not faltered, 
and could not, from the most decided and hearty codperation with 
them, and to assure them that the East and the West were one in 
the conviction of the greatness and goodness of this missionary 
work. It was a matter also of the deepest interest to hear those 
noble-hearted brethren reciprocate, with liveliest joy, these friend- 
ly greetings, and to hear them assure their Eastern guest of their 
sense of obligation for all the sympathy and aid they and their 
families had received from Eastern friends ; and not less grateful 
was it to hear them express their obligation for the vast amount 
of moral power, which, by its labors of love, the East has most 
happily exerted upon the West. These blessed convocations of 
missionary brethren brought out a vast amount of most valuable 
information concerning what Home Missions had done, and had 
yet to do; and brought out also, in the most affecting manner, 
the christian zeal and patriotism of these faithful servants of 
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God—showing, in the most decisive manner, their fitness for the 
great work God had given them to do, and their worthiness of 
the deepest sympathy and confidence of all lovers of Zion and 
their country.” 


RHODE ISLAND HOME MISSIONARY SOCIETY.

The receipts of this Society, for the year ending March 1, were 
$1,543.01. There were also received from the State, into the 
Treasury of the American Home Missionary Society, during its 
financial year, $284.57—making the total to the cause, $1,827.58 ; 
which is $428.24 greater than the amount of the preceding year. 
The expenditures within the State were $1,932.80. 

Live missionaries have been sustained by the Society. In re- 
gard to the posts they have occupied, the Directors, in their Re- 
port, say: “All these places seem to be important fields for 
continued missionary culture; and it would be hard to think of 
relinquishing either of them, after so much toil and expense has 
been incurred. Can we afford, on the score of christian econ- 
omy, to resign any one of these needy stations that have such 
claims upon our affectionate regard? Does not the very care and 
kindness-which they have required so long, constitute a bond of 
attachment that can not well be broken? Yea. Rhode Island 
is dear to us, religiously as well as otherwise ; and those portions 
of it which have fallen under our spiritual husbandry are espe- 
cially dear to us for that very reason. We must provide for 
them accordingly, as people provide for their own; not to en- 
courage perpetual dependence, but to aid those who are strug- 
gling to help themselves. More, too, should be done to extend 
our influence in thoroughly evangelizing the State.” 


CONNECTICUT HOME MISSIONARY SOCIETY.

The receipts of this Society, for the year ending March 1, were 
$11,524.34. There were also received from the State, into the 
Treasury of the American Home Missionary Society, during its 
financial year, in payment of legacies, $10,895.37 ; from congre- 
gations and individuals, $14,816.63 — in all, $25,712 — making 
the total to the cause, $37,236.34 ; which exceeds the amount of 
the previous year by $9,790.09. The expenditures within the 
State were $8,536.12; and the amount expended beyond its 
limits, through the National Institution, was $25,712. 

fifty two missionaries have been in commission durine the 
year, five of whom have been settled as pastors. Two houses of 
worship have been built, and one repaired ; one church has be- 
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_ come self-supporting, and six have been visited with the special 
influences of the Holy Spirit. 


In December last, Rev. Horace Hooxrr, who had served the 
Society as its Secretary, with great fidelity and acceptance, for 
more than the lifetime of a generation, was removed by death. 
He was held in high esteem by the churches and ministry of the 
State; he took a deep interest in building up the old wastes 
- within it, and in the establishment of Gospel institutions in all 
our new settlements. The Executive officers of the National 
Society will ever remember, with affection and gratitude, his 
sympathy with them in their responsibilities, and the aid and en- 
couragement which he so generously gave them. 

The Directors of the Auxiliary, on the occasion of his decease, 
adopted the following minute in testimony of his worth: “ This 
Board having been informed of the decease of their venerable 
Secretary, Rey. Horacr Hooxerr, at Hartford, on the 17th of 
December, do hereby record their grateful sense of his long con- 
tinued and nearly gratuitous services as Secretary and Auditor of 
the Society. For thirty four years, he has conducted the corre- 
spondence of the Board with the missionaries and with the bene- 
ficiary churches, and has prepared the annual reports presented 
in the name of the Board to the General Association. A man of 
great modesty and natural diffidence, of clear and quick intelli- 
gence, of large and liberal culture, of refined taste and sensibili- 
ty, of exact habits in business, he loved the Church and work of 
Christ, he loved Connecticut and its ancient institutions, and he 
gave his care and labor to these home missions in the spirit of 
love to his country and of love to Christ. In his line of service 
he carried on the great and good work begun by his illustrious 
ancestor, who has been-remembered and honored, for more than 
two centuries, as the father of the Connecticut churches.” 


On the decease of Mr. Hooker, Rev. Witt1am H. Moorn, who 
had, for two years, been successfully prosecuting the work of 
Agent and State Missionary, was appointed Secretary of the 
Society. 


The total of receipts from New England is $122,054.73—ex- 
ceeding the amount of the preceding year by $3,279.97 ; of this, 
$51,505.06 were expended within its bounds, and $70,549.67 for- 
warded to the National Institution for its general work. 


NEW YORK. 
Rev. L. Surra Hozarr, Syracuse, Agent. 


The number of ministers who have labored in this State during 
the year just closed, under the commission of this Society, is 
Jifty three; and the amount paid into the Treasury, by indivi- 
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duals and churches, including the avails of legacies, is $34,167.08. 
Three churches have been organized, one house of worship has 
been completed and dedicated, and one minister has been install- 
ed as pastor of the church he serves. The churches aided, with 
a single exception, have not been favored with the especial effu- 
sions of the Spirit ; yet most of the missionaries report facts which 
witness that their labors have not been in vain in the Lord. Five 
or six destitute fields have been supplied with laborers, but about 
the same number have been left vacant, by the transfer of their 
ministers to chaplaincies in the army; and one faithful laborer has 
been summoned to his everlasting rest. 

Most of the older and stronger Congregational churches of 
Central and Western New York, through the operation of the 
Plan of Union, became early connected with Presbyteries, and 
are reckoned as component parts of the Presbyterian Church. 
Many others have remained unassociated, and have received but 
little sympathy or counsel from the denomination to which they 
belong. Some of them, habitually employing ministers of an- 
other denomination, have had no communication or visible bond 
of union with the churches of their own order. Others have long 
been content to employ college or theological professors or stu- 
dents, or other non-resident preachers, performing no parochial 
work, and have wondered that they were constantly growing 
weaker. Through the counsel and aid of the Agent, many of 
these churches are coming into visible fellowship with the denom- 
ination to which they belong, and are seeking the services of 
ministers who, residing and sympathizing with them, will strive 
to build them up in the faith and order of the Gospel. Already 
their experience attests that this is a more excellent way. “ For 
these times,” says the Agent, “I think our prospects are cheer- 
ing ; and when the present high prices and heavy taxes and large 
local bounties are no longer required; when no more men are 
called to enter our armies, and many now in them return ; when 
the rebellion is crushed, slavery destroyed, and the numberless 
calamities of the war are at an end; when, in a word, we can re- 
Joice again in true and permanent peace, then, I trust, we shall 
rapidly witness the realization of our fondest hopes. And 0, 
trusting in God, we will labor on.” 


OHIO, 


Rey. James H. Newton, Cleveland, Agent for Northern Ohio. Rey. LysanpEr KELsEy, 
Columbus, Agent for Southern Ohio and Southern Indiana. 


_ This Society has aided in sustaining thirty seven missionaries 
in Ohio since the last Report, and has received into its Treasury, 
from that State, contributions to the amount of $6,235.75. 


In Northern Ohio, twenty three missionaries have been in com- 
mission during the whole or a part of the year, preaching to

twenty six churches, and at several out stations. Three or four 
of these churches have enjoyed seasons of special religious inter- 
est, and one of them has more than doubled its membership. 
The same church has completed, without debt, a commodious 
house of worship. Three churches have relinquished the aid of 
the Society, and others are making progress toward independence. 
The Agent has devoted special attention to the villages that are 
springing up along the railroad routes in the north-western corner 
of the State, and urges the importance of sending additional la- 
borers into this neglected and destitute region. 

Rey. James H. Newton, who for the last nine years has per- 
formed, faithfully and acceptably, the duties of an Agent of the 
Society, in Northern Ohio, has been compelled, by the failure of 
his health, to discontinue his labors, and resigned his office at the 
close of the financial year. 


Fourteen ministers have labored, in the service of the Society, 
in Southern Ohio, and two in Southern Indiana, and thirty con- 
eregations have been supplied with the stated means of grace. 
In several of these congregations there have been indications of 
the Spirit’s presence, giving efficacy to the word preached, and 
resulting in some hopeful conversions ; but no extensive revivals 
of religion have been reported. Owing to the proximity of this 
field to the seat of war, the churches have been much disturbed 
by the excitements which have agitated the whole country. Many 
of their members have been in the armies of the Republic, and 
not a few have fallen on its battle-fields. In one case, all the 
‘ able-bodied male members, with their pastor, enlisted as privates 
for the term of one hundred days, and at its close returned, bring- 
ing his lifeless remains. “N evertheless,” says the Agent, “we 
see no cause for discouragement, but every reason to take up our 
standards, and press forward. The cause is advancing, even in 
these troublous times. We are resolved to stand in our places, 
where God has stationed us, till He shall say to the South, give 
up, and to the North, keep not back, and bring his sons from 
afar, and his daughters from the ends of the earth.” 


ILLINOIS, 


Rev. Josern E. Roy, Chicago, Agent for Northern Illinois and Northern Indiana, 
Rey. Exisna Jenney, Galesburg, Agent for Central and Southern Illinois. 


The number of missionaries who have labored in Mlinois during 
the past year, under the auspices of this Society, is ninety five ; 
and the amount contributed to its funds, by churches and individ- 
uals in the State, is $4,774.45. 


In the twenty four counties of Northern Illinois, fifty three 
laborers have been employed, who have preached statedly to sixty 
nine congregations, eleven of which have enjoyed seasons of re- 
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vival in the course of the year. Nine missionaries have been 
installed pastors of the churches they serve; two churches have 
been organized; three have become independent of missionary 
aid ; nine have erected houses of worship, and four others—one 
of which is in Northern Indiana—were engaged in building at the 
close of the year. 

The Agent refers to these extraordinary efforts to secure houses 
of worship as among the most important and encouraging fea- 
tures of the missionary work on this field. He says: ‘In this 
older portion of the West, the necessity fér securing church- 
homes is more apparent than upon the immediate frontier. 
With many of the churches, not to build is to die. To build, 
gives them new life and strength, and hastens, if it does not bring 
at once, the day of self-support. Two churches have, by this 
means, come into a condition of independence the past year, while 
all the others have greatly increased their congregations, their 
influence, and their resources. Your Agent shared with all of 
these churches in the joy of their dedicatory services. Of so 
much importance does he consider this work, that he has endea- 
vored to impart stimulus to the initiation and the prosecution of 
such enterprises. Only two of these churches came to the day of 
dedication without the incumbrance of debt; all the others raised 
on that occasion, in sums ranging from $200 to $600, the amount 
needed to leave them free from debt. Of those. thirteen congre- 
gations, all but one have been, or are to be, aided in building, by 
the American Congregational Union, and most of them would 
not have undertaken to build without the encouragement of that 
promised assistance. I consider that enterprise but the left hand 
of our great home evangelizing scheme.” 


Tn Central and Southern Illinois, forty two missionaries have 
held commissions from this Society during the year, eight of whom 
report seasons of special religious interest among the people to 
whom they minister. One house of worship has been completed, 
several others have been repaired, and at least three were in pro- 
cess of erection when the year expired. Here, as in other por- 
tions of the missionary field, the churches have contributed their 
best strength to the cause of the country, and now mourn the loss 
of those to whom they looked for pecuniary and moral support. 
“To a great extent,” says the Agent, « they were the flower of 
the churches to which they belonged, and bid fair not only to 
supply the places of the aged and infirm, but to more than make 
their places good. But their career is ended. Our churches 
feeble enough before, can not well endure such depletions. Yet 
none have become extinct. Distressed, they are not in despair ; 
cast down, they are not destroyed. Great as their loss has been, 
their gain has, in some cases, been greater still. They have cain. ° 
ed, not in wealth, nor membership, but in that which is above all 
price, the graces of the Spirit—in the sense of dependence upon 
God, which diminished material strength has taught them—in 
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that spirit of agonizing prayer which brings and binds them to 
the merey-seat, and assimilates them to Him whom they love and 
serve.’ 
Only about one third of the Congregational churches of Illi- 
nois are situated in the field of Mr. Jenney’s agency, although it 
-embraces about three fourths of the territory of the State. The 
people, to a great extent, have come from the South, or from other 
sections of the country where the religious systems of New Eng- 
land are but little known. The establishment of Puritan churches, 
among such a population, is a slow and difficult work. Not only 
the force of depravity, which is everywhere prevalent, but ‘a 
strong current of sectional and denominational prejudice must be 
encountered and overcome. Most of the laborers sent forth by 
this Society prefer to sow the seed of the kingdom in a more 
congenial and fruitful soil. But as the great thoroughfares that 
now traverse this region have made it more accessible and better 
known, it is hoped that these difficulties will gradually lose their 
force, and that the labors of this Society, in this section of the 
State, will meet with greater encouragement, and be crowned 
with richer rewards. 


MISSOURI. 


Rey. Epwin B. Turner, Hannibal, Agent. 


It was stated in the last Report that the Executive Committee 
had appointed an Agent for this State, and that, after commenc- 
ing his labors under encouraging auspices, he had been detailed 
for important temporary service in Memphis, Tennessee. Find- 
ing the door open for laying gospel foundations anew in that 
city, he gathered a congregation, organized a church, and was in- 
vited to remain and minister to it, on an ample salary provided 
by the people. Thus has this episode in the operations of the 
Society, in Missouri, resulted in the establishment of a self-sustain- 
ing church in the chief commercial emporium of Tennessee, which 
is not only a bright and shining light in that community, but is 
hailed as the harbinger of the coming dawn to the surrounding 
region. 


During the larger portion of the year now reported, the Society 
was without an Agent in Missouri, and the condition of things 
was such that the two missionaries who had been laboring there 
left the State. In the autumn of 1864, the Committee appoint- 
ed, as Agent of the Society for Missouri, Rev. Eowiv B. Turner, 
pastor of the Congregational church in Morris, Hlinois. Having 
had much experience as a pioneer missionary in Iowa, and as 
pastor of an important church in Illinois, he was regarded as 
possessing a peculiar fitness for the work of reconstruction to be 
performed in Missouri. His people generously relinquished him 
at the call of this Society, and he entered upon his labors in De- 
cember last. He has visited all the important towns on the line 
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of the Hannibal and St. Joseph Railroad, and extended his ob- 
servations, to some extent, into the country on either side of that 
thoroughfare. Most of the churches that existed in this region 
before the war are now extinct. Their ministers, who did more 
to promote the rebellion than all others, have absconded ; their 
sanctuaries are closed or burned; most of the members are scat- 
tered or dead, and only a feeble remnant remain, Of these, a 
portion are still sympathizers with the rebellion, and can not be 
gathered into new organizations till their prejudices are somewhat 
softened, and their wounds and bruises mollified with the oint- 
ment of christian kindness and love. By others, the Agent is 
received with tears of joy, and assurances of hearty codperation. 
The tide of immigration is also bringing in, from the East, mate- 
rials which will be readily wrought into Puritan churches. At 
several points, congregations have been gathered ; two ministers 
have already been introduced, and have commenced their labors ; 
and several others are making preparations ;to enter the field in 
the course of the present spring. With the return of peace, and 
under the reign of freedom, Missouri must enter upon a career of 
material prosperity equal to that of any other portion of the West. 
As the new order of things emerges from the existing chaos, it is 
of vital importance that social and religious reconstruction go 
hand in hand. In no other way can we direct the forces which 
are to determine the great future of this imperial State. 


MICHIGAN. 
Rey. Hersert A, Reap, Marshall, Agent. 


The Society has had under commission in Michigan, during the 
past year, seventy missionaries, and has received, from the State, 
contributions to the amount of $2,122.06. One missionary has 
been installed as pastor ; four sanctuaries have been erected, and 
several others repaired and beautified; six churches have been 
organized ; three have passed from a condition of dependence to 
self-support ; and near the close of the year, a large number en- 
joyed times of refreshing from the presence of the Lord. <A 
larger amount than usual has been expended by the missionary 
churches, in providing parsonages for their ministers, and in re- 
lieving themselves from the burthen of debt. It is stated that 
one fourth of the male members of these churches have been in 
the service of their country in the army, and several of the mis- 
sionaries have mourned the loss of sons who have fallen on the 
battle-tield ; yet a larger number have attended upon the minis- 
trations of the sanctuary than ever before, and the churches haye 
advanced in all the elements of prosperity. 


Of the one hundred and two associated churches of Michigan, 
that depend upon this Society for aid in sustaining gospel insti- 
tutions, thirty two are destitute of the stated preaching of the 
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Word. “The demand for spiritual laborers,” says the Agent, “ is 
urgent. We need them not only for those places where churches 
are organized, but for the rapidly-forming communities in the 
newer portions of the State. The superior advantages of this 
State for commercial, manufacturing, and agricultural pursuits 
have never been fully realized by the communities of the East. 
It is believed that none of the Rtieeectern States are as well 
ie with all the elements of material wealth as is this. 

ith an area only a little less than the whole of New England, 
and while only about one third of the State is as yet settled, it 
has a population exceeding that of New Hampshire, Vermont, 
and Rhode Island combined; and the annual surplus of its pro- 
ducts, over and above consumption by the people, will reach at 
least $70,000,000. Our educational institutions are probably 
more richly endowed than those of any other State with an 
equal population; and the people are taxed less, in the same 
proportion. Our mountains of iron and copper on Lake Superior 
contain a sufficient Guantity of those important metals to supply 
the wants of the world for centuries. The exports from Lake 
Superior in 1862 exceeded $12,000,000, and in 1864, notwith- 
standing the unhappy condition of our country, they were about 
fifty per cent. above that sum. Yet the trade of that region is in 
its infancy. The saline waters of the State, exceeding both in 
quality and quantity those of any other State, its immense re- 
sources of lumber, its exhaustless beds of gypsum, and deposits of 
coal, are among its elements of material wealth.” 

“That portion of the State known as the northern portion of 
the Lower Peninsula, which has been considered an irreclaimable 
wilderness, after careful examination and tests, is found to be a 
rich agricultural district. Although it is as yet hardly settled 
by white men, all agree that it abounds with magnificent forests, 
and is watered by numerous springs, lakes, creeks, and rivers, 
furnishing an abundance of water-power. While that portion of 
the country bordering upon the lakes is being now rapidly settled, 
the interior, through the facilities offered by the Homestead Law 
and soldiers’ land warrants, must soon attract attention. The 
communities already formed and forming imperiously demand the 
preached Gospel. They need it that they may withstand the de- 
moralizing influences attendant upon new settlements. They need 
it that its gentle influences may soothe the bad passions engender- 
ed in the conflicts and strife incident to their situation. They 
need it to create a correct public sentiment which will frown upon 
vice and encourage virtue. They need it to prevent a cheerless 
and heartless infidelity, with the whole brood of kindred errors 
and isms, from settling down like night upon the community. We 
want a score or two of laborers, ready to endure hardness as good 
soldiers, who are willing, after a life of toil and cross-bearing, to 
lay their bones on their field of labor, and to rise from these now 
desolate places, with those whom they have won to Christ, at the 
voice of the archangel and the trump of God.” 
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WISCONSIN. 


Rev, Drxrer Crary, Beloit, Agent for Eastern Wisconsin. Rev. Joun C. Suzrwiy, 
La Crosse, Agent for Western Wisconsin. 


The number of missionaries who have labored under the aus- 
pices of this Society in Wisconsin, during the past year, is seaty 
eight. They have supplied one hundred and eight churches with 
the stated ministrations of the Gospel, and have ministered, re- 
gularly or occasionally, to nearly as many congregations where 
churches have not yet been gathered. The contributions to Home 
Missions, in this State, during the year, have amounted to 
$1,923.65. : 


In Eastern Wisconsin, the number of laborers is fifty, of whom 
three are Welshmen, and one is a Hollander. They have preach- 
ed statedly to seventy six churches, and at thirty seven out-sta- 
tions, at one of which a church has been organized since the last 
Report. Near the close of the year, a large number of churches 
were visited by the gracious effusions of the Spirit, but it is too 
early to ascertain and make record of the rich ingatherings that 
have resulted from them. ‘The missionaries,” says the Agent, 
“are pursuing their work with an earnest faith and a sustaining 
hope, which are the sure elements of success. And when we 
consider the obstacles to be encountered, the great excitement 
and diversion of the public mind caused by the state of the 
country, the numbers that have gone into the army, the many 
claims of benevolence and patriotism, the extensive failure of 
crops the past season, and the great increase in the cost of living, 
we find increased occasion for gratitude for the measure of pros- 
perity, both temporal and spiritual, that is enjoyed.” 


Lighteen missionaries have labored, the whole or a part of the 
year now reported, in Western Wisconsin, preaching statedly to 
thirty two churches, and at several out-stations. One church has 
been organized, one minister installed as pastor, and two houses 
of worship were in process of erection at the close of the year. 
Nine churches in this section of the State, are destitute of the 
preaching of the Gospel, and extensive tracts of country which 
have never yet been occupied, should be supplied with laborers 
without delay. The Agent says: “In the whole territory ex- 
tending from the prairie of the St. Croix valley to the La Crosse 
and Lemonweir valleys, a distance of.one hundred and thirty 
miles, we have only five churches, though it embraces 6,480 
square miles within the boundaries already formed by new settle- 
ments. Only two of these churches are supplied with ministezs 
In the prairie region lying between the St, Croix and Red Cedar 
Rivers, are seven Congregational churches, all but one of which 
are supplied with an earnest ministry, They were recently, with 
their ministers, organized into the St. Croix Valley Convention, 
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and will soon exert a wider influence among the weaker settle- 
ments of the woods. Several of them have attained, or are near 
the point of self-support.” 

There are now in Wisconsin one hundred and sixty six churches 
in missionary sympathy with this Society, containing about ten 
thousand members. Of these churches, twenty are composed of 
Welshmen, and one of Hollanders. One hundred and thirty have 
provided themselves with houses of worship; forty five support 
their ministers without assistance?and fourteen others are enabled 
to dispense with missionary aid by consenting to share with neigh- 
boring churches the services ef the ministry. These churches 
have all come into being in less than thirty years, and, with scarce- 
ly an exception, owe their existence to Home* Missionary effort, 
They will stand, to the end of time, with all the social, education- 
al, and charitable institutions that have sprung from them, an 
irrefutable argument for the efficiency of the system which planted 
and nurtured them. 


IOWA, 


Rey. Jxssr Gurrnsty, Dubuque, Agent for Northern Iowa. Rev. Junius A. Rexrp, 
Davenport, Agent for Southern Iowa. 


The number ef missionaries who labored in this State during 
the past year, under the direction of this Society, is ninety eight. 
They have preached statedly to one hundred and seventy two 
congregations, and have performed much eccasional service in 
settlements where permanent congregations have not been gath- 
ered. The amount contributed to the Treasury of the Society 
from Iowa, during the last financial year, is $1,860.97. 


In Northern Iowa, the number of laborers is forty nine. They 
have ministered to ninety four congregations, and the amount of 
ministerial service performed is equal to thirty eight years. This 
is a larger amount of labor than has been performed on this field 
in any previous year. Seven houses of worship have been com- 
pleted, and several others commenced ; five churches have been 
organized; two have become self-sustaining, and twelve have 
been favored with revivals of religion. In one case, a revival has 
resulted in the organization of a church, and in a surprising 
change of the whole moral aspect of the community. ‘The mis- 
sionary churches have made a gratifying advance in their contri- 
butions to objects of benevolence, and in their subscriptions for 
the support of the ministry. A comparison of the sums secured 
for the latter purpose in thirty churches with those raised in the 
previous year shows an aggregate increase of $706; and the 
amount received from this Society by the same churches was less 
than in the previous year by $390; yet the small advance in the 
salary of the ministers thus secured is far from equivalent to the 
enhanced cost of living. In many cases, great privation has been 
endured. 
5 
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The Agent calls attention to the destitutions that yet remain 
in this portion of the State. He says: ‘‘ There are eighteen coun- 
ties in my field, in which we have neither minister nor church. 
Four of them have a population of over four thousand each ; 
three have each between one and two thousand; and in the re- 
mainder the population ranges from a little over one hundred to 
nearly nine hundred. In every one of these counties, not except- 
ing those whose numbers are fewest, a missionary, willing to en- 
counter the privations and tridls of pioneer service, and having 
the requisite strength for it, could be wisely and well employed. 

Ten counties, with a population ranging between fourteen hun- 
dred and tweive thousand each, have but one missionary to each; 
five counties, whoSe population ranges between three and eighteen 
thousand, have two missionaries each ; six counties, with a popu- 
lation each of from three to nineteen thousand, have three mis- 
sionaries each ; and two counties, with an aggregate population 
of fifty one thousand, have four to acounty. If these figures are 
scanned, and the extent of the territory and population they re- 
present is appreciated, a want will be seen still to exist in North- 
ern Iowa, whose prompt and adequate supply would require a 
generous appropriation of men and means. ‘The demand which 
is so great now is every day becoming greater.- The indications 
are that, with the possible exception of the years 1856 and 1857, 
the coming season will witness a greater immigration to Iowa 
than any previous one. Our railroads will be extended, and by 
their extension will give birth to new villages, and invite to the 
settlement of the choice lands through which they pass. How 
are the men to be provided for the coming exigency ?” 


In Southern Lowa, forty missionaries have -been under com- 
mission, ministering statedly to sixty eight congregations. Thirty 
four of these congregations have provided themselves with houses 
of worship. One church edifice has been erected within the year, 
several others improved or repaired, and the few remaining debts 
hitherto resting upon missionary churches, have been removed. 
The congregations aided have made an advance of thirty two per 
cent, since the previous year, in their subscriptions for the sup- 
port of the ministry. Nearly all the missionaries have been 
cheered by tokens of spiritual progress, and six churches are re- 
ported as having enjoyed special outpourings of the Holy Spirit. 
One laborer has been removed by death since the last report. 

oe is ee an extensive region in Southern Iowa, containing 
a large popu ation, for whose spiritual necessities scarcely any 
provision has been made. “ Beyond the Des Moines,” says the

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good homes at low prices. Wherever I go, notwithstanding the 
drain occasioned by the war, the houses are full, immigration is 
increasing, our cities are growing, and our prairies are filling up. 
Two railroads are slowly working westward through Southern 
Towa ; another, up the Des Moines, is approaching the capital of 
the State, while the North Missouri Railroad is expected at no dis- 
tant day to reach Ottumwa, on its way to Minneapolis. This 
expectation is begetting various railroad projects, which bid fair 
to increase materially the railroad facilities of this part of the 
State, and thus add to its wealth and population.” It will be the 
duty of this Society, so far as the laborers and the pecuniary 
means are at its disposal, to take early possession of the fields that 
are opening before them along all these lines of travel and traffic, 
and to lay there the foundations of many generations. 


MINNESOTA. 


Rey. Rrcwarp Hatt, St. Paul, Agent. 


Thirty jive missionaries have labored in this State, during the 
year, ministering to forty seven churches and at twenty nine out 
stations. The contributions to the Society have amounted to 
$656.25, being more than double the amount contributed in the 
previous year. 

Seven laborers have entered the field since the last Report, and 
four have removed from it. Two churches have been organ- 
ized, one has become independent, two have been favored with 
powerful revivals of religion, and in several others there has been 
more or less religious interest. Two churches are now engaged 
in the erection of church edifices, eighteen of the churches aided 
by this Society have already accomplished this work, and three 
will build the present year. Five only of the missionaries sus- 
tain the relation of pastor to the churches to which they minister, 
and ten churches are without the stated ministrations of the Gos- 

el. The scattered condition and isolated position of many of 
the churches are serious impediments to their growth, and a great 
detriment to their spiritual vitality. They are as yet unable to 
maintain a weekly prayer meeting. They that fear God do not 
speak often one to another, and seldom hear each other’s voices 
in supplication. The local Conferences, in some parts of the 
State, have been enabled to bring neighboring churches together 
for social and christian communion, and the great spiritual ben- 
efits of this frequent intercourse are already apparent. 


In regard to the material condition and prospects of the State, 
the Agent speaks as follows: “The protracted and severe drought 
reported in 1863, was continued even through the year 1864. 
Eyery crop except corn was much below the usual average. All 
the industrial interests of the State have suffered severely. Navi- 
gation on the Mississippi, for the smallest steamers, was difficult 
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through the season; and the lumber trade, one of our chief 
sources of income, remains completely paralyzed. Yet it 1s sur- 
prising that, in the second year of such a drought, more than half 
a crop was realized. It shows great excellence and enduring 
power in our soil. Minnesota has 84,000 square miles, and more 
than 8,000,000 acres are now under assessment. About 10,000,000 
acres have been granted by Congress for school and railroad pur- 
poses ; and there still remain 86,000,000 acres, an area more than 
- three fourths as large as New England, open for settlement under — 
the Homestead Act. Nearly 20,000,000 acres in the surveyed 
portion are yet unoccupied. The drought and the war have de- 
layed the construction of our railroads, by withdrawing laborers 
and preventing the importation of iron; but about 100 miles of 
railroad are now in operation, and nearly 200 additional miles are 
eraded. The present year must witness a rapid extension on at 
least three important lines. Our present population is estimated 
at 230,000 or 240,000, of whom about one fourth are Romanists, 
and nearly 64 per cent are from New England, the Middle and 
North-western States. The American Home Missionary Society 
has a vast work before it in Minnesota.” 


KANSAS. 


Rev. Lewis Bopwert, Wyandotte, Agent. 


Fifteen missionaries have been employed in Kansas, by this 
Society, during the past year, one of whom has deceased since 
the year commenced. ‘Twenty five congregations have been sup- 
plied with the stated means of grace, and four have been blessed 
with the reviving influences of the Spirit. Two houses of wor- 
ship, destroyed during Quantrell’s raid in 1863, have been rebuilt ; 
and a third was nearly completed at the close of the year. One 
church has assumed, for the first time, the support of its pastor, 
and another which had been thrown, a second time, upon the 
bounty of the Society, in consequence of the losses resulting 
from the invasion, has a second time declared its independence.. 
The churches have adopted a system of benevolent contributions 
by which their gifts have been greatly increased ; and within the 
past year they have commenced, under encouraging auspices, the 
work of founding a college at the capital of the State. The re- 


ceipts of this Society from Kansas, since the last Report, have 
amounted to $232.85. 


The number of missionaries sustained by the Soeiety, in this 
State, is no greater now than it was. five years ago; and. there 
are many important and growing villages in which the founda- 
tions of Gospel institutions have not yet been laid. The demand 
for additional laborers is therefore imperative. The Agent Saye : 

We want men of activity and energy, devoted to their work ; 
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men with hearts filled with love for souls, prepared not only to 
‘plant’ and ‘ water,’ but to wait with unwavering faith for God 
to give the inerease. Within and along our borders, are towns 
and villages, of from three hundred to two thousand inhabitants, 
where such men are needed to lay the foundations of good society. 
There are saloons, but no churches—ball and billiard and gambling 
halls, but no prayer meetings. For their worldliness and wicked- 
ness Christians seem to haye shunned them; or else, amid their 
evil influences, have sunk from sight, and left not a plank to 
mark the spot where they went down. Ignorance, drunkenness, 
and profanity are the prominent traits in their daily history as 
communities. Forty miles of the Pacific Railroad are completed, 
and daily trains are running upon it. The second section of forty 
miles is under contract, and workmen are upon it. As fast as 
they can procure the material, the Company is building its station 
houses ; and around them will spring up villages, some of which 
will no doubt rival or exceed in importance many that we now 
occupy in less favored localities. Every ten miles along this line, 
running through the finest portion of our State, we must be ready 
to occupy and hold a railroad town or village, with the school, 
the Church, and the ministry of the Word.” 


Ten years have now elapsed since the first missionary of this 
Society to Kansas entered upon his labors. Not a christian con- 
gregation had then been gathered in the Territory. Now, after 
ten years of heavier and more varied misfortunes than have be- 
fallen any other portion of the missionary field, there are, in con- 
nection with the denomination sustaining this Society, seventeen 
ministers engaged in active service, thirty two churches, contain- 
ing 798 members, with 1222 children in Sabbath schools. Says 
the Agent: “Save by God’s blessing upon such loving care and 
unwearied encouragement as the American Home Missionary 
Society has afforded us, we can not see how we could have /ived 
through ten such years of excitement, famine, and war. To have 
thus grown and prospered, to have come forth thus strong—a 
power for good and against evil, with a respect and regard second 
to that which is the lot of no other body of Christians in the 
State, is a matter of profound gratitude to God, to the American 
Home Missionary Society, and to the many friends whom the 
Master has raised up for us. Looking back at the dangers en- 
countered, the difficulties conquered, the labors accomplished, the 
victories won, we can say, ‘ What hath God wrought ;’ and look- 
ing to the future, we can thank him and ‘ take courage.’ ” 


NEBRASKA AND WESTERN IOWA. 


Rey. Reusen Gaytorp, Omaha City, Agent. 


As the settled portion of Nebraska and of the Missouri slope in 
Towa now constitute a sufficient and convenient field for an Agent 
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of this Society, it was intrusted, in November last, to the super- 
vision of Rev. Revsen Gaytorp, of Omaha City. Mr. Gaylord, 
after a ministry of seventeen years in Iowa, was the first to erect 
the Gospel standard in Nebraska, in 1855. He has been familiar 
with the entire religious history of both these regions, and is thor- 
oughly furnished for the work assigned him. 


In the portion of Iowa committed to Mr. Gaylord, there are 
eighteen counties, containing a population of from 30,000 to 
40,000. Six of these counties lie along the east side of the Mis- 
souri River. Most of the population is at present found in ten of 
the eighteen counties. There is a large amount of rich bottom 
land very desirable for cultivation, and having a fair supply of 
timber. Two railroads from the Mississippi River are now com- 
pleted nearly half across the State, and will be built to the Mis- 
souri as soon as practicable. These, with one from St. Joseph up 
the valley of the Missouri, will greatly add to the importance of 
this section of country, and powerfully stimulate settlement. 
There are, in this portion of the State, ecght missionaries and 
ten churches. Two of these churches have been organized in the 
past year, and two ministers not previously employed have been 
commissioned as missionaries of this Society. All the churches 
in Western Iowa, except one, are yet in need of missionary aid. 
Four only have as yet been able to provide houses of worship. 
The remainder worship either in school houses, or in sanctuaries 
belonging to other denominations. In three of the fields oceu- 
pied by missionaries, precious seasons of refreshing have been en- 
Joyed the past year, resulting, in one instance, in the organization 
of a promising church. 


In Nebraska, seven ministers have labored, during the past 
year, under the commission of this Society, and $63.30 have been 
contributed to its Treasury. Of these laborers, two have entered 
the Home Missionary work, in this Territory, within the year. 
They minister regularly to eleven congregations, The churches 
are yet in their infancy. Only one has over forty members. One 
was organized in November, 1864, and has since been favored 
with the outpouring of the Spirit, and the conversion of souls. 


There are forty counties in Nebraska, eleven of which lie alone 
the Missouri River, and are rapidly increasing in population. 
Settlements also extend westward, alone the Platte River, 200 
miles. The present population of the Territory is probably not 
less than 40,000. There are eight counties along the Missouri 
River in which no missionary has been stationed, and there is 
but one in all the Valley of the Platte; while the newer and 
more sparsely settled counties have not yet been visited. 
More laborers are imperiously needed if we would do our part 
in laying aright the foundations of the future State. The import- 
ance of the present moment can not be over-estimated. 
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The Agent states the following facts in respect to the prospect- 
ive growth and importance of this Territory: “From deep de- 
pression, we are emerging into a state of great business pros- 
perity. The mineral treasures furnished to toil and energy by 
the mountain Territories, are here stimulating agriculture and 
opening new and profitable avenues of business. The great 
thoroughfare of travel from the Missouri River to the mountains 
and the Pacitic States, is up the valley of the Platte; and all 

_the business from Missouri and Kansas to the Western Terri- 
tories, enters that valley at Fort Kearney. The main branch of 
the Pacific Railroad is to start from Omaha City, and it is ex- 
pected that 100 miles of it will be completed and in operation 
within the present year. The amount of business and travel 
going westward from Omaha, Plattsmouth, and Nebraska City is 
immense, and every year swells the mighty tide. With the facili- 
ties furnished by the Pacific Railroad, and the market opened for 
our products by the population of the mountains, we can not be 
mistaken in the conviction that Nebraska is entering upon a career 
of prosperity hitherto unknown to us. Now is the time to sow 
the seed which, with the divine blessing, shall make this vast re- 

«gion blossom as the garden of the Lord.” 


COLORADO AND UTAH. 


At the date of the last Report, one missionary was laboring in 
Colorado, and another was preparing to go to his assistance. The 
support of the former was assumed, early in the year, by the 
pple to whom he ministers. Thus a single year of missionary 
abor and expenditure has resulted in the establishment of a self- 
sustaining church at Central City, one of the most important 
oints in’ the Territory. The other missionary, Rev. Norman 
cLxop, arrived in the Territory in August, and commenced 
labor at Denver, the capital. A church of twelve members was 
organized, and he was prosecuting his work, with encouraging 
prospects, when he was instructed to proceed to Utah, and seize 
the opportunity offered to erect the gospel standard at Great 
Salt Lake City. His place at Denver remains unsupplied, and 
the Committee have not found suitable laborers for other import 
ant fields, now awaiting occupancy, in that Territory. 


During the last summer, the Committee took measures to ascer- 
tain the practicability of establishing a mission in Great Salt 
Lake City. They learned that, of the 20,000 inhabitants of that 
city, about 500, exclusive of United States troops, were not of 
the Mormon faith ; and that this “Gentile” population was 
rapidly increasing. Yet aside from the profane mummeries of 
Mormonism, no religious worship existed in the Territory, con- 
taining now a population of nearly 100,000 souls. An earnest 
desire was expressed, both hy officers of the army and civilians, 
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that a missionary should be stationed there at once. General 
Conner, commander of the Federal forces in that Department, 
in a letter proffering his protection and hearty cooperation, says? 
“The great want which has long been sorely felt by the Gentiles 
in this Territory, has been and still is, an Orthodox christian 
ministry. Now, they have no place to attend on the Sabbath for 
public worship, nor are the restraining and humanizing influences 
of the Christian religion thrown around the community. To me 
it has long been a souree of no little surprise that, while the sev- 
eral denominations of the Church send their missionaries to the 
‘uttermost parts of the earth’ to redeem mankind, it has never 
been seriously thought that here is to be found the grandest field 
for missionary labor. Leaving out of view, entirely, the religious 
necessities of the soldiers of this command, and Gentiles congre- 
gated here, the Mormon people themselves have greater need of 
missionary labor than any other people or community on the face 
of the earth,” 

In view of these representations, Mr. McLeod was instructed 
to proceed at once to Cleat Salt Lake City. He arrived there in 
January last, and was received with great cordiality. A congre- 
gation has been gathered, filling to overflowing the largest hall in 
the city ; a Sabbath school has been established, comprising 250 
children ; a church has been organized, containing eighteen mem- 
bers; and steps have been taken to erect a house of worship. 
The first results, therefore, of this experiment are of the most en- 
couraging character. Its ultimate success is, of course, uncertain. 
The headquarters of that military department have recently been 
removed to Denver; and if the army should be withdrawn— 
which, however, we do not anticipate—the missionary might be 
hindered in his work by the fanatical violence of the Mormons; 
but it 1s confidently believed that freedom of speech and worship 
will never again be trampled under foot in Utah; and that the 
day is not distant when that monstrous system of corruption and 
delusion, which has found shelter there, will, with its “twin relic 
of barbarism” in the South, be utterly destroyed, or again driven 
into exile from our shores. 


CALIFORNIA. 


Rev. James H. Warren, San Franciseo, Agent. 


Ten missionaries have been in commission in this State durin 
the past year ; three of them have been sent to the field since the 
last report ; and their support being immediately assumed by the 
people, their names will no longer appear on the list of the So- 
clety’s missionaries. Five churches have heen organized within 
the year, three church edifices have been erected, two congrega- 
pone have become self-sustaining, and two have been visited with 
the reviving influences of the Spirit. The contributions of the 


churches of California to the Treasury of the Society have been 
im coin, $845.75. . 
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For several years, the Society has employed no Agent to super- 
intend its operations in this State. The importance of such super- 
intendence had, indeed, been greatly diminished by the imprac- 
ticability of finding suitable laborers for this field. But as this 
ditticulty is now partially removed, and the work of the Society 
is likely to be enlarged from year to year, the Committee have 
appointed, as Agent for California, Rev. James H. Warren, re- 
cently of San Mateo, in that State. Mr. Warren was among the 
earliest missionaries sent by this Society to the Pacific Coast, and 
has had a prominent part in the conduct of its religious affairs 
during the last fifteen years. He entered upon his labors as 
Agent in September last, visited and confirmed the churches, ex- 
plored several destitute sections, and prepared the way for other 
laborers who are expected soon to enter this field. In January 
last, he made a tour of exploration in the southern portion of the 
State, and makes the following statement respecting its destitu- 
tions and claims: “If you draw a line on the map from Monte- 
rey to the Sierra Nevada Mountains, south of that line is a dis- 
trict comprising about one half of the entire State, in which there 
is but one Protestant minister and one Protestant house of wor- 
‘ship. The country in that region is given up to darkness, Popery, 
Mormonism, and the almost perfect destitution of religious privi- 
leges ; and yet it is the best country on which the sun shines. In 
January, the oranges and the lemons hang full and rich upon the 
trees. It abounds in mineral wealth ; hundreds of acres are be- 
ing seeded down in cotton; and from present indications I judge 
that there is no richer coal oil country on the continent. The 
soil for horticultural and agricultural purposes is unsurpassed, be- 
ing most easily excited to bountiful production. I came away 
impressed with the conviction that the land belongs to Christ, and 
‘Christians have a duty to perform in converting it to him. And 
no time should be lost.” 


There are now in California twenty four Congregational 
churches, of which seven are without the stated ministrations of 
the Gospel. . “We feel,” says the Agent, “as hardly any others 
can feel, the disadvantage of being so far from the sources of 
ministerial supply, and our prospects in this respect are far from 
encouraging. Of the twenty four Congregational ministers In 
California, twenty are in active service, preaching the Gospel ; 
two are in the College of California; one is doing an important 
work as editor of our religious newspaper; and the other, while 
he works with his hands during the week, preaches on the Sab- 
bath most of the time. Thus we have not much waste material, 
and not many idlers in the vineyard.” The industry and. effi- 
ciency with which the laborers hitherto employed have prosecuted 
their appointed work, the liberality of the churches in providing 
for their support, and the success with which their ministry has 
been crowned, justify the Committee, as they think, in sending 
out a large reinforcement. Three additional laborers are now 
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under appointment, and several others.are expected to enter this 
field in the course of the current year. 


OREGON. 


No additions have been made, since the last report, to the mis- 
sionary force in this State. Zhree ministers only have held com- 
missions from this Society ; and $253.45 have been contributed to 
its Treasury. These missionaries occupy positions of great and 
increasing importance, and, though so few in number, are exerting 
a commanding influence upon all the higher interests of the State. 
One church has undertaken the entire support of its minister, 
since the last Anniversary. 


Additional laborers are urgently needed in this portion of the 
missionary field. The population has already extended, in all 
directions, to the extreme limits of the State, with a large over- 
flow into Washington and Idaho Territories. “ Lines of habita- 
tions extend through the Willamette valley to the California 
boundary. Scattered hamlets extend northward, from the Colum- 
bia to the British possessions. Population moves eastward, up 
the Columbia, occupying every fertile valley, almost to the base 
of the Rocky Mountains. The settlements are sparse and widely 
separated, yet they are becoming permanent, and the germs of 
future villages, cities, and farming communities.” In the Ump- 
qua and Roque River valleys is a large mining population, very 
inadequately supplied with religious privileges. In behalf of 
these destitute fields, and of others where the flocks gathered, in 
former years, by the missionaries of this Society, are scattered as 
sheep having no shepherd, our brethren earnestly appeal for help. 
Rey, Mr. Atkinson of Portland speaks on this subject as follows: 
“ We are sending you all our gold, in coin or bullion, at the rate 
of $2,000,000 a month. Can you not send a small percentage 
back in currency, to conserve the moral and religious interests of 
our miners, traders, farmers, and mechanics? Shall we pour our 
millions into your great emporium, and will your merchants and 
manufacturers turn the back to us? Shall a few of us stand on 
these outposts, to do the common work and duty of patriots and 
Christians, and be left without helpers? We believe that the 
American Home Missionary Society has labored too faithfully and 
too patiently in other Western States, now to neglect any needy 
field because it is so far off. We have our infant churches and 
infant colleges, less advanced, yet surely established. We have 
had an experience of labor and its reward, and have had such 
tokens of divine favor that we feel encouraged to go forward, and 
never abandon our ground. We confidently look to you to lead 
on inthis cause, and send new laborers into this harvest.” 


CONCLUSION, 


With devout gratitude to God, we close this record of the labors 
and successes of the year past, and with fresh courage and hope 
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we turn to contemplate the work to be accomplished in the year 
to come. The Great Rebellion, which during the last four years 
has tasked the energies and imperiled the life of the nation, is at 
length subdued ; and we look out upon a reiinited and renovated 
country as the field of our future labors. The mightiest obstacle 
to evangelical effort on this continent has been taken out of the 
way, and one third of the States of this Union, which have hith- 
erto repelled, are henceforth to welcome our christian overtures. 
For the first time since this Institution was founded, the whole 
country is accessible to its messengers. Those vast regions won 
to our flag by the valor, and consecrated by the graves of our 
martyred heroes, are now to be won and held for Christ. The 
strongholds of oppression and treason in the South are to become 
the strongholds of truth and freedom. Not only the institutions 
of learning and religion, swept away by the hurricane of war, but 
the whole structure of society is to be rebuilt on better founda- 
tions. Those whom we have conquered by the sword are to be 
subdued by Christian truth and love. Those from whom we have 
stricken the fetters of civil bondage are to be raised to the nobler 
freedom wherewith the truth makes free. And, as the peaceful 
army of immigration, following in the track of our victorious 
hosts, shall commence its march over those desofated States, we 
must send in its front rank the ministry and the Word of God. 
In this way only can we secure for the South, and for the whole 
country, the ends of our military conquests, solve aright the mo- 
mentous problems that are now before us, avoid the new perils 
that will spring up in the path of peace, and cause the regions 
long cursed with slavery, and now devastated by the storm of 
war, to smile as the garden of the Lord. These are the new 
achievements to which God is summoning his Church in trumpet 
tones. He demands for this work her liberal pecuniary offerings, 
and the most gifted of her sons. By gratitude to him for the 
great deliverance he hath wrought in answer to her prayers—by 
every consideration of piety and patriotism, she is urged to the 
task. And no small share of this new responsibility will devolve 
upon the patrons and conductors of this Institution. 


Standing, therefore, as we do, by the grave of our country’s sec- 
ond father, and by the cradle of its second birth, let us consecrate 
ourselves afresh to the work of its evangelization, resolved never 
to withdraw our hand, nor to relax our efforts till, from the Lakes 
to the Gulf, and from sea to sea, it shall be said: “ How Bravti- 
FUL UPON THE MOUNTAINS ARE THE FEET OF HIM THAT BRINGETH 
GOOD TIDINGS, THAT PUBLISHETH PEACE” !

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RELATIONS OF AUXILIARIES, AGENTS, &C.

State and other large Auxiliaries. 


Most of the State Missionary Societies were in existence before the formation 
of the National Society, and some of them were among the earliest organized 
efforts in our country for sending the Gospel to the destitute. They have vol- 
untarily connected themselves as Auxiliaries with the American Home Mission- 
ary Society, froma conviction that greater unity of plan and efficiency in action 
would thereby be promoted. 

The terms by which such Auxiliaries—acting on the Principles of the Parent 
Society, undertaking the supply of the destitute within their own bounds, and 
paying over their surplus funds to the Parent Institution—are connected with 
the Parent Society, are such as to secure the following objects, viz: 

First—The Auxiliary is not superseded or overshadowed by the National 
Institution, but, on the contrary, is invigorated and sustained by connection 
with it. 

This is secured by the provision that the Auxiliary is the sole agency for this 
cause that operates on its field. It controls all appointments in the State te 
which it belongs. From it alone, so far as its means will allow, the feeble 
churches receive assistance. Thus a direct relation and strong attachment is 
cherished toward it, in the hearts of the ministers and churches. 

Again—while the local operations of the Auxiliary are thus encouraged and 
sustained, its connection with the Parent Society is such as to awaken an in 
terest in the destitute beyond its own limits, and afford facilities for reaching 
‘them. It is not only a society for local purposes, but it is also a branch of the 
National Society, and, as such, has the control of all agencies for the collection 
of funds within its own field, and can direct the manner in which its surplus 
resources shall be expended beyond its own limits. Thus, the State and other 
large Auxiliaries are not merely organizations to help the Parent Society ; they 
are integral parts of it, bound together in one whole by a common interest in 
and free access, through the Parent Society, to the great field to be occupied, 
and governed by the same general principles and rules in carrying on the work. 


Agents, 


Besides preaching to the destitute and taking up contributions for Home 
Missions, the Agents of the American Home Missionary Society exercise a 
general superintendence of the operations of the Society within their respective 
fields. By correspondence and personal visitation they ascertain the wants o' 
the destitute ; assist them to obtain the preaching of the Gospel; and instruct 
and encourage them to develop their own means for its support. ’ They receive 
applications for aid, and make such preliminary examination as may be neces 
sary before submitting them for the action of the Executive Committee ; and ir 
other ways labor to insure a judicious and economical application of the Socie 
ty’s funds. At present the Society has in its employ no merely collecting 
Agents, nor any whose services are not required for other purposes in the re 
gion where they labor. The Secretaries of several of the larger Auxiliaries 
are also the Agents for this cause in their respective bounds, 
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Committees of Missions. 


The American Home Missionary Society has ever regarded the ecclesiastical 
bodies as the appropriate judges of the standing of their own ministers, and of 
the wants of the churches in their connection, Accordingly, the commission 
issued to every missionary requires that his credentials be acceptable to the 
ministerial body of his denomination, within whose bound he is appointed to 
labor. And the various ecclesiastical bodies are invited to appoint each a 
Committee of Missions from its own members, to receive application from its 
churches, and suggest to the Society the action proper in each case. Such a 
committee constitutes the official source to which reference can be had for in- 
formation and advice, in all matters pertaining ‘to missions in the connection to 
which it belongs. This mode of codperation has been preferred by numerous 
ecclesiastical bodies, from the first formation of the Society. It guarantees to 
the churches, that their respective claims shall be fairly considered, with all 
the advantage of having the indorsement of the body to which they belong. 
The advice of such a Committee, acting in the name and by the direction of the 
ecclesiastical body to which they belong, is regarded as the highest authority in 
matters pertaining to the standing of ministers and churches in their connection, 
and has the same influence with the Society, as would that of the Board of 
Agency appointed by itself. 

There is one limitation to this influence, however, which ought to be stated. 
Should any ecclesiastical body so far swerve from the principles of truth and 
gospel order, as not to retain the fellowship and confidence of the great body 
of the churches codperating in this Society, that fact would cause its recom- 
mendations not to be respected, as a basis of action, by the Executive Com- 
mittee. 

As cases may occur in which the feeble churches may not be aware of the 
existence of any Committee of Missions, through whom to apply for aid, a 
general provision is made, that application may be vouched by any two minis- 
ters of known and approved standing, of their own denomination, who can 
certify to the facts of the case. If the information thus given is not sufficient, 
other facts are sought by the Executive Committee, with as little delay as 
practicable, from the most authentic sources from which they can be obtained. 

Such, briefly, are the relations of the American Home Missionary Society to 
the various organs, through which the community seeks to act out its mission- 
ary feeling. It will be seen that this plan secures the united action, in the 
missionary work, of those whose views of doctrine and church order admit of 
codperation, and whose interests in the great field are essentially the same. 
This combination insures a homogeneous policy as to the manner and amount 
of appropriations, and the qualifications of missionaries; it has discouraged 
sectional feelings, and diffused throughout each part an interest in all the rest ; 
and thus has formed ties between the West and Hast, along which has passed 
from the latter'to the former a silent and invisible current of moral influences 
more valuable, if possible, than all pecuniary grants. At the same time the 
connection of the Parent Society with the various associations, that act with it, 
is such as to secure to them entire freedom in the missionary work, in their 
respective spheres, and an influence beyond them, in cultivating the waste 
places of our common country. 


Applications for Aid. 


Feeble congregations, desiring aid in supporting the Gospel, are requested, in 
their applications, to make full statements of their condition and prospects, and 
of the reasons for granting their requests. They are desired, also, to furnish 
the following particulars, viz: : 

The name of the church or congregation. 

The number of communicants, and the average number of attendants on 


public worship. 
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The denomination and size of congregations immediately contiguous, with 
the distance to their places of worship. 

The total amount of salary which the applicants propose to make up. 

The portion of that salary which they pledge for the given time, and the 
arrangements that are made for securing it. 

Whether aid is expected from any other source. 

The least amount that will suffice from this Society. 

The name in full and post-office address of the minister for whom a commis- 
sion is desired. 

His credentials. 

Whether he is a resident of the place in which he preaches, and is engaged 
in any other calling than that of the ministry. 

Whether he is the pastor of the church, or if not, whether any arrangements 
are made or contemplated for his installment in the course of the year. 

The applications should be signed by the officers of the church, and by the 
trustees or a committee of the congregation. 

If the ecclesiastical body with which the church is connected have a ‘‘ Com- 
mittee of Missions” to act in their behalf, the members of this Committee are 
the proper persons to certify the statements of the church, the standing of the 
minister, and his prospects of usefulness in the place where his services are de- 
sired; and the application should be sent to them for their indorsement and 
recommendation. Where no such “ Committee of Missions” exists, the appli- 
cation should receive the indorsement of two or more neighboring clergymen 
of the same denomination, acquainted with the facts. 

Applications, after being properly indorsed and recommended, should be sent 
to the Agent (or Secretary of the Auxiliary) for the region where the applicants 
reside. 

As a general rule, appropriations are for twelve months from the date of the 
application ; at the end of which, if further aid be needed, a new application 
must be made, containing all the particulars above stated, and indorsed and 
recommended in like manner. Hach congregation applying for renewed aid, 
should furnish, also, the certificate of the missionary, that they have fulfilled 
their previous pledges for his support. 

The address of the Society’s Agents and the Secretaries of its Auxiliaries 
will be found on the cover of its Reports and of the Home Missionary.

Address of Rev. George H. Atkinson, of Portland, Oregon, 


ON MOVING THE FOLLOWING RESOLUTION. 


Resotven: That the Reports now presented be adopted and publish 
SOLVE ed und 
the direction of the Executive Committee. os if ie 


Mr. Presipent: To adopt and publish this Report, as I under it, i 
adopt the policy of the American Home Mieonary Society, sep hears 
wish the same course of action to be pursued in the future. Tt is more than 
such a wish. It is a virtual promise of the friends of the Society to vigorously 
sustain the Executive Committee in their comprehensive plans of Home Evan- 
gelization. It is to weld another link of that living chain by which this Society. 
as an instrument under God, is binding together our grand republic of States. 
By every year of service you form one of those links. At every Anniversary you 
Strike the final blow which firmly holds the past and provides connection for 
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the future. T have called this a living chain. It is a bond full of vital power. 
Look along the zone. of your home missionary work, from the Atlantic west- 
ward, and there you will find the loyal hosts who have breasted the rebellion 
and upheld the nation. From New England to the Mississippi, north of thirty 
six degrees, thirty minutes, your missionaries have labored for forty years ; 
and there are our mightiest and most loyal States. From the Mississippi to 
the Rocky Mountains, your servants have labored: and there, too, has been 
unswerving loyalty. From the Rocky Mountains to the Pacific, wherever your 
missionaries have toiled, there, also, a love for the Union has been cherished, 
and traitors have been compelled to hide their heads. This claim is not exclus- 
ive. Others have labored also for this end. But your missionaries have all 
and always been loyal. I speak now of the Pacific coast. Every one there has 
been true to our flag. Every church has been true to it. Every congregation 
has been true to it. When the news of defeat or disaster was flashed across 
the continent, the flags along the Pacific fell to half mast. When victory came, 
they waved proudly from the peak. We have felt the same heart-beat for lib- 
erty which has thrilled your own souls. We were higher law men when it 
cost reproach to be so. We have not shunned to preach the whole Gospel of 
liberty. Gladly would many have come and shared with you in the struggle; 
but it bas been impossible. 

Your missionaries on the Pacific have endeavored to do the same work as 
those have done on the Atlantic. They have been true to Christ, teaching men 
to be loyal to him. Your policy has been aggressive. When, eighteen years 
ago, you commissioned the speaker to commence a mission in Oregon, you bid 
him use all means of good to the people—Bibles, tracts, school books, and all 
agencies of reform. You bid him, also, seek a center of population and establish 
a church. The work was peculiar. He went to Oregon by way of Cape Horn 
and the Sandwich Islands, requiring eight months for the journey, and his com- 
panions followed by the Cape for several years afterwards. When I inspected 
the Willamette valley, in 1848, making known my mission to the few settlers, 
widely scattered in their log cabins, and inquiring for Presbyterians or Congre- 
gationalists, I found only two or three, in a journey of a hundred and fifty miles, 
southward and northward, except two or three very small churches, collected by 
some missionaries to the Indians, who had settled in the valley. I was often asked: 
“What's a Congregationalist? We never heard of that sect. We thought all 
christian people were either Presbyterians, Baptists, Methodists, Episcopalians, 
or Catholics.” I had to explain that a Congregationalist is a Presbyterian in 
doctrine and a democrat in church government; that he is orthodox, and free 
to govern himself by the law of Christ. Now we need make no such explana- 
tion. We have nine or ten Congregational churches, and six or seven houses 
of worship, erected and paid for at a cost of $3,000. We have the stated minis- 
try of the Word in about twenty places. We have Sabbath schools, prayer 
meetings, and social gatherings, much as you have them. Our people are lib- 
eral. Keeping‘a careful record of gifts for religious purposes, at Oregon City, 
for fifteen years, I found that when your Society gave us one dollar, we raised 
two dollars for the cause of Christ. On reporting the fact to you, your Secre- 
tary replied that this is the law of Home Missions, on the eastern slope of the 
continent. I was very glad to find it so, and thus to be assured that your law 
had passed over the mountains. Your missionaries have done what they could 
to promote education. Oregon “and California have a free school system, and 
free schools in every county ; and we have not been behind any persons in their 
support. We have also a college in each State, which, though imperfect, is 
growing and extending its influence, and gaining the confidence and aid of 
the people. 

Oe Lieificed are working steadily and faithfully, yet they are becoming 
weary in their work, not of it; and they look to you for more helpers and 
more help. We have gained vantage ground, and we feel the duty to profit by 
the position. Few can tell the struggles of pioneer missionaries in a country 
so distant, and where the population is floating. Often has the word of the 
prophet come to mind, “Their strength is to sit still ;” and often, too, has the 
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missionary needed the apostolic exhortation: “ Having done all things to 
stand.” 

Our fields are extending eastward and northward and southward. The mines 
of gold and silver in Oregon, Idaho, and Washington, are already pouring out 
their $2,000,000 every month, which pass through our business emporium. 
The seekers of wealth are coming to our region. New towns and cities are 
springing up, and the demand is urgent that the friends of Christ be on the 
alert to open to men the treasures of eternal life. It is true now, as it was 
eighteen hundred years ago, that we must go to men and preach the Gospel to 
them. They will neglect it, and fail of the great salvation, if we neglect this 
duty. The honor of our Lord demands our attention and our consecration to 
his kingdom in that part of our national domain. The civil, social, and relig- 
ious elements there are now in a state of fusion. You can mold them as you 
please. Soon they will be hardened into fixed forms, such as you would not 
prefer, but even such as you would deplore. This will be the case if left to 
themselves, or to imperfect organizing forces. You know that youmust have 
perfect molds to insure perfect castings. By as much as the one is imperfect, 
by so much will the other be. 

You, as a Home Missionary Society, stand responsible for the shape which 
our social, educational, and religious, and even our civil forces shall take. Upon 
you rests the duty, as you love our country, and as you love our Lord Jesus 
Christ, to send out more men—men of piety, of intelligence, of thorough train- 
ing, of enlarged experience—men of patient industry and unwavering faith. 
And you must send such men now. Every day of delay isa day lost. You 
ean never be too quick to turn a mountain stream in a particular direction. 
Every rod of its course onward increases the difficulty. You must pour the 
molten mass into the matrices while it is red hot. If you wait till it is cooled, 
you can do nothing till you remelt it. But you can not remelt our social struc; 
tures. It is only once in an age that God applies his furnace fires and reduces 
society to its elements. We are in that state of fusion now. God has broken 
u& up into an elementary state, and we must especially watch how we re-form, 
and around what centers we re-crystalize. 

For these, and many other such reasons, sir, I move the adoption and publi- 
cation of the Reports, and the further vigorous prosecution of the Home Mis- 
sionary work. 


Address of Rev. William T. Hustis, of New Haven, Ct., 
ON MOVING THE FOLLOWING RESOLUTION. 


Whereas, the destruction of the slaveholders’ rebellion involves the necessity of redrgan- 
izing socicty in the Southern States in the accordance with the ideas of justice, freedom and 
morality ; therefore, 

Resotyep : That the establishment of local churches, with a God-fearing and untrammeled 
ministry, and with a truth-loving, devoted and pious membership, should be a main in- 
strumentality in this great work of reconstruction, and deserves the coéperation of all who 
love their country, and the cause of our holy religion. 


_Mr. Presipent: After a long sea voyage, the first days on shore are those of 
giddiness and uncertainty. We reel still from the motion of the wave-tdssed 
vessel, and do not immediately regain the steadiness which pertains to the solid 
land. So after these years of terrible conflict, of severe sorrow, of bitter dis- 
appointment, we can not appreciate the change, which happened during one 
short month by the virtual termination of the war, in that grand succession of 
victories, when the Army of the Potomac droye the enemy from their thirty 
miles of intrenchments, and then pursuing the sullen foe, with a tireless rapid- 
ay ane a fearless aes brought him at last to his knees. 

e can not make it real that there are no newspapers in Ri ag 
for the South, and defy the loyal authority ; that the Abstoan Aue aoe pa 
the capital of Virginia; that the officers who have fought against us, haye no 
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refuge except beneath our banner; that the leaders of the conspiracy are vaga- 
bonds, and outlaws with a price on their heads; that Libby Prison is crowded 
with rebel soldiers, guarded by a negro regiment; that the last bulletins of the 
war are being posted ; that soon the march of great armies over our soil will be 
only a record; that the nation must gird itself to the repairing of waste places, 
rebuilding railways and cities, and reépening harbors ; that commerce and trade, 
and manufacturing must fill new channels; that peace, an honorable, a right- 
eous, a stable peace is at hand, not a compromise with treason, but the conquest 

of rebellion. When the Lord turned again the captivity of Zion, we were 
like them that dreamed. 

Yet if we do not, and can not fully appreciate the change, we perceive abund- 
ant cause for thanksgiving : no enemy to dread, no draft to be enforced, no sad 
tidings from sons and brothers in captivity, no starvation of loyal men in South- 
ern slave pens, no persecution ‘unto death of those who remain true to their 
country, no disgrace to be a citizen of the United States anywhere, no more 

" foreign alliance with rebellion, no pirates fitted out to prey upon our commerce ; 
but, instead, a sense of security and dignity, a grand and glorious enterprise 
of renovation and recuperation, in evolving the immense resources of our land, 
whose mountains and valleys have been made historic by mighty achievements 
and the rich anointing of the choicest blood, while the kings who took counsel 
together over our expected demolition, and the aristocracies who exulted in the 
prospect of our ruin, stand aghast at the manifest destiny of constitutional 
liberty, and hasten, with trembling eagerness, to pay obeisance before the majes- 
ty of the emancipated republic. 

Who can restrain thanksgiving? Let the cannon’s throat swell the praise _ 
for the end of the conflict ; let the bells ring out jubilant peals for the return of 
the plowman to the field, and of the artisan to the bench; let the aged bow 
in adoration that they have been spared to the end of the struggle, which has 
reiinited the land in law and liberty; let us all thank God that the excitement and 
anxiety is over, that we shall not again cover our faces at a shameful rout, that 
we shall not be stirred into fierce revenge, by the spectacle of our brothers 
lean, haggard, idiotic, stripped, and starved by the fiendish cruelty of this dc- 
cursed treason; let the workman bless God, that he can lift his head with the 
proud consciousness that the sneer at his rough hands is forever hushed, and 
the mockery of his cowardice has vanished with the flight of Southern cavaliers 
before greasy Northern mechanics ; let the sailors shout cheerily that the ships 
of the Republic need not lower their flag in any sea, and that our harbors are 
safe against the navies of the world; let the scholar rejoice that he may pur- 
sue his studies without interruption from the terrors and demands of civil war ; 
let maidens sing their welcome to the returning heroes, who join the chorus for - 
the good time coming; let the children and babes clap their hands in the uni- 
versal joy; while nature laughs at the rescue, since the grass of the meadow 
and the beast of the field share the relief from waste and slaughter. Wave 
banners, and sing psalms, for the Lord hath done gloriously! Yet in this 
universal jubilee, how instantaneous was the hush, when, at the very climax 
of triumph, and in the wildness of joy, the gleeful ring of victory became 
the solemn toll of sorrow. The ferocity of the expiring rebellion struck its 
viperous fang into the great heart of the merciful President, whose generous soul 
delighted to forgive. His eulogy is echoing yet around the globe, while his body 
has been carried to its modest tomb with honors no monarch could obtain; but 
his fame, identified with the salvation of the Republic, and with the liberation 
of the enslaved, shall expand as time sinks the lesser characters, while in him 
goodness is exalted, and the love and gratitude of a nation widen into the ad- 
miration and homage of a world. 

God however has touched the nation by this event, and bidden them pause 
in their triumph to remember him, and the responsibilities which they are to 
assume. The end of the war is the assignment of a task calling for rarer states- 
manship and a wiser legislation than the exigencies of the conflict. We are to 
engage in building a structure which shall exceed the glory of the old—where 
industry shall replace indolence, intelligence and morality ignorance and bar- 
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barism, and the immense difficulties of the enterprise are not easily discerned, 
even by the far-seeing. Yet although the English, in their chagrin over their 
false prophecies, console themselves by the hope that our troubles are but com- 
mencing, we may be confident that the God who has guided us safely in the 
past, will not forsake us in the future. f : 

Look for a moment, sir, at the problems of the hour, to discover if you can 
their solution. The old can never be restored—the shadow on the dial will not 
go back. The institutions which have been uprooted by this civil hurricane can 
not be planted again, any more than when a tempest has twisted and torn up a 
forest tree, and tossed it over the hills, you can carry it back and hope to make 
it bud and grow and bring forth fruit on its former site. The change in our 
national currency, the system of taxation, the destruction of slavery and the 
aristocracy which it upheld, require a reérganization of our social and political 
conditions, 

The termination of the war unlocks the gate to an arable country of immense 
extent, already partially subdued for a people who have acquired capital during 
the conflict by the vast sums disbursed ; which is an experience unparalleled in 
history, but which threatens an adventurous speculation, that would demoralize 
society. Then the parole of the rebel armies has scattered an impoverished 
soldiery, accustomed to carnage, preferring plunder to toil, throughout a region 
where the civil order is paralyzed, and therefore exposed to predatory violence, 
before the strong arm of the government can interpose, and which is the immi- 
nent danger in Lynchburgh to-day. Moreover, the ignorant masses just emerged 
from slavery afford a tempting bait for rapacity and avarice, 

Although the ancient political issues have perished, other grave questions 
are undecided, involving serious peril to the commonwealth. The centralization 
of power in the Executive, essential to so terrible a struggle for the very exist- 
ence of the government, must be restrained to the limits of peace, while the 
due relations of each department are adjusted and defined, and the rights of the 
several States clearly explained and defended. If suffrage is extended to the 
freedmen, care must be taken that the privilege shall not furnish another ele- 
mént by which crafty demagogues may control elections. 

We are thus in danger of an excessive stimulus by business prosperity, after 
the adjustment of temporary embarrassment, of social demoralization, and of 
political corruption. The hazard of the reorganization exceeds that of the 
strife, and will exhaust the resources of philanthropy and statesmanship. The 
terrors of the evacuation surpass those of the slege. 

Whoever imagines that a proclamation will lull these antagonisms into har- 
mony is mistaken. Whoever dreams that the surrender of the armies will 
reinstate order and liberty and prosperity, had better visit Savannah and study 
the disposition of the citizens, who have been considered the most loyal to the 
old flag within the so called Confederacy, who have not been exposed to a bom- 
bardment, where every commercial interest urges a speedy settlement of the 
quarrel, where the leniency of the Executive has been cheerfully exercised, and 
the generous contributions of Northern liberality have been freely distributed. 

Yet, notwithstanding, a sullen hostility, unaffected by the prospect of gain, 
unmoved by offers of amnesty, and unmelted by kindness, attests the difficulty 
of reconciliation, while woman, malignant and bitter, refuses every courtesy, and 
evinces a venom of hate that seems likely to last for the life of this generation, 
if it does not taint the blood. 

Who can account it an easy task, to reéndow these with the qualifications of 
loyal subjects, in the free Republic of the United States? Now go to the 
thronging multitude of freedmen in that neighborhood, destitute, degraded 
and imbecile; and estimate the patience and training which is requisite to 
place them in a position, where they can be left to care for themselves. 

Was ever a people summoned to a more perplexing, a more arduous, and yet 
a grander undertaking ? The maxims of political economy do not apply to this 
anomalous condition, and history sheds no light on our pathway. Politicians 
ne a i ‘Schemes of reconciliation and reconstruction. Generals have tried 

skill in treaties of amity, and Cabinets sit in council upon the methods of 
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redrganization. On these measures I would pass no judgment, only insisting 
that the chief conspirators, whose atrocity exceeds that of the murderer and 
the parricide, do not escape the punishment due to their crimes. Clemency to 
them is not mercy but cruelty, intimidating loyalty and rewarding treason. 
Spare, feed, forgive, conciliate the masses, but visit with a just penalty the reck- 
less, audacious, and intelligent leaders against whom the blood of our brethren 
cries from every battle-field, the officers who forswore their allegiance to the 
government that educated them, and trampled on the flag which had brought 
them protection, wealth, and honor. Let them drink the cup of blood and fire 
which they mingled for the nation ; let them become outcasts and beggars, their 
- names a hissing, their memory a shame, and their graves without a token. 

Nevertheless, the good providence of God which has brought their devices 
to naught, made their wealth poverty, and driven them forth to infamy, has 
also torn the old sod with a terrible plowshare, leveled social distinctions, 
and prepared the soil for a new and better growth. The great plantations 
will be divided, the school house will be open to children of every shade, the 
Gospel is unfettered, and New England is still in the Union. 

Among the methods of a true, and thorough, and permanent renovation of 
Southern society, nothing excels that proposed by this resolution, namely, 
the establishment of local churches with a God-fearing and untrammeled 
ministry; a truth-loving, devoted, and pious membership. The Southern 
preachers are greatly responsible for this conspiracy, and can not be trusted. 
They began by maintaining that slavery was a christian institution, and ended 
with justifying rebellion and treason, meanwhile denouncing any allusion to 
political matters in the pulpit, whence they fulminated these harangues in ~ 
behalf of a murderous conspiracy. You, in New York, were blessed with one 
of these pastors, who afterward ministered to a small church in the city 
where I am settled, and who having proved to his own satisfaction that the 
slaveholders were better Christians than the Northern republicans, followed 
his two sons, who had enlisted in the rebel army at Richmond, where he 
published a sermon assuring the inhabitants that the Lord would never per- 
mit that town to be taken by the Yankees; and the last that I heard of him 
was firing the heart of the soldiers in the rebel encampments. It would not 
be strange if that man should return, and attempt to bear himself with his 
former arrogance, but he ought to be obliged to humble himself before God 
and the government, and spend the remainder of his life in seclusion. We 
must not allow these men to remain the sole instructors of that section in 
religious duty, and the loyal people will be glad of another style of preaching, 
and will hail a new order of ministry. 

Nor is it sufficient to occupy the pulpit; we must gather congregations of 
christian disciples, who are united in their love of freedom and humanity. 
The regular assembly of devout persons in the sanctuary to worship God, and 
ascertain duty from religious teachers who are well instructed, and fear not 
to declare the whole Gospel of Christ, in simplicity and with power, is 
demanded in this exigency to leaven the seditious districts with loyalty, and 
liberty, and Christianity. ; 

Such congregations will reérganize society, for they are the true method of 
purifying an@ distributing the arterial blood of a nation. The popular 
assemblies constitute the political character and the civil institutions of a 
people. The gladiatorial show, exhibited by a patron to a vast multitude, 
consists with an imperial despotism; the free discussion of the gymnasium is 
the vesicle of a pure democracy. Papacy, with its cathedrals and hierarchy, 
its waiting crowds and latin liturgies, demands a monarchy. The local 
church, with its cluster of households, its conference and communion, its 
elections and individual responsibilities, is the natural organ of republicanism. 
The early churehes of New England taught men the rights of citizenship, and _ 
how to exercise and guard those rights, and thus became the formative forces 
of the Republic. I have not time to dwell upon their aid in stimulating in- 
tellectual activity, and in imparting information. They are the sources of 
public virtue, the inculcators of a true morality, and the producers of an 
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heroic faith and piety. They would establish peace in righteousness, and 
renew while they harmonized. re : 
The object of this Society in encouraging and aiding the formation of these 


churches is, therefore, essential to the reconstruction of Southern society, 
and deserves the hearty coéperation of all who love their country, and the 
kingdom of the Redeemer. ; bes 

No other instrumentality also excels this in elevating and training the 
freedmen. The African slaves have exhibited their religious capacity in a 
simple faith which deserves admiration, and they need now that education in 
morality, and in the exercise of personal responsibility, which is best attained 
in the free exercises of the local church, where already they manifest their 
intelligence and their loyalty in connection with their piety, : 

The true christian Church, promoting godliness, deepening religious prin- 
ciple, would do much to avert the perils of the hour, by staying demoraliza- 
tion, and rendering reconstruction a regeneration, by substituting intelligence 
for ignorance, and virtue for barbarism. The tribes, during their wanderings 
through the wilderness, were accustomed to carry the ark in the center of 
their host, but when they reached the promised land, and were about to enter 
and possess Canaan, they were commanded to let the priests go before, bear- 
ing that sacred casket containing the law, and which was the symbol of the 
Divine presence, into the midst of Jordan. We have reached that entrance 
upon a nobler destiny as a people, where the ark of God should be carried 
forward. 

The principles which the South attempted to crush, have conquered—Law, 
Liberty, and Justice; and, through the long, long future, our children’s children 
shall garner rich sheaves from these precious lives which have been sown 
broadcast over the States. We have a country, consecrated by the blood of its 
sons, rendering its soil sacred and historic, and its flag a symbol of patriotic 
devotion; a land free in every nook and dell, from the Northern lakes to the 
sluggish rivers that flow into the Southern gulf, where the rights of every 
child are guarded by a power that can confront the world in arms. We have 
not only a sacred soil, a free people, and a mighty government, but we shall 
be one; fused in the furnace of affliction, so that there will be everywhere 
but one policy, that of liberty; one rule, that of justice; one aim, that of 
humanity; the strongest, the freest, and, may God grant, the holiest, and so 
the happiest people on the face of the globe. 


Address of Rev. Lyman Abbott, late of Terre Haute, Ind., 
ON MOVING THE FOLLOWING RESOLUTION. 


Resotvep: That the work of religious reconstruction in the South, marks a 
new era in the cause of Missions, requires the adoption of a new policy by 
the churches, and by its combined difficulty and importance demands that they 
cheerfully relinquish to this peculiar service their tried, experieneed and most 
successful pastors. 


Ir age renders venerable, then no organization can be more worthy of our 
veneration than that before which I have the honor to speak to-night. For of 
all christian institutions, the Home Missionary Societies are the oldest. They 
are older than the Church itself. Their charter is to be found in the New Tes- 
tament. It is as follows: 

‘‘ And when he had called unto him his twelve disciples, he gent them forth 
and commanded them, saying, Go not into the way of the Gentiles, and into 
any city of the Samaritans enter ye not: But go rather to the lost sheep of the 
“Saree Israel. And as ye go, preach, saying, The kingdom of heaven is at 

and.” 


Observe! When Christ had gathered twelve disciples about him, he did not 
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concentrate them in a church, with a local habitation and a name, to be minis- 
teyed unto by him. He dispersed them as missionaries to minister unto others. 
The first christian organization was a Missionary Society. And it wasa Home 
Missionary Society. Go ye not into the way of the Gentiles. For Christ re- 
cognized the fundamental truth that home missionary operations must always 
precede and prepare for the foreign work. The fold increased to seventy. He 
sent them again upon a like mission. He died and rose again. And his _part- 
ing words before his glorious ascension were—“ Go ye into all the world, and 
preach the Gospel to every creature.” The providence of God repeated the 
commands of Christ. It did not permit the early disciples to rest at ease in 
local churches, but by fiery persecutions drove them forth to preach the Gospel. 
Every convert became a minister, every minister a missionary, every church a 
Missionary Society. The only disciples whose biography is preserved to us 
were missionaries. The only historical book the New Testament contains is a 
history of missionary operations. 

Thus our New Testament teaches us that even in ordinary times the great 
work of the churches is the missionary work, to which even in their infantile 
feebleness God called on them to devote their best energies, and consecrate their 
best men. But these are no ordinary times. The present is peculiarly a mis- 
sionary era. The yoice of God’s Providence, with peculiar significance, calls 
the churches to this work to-day. Already the harsh clangor of war gives way 
to the echoes of the sweet-toned bell of peace. Already the tramp of returning 
armies reaches our listening ears. Peace and victory are inscribed on their 
well-worn banners. Half a million brave boys return to their homes. And the 
Church which has prayed for them must stand ready to welcome them. For 
over three years the Christian Commission, noble almoner of a noble charity, 
has carried to every camp fire, to every hospital, the glorious Gospel of the 
blessed Lord. The Home Missionary Societies of the North must henceforth 
be Christian Commissions to this immense army of returned soldiers, who will 
resume their ordinary life among us. 

Returning peace will invite to our shores an emigration from abroad the like 
of which even America has never witnessed. Westward and southward its 
waves will flow. The growth of the past will appear insignificant when com- 
pared with the growth of the future. The population will be one ignorant of 
our institutions, unaccustomed to freedom. Upon the Home Missionary Soci- 
eties America must depend to preserve her from the dangers which always 
attend such sudden growths. Four millions of slaves, now slaves no longer, 
require not only that temporal provision and secular education which the Freed- 
men’s organizations afford, but that Gospel provision which the churches alone 
can send them. But more important than all is that call for a full, free Gospel 
which comes up to us from the desolated South. While its hungry people must 
be fed, its wasted fields sown, its neglected children taught, more important its 
quondam churches, hot-beds of treason and supporters of slavery, must be sup- 
planted by pulpits consecrated to a Gospel of industry, education, liberty, and 
christian love. 

Grand as is the work in the christian churches of the free States, God has 
organized a host equal to the exigency. An immense host, of picked men, 
officered by an intelligent, patriotic, and pious clergy, formed in organizations 
more perfect than any Masonic order or Fenian brotherhood, possessing the 
power of wealth, of position, of character, and the invincible weapon of God’s 
truth, stretches across the continent, and needs only to arouse itself, and go 
forth to its battle, in strength invincible. 

Three years ago a magnificent army lay in the intrenchments about Wash- 
ington. Millions of dollars were spent in perfecting its organization. But the 
drill of the review was not enough. Only the drill of the battle field makes 
veterans. Through the smoke and carnage of the two Bull Runs, of Gettys- 
burgh and Antietam, of Fredericksburgh and Chancellorsville, and the seven 
days in the Chickahominy, God led the army. Then it graduated a host of 
veterans. Then, with General Grant its leader, it pressed back its rebel foe 
step by step, step by step, closed with it in that mortal struggle before Peters- 
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burgh and Richmond, and throttled and destroyed it there. And to-day we 
reap the fruits of those long days of delay and disaster. : 

Now another host, more glorious, stretches from the Atlantic coast to the 
Rocky Mountains, yea, to the Pacific shores. A sublimer christian army the 
world never saw. For years God has been preparing it for the work of to-day. 
He has perfected its organization. By many a theological warfare he has 
taught it to know accurately the truth by which it is to conquer—its well se- 
lected ammunition. He has given it noble officers. The last four years has 
finished its education; has taught it that justice, humanity, and patriotism are 
essential elements in true religion. Now it only needs a General Grant to lead 
this nobler host to grander conflicts and to sublimer victories. The era of 
preparation has passed. ‘The era of action has begun. : 

It is not, however, the importance of this missionary work alone which de- 
mands our attention. Its peculiarity demands our careful study. It is so 
delicate, so difficult, so unlike all previous missionary work, that it becomes 
necessary for the churches to adopt a new policy for its prosecution, and as a 
part of that policy, no longer to send its youths alone to the missionary posts, 
but its best, most experienced, most successful clergy. Some reasons for the 
adoption of such a policy I wish briefly to lay before the churches. 

I. The country is new, and yet not new. The villages, towns, cities remain. 
Their population remains. The rural regions alone are depopulated. The 
cities are overcrowded. At Nashville, a few weeks since, Gov. Brownlow told 
me that into a city of originally twenty thousand inhabitants, there are now 
crowded, including soldiers, one hundred and twenty thousand. Entering a 
first class boarding house, I found three double beds in the hall, and shared 
my room with six or seven companions, and could easily believe the Governor's 
statement. Yet, in the city of Nashville, now occupied over two years by the 
Federal army, there is not a single self-sustaining loyal church. There are 
loyal ministers; but they are sent there by the Christians of the North, in 
obedience to that very call of God’s Providence which I am endeavoring to in- 
terpret and reiterate to-night. But if there is a church, the influence of whose 
membership is even favorable to freedom,humanity, and the Union, it certainly 
is not as a city set ona hill, For it is so effectually hid that I could not learn 
from any citizen of its existence. Into these great cities a free Gospel must be 
sent. The military campaign must be followed by a religious campaign. The 
great strategic points of the South, Nashville, Richmond, Charleston, Savannah, 
New Orleans, must be occupied by churches fully in sympathy with the new 
order, with liberty, humanity, education, industry, and one nationality. We have 
to plant our churches, not in a backwoods, not in a new and sparsely populated 
community, to grow with its growth and strengthen with its strength: we have 
to plant them in cities densely populated; we have to send our missionaries to 
a people of culture and refinement, long accustomed to listen to men whose 
ene and powers of persuasive eloquence had given them a national rep- 
utation. 

II. Such a people, even if they were ready to welcome the Gospel which we 
send them, would demand men of no ordinary ability. But they arenot. The 
Northern missionary has to undo all that the Southern clergy have been doing 
for half a century. He has to overcome prejudices life long, and passions bit- 
terly inflamed by war. He has to preach loyalty where treason has been 
preached a heroic virtue, liberty where slavery has been preached an ordinance 
of God, and humanity where the unity of the race has been declared an infidel 
imagination, 

_ We have conquered the armies of the rebellion; but the rebellion still lives 
in the hearts of the people. Like a fire in a confined room, stifled, but not ex- 
tinguished, it needs only the air of liberty to flame forth again hotter than 
before. I am told on good authority, by a loyal resident of N ashville, that 89 
per cent. of the population is unconcealedly rebel. Out of over four millions of 
dollars of claims presented in that city against the United States government, 
only 120,000 were approved, as presented by loyal men. In the city of New 
Orleans, the children, instructed by their parents, cross and recross the street, 
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to avoid passing under the Union flag. The entire South is like an immense 
clearing, as I have seen it among the hills of Maine. The great trees of rebel- 
lion have been cut down by the sword of war. The stumps of treason still 
remain, rooted in the hearts of the people. And these must be taken away 
before we shall obtain the fruits of a permanent peace. 

III. Thus a new battle begins, where the former ends. A battle of thoughts 
ideas, of truth against falsehood, of civilization against barbarism. Lee has 
capitulated ; but the devil has not. And in this new battle, the old ideas will 
have leaders of power and of genius. There will be Lees, and Johnstons, and 
Jacksons in the Southern pulpit. And we must send there Grants, and Sher- 
mans, and Sheridans to wield our sword of God’s truth. 

For the Southern clergy are neither conquered nor converted. They will 
resume their pulpits. They will demand a religious amnésty. They will not 
penitently seek, but audaciously require their accustomed seats and privileges. 
Their synods and conferences, and bishops, and associations, will demand 
Northern recognition. And there may be many ready to accord it to them. 
But as for me, I would far rather trust the Southern soldier, and as readily 
receive the Southern politician, as reinstate the Southern clergy. We cannot 
trust the cause of Christ to the Judas who has betrayed it. We cannot intrust 
the Gospel of liberty and humanity to Dr. Hoge in Virginia, or Dr. Palmer in 
New Orleans. We might better intrust the civil government with Vance in 
North Carolina. 

The Sabbath after the fall of Richmond, the newspaper correspondents 
told us that nearly every church was opened, nearly every pulpit occupied ; 
but they further told us that no Southern minister made any reference to 
passing events, but all prayed in general terms for the ‘“‘ powers that be,” 
leaving the Lord to pass upon the uncertain question between the conflicting 
authorities—the United States and the Confederate Government. We want a 
different kind of loyalty in Southern pulpits from that. 

IV. Consider also the difficulty of those questions which the Northern 
missionary must be able wisely to discuss. It is not enough that he be loyal 
and anti-slavery. Thatis easy now. Those are questions of the past. The 
questions of the future will be new, but they will be quite as important and 
more perplexing. Old things are passed away. But all things are not yet 
become new. The foundations of Southern society are broken up. The old 
relations between labor and capital, employer and employed, are destroyed. 
New relations have to be established on the basis of justice, liberty, and equal 
rights. Shall slavery be followed by a quasi serfdom, by a regulated appren- 
ticeship, or by a community of absolutely equal rights? Shall Southern 
prejudice pardon treason and proscribe color? Shall the negro rise through 
freedom, to a perfect manhood, or sink, through licentiousness unrestrained, - 
into idleness and anarchy? Innumberable problems cluster about the ques- 
tion of reconstruction. And the prejudices of the people must be removed, 
and their passions assuaged, and their consciences quickened, and their judg- 
ments enlightened. To deal with such issues, we must send into the South 
not only loyal men, anti-slavery men, but men consecrated to the cause of 
universal humanity—men of prophetic vision and comprehensive minds— 
men able to precede and prepare public opinion—men able to comprehend 
the issues of the day as they arise, and courageous to grapple with them; in 
a word, to use an expressive Western phrase, “‘ Jive men.” 

The learning of the schools, a knowledge of all theological mysteries, can 
not prepare men for this work. Only the school of an actual and successful 
experience in the conflicts of the past can graduate them. The churches, not 
the seminaries, must give them their diploma. ; 

V. Consider, too, the fact that preaching will be for years the least difficult 
work of the clergyman. He must be the grand organizer of a new society. 
He must plant churches, form benevolent associations and religious organiza- 
tions, establish Sabbath schools and day schools, assist in forming free school 
systems, call into being academies and colleges, and revive industry among a 
people who do not know how to work. He must care for the poor, for the 
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oppressed, for the ignorant, for the idle. He must be the leader of the people. 
For this purpose, he must have a thorough practical familiarity with the school 
systems, the labor systems, and the benevolent organizations of the North. 
He must be something else than a theological disputant, something more than 
an impetuous orator. He must possess that organizing, executive power 
which experience alone can give. There is no place on all the continent— 
there has been none in all past time—so sublime, requiring such comprehen- 
sive genius, as will be the Southern pulpits during the next quarter of a 
century. 

God forbid that I should say aught to discourage the young and inexpe- 
rienced from entering this field. There is room, and more than room, for all, 
The South, hitherto barren of villages, will yet be populous with them; and 
in every village the church, the school house, and the parish clergy. But 
into the great centers, as leaders of these churches, mast be sent men whom 
the providence of God, by the successes of the past, has appointed to this 
glorious work. And that appointment they must stand ready to accept. 

VI. Nor is it ministers alone the South will need. A colonel without a 
regiment, a general without a brigade, is not more helpless than a pastor 
without a people. The nucleus of enlightened, liberty loving churches must 
be largely provided by Northern settlers. The churches must encourage a 
christian emigration for christian purposes. There are men who think that 
this Northern emigration will itself provide redemption for the wasted South. 
Perhaps. But that depends upon the kind of emigration. 

Fifteen years ago, the discovery of the gold-fields of California crazed the 
nation. A tide of emigration set westward such as the world never before 
witnessed. Did it evangelize the Pacific coast? For years, California was 
the scene of unparalleled turbulence, violence, disorder. And it is to-day a 
true missionary field. Two centuries ago, a little band of Pilgrims were 
floated, by God’s providence, from England and Holland, to these then inhos- 
pitable shores. They brought with them the church and the school house. 
They came not for wealth, but for civil and religious liberty. And they 
founded an empire of ideas, which has already carried its conquests through- 
out the nation, and promises yet to overspread the world. Whether the South 
shall be a gigantic California, or a sublime New England, in its early history, 
depends upon whether the emigration which goes thither is attracted by 
mammon or inspired by christian love. 

The work of the army is over. The work of the Churches just begins. 
The Nation has thundered Mount Sinai. The Churches must whisper Cal- 
vary. The Nation has conquered. The Churches must redeem. When Christ 
cast the devil out of the deaf and dumb lunatic, he fell upon the ground, and 
lay as dead; inasmuch that some said: He is dead. Then Christ put forth 
his arm, and took him by the hand, and raised him up, and restored him to 
his rejoicing father. And then, and not till then, did the people give God 
thanks. Out of the Southern country, God has cast the devil. Torn by the 
terrible conflict, it lies as dead—insomuch that the London TYimes says it is 
dead. Now must the Church, which is the arm of Christ, be stretched forth 
to take it by the hand and lift it up, that it may live, and restore it to the 
rejoicing nation. Then all the people, seeing what God hath done, will give 
God glory. 3 

We call, then, upon the churches to recognize the new era and their new 
duties. We call upon them to consecrate to God’s great work their best 
men. We call upon christian mothers who welcome home their son from a 
four years’ war, after the first baptism of tears is over, to consecrate him 
anew to this work of God. We call upon all christian artisans, merchants 
farmers, to turn their thoughts toward the Southern States—not to make 
money from them, but to make therein a christian state. We call upon the 
great West to be recipient no longer, but to share with the Eastern States 
the labors, the self-sacrifices, and the honors of this sublime work. But 
above all, we call upon the churches cheerfully to relinquish to this service 
of the Master the pastors whom they love and honor most. When anew

campaign commences, the veterans are ordered to the front. The raw re- 
cruits hold the dépéts of supplies and posts of observation in the far rear 
God’s drum-beat summons us to an arduous campaign. Let the veterans go 
to the front. Let the raw recruits take their places in the rear, 

It is not easy, indeed, foy a pastor to sever the ties which bind him to his 
home, leave his much-loved people, and enter on a new experience in a new 
land. I have reason to know the difficulties of that trial. For I have but 
just left a home than which none could be dearer, a people than whom none 
could be kinder, to enter on this very work of Southern regeneration. But my 
Testament reads: ‘ He that taketh not wp his cross and followeth after me. is 
not worthy of me.” Nor church nor pastor is worthy of the name of Christian 
that refuses to answer to the call of God, simply because it involves a personal 
sacrifice of comfort or of feeling. Suppose Peter and James and John had 
settled down in Jerusalem and the villages of Judea and Gallilee, preaching the 
same Gospel to the same congregations, how long before the world would have 
been converted? America would have been an undiscovered, untrodden con- 
tinent to-day. 

And you churches, that cling with such tenacity to your pastors, do you 
remember the history of the church at Antioch? Feeble, just planted barely 
living, when the yoice of God spake, it cheerfully relinquished to the mission- 
ary work its ablest man, whom already it must have learned to love and 
honor—with its own hands consecrated Paul to missionary work, and bade him 
God-speed in it, ‘‘He that loseth his life for my sake shall find it.’ The 
church of Antioch shall be known wherever the cross of Christ is known, not 
only so long as time shall last, but in heaven above, so long as eternity shall 
endure. What church will be a second Antioch to-day ? It is not the cause of 
any denomination I plead, but the cause of Christ, In the grand review, every 
regiment carries two banners—one the national ensign, the Stars and Stripes ; 
the other, the regimental banner, with its name and‘number inscribed upon it. 
But when actual conflict comes, these regimental distinctions are forgotten, the 
regimental banner is left behind, and only the Stars and Stripes are borne into 
the smoke and carnage of the battle. 

The different churches are only different regiments in Christ’s great army. 
Each has its banner, and loves and honors it. But now that the trump of God 
calls us to the battle front, all regimental banners may be forgotten, and in 
fraternal sympathy and kindly emulation, we will fight the conflict out, under 
the one ensign from whose folds there shines resplendent the cross of Christ, 
and underneath the motto: ‘‘In hoc signo vinces.” : 

Four years ago, God called on the nation to attest its patriotism. Nobly it 
responded. From the hill-sides of New England, the mountains of Pennsyl- 
yania, and the prairies of the West, there poured forth a host the like of which 
the world has never seen. The farmer left his plow, the merchant his count- 
ing-room, railroads gave up their presidents, schools their principals, and even 
churches their pastors. For men rightly accounted that no post of peace was 
‘so important as the demands of such a war. 

Again God speaks. He calls now upon the churches. He puts our Christ- 
ianity in the crucial test. He demands volunteers. for another and sublimer 
warfare. There is no post of peace so important but that the claims of this 
sacred warfare are more imperious. God grant to inspire the churches with 
the same spirit of self-sacrifice which has robed the nation with such glory! 
God grant that our religion may be proved as pure and powerful as our patriot- 
ism! Then shall God crown the banner of Christ with victories more re- 
splendent than any which now illume the banner of our country. 
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OUR TRIAL AND OPPORTUNITY. 


Ir is said, frequently and truly, that Republican institutions are now under- 
going, in this country, their severest and final trial. The verdict is soon to be 
given for this and for all lands—for this and for all time. Has a popular govern- 
ment the strength and efficiency requisite for conducting successfully a protracted 
civil war? Will a free people voluntarily lay their sons and their property upon 
their country’s altar ; and when the conflict is protracted, and unexpected disas- 
ters are experienced, will they retain in power the administration by which 
enormous burdens have been imposed, and thus decree the continuance of the 
struggle, at every sacrifice, until a triumphant issue is reached? The conflict 
has continued already through four years, and on a scale unparalleled in the 
history of modern wars. Armies, such as the conscriptions of Huropean despots 
never gathered, have volunteered to fight their country’s battles. Tens of 
thousands of its noblest sons sleep in bloody graves, and almost every dwelling 
has been made a house of mourning. The enormous burdens of taxation have 
been cheerfully borne, nay, eagerly assumed. And now, by a majority almost 
unparalleled in the nation’s history, the administration pledged to prosecute the 
war to the utter extinction of the rebellion, is again placedin power. The prob- 
lem is solved. Popular government in the State zs equal to all the exigencies of 
civil war. 

Popular government and the voluntary principle in the Church are also on trial. 
It is the chief peculiarity and glory of our American Christianity, that the Church 
is divorced from the State. he former depends upon the latter only for protec- 
tion—the same protection which is extended to allinstitutions. It does not ask, 
it will not receive the patronage of the civil power. Not only the erection of 
houses of:worship, and the sustenance of the ministry, but all the agencies of 
attraction and propagation which Christianity employs, are here supplied by the 
spontaneous gifts of individuals. 

The efficiency of this system has challenged the admiration of Christendom. 
It has borne the strain of commercial revulsions. It has resisted the strongest 
currents of infidelity and error. It has upborne the ark in times of spiritual 
languor and decay. It has not only kept alive the flame on the old altar, but has 
kindled it anew wherever the tides of the population have flowed. It has sent 
forth evangelizing agencies in the van of emigration, as it moved toward the setting 
sun. In all times of prosperity, and even of ordinary adversity, it has displayed 
an energy equal to all demands upon it. But now it is subjected to a new and 
unlooked-for test. The war has drained the churches of a large portion of their 
strength, and its manifold burdens bear heavily upon those who remain. Mean- 
while, new objects of benevolence are making their appeal to the churches, and old 
ones demand larger outlays than ever before. The necessary cost of printing a 
Bible, or of sustaining a missionary in the foreign field, has been nearly doubled 
since the war began; and if the Home Missionary is kept at his post without a 
corresponding advance, it is done, let it be remembered, at the cost to him of 
severe privation and hardship. To carry forward the Home Missionary enter- 
prise even on the scale of former years, without largely increased expenditures, 
is impossible. But if the highest and best results of our victories are to be 
realized ; if the reconstruction that will follow is to be based upon the principles 
of truth and righteousness; if the new and momentous problems presented 
to us are to reach a right solution ; if all sections and races are at length to be 
blended into a harmonious brotherhood; if our restored nationality is to be 
consecrated anew to the God of our fathers, then must the churches of the land 
gird themselves to the work of the nation’s evangelization with a courage and 
devotion and large hearted liberality such as they have never exhibited ‘before. 
Where are the volunteers? This is now the all-engrossing question. We haye 
repeated it often and earnestly, in these pages, during the past year. We re- 
peat again, and with increased earnestness : Whom shall we send. and who will 
go for us ? We wait to hear from scores of the younger standard-bearers of 
the Lord’s host, the response: “Here am I, senp an,.”—Home Missionary.

CONS SIU TION 


OF THE 


AMERICAN HOME MISSIONARY SOCIETY. 


Art. 1. This Society shall be denominated Taz American HomE 
Miss1onary SOcrery. 


Art. 2. The object of this Society shall be, to assist congregations 
that are unable to support the Gospel ministry, and to send the 
Gospel to the destitute, within the United States: also to codperate 
with evangelical Christians in the support of Home Missions in nom- 
inally christian countries, to such an extent as the funds of the Insti- 
tution may justify. 


Art. 3. The officers of this Society shall be a President, Vice-Presi- 
dents, a Treasurer, an Auditor, one or more Secretaries for Corre- 
spondence, a Recording Secretary, and fifty Directors, who shall be 
annually appointed by the Society; and who, together with the 
Directors for Life, shall constitute a Board, seven of whom shall be a 
quorum, at any meeting regularly convened. 


Arr. 4. The officers and Directors shall appoint an Executive Coni- 
mittee of fourteen, (including the Treasurer, the Secretaries for Cor- 
respondence, and the Recording Secretary,) residing in the City of 
New York and its vicinity; five of whom shall be a quorum, at any 
meeting regularly convened. The Committee shall have power to 
appoint its own meetings, form its own rules of business, and fill any 
vacancies in its own number which may occur during the year, and to 
convene special meetings of the Board or Society ; shall appoint mis- é 
sionaries, and instruct them as to the field and manner of their labors ; 
shall have the disposal of the funds; shall create such agency: or 
agencies for appointing missionaries, and for other purposes, as’ the 
interests of the Institution may require; and shall make an Annual 
Report of their proceedings to the Society. 
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Arr. 5. The Treasurer shall give bonds, annually, to such amount 
as the Executive Committee shall think proper. 


Arr. 6. Any person may become a member of this Society, by con- 
iributing annually to its funds; thirty dollars paid at’one time shall 
constitute 2 Member for Life; and one hundred dollars paid at one 
time shall constitute a Director for Life: and any person on the pay- 
ment of a sum which, in addition to any previous contribution to the 
funds, shall amount to one hundred dollars, shall be a Director for 
Life. An executor, on paying a legacy of two hundred and fifty dol- 
lars to the funds of this Society, shall be a Member for Life; and the 
payment of a legacy of one thousand dollars shall constitute a Direc- 
tor for Life. 


Arr. 7. Any Missionary Society may become Auxiliary, by agree- 
ing to pay into the Treasury of this Society the whole of its surplus 
funds, and sending to the Secretaries for Correspondence a copy of its 
Constitution and Annual Reports, mentioning the names of its Mis- 
sionaries, and the fields of their operations. 


Art. 8. Every Auxiliary Society, which shall agree to pay the 
whole of its funds to this Society, shall be entitled to a missionary or 
missionaries to labor in such fields as it may designate ; at least to the 
amount of its contributions; provided such designation be made at 
the time of payment. 


Art. 9. The officers of all Auxiliary Societies shall be, ex officio, 
Directors; and annual contributors to their funds shall be members 
of the Society. 


Art. 10. This Society shall meet annually in the City of New York, 
on the Wednesday next preceding the second Thursday in May. 


Art. 11. No alteration shall be made in this Constitution without a 
vote of two thirds of the members present at an annual meeting ; nor 
unless the same shall have been proposed at a previous annual meet- 
ing, or recommended by the Executive Committee. 


FORTIETH REPORT. 


WE come together to celebrate the Fortrern Anniversary of 
the American Home Missionary Society. Others labored, and 
we have entered into their labors. Of the far-sighted, noble- 
spirited men who were convened for the organization of this So- 
ciety, forty years ago, but few remain; of its fifty Directors first 
elected, but eleven; of its twenty-six Vice-Presidents, not one. 
The ranks of its executive ofticers, its agencies, its missionaries, 
its patrons also, how changed ! 

The last year has added to the number of our departed fellow- 
laborers two of the Vice-Presidents of the Society—Rev. Ext- 
pHALET Nort, D. D., LL. D., and Rev. Witr1am T. Dwrent, D. D. ; 
and two of its Directors—Rey. Exisua L. Crzavenann, D. D., and 
Rey. Samurt W. 8. Dorroy, D. D.—devout and earnest men, un- 
wearied in their labors for Christ and for humanity ; their hearts 
were ever with us, and their praise is in all the churches; one of 
them spared much beyond the ordinary age of man, and others of 
them taken in the noontide of their usefulness, and at such a mo- 
ment as they thought not, to their reward on high. 

Hight of the Missionaries of the Society have also died within 
the year; Rev. David Thurston, in Maine, in the eighty-eighth 

ear of his age; Rev. Zhomas A. Lewis, in Massachusetts ; ae 
Parshall Terry, in Ohio; Rev. George W. Stinson, in Missouri ; 
Rev. Alexander Acheson and Rev. P. R. Van Frank, in Michi- 
gan; Rev. Ozro Hrench and Rev. Alfred Wright, in Iowa. 

But while the founders of the Institution and its patrons die— 
while those with whom we have sympathized and prayed and 
stood shoulder to shoulder in the work assigned us are with us no 
more, and we ourselves are soon to pass away, the Insrrrurion 
itself r1ves. It lives in the work which has been wrought out 
under its administration—in the souls to whom it has minis- 
tered the bread of life, and in the churches it has planted to 
be as the light of the world and the salt of the earth unto 
generations yet to come. It lives in the affections and pray- 
ers and devices of those who prefer Jerusalem above their chief 
joy. It lives in the promises and under the guiding hand of. its 
ever-living and almighty Patron. And never have we had so 
much occasion to give thanks to him for his mercies: as now 
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Never has his providence opened before us so extended and in- 
viting fields for our culture as now. Never have we heard more 
clearly than now his voice saying unto us, “Go ye up and pos: 
sess the land, for I have given it unto you as a heritage forever.” 


The operations of the Society in the different States and Terri- 
tories of the Union, and in connection with its various auxiliaries 
and agencies, are noticed under their appropriate heads in the 
body of the Report.

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SUMMARY OF RESULTS. 


The number of ministers of the Gospel in the service of the 
Society the last year, whose names are found in the preceding 
General Table, together with those engaged in superintending the 
work, and whose names are mentioned in connection with the re- 
spective Auxiliaries and Agencies, is 818. 


Of these, 632 were in commission at the date of the last Report, 
and 186 have been since appointed. 


They have been distributed in 28 different States and_Territo- 
ries, as follows: In Maine, 78 ; New Hampshire, 39; Vermont, 
53; Massachusetts, 61; Rhode Island, 7; Connecticut, 45; New 
- York, 58; New Jersey, 1; Pennsylvania, 5; North Carolina, 1; 
Georgia, 1; Louisiana, 1 ; Texas, 1 ; Tennessee, 2; Ohio, 33; In- 
diana, 7; Illinois, 78; Missouri, 19; Michigan, 67; Wisconsin, 
72; Iowa, 104; Minnesota, 85; Kansas, 17; Nebraska, 9; Colo- 
rado, 8; Utah, 1; California, 17; Oregon, 3. 


This distribution gives to the New England States, 283; Mid- 
dle States, 64; Southern States, 4; Western States and Territo- 
ries, including 20 on the Pacific coast, 467. 


Of the whole number in commission, 524 have been pastors or 
stated supplies of single congregations ; 230 have ministered to two 
or three congregations each ; and 64 have extended their labors 
over still wider fields. 


The aggregate of ministerial labor performed is 643 years. 


The number of congregations and missionary districts, which have 
been fully supplied, or where the Gospel has been preached at 
stated intervals, is 1,594. 


Four missionaries have been in commission as pastors or stated 
supplies of congregations of colored people; and 29 have preached 
in foreign languages —138 to Welsh congregations, 13 to German 
congregations, and 3 to congregations of Hollanders and French- 
men. 


The number of Sabbath school and Bible class scholars is not far 
from 61,200. 


The contributions to benevolent objects, reported by 509 missiona- 
ries, amount to $35,969.89. 


Sixty five missionaries make mention of revivals of religion dur- 
ing the year, in some of which there have been 35, 40, and 50 
hopeful conversions. The number of conversions reported by 241 
missionaries is 2,149. 


The additions to the churches, as nearly as can be ascertained, 
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have been 3,924—namely, 2,183 on profession of their faith, and 
1,741 by letters from other churches. 


Forty five churches have been organized in connection with the 
labors of the missionaries during the year, and twenty seven have 
become self-sustaining. Twenty two houses of worship have been 
completed ; seventy nine repaired or improved ; and twenty seven are 
in the process of erection. Sixty five young men in connection with 
the missionary churches are reported as in different stages of pre- 
paration for the Gospel ministry. 


THE TREASURY. 


Resources.—The balance in the Treasury April 1, 1865, was 
$78,574.34. The recezpis for the succeeding twelve months have 
been $221,191.85—making the resources of the year $299,766.19. 


Lrasriitres.—There was due to missionaries at the close of the 
last year the sum of $7,750.46. There have since become due 
$202,868.382—making the total of liabilities $210,618.78. 


Payments.—Of this sum, $208,811.18 have been paid, leaving 
$1,807.60 still due to missionaries for labor performed. In addi- 
tion to these past dues, appropriations already made and daily be- 
coming due amount to $118,092.57, making the total of pledges 
$119,900.17, towards canceling which there is a balance in the 
Treasury of $90,955.01. 


The receipts exceed those of the preceding year by $34,294.35, 
and those of any year since the organization of the Society by $25,- 
653.96. Sixteen more missionaries have been in commission, one 
hundred and four more added to the churches, and two thousand 
six hundred more instructed in Sabbath schools. A correspond- 
ing advance has also been made in the ao of churches, 
the erection and improvement of houses of worship, the building 
of parsonages, the settlement of pastors, and the assuming on the 
part of churches aided of the support of their own ministry. 
Seven States and Territories, chiefly in the South and South-West, 
have been added to our list, in some of which the Society has 
had no missionaries the last nine, eleven, thirteen, and, in one in- 
stance, thirty three years. The success which has attended the 
laborers in these States, more especially in Newbern, North Caro- 
lina; Knoxville and Chattanooga, Tennessee ; Savannah, Geor- 
gia ; and New Orleans, Louisiana, will be noticed more especially 
in another part of the Report. Most encouraging progress has 
also been made in Missouri, where the four missionaries, reported 
the last year, have been cheered and strengthened by a reénforce- 
ment of fifteen. In Colorado, also, the four principal cities are 
occupied by able missionaries of the Society, one of whom is now 
liberally sustained by his people without aid, and seven have 
been added to the missionary forces in California. 

. Extensive explorations have been made in the Southern and 
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South-western States, which will be of great value to the Society 
in its future operations. And if the hopes which have been cher- 
ished of access to Southern communities shall not be greatly dis- 
appointed, if the state of feeling there towards Northern men and 
Northern institutions shall encourage organizations in sympathy 
with those at the North, and emigration from the North shall go 
in to strengthen and sustain them, a missionary work is to be ac- 
complished in this section of our country of vast proportions and 
importance—one which will make large demands upon the liber- 
ality of the churches, calling not only for their most generous pe- 
cuniary contributions, but urging them also to give up for this _ 
service their most gifted and successful pastors. Our great em- 
barrassment in this work already is the want of men competent 
to enter into it, to encounter its difficulties, and to hold on their 
way until they have laid broad and deep the foundations of many 
generations. 

The action of the National Council in Boston in June last—its 
utterances in regard to the importance of our home enterprises, 
and its stirring appeals to the churches to give them a larger place 
in their sympathies, their benefactions and their prayers, have 
given a noble impulse to the work of this Society. In response 
to the recommendations of the Council, many of the churches 
have already doubled their contributions to the treasury of the 
Society, and others are purposing to do so, as the time for their 
annual collections comes round; and in all of them, we believe, 
there have been supplications of unwonted importunity for the 
blessing of God upon our instrumentality. If this spirit may but 
continue in the churches, and the blessing which they implore, and 
which is even now descending upon so many of our missionary 
stations, may but rest upon us all, our labors another year will not be 
in vain ; we shall prosecute them each day with the full assurance 
that the Sovereign Proprietor of the silver and the gold and the 
cattle upon a thousand hills—the Great Lord of the harvest, whose 
prerogative it is to send forth laborers into his harvest—will gra- 
ciously give us whatever is requisite for accomplishing all his 
pleasure. ; 


GENERAL COMPARATIVE RESULTS. 


The following Table gives a comparative view of the amount of 
receipts, expenditures, number of missionaries, new appointments, 
congregations, and missionary districts, years of labor performed, 
additions to the churches, and pupils in Sabbath schools, for each 
year since the organization of the Society. It also exhibits, in the 
tenth column, the average expenditure, each year, for a@ year of 
missionary labor, obtained by dividing the sum total of the expen- 
ditures for the year by the number of years of labor performed. 
And in the eleventh column, by dividing the sum total of the ex- 
penditures of each year, by the number of missionaries employed 
is shown what the average to a missionary would be, if the ex- 
penditures were equally apportioned among them.

MAINE MISSIONARY SOCIETY.

The receipts of this Society, for the year ending March 1, were 
$13,244.20. There were also received into the Treasury ofthe Amer- 
iean Home Missionary Society, during its financial year, from this 
State, in payment of legacies, $105 ; from congregations and in- 
dividuals, $556.98—in all, $661.98—making the total to the cause 
$13,906.18 ; which is less than the amount of the preceding year 
by $3,878.29. The expenditures within the State were $12,845.16. 

The number of missionaries in commission has been seventy 
eight. They have occupied one hundred and ten stations and 
performed sixty eight years of service. The number would have 
been greatly increased if suitable men could have been found. 
During the year closing with their last Anniversary there had 
been reported 285 hopeful conversions, 166 additions to the 
churches, charitable contributions amounting to $2,798.15, and an 
aggregate attendance on publie worship of 5,289. 


The Trustees say, in regard to the work to be done, Even 
Maine, is a great work. ‘With a territory as large as all the rest 
of New England, with resources sufficient for a population of two 
or three millions, there rests upon the present generation of God’s 
people a vast responsibility to see that every part of the State is 
supplied with the institutions of the Gospel; and owr country pre- 
sents a field for religious enterprise of deep and thrilling interest. 
Could the voice of God to the American Churches more distinctly 
or imperatively command, Go ye in and possess the land; go 
speak the truth in love ; enlighten the ignorant, reform the vicious, 
call back the wandering, bind up the broken heart, speak peace 
to the penitent, point perishing millions to the Lamb of God and 
bid them live? Shall not the churches of Maine’ bear a part in 
this noble, godlike work ? 


NEW HAMPSHIRE MISSIONARY SOCIETY.

The receipts of this Society, for the year ending March 1, were 
$7,605.63—of which $799.52 in donations, and $821 in legacies 
were for the Parent Society, and were remitted to its Treasury. 
The sum of $1,500 was also forwarded from the treasury of the 
auxiliary by vote of its Trustees. There were also received into 
the Treasury of the American Home Missionary Society, dur- 
ing its financial year, in payment of legacies, $9,641.12; from 
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congregations and individuals, $472.14—in all, $10,113.26—mak- 
ing the total from the State, $17,718.89; which exceeds the 
amount of the preceding year by $8,785.53. The expenditures 
within the State were $6,772.40; and the amount put at the dispo- 
sal of the National Institution, $13,233.78. 

Thirty nine missionaries have been in commission during the 
year, laboring in forty three townships. The last Report states the 
number of hopeful conversions during the year to be 60, addi- 
tions to the churches, 115, Sabbath school scholars, 2,977, average 
attendance on public worship, 3,877, and the contributions of 25 
churches to charitable objects, $1,831.19. 


The Trustees notice with special commendation their auxiliary, 
the “ New Hampshire Female Cent Institution,” now in its sixty 
first year, as having rendered most essential aid to the missionary 
cause within the State. During the first year of its existence its 
receipts were $5; the last year, $2,051.96; making a total from 
the first of $63,518.66—contributing for several years past nearly 
two fifths of all the receipts of the Society. They also urge with 
much earnestness and force the condition and prospects of our 
country, as demanding greatly increased efforts to establish every- 
where over it the institutions of the Gospel. 


VERMONT DOMESTIC MISSIONARY SOCIETY.

The rececpts of this Society, for the year ending March 1, were 
$10,797.96; of this, $1,500 were forwarded to the Treasury of the 
Parent Society. There were also received into the Treasury of the 
American Home Missionary Society, during its financial year, in 
payment of legacies, $2,079.18; from congregations and indi- 
viduals, $1,089.33—in all, $3,168.51—making the total to the 
cause, $13,966.47; which is less than the amount of the last year 
by $180.27. The expenditures within the State were $10,266.92 ; 
and the amount put at the disposal of the National Institution 
$4,668.51. 

Fifty three nvissionaries have been in commission during some 
portion of the year, performing thirty six years of service in 
forty eight different fields. Two pastors have been settled, one 
church has been organized, and two have become self-sustaining, 
During the latter part of the year, some churches report increased 
religious interest and a few hopeful conversions, but no general 
outpouring of the Spirit. 


The Directors say, in view of the fact that twenty five per cent 
of their native-born population go to people other sections of the 
land, “Our great duty evidently is to hold Vermont for Christ 
and as a recruiting-ground for churches in other States. This 
seems, in the providence of God, to be our mission for the pre- 
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sent. No expense, pains, or self-denial should be spared to do 
this work, and to do it efficiently. But while doing this, may we 
not, without in the least retarding our State work, join our sister 
churches of other States in aiding pecuniarily to supply the des- 
titutions of the West and South? Are we really wnadble to do 
any thing for the Home work beyond our own borders? Do the 
condition and wants of our Vermont Zion furnish any good rea- 
son why we should do nothing for the West, any more than they 
constitute a reason why we should do nothing for the Foreign 
work? The wortp is the field, and our duty to send the Gospel 
everywhere is only limited by our ability.” 


MASSACHUSETTS HOME MISSIONARY SOCIETY.

The receipts of this Society, for the year ending March 1, were 
$48,331.73. The expenditures within the State were $11,923.24, 
and the amount forwarded to the American Home Missionary 
Society, during its financial year, was $33,000. There were also 
received from the State into the Treasury of the Parent Society, 
in payment of legacies, $7,371.91; from the Hampshire Mission- 
ary Society, $1,216.63 ; from congregations and individuals, 
$7,244.91—in all, $15,813.45 ; making the total to the cause, $64,- 
145.18; which exceeds the amount of the year preceding by 
$12,489.39. The amount put at the disposal of the National In- 
stitution was $48,813.45. 

The number of missionaries in commission has been siaty one. 
The last Report says: “ This Society has extended its benevolent 
guardianship over fifty two dependent churches during the past 
year, scattered through every county of the Commonwealth ; and 
the benefits of christian privileges and ordinances have been en- 
joyed by eighteen hundred and eighty six connected with these 
churches. The aggregate of the congregations amount to not less 
than forty six hundred and seventy six. Twenty nine hundred 
and forty children have been instructed. in Sabbath schools, and 
one hundred and forty six have been added to the churches on 


profession of faith.” 


The Trustees, in closing their Report, say: “As the dreadful 
contest of civil war spread, we stood in fear respecting our bene- 
~yolent institutions, so likely to feel the disastrous influences of 
such a struggle. In imagination we saw them crippled; some of 
them inruins. But we breathe more freely now. We come out 
of the smoke and peril and hardships of the war as a ship rocked 
and tossed by the terrible tempest, but essentially unharmed, and 
stronger than ever for the future. Our Home Missionary work 
has gone on essentially unimpaired. And christian benevolence 
has declared that our funds shall be increased rather than dimin- 
ished. We are, therefore, to address ourselves afresh to this great 
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work of our country’s sanctification, under obligations higher 
than ever—under the noblest and most inspiring motives ever 
brought to bear upon christian patriots. We never had more to 
do—never more power at command for the work, and never more 
animating hopes of success.” 


RHODE ISLAND HOME MISSIONARY SOCIETY.

The receipts of this Society, for the year ending March 1, were 
$1,703.58, There was also received from the State into the 
Treasury of the American Home Missionary Society, during its 
financial year, $2,958.84 ; making the total to the cause, $4,661.87 ; 
which exceeds the amount of the preceding year by $2,834.29. 
The expenditures within the State were $1,690. 

Seven missionaries have been in the service of the Society 
within the year. “Our missionary work,” says the Secretary, 
“has still to encounter some difficulties that are indigenous, and 
others that are not easily overcome. The city, indeed, draws 
largely from some of our rural churches, and thus absorbs our in- 
crease. But as these churches in Providence are contributing so 
nobly to Home Missions, and the Great Head of the Church con- 
tinues to smile wpon our efforts, we can not but be stimulated to 
faith and perseverance.” 


CONNECTICUT HOME MISSIONARY SOCIETY.

Hartford. 


The receipts of this Society, for the year ending March 1, were 
$12,968.86. The expenditures within the State were $8,093.95 ; 
and $2,500 were forwarded from its Treasury to the Treasury of 
the Parent Society. There were also received from the State into 
the Treasury of the American Home Missionary Society, during 
its financial year, in payment of legacies, $9,487.75 ; from con- 
gregations and individuals, $16,843.77—in all, $26,331.52 ; mak- 
ing the total to the cause, $39,800.38 ; which exceeds the amount 
of the preceding year by $2,064.04. The amount expended be- 
yond the limits of the State, through the National Institution, 
was $28,831.52. 

Forty five missionaries have been in commission during the 
year. Important measures have been initiated by the Directors 
for ascertaining more satisfactorily the actual ability and necessi- 
ties of the churches aided, and for encouraging them to make the 
most strenuous efforts in their power for reaching the condition 
of self-support. 


In reference to the work of Home Evangelization within the 
State, the Directors say: “Our churches sustain more than se- 
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venty mission Sabbath schools in destitute neighborhoods, with 
an aggregate average attendance of over fifteen hundred. Some 
of these schools are of recent origin, and others are of years’ 
standing. Some of them are quite small, and others are larger 
than many of your country congregations ; some are in cities, and 
others in rural districts remote from any of our churches ; most 
of them are maintained at the cost of considerable effort and self: 
denial; and some of our best and most eflicient men are engaged 
in them. In a few parishes there is a systematic visitation, with 
distribution of religious reading. The churches in Hartford and 
_ New Haven have for years employed a city missionary. 

few benevolent men in New London have secured a missionary 
for that city. . . In these and other ways, the Gospel is car- 
ried, with various degrees of frequency and directness, to more 
than seven thousand families in the State, which are not num- 
bered in our congregations.” 


The total of receipts from New England is $150,759.25—ex- 
ceeding the amount of the preceding year by $28,704.52. Of 
this, $51,591.67 were expended within its bounds, and $99,167.58 
forwarded.to the National Institution for its general work.

The number of missionaries employed by the Society in this 
State during the year is jifty eight, supplying for the whole or a 
part of the year sixty eight churches and congregations. The 
Treasurer’s receipts, from donations and legacies, have been 
$31,573.18. 

In that portion of the State embraced in the Agents report, 
two new churches have been organized, four pastors installed, 
two houses of worship built or completed. Two aided churches 
report revivals of religion; others have each received smaller 
accessions from the world, and a considerable number of these 
churches are now cheered with indications of the Spirit’s reviving 
presence. 

Persevering efforts have been made to supply the destitute con- 
gregations of the State with ministers, but with less than usual 
success, owing to a general unwillingness to accept the services 
of any but young men of pleasing manners and eloquent speech. 
Several vacancies might have been filled with men of piety, learn- 
ing, and experience, whose previous labors in the ministry have 
been greatly blessed, had not their fifty years made them unac- 
ceptable to many on whom our feeble churches depend for a share 
of their pastors’ support. Thus these brethren stand unemployed, 
while thousands are without the stated ministry of the word. 
That such congregations should go on from year to year with few 
siens of life, and no visible growth, is not surprising. 
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The Agent speaks of other churches showing little efficiency, 
although supplied with ministers, personally laborious, but failing 
to inspire the people with the courage that faith gives ; to awaken 
a sense of personal responsibility, an idea of the proper aim of a 
christian church, and a living zeal in daily work for Christ. The 
history of these churches for another year clearly shows the need 
of instruction, and effort for the training of their members to take 
upon them their full share of that work which the minister can 
do, perhaps, but which it is on every account better that the 
members of his church should do. ‘“ The minister who does well 
this work of training his church, will insure a vigorous growth; _ 
and withal such a sense of individual duty among the members, 
and such knowledge of ‘ how to perform the doing of it,’ with such 
an experience of the blessedness of actually serving Christ, as will 
save them from falling into helpless weakness and inefficiency 
whenever they may be left without the help and guidance of a 
minister.” 

Referring to the good influence of the late National Council, 
the Agent writes: “It has drawn attention to the scriptural ex- 
cellence of the faith and polity of our churches, especially to their 
peculiar fitness to be the common ground of union among all. 
evangelical Christians. It has secured for them a higher and 
more intelligent appreciation with those who have heretofore 
held them by inheritance, by adoption, or’ by the determination 
of convenience. It has awakened a stronger desire and a new zeal 
for their wider propagation and prevalence in our land.” 

“The discouraging things,” he concludes, “in regard to our 
cause in this State, are no more numerous or serious now than 
they have been during previous years. The things that cheer, 
and inspire hope of increasing intelligence, more vigorous growth, 
and greater efficiency among our churches, are certainly more 
apparent.” 


OHIO. 


Rey. Lysanprr Kursry, Columbus, Agent for Ohio and Southern Indiana. 


In this field, thirty four misstonaries—of whom two labored in 
Southern Indiana—have been in commission, ministering to forty 
one churches and congregations. 

The contributions have been $7,110.98. Two churches have 
been organized; one missionary has died. During a large portion 
of the year there were few tokens of special religious interest ; but 
in its closing months, frequent reports have reached us of revivals, 
in which many hearts have been impressed under the preaching 
of the Word, and the faith and hope of God’s people have been 
strengthened. 

As heretofore, the call is for men—men of the Puritan spirit—- 
to proclaim anew those principles, the early introduction of which 
into the “Western Reserve” made it for the time a second New 
England : faithful men, to go into the villages springing up in the 
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“Maumee country,” in North-western Ohio, there beginning with 
the incoming Eastern settlers, to hold them true to the faith and 
polity of their fathers: self-denying men, to make their homes in 
the native and Welsh settlements among the iron mines of South- 
eastern Ohio, and lay before the indifferent and unbelieving thou- 
sands the rich ore of Gospel truth. 

_ Indiana, too, particularly the south-western portion of the State, 
is as truly a missionary field as any in the land. Settled largely 
from the late slave States, the population disloyal and pro-slavery, 
irreligious yet bitterly sectarian, with very few organized churches 
or even partially qualified religious teachers—this section sends 
out a loud eall for selfdenying, intelligent pastors, with construc- 
tive and executive ability, willing to endure hardness for the pre- 
sent, that they may lay here sure foundations for the future, like 
those on which the States further west are already nobly building 
to the honor of Christ. 

The old difficulty in supplying these destitutions still continues 
—those who feel called to missionary work, and are ready to 
suffer in its prosecution, for the most part making their way 
further westward. There are twenty four unsupplied parishes 
reported, each too important to be abandoned, yet each looking 
hitherto in vain for a reaper willing to endure the toil of the 
harvest. 

Still the Agent writes: “As a whole, our Home Missionary 
affairs in this field are each year assuming a more hopeful aspect ; 
and we in Ohio think we can see approaching the point of self- 
support as a State. We have about attained that point, as far as 
our feeble churches are supplied. But if all were supplied, we 
should still lack funds without your aid. Weare persuaded that 
more interest than ever before is felt in the Society by the churches 
of the State. We shall keep the desirableness of self:support ever 
before us; and we mean to become an efficient auxiliary to the 
parent Society, in carrying to newer States that Gospel which 
she has so long sustained in this.” 


ILLINOIS, 


Rey. Josupn E. Roy, Chicago, Agent for Northern Illinois and Northern Indiana. 
Rey. Exisaa Janney, Galesburg, Agent for Central and Southern Illinois. 


The Society has commissioned for this field, since the last Re- 
port, eighty three missionaries, and has received from it in contri- 
butions, $5,112.18. 

In Northern Illinois, forty five missionaries have ministered to 
fifty seven congregations, scattered over twenty four counties. In 
Northern Indiana, jie missionaries have labored in seven congre- 

ations. Six houses of worship have been built, one of them in 
Northern Indiana; five are in process of building, three have 
been repaired, three churches have been organized, and three 
have become self-supporting. In the case of other churches, the 
looked-for day of self-support has been postponed by the extreme- 
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ly low price of produce, and the pressure of taxes incident to the 
war. 

For three months of the year, the Agent was absent from his 
field on a special tour of missionary exploration for the Society 
through the Southern States, a summary account of which was 
published in the Home Missionary tor March. Some of its most 
valuable results, however, are those which are not given to the 
public. 

With the missionary churches, the year has been one of gen- 
eral prosperity. Their working force has been greatly strength- 
ened and their spirit quickened, by the return of their members 
from service in the army. The almost universal testimony in this 
field is, that the christian soldiers have come back with charac- 
ters untarnished ; while many converted in the army have come 
home to do valiant service in the good fight of faith. “The de- 
moralization so dreaded has not here been realized.” 

The good effect of the National Council has been widely felt, 
doubling, in many cases, the benevolent contributions, warming 
the churches with a sense of fellowship, and quickening their 
zeal. The Agent speaks of the prevalence of a spirit of revival. 
“ Not less that twenty churches in this district have been blessed 
with the heavenly vision.” 


In Central and Southern Illinois, thirty three missionaries have 
been laboring in connection with the Society. Nine ministers 
have entered this field, and ten have left it, showing something 
still remaining of the instability which has before been spoken of 
as characterizing this portion of the State. ‘ Installation,” the 
Agent remarks, “is still the exception, not the rule with us. If 
the scriptures require it, if it tends to bind churches and minis- 
ters more closely to each other, most here fail to see it. Hence, 
the almost universal ignoring of a practice which obtains so ex- 
tensively and works so happily in the Eastern States.” Three 
churches have been organized ; five houses of worship have been 
dedicated, three are approaching completion, and four have been 
greatly improved. A marked increase is seen in the contribu- 
tions to objects of benevolence. 

In the seventy nine counties within Mr. Jenney’s agency, with 
a population of a million and a quarter, are eighty six Congrega- 
tional churches, of which fifty five depend on missionary aid. 
These churches have a membership of about six thousand. Four- 
teen of the congregations under his care are without stated 
preaching, some of them because of the difficulty of uniting two 
or more in support of a missionary, but more for want of a shelter 
for his family. “ Parsonages with us are more important, in some 
instances,” the Agent says, “ than houses of worship.” Substitutes 
for the latter may generally be had in some form or other—an 

upper room’ or a lower—but many a community might be named 
where churches of our order have no preaching, because there is 
no house in which a minister and his family can live. A few 
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hundred dollars contributed here and there for this purpose would 
secure the means of grace to many a Village and settlement now 
destitute of them.” Some of these destitutions are partially sup- 
eo by the occasional visitations and labors of the Agent, who 

as spent much time and traveled thousands of miles in this 
service. He adds: “Our churches are being quickened and 
strengthened. We are, in fact, in the midst of a most blessed re- 
vival season. Works of grace are in progress throughout the 
State. Most of them can be traced to ‘the week of prayer.’ To 
report them fully here is not possible. Suttice it to say that 
twelve or thirteen of our missionaries are rejoicing in what the 
Lord is doing for the people of their respective churches. From 
a survey of this field, it is evident that our growth is a reality— 
slow, but gratifying. We must not despise the day of small 
things, but regard what we see as the pledge of future enlarge- 
ment. Our numerical strength is not great. In the State, we 
have only fifteen thousand church members in a population of 
two and a quarter millions. Yet we have a name and an influ- 
ence and a manifestly growing power. If true to God and our- 
selves, we are to do a work for good second to that of no religious 
denomination. May we walk by faith, feeling an entire depend- 
ence, and acting from a fixed purpose to fulfill the grand mission 
upon which we are sent.” 


MISSOURI. 


Rey. Epwin B. Turner, Hannibal, Agent. 


In no part of the Home Missionary world has the work ad- 
vanced, during the year, with more manifest rapidity than in 
Missouri. At the time of our last report, so unpromising was the 
state of things, that—beside the newly-appointed agent—the So- 
ciety had but three laborers under commission in the State. The 
fourteen months since Mr. Turner entered on his agency have 
been given by him mainly to explorations with reference to 
founding churches and supplying them with pastors. In this 
work he has‘traveled more than fifteen thousand miles, and made 
one hundred and twenty five visits to towns in the State. Vine- 
teen missionaries have been commissioned, who have preached 
the word to twenty five congregations. One missionary has ex- 
changed his wearing toils for the rest of heaven. Eighteen 
churches have been organized, two of which are composed of 
colored persons. ‘Two churches have commenced houses of wor- 
ship, five others intend to build the coming season. Most of these 
new churches have been planted along the line of the Hannibal 
and St. Joseph Railroad—a section of the State in which the dis- 
loyal pro-slavery element has been gradually giving way to an 
incoming population, chiefly from our Home Missionary fields in 
the North-West. Yet even here there remains so much of the 
virus of the rebellion as makes the founding of loyal churches a 
most arduous work, and keeps up constant solicitude as to their 
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permanency. ‘The traditional hatred to Northern men and Puri- 
tan institutions is intensified by the practical kindness which our 
missionaries and their allies are seen to bestow on those lately 
held in bondage. Churches of every name, ‘ exploded’ by the 
war, bind up their scattered fragments with the common bonds 
of disloyalty, hatred of freedom, and tolerance of the loosest 
living, and— forgetful of their former mutual hostilities — set 
themselves in array against the new organization known as the 
friend of the Government, of the freedmen, and of pure christian 
morals. The classing of our church members with negroes, and 
the heaping upon them of every epithet of contempt, is one of 
the mildest methods of the baffled enemy. How well and how 
long these young churches will bear up under all forms of perse-_ 
cuting opposition, remains to be seen. The Agent, who best 
knows their spirit, is confident of success. He says: “ These 
churches are founded on scriptural principles, and are aiming to 
proclaim God’s word faithfully, following their great Head in de- 
spising not one of his little ones. God has promised that such 
labor shall not be in vain. Indeed, his favor has already crown- 
ed them. Nearly every church has increased in numbers ; some 
of them have more than doubled already, though not one year 
old. In five of them have been precious revivals the past winter. 
Other congregations have steadily increased, notwithstanding the 
prejudice and opposition. All would fill up much more rapidly, 
had they comfortable houses of worship, instead of being obliged 
to resort to a railway station, an unplastered store, a dilapidated 
school-house, or the open street.” 

Missouri has an area one third greater than that of New York; 
is greatly favored in position, climate, soil, forests, mines, navi- 
gable rivers, and the various resources that fit it to be a most de- 
sirable residence for a vast population. The Agent notes indica- 
tions of greatly increased immigration from “the free States.” 
“ Of ‘these multitudes,” he says, “it is reasonable to expect that 
many will preter our organization.” He adds: “God has great 
things for the Society to do in Missouri. Prejudice can not long 
endure the Gospel light. The intolerance which has so long 
reigned here, shutting out the Gospel, resisting all efforts for ed- 
ucation and reform, must disappear. The spirit of the age can 
not endure it. What we want, under God, is men and money. 
Give us earnest, faithful, self-sacrificing ministers, ‘ faithful to 
Christ, to freedom, and the poor, and help in erecting houses of 
worship, and instead of twenty two churches in Missouri, we shall 
soon have twice that number.” 


MICHIGAN. 
Rey. Herpert A. Reap, Marshall, Agent. 
Under the commission of this Society, there have labored in 
Michigan, since the last report, sixty seven missionaries. The 
contributions to our treasury have been $3,636. ,One missionary 
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has been installed as pastor, two have been removed by death. 
Kight churches have been organized. Not for many years has 
there been so wide a prevalence of revivals of religion. These 
have more than quadrupled the membership of some churches, 
and doubled that of others. The return of their members from 
the army has greatly added to the outward prosperity, hopeful 
zeal, and activity of the missionary churches. Never before were 
there so many preparing to build houses of worship, nor so grati- 
fying evidences of liberality, growth, and efficiency. Yet in the 
State, as a whole, there is still the same lamentable deficiency of 
ministers which has before been reported. Sixteen of our mis- 
_ sionary churches are without bishops. 

The Agent reports fifty nine organized and twelve unorganized 
counties, with a population of about 825,000, in which the acting 
ministers of all denominations do not number more than one for 
every 1,600 inhabitants ; sixteen counties, with each an average 
population of 2,434, in which there is no Congregational church, 
preaching station, nor minister; thirteen counties, having 132 
townships, and averaging 8,861 inhabitants each, where we have 
but one minister ; eight counties, averaging 12,807 inhabitants to 
each, where we have only two ministers ; and in the whole State, 
there is but a single county in which we have as many as eight 
ministers. Under the combined stimulus of the Homestead Law, 
soldiers’ land-warrants, and advancing railroads, the wide regions 
of the State hitherto unsettled, are rapidly filling up with ‘ land- 
hunters’ in search of homesteads. ‘Towns of prospective import- 
ance are growing up in the northern portion of the lower penin 
sula; another class of people are settling in the intervals between 
the railroads, distant from villages; and all over the State scat- 
tered communities are forming, in which are few religious people. 
“ Here,” writes the agent, “are large populations lying beyond 
the influence of the churches we have organized, and very inad- 
equately supplied with religious privileges. Unless these settle- 
ments are reached and brought under Gospel influence, the 
children and youth furnished with the means of religious culture, 
the result will be most disastrous. No sacred Sabbath dawns for 
them; its holy hours are spent in recreation, secular employ- 
ment, visiting, hunting, fishing. A vicious public sentiment 
must prevail, which nothing but the preached Gospel can with- 
stand or prevent.” “The great want, therefore, is earnest, self- 
denying ministers, with sufficient zeal for Christ and love for souls 
to go into our small parishes and toil on year after year amid 
such discouragements as they will find. The wealthy churches 
in our cities and large towns have no difficulty in obtaining pas- 
tors. Men flock to these places like leaves in autumn. But we 
need more ministers who, with the spirit of the apostles, are ready 
to build where no man hath laid a foundation. Thus souls will 
be saved, and churches founded and multiplied, which will prove 
a rich blessing to coming generations.” 
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WISCONSIN. 


Rev. Dexter Cuary, Beloit, Agent for Eastern Wisconsin.. Rev. Joan CO. Suerwiy, La 
Crosse, Agent for Western Wisconsin. 


The number of missionaries aided by the Society in Wisconsin 
during the year is seventy two. The contributions for the same 
time have been $1,966.55. . 

In the Eastern part of the State, forty eight missionaries have 
labored under the auspices of the Society. They have supplied 
fifty six churches, and twenty five congregations where no 
churches have yet been gathered. ‘One church has been organ- 
ized; three have become self-supporting ; two have built houses 
of worship; four are preparing to build. Seventeen new labor- 
ers have entered the field; nine have left it ; four have suspended 
labor because of ill health. 

The number of churches sympathizing with the Society in 
Eastern Wisconsin is 141, having 9,600 members, of whom 711 
were received on profession, and 892 by letter within the year. 
Revivals of religion of unwonted power have resulted in many 
hopeful conversions, and a marked increase in the spirituality of 
the churches and ministers. Brotherly love, zeal in good works, 
and an enlarged spirit of beneficence, are manifest. Many 
churches have been so weakened in numbers and pecuniary re- 
sources by emigration, as to be no nearer selfsupport, notwith- 
standing a decided advance in the liberality of the people in do- 
nations and salaries. Generous supplies from ladies’ societies in 
the Eastern churches have relieved many missionary families, and 
kept bright the bond between the Eastern and Western churches. 

In Western Wisconsin are forty six churches, of our commu- 
nion, of which four support their pastors without aid. Thirty 
eight churches and six out-stations have had stated preaching, 
during the whole or a part of the year, from thirty ministers— 
twenty four of whom have borne this Society’s commission. One 
church has been organized ; two houses of worship have been 
completed and dedicated, and the building of another is begun. 
The recent union and consolidation of neighboring churches un- 
der the care of one pastor, in two or three instances, is working 
happily. ‘“ Though several of our churches are still without min- 
isters, the general interests of our denomination are growing 
more and more hopeful.” 

Wisconsin sent into the army about one in twelve of her 800,- 
000 population—nearly three thousand of them members of our 
churches and congregations. The missionaries have been made 
glad by the return of many of these brethren to their posts in 
the churches, congregations, and Sabbath schools—“ with few ex- 
ceptions, without loss of character; in many cases, with decided — 
improvement. A considerable number, converted in the army 
are enlisted for life as the soldiers of Christ. Some of them are 
preparing for the ministry.” In Beloit College, more than half 
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the students are professors of religion ; more than forty have 
been converted during the year, and about that number’are in- 
tending to be ministers. 

Speaking for the churches of the State, Mr. Clary says: “The 
work of Home Missions lies very near our hearts. “It is interwo- 
ven with our entire history and progress, and is a main source of 
hope forthe future. Grateful for past favors from the munificence 

-of Christians and churches in older States, thankful to God for 
the blessings which have attended them, and made them the 
means of so much good in our early history, it is incumbent on 
us to cease, as far and as fast as possible, our dependence on those 
brethren and churches, and to unite with them in giving the Gos- 
pel to all who are yet without it in this great country and in all 
the world.” 


IOWA. 


Rey. Jessr Guernsry, Dubuque, Agent for Northern Iowa. Rev. Junius A. Rexp, 
Davenport, Agent for Southern Iowa, 


During the year, this Society has aided in sustaining in Iowa 
one hundred and four missionaries. From the State there have 
come into the Society’s treasury contributions amounting to 
$2,312.93. 

In Northern lowa, fifty five missionaries—of whom five are 
Germans, serving German churches—have preached statedly to 
one hundred and five congregations, with occasional services in a 
much greater number of places. Only fifteen—or about one 
fourth of the number of missionaries—have devoted themselves 
chiefly to a single congregation; the remainder preaching regu- 
larly at two, three, four, and even five stations. The regular par- 
ishes of thirteen missionaries are coéxtensive with the counties in 
which they reside; occasional appointments in the adjoining 
counties being also filled by them. Forty eight missionaries are 
now in the service, eleven having entered the field within the 
year. Seven have closed their connection with the Society—two 
of them removed by death; one after nineteen years, and the 
other after ten years, of missionary labor in the State. Thirty 
five have labored during the entire year; the remainder, from two 
to ten months each—making an aggregate of forty years, five 
and a half months’ service. Seven churches have been organized, 
one has become self-sustaining, two pastors have been installed, 
three houses of worship have been completed, eleven parishes are 
preparing to build during the summer, five have made important 
additions and repairs upon their church edifices. The missionary 
churches are reported as being free from debt; and the agent 
thinks it “safe to say, that in no portion of our country—not 
even in New England—is the standard of benevolence higher, 
among the churches of our order, than in Northern Iowa.” The 
statistics which he furnishes give evidence of substantial progress, 
both in liberality toward the general objects of christian benevo- 
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lence, and in a disposition to support the Gospel among them- 
selves. Notwithstanding the great increase in the cost of living, 
the amount raised for the support of the missionaries has been 
$1,619 more, and the amount of aid asked has been $320 less than 
last year. : : 

Revivals of religion were enjoyed, early in the year, by two of 
the churches ; immediately after “the week of prayer,” others 
were awakened; and at the time of making up this report, in a 
considerable number of the churches, the arm of the Lord was 
gloriously revealed in saving power. _ ’ ; 

In Southern Iowa, thirty exght missionaries have been commis- 
sioned within the year. These have performed twenty seven 
years and four months of labor, ministering to sixty five congre- 
gations, thirty three of them worshiping in schoolhouses. Six- 
teen of these congregations average less than fifty persons, twen- 
ty six range from fifty to one hundred, and fifteen from one hun- 
dred to one hundred and fifty. Seven missionaries have come 
into this field within the year, and nine have left it. Though the 
year has been an unusually sickly one, no missionary has died, 
and but one has been laid aside—and he for only a month—by 
sickness. Five churches have been organized, three have as- 
sumed the support of their pastors, one pastor has been installed ; 
three churches have greatly improved their houses of worship, 
two have extinguished debts, leaving but one church in debt, and 
that for a small amount. The missionary aid extended to this 
field is about $520 less this year than in the preceding, and the 
pledges for the support of their ministers, of twenty five churches 
in which the comparison could readily be made, exceed those of 
the year before by more than twenty four per cent. 

The agent represents the missionaries as “laboring with in- 
creasing hope and success ;” and the churches as becoming more 
“firm, strong, and influential.” “There have been conversions 
in many churches ; in some of them following the week of prayer. 
The presence of the Spirit has been looked for of late with un- 
usual earnestness.” 

On the topic of ministerial supply, he says: “ Forty Congrega- 
tional ministers are scattered through twenty counties, among 
275,000 people. ‘Twenty six of them are within fifty miles of the 
Mississippi. Thirteen are scattered through eight other counties, 
the population of which ranges from 5,700 to 17,000, and falls 
below 10,000 in only two of them. The remaining minister tra- 
verses two counties, and is the only representative of congrega- 
tionalism in Southern Iowa west of the Des Moines, till you 
reach the counties bordering on the Missouri. Here are fifteen 
counties in one body, greater in extent than the State of Massa- 
chusetts, and containing 150,000 inhabitants, for whom we are 
doing nothing. Throughout all this region are Congregational- 
ists, and in some places clusters of them, who having been taught 
that a preference for the policy of their fathers was a questiona- 
ble virtue, are joining other denominations, strengthening them

and enfeebling us. If we could reach the people generally, our 
growth would be rapid, and we should soon be able to provide for 
our own wants.” 

In Northern Towa, substantially the same state of things exists. 
A large and important part of the Agent’s report is a discussion 
of the best methods for supplying the deficiency. “Several of 
our missionaries,” Mr. Guernsey says, “are now with two or more 
congregations, each of which has reached a point of development 
that requires the entire time and labor of a missionary, and must 
have them speedily, else we shall lose ground and influence that 
can never be regained. If the minister abandons a portion of his 
field for the sake of the remainder, how is the portion go left to be 
supplied?” Every minister available for our work within our 
limits, with a single exception, is in the service. At the same 
time, we have eleven fields needing speedy supply, in which 
churches are already organized, and several new points that should 
be occupied as early as possible. Villages are springing up along 
our railroads ; and unless the missionary begins with their begin- 
nings, a golden opportunity is lost. The immigration was never 
greater, and the prospect is that it will increase. What are left 
of our 80,000 brave boys have come and are coming home from 
the army ; under the operations of the Homestead Act, new set- 
tlements are springing up on our extreme Western frontier, that 
should have early attention. The cry we would send to you, and 
through you to those who ought to respond to it, is, Men, men, 

iveusmen! Will the young men in the theological seminaries 
at the East, will the ministers who are waiting there for parishes, 
and those who have turned to other occupations for a livelihood, 
answer, ‘ Here we are—send us’?” 


MINNESOTA, 
Rey. RicHARD HALL, St. Paul, Agent. 


Thirty five laborers have been in commission, in this State, since 
the last Report. They have ministered statedly to forty two 
churches, and at fifteen out-stations where churches have not been 
gathered. The amount raised in the State, for the Treasury of the 
Socity, is $1,214.47. 

Four additional laborers have been appointed for Minnesota 
during the year, three have removed from it, and one has been 
disabled by ill health; so that the working force of the ministry 
is not increased. Three churches have been organized, two.houses 
of worship have been completed, and four congregations are 
making arrangements to build during the present year. Seven 
churches have increased the salaries of their ministers, but two of 
them accomplished this object with the help of enlarged appropri- 
ations from this Society. Eight congregations are now without 
the stated ministrations of the Gospel: these the Committee 
will endeavor to supply without a long delay. The spiritual 
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state of the churches during the greater part of the year, was not 
specially cheering. In many the graces of Christians: seemed to 
languish, and in some cases alienation and strife prevailed. But, 
at the close of the year, several churches were enjoying the quick- 
ening influences of the Spirit, and some accessions had been made 
to them from the ranks of the ungodly. Nearly all the churches, 
too, had been strengthened by the return of members from military 
service in the armies of the Union. With very few exceptions, 
these christian soldiers, and those who make no profession of piety, 
seem to have been morally improved by their military experience, 
and will strengthen the congregations to which they belong. 


“The material condition of the State,” says the Agent, “has 
much improved during the year. Immigration has greatly increas- 
ed, and the Governor now estimates the population at 275,000. A 
bountiful harvest has been gathered, the facilities for communica- 
tion by railroad are rapidly increasing. The lumber trade, one of 
the most important branches of business in the State, has revived, 
and it is not difficult to foresee that, with a few years of peace, 
prosperity and progress, like the last, a greatly increased activity 


in the missionary work will be required to keep pace with such 
material growth.” 


KANSAS, 
Rev. Lewis Bopwett, Wyandotte, Agent. 


Seven additional laborers have received appointments since the 
last Report, to labor in this State, making the whole number in 
commission, seventeen. They have supplied thirty congregations 
with the stated ministrations of the Gospel. Three churches have 
been gathered within the year, two houses of worship have been 
completed, one congregation has reached the condition of inde- 
pendence, and $414.30 have been received from the State to the 
Treasury of the Society. The missionary churches, with one or 
two exceptions, have not been favored with seasons of special re- 
ligious interest, yet they have all enjoyed the ordinary measure of 
spiritual prosperity. 


“We gratefully acknowledge,” says the Agent, “the Master’s 
favor in the strong reénforcement he has sent us; but still broad 
spiritual wastes pain our eyes and burden our hearts.” After spe- 
cifying several important centers of influence which should be oc- 
cupied without delay, he adds: ‘“ By hundreds and by thousands — 
the immigrants are flocking to the State. The winter is not yet 
over; but the towns were long since crowded. Long vacant cab- 
Ins, upon deserted farms, are occupied; and by the way hundreds 
find temporary shelter in the tent or covered wagon. Every State 
in the Union, and half the nations of Europe are represented in 
this vast company. Southward to and through the beautiful Ne- 
osho valley and the rich lands toward the Indian Territory, and 
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westward along the valleys which stretch away toward the moun- 
tains, this constantly swelling current has for weeks been flowing. 
The State capital has just been put in direct railroad and tele- 
graphic connection with the Atlantic coast. The road is to reach 
Fort Riley in July. The contract is closed for the immediate con- 
struction of the next three hundred miles. Six other branch roads 
are being surveyed, to four of which our Legislature has just voted, 
of the Public Lands, one half million acres. At the center of the 
Union, upon its great highway from ocean to ocean, the most sober 
of our citizens are confident, the hopeful are jubilant—and the 
expectations of the sanguine would, in the quiet East, seem the 
most baseless of dreams.” 

“Tt is probable that, by midsummer, your seventeen laborers will 
not be more than as one to ten thousand of our population. Few 
and weak, we cry: ‘Who is sufficient for these things?’ We 
ask—in Christ’s name we demand of the patriot and the Christian, 
that they see to it that the Church send us men, loving to seek, 
and strong to lift up, these dying thousands, and point them to the 
Lamb of God which taketh away the sins of the world.” 


NEBRASKA AND WESTERN IOWA. 


Rev. ReuBeN Gaytorp, Omaha City, Agent. 


In Nebraska nine missionaries have been in commission, two 
of whom, however, have left the Territory since the year com- 
menced. They have ministered to nine churches.and at five out- 
stations. ‘Two churches have been organized, and encouraging 
progress has been made in all the fields occupied by this Society. 
The contributions to Home Missions, from this Territory, have 
amounted to $103.80. 

Nebraska has received, during the year, a large accession to its 
permanent population, and its growth, temporarily checked by 
the war, will doubtless be accelerated by the increased facilities 
for travel soon to be enjoyed. Of the nine counties lying on the 
Missouri River, between Sioux City and the Kansas line, and con- 
taining each from 1,000 to 7,000 inhabitants, only four have as 
yet been occupied by this Society, and seven counties, in the 
South-eastern part of the Territory, with a population of more than 
10,000 each, are still unsupplied. Along the line of the Pacitic 
Railway, and in the valleys of Salt Creek and the Big Blue, 
which abound in saline springs, settlements are rapidly springing 
up, and their population will be largely augmented during the 
present season. To keep pace with this advancing tide of emigra- 
tion, will require a large increase of laborers ready to endure the ~ 
toils and hardships incident to missionary service on these out- 
posts of Zion. 


Richteen counties of Western Iowa are embraced in the field of 
Mr. ‘Gaylora’s labors. Six of them, lying on the Missouri river, 
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and five in the adjoining tier of counties, are so far settled as to 
demand missionary culture. In seven of the most populous of 
these counties, eleven churches have been organized, and during 
the past year nine missionaries have been sustained by this So- 
ciety, in this section of the State. Two of these, however, have 
been compelled, in consequence of physical infirmity, to discon- 
tinue their labors, and two others have removed to other fields. 
Three additional laborers are urgently required to supply vacant 
churches, and several others could be usefully employed in laying 
foundations on unoccupied ground. One church, though deprived 
of the services of a minister, has within the year completed and 
paid for a commodious house of worship, and during the past 
winter four congregations have been refreshed by the gracious 
effusion of the Holy Spirit. 

The material development of this section of Lowa has been re- 
tarded, hitherto, by the want of railroad communication with the 
East. This disadvantage is soon to be removed by the completion 
of two railroads, one connecting Council Bluffs with St. Joseph, 
Mo., the other forming a direct line of communication with 
Chicago, and both uniting with the branch of the Pacific Rail- 
way whose eastern terminus is at Omaha City. The completion 
of these thoroughfares of travel and traflic will stimulate emigra- 
tion and multiply fields that will demand the prompt and efficient 
culture of this Institution. 


COLORADO AND UTAH. 


At the commencement of the year covered by this Report, the 
Society had no laborers in Colorado. The church at Empire City 
had assumed the support of Rev. Mr. Crawford, and Rey. Mr. 
McLeod, of Denver, had left his post to undertake the gathering 
of a church at Great Salt Lake City. In September, Rev. Nathan 
Thompson, Rey. G. D. Goodrich, and Rey. 8. H. Mellis, who had 
just completed their studies at Andover Theological Seminary, 
proceeded to Colorado under the appointment of the Executive 
Committee, and reached their destination about the middle of 
October. Mr. Thompson is stationed at Boulder City, where a 
Congregational church has existed since July, 1864, but has not 
enjoyed the regular ministration of the Word. Mr. Goodrich as- 
sumed the pastoral charge of the church at Denver; made vacant 
and greatly discouraged by the removal of Mr. McLeod. Mr. 
Mellis was stationed at Empire City, where he has gathered a 
church over which he has been installed as pastor. The positions 
occupied by these missionaries are among the most important in 

_the Territory, and they are already greatly cheered by the tokens 
of God’s blessing upon their labors. The Committee hope to 
send other laborers to their assistance in the course of the year. 


Rey. My. McLeod has continued his labors at Great Salt Lake 
City, in the face of opposition and threats of violence, yet with 
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encouraging success. The transfer of the headquarters of the 
military force for that Department, to Denver, has withdrawn 
some of his most efficient supporters, but his congregation is un- 
diminished, the Sabbath school has increased till it contains about 
350 pupils, most of whom are the children of Mormons. A hall 
has been completed as a temporary place of worship, and arrange- 
ments have been commenced for the erection of a large church 
edifice. Mr. McLeod has recently delivered a course of lectures 
against polygamy, which awakened much interest, and were largely 
attended by Mormons as well as others. An increased disposition 
is manifested, among the victims of this system, to throw off its 
accursed yoke. Important political movements are also in prog- 
ress with reference to this Territory. Hitherto, most of the 
Federal offices in the Territory have been held by Mormons, who, 
living in the open violation of the laws, were naturally averse to 
enforcing them upon others. This evil is now remedied; and 
when the laws are sustained, justice administered, the persons and 
rights of all classes protected, and religious toleration enjoyed, as 
in all other parts of the country, the power of Mormonism will be 
at an end, and the word of the Lord will have free course and be 
glorified. 


CALIFORNIA. 


Rey. James H. Warren, San Francisco, Agent. 


Since the last Report, three additional laborers have been com- 
missioned for service in California. Two of them have received, 
from the first, their entire support from the churches to which 
they minister. The whole number of missionaries in the State, 
during the year, is seventeen ; and nineteen congregations have 
been supplied by them with the ordinances of the Gdspel. Five 
churches have been organized, one has -become self-supporting, 
two church edifices have been built, one missionary has been or- 
dained to the work of the ministry, another has been installed as 
pastor, and several churches, at the close of the year, were enjoy- 
ing seasons of special religious interest. Church debts, to the 
amount of more than $6,000, have been extinguished, and $662 
have been contributed, within the State, to the treasury of this 
Institution, or nearly four fold the amount raised for this purpose 
in the preceding year. There are now six Congregational 
churches unsupplied with ministers, while nearly the whole of 
Southern California is destitute of religious privileges except such 
as are furnished by the Church of Rome. The Executive Com- 
mittee have one additional laborer now under appointment for 
this field, and hope to send out others in the course of the present 
year. 


The Agent, in his report, refers to the present advanced position 
of this State, and speaks as follows of its indebtedness to the la- 
bors of this Institution : 
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“Tt has taken some seventeen years of intense life and enter- 
prise to come to this point, and in that life the record of the 
American Home Missionary Society is written—a record hardl 
approached by any other Missionary Society. It has sent out to 
us, in that time, at least thirty ministers, and aided fourteen more. 
It is the mother of thirty two of our churches, as well as the god- 
mother of the College of California, and of our able and influ- 
ential religious paper—Zhe Pacific. These missionaries, these 
churches, this paper, and this college have all been felt, potenti- 
ally, in the social, civil, intellectual and industrial interests of the 
State. California is debtor to you every way. Without your aid, 
how could the foundations have been laid as they are laid? The 
time has come when other than foundation work must needs be 
done. The kingdom of Christ must advance—must lead the fight 
and win it, and, thank God, we have both a friend and ally in the 
American Home Missionary Society. As you struck the first 
blows, so now you will stand by ready to sustain, encourage, and 
finish the great work.” 


OREGON. 


Early in the year the Executive Committee made earnest ef- 
forts to obtain additional laborers for missionary service in Ore- 
gon. Rev. George H. Atkinson, D. D., of Portland, who was 
then on a visit to New England, was requested to visit the theo- 
logical seminaries and lay before the students the claims of this 
portion of the missionary field. He engaged heartily in this un- 
dertaking, but no reénforcement has, as yet, been secured. The 
Committee have, however, commissioned two young men who 
have been introduced into the ministry by the churches on the 
ground. These, with a single other laborer at Astoria, constitute 
the entire missionary force of the Society in that great and im- 
portant State. The church at Dalles has relinquished missionary 
aid since the date of the last Annual Report. At Albany a house 
of worship has been completed without debt, and all the churches 
aided are advancing in strength and influence. The Committee 
will not cease from their endeavors to reénforce this little garrison, 
and thus enable them to seize and hold the stations that yet re- 
main unoccupied on this remote frontier. 


THE SOUTH, 


In the early years of this Society’s labors its missionaries were 
employed in all the Southern States. But its operations there 
encountered increased opposition, and were attended with dimin- 
ished success till, at the outbreak of the rebellion, not a single 
laborer remained in the slaveholding States. It was the purpose 
of the Executive Committee to follow in the track of our conquer- 
ing armies and redceupy the fields from which they had been ex- 
pelled. They commenced this work in Missouri, in 1861, and the 
cheering results with which it has been attended are detailed in

another part of this Report. In February, 1864, Rev. Thomas 
E. Bliss, then engaged in the service of the Society in Missouri, 
was requested to proceed to Memphis, Tenn., and test the practi- 
cability of gathering a loyal congregation in that city. The ex- 
periment was attended with the most gratifying success. An ec- 
clesiastical society was formed, a church organized, and the min- 
ister's support at once assumed by the people. In September 
last, Rey. Alfred A. Ellsworth, of Milford, Mass., received an ap- 
pointment from the Executive Committee to take charge of a con- 
gregation that had been gathered at Newbern, N. CO. He entered 
upon his labors in November. A chapel has been secured for the 
use of the congregation, and it is expected that but little further 
assistance from the Society will be required. 

In the last two years several members of the Executive Com- 
mittee have visited different portions of the Southern States, and | 
gathered such information as they could as to the practicability 
of establishing successful missions there. During the last autumn 
and winter, Rev. Joseph E. Roy, one of the Agents of the Society, 
spent several months in an extensive reconnoissance of those 
States, and the results of his observations have been laid before 
the public in the pages of the Homm Misstonary. The Commit- 
tee have used their best endeavors to occupy those fields which 
seemed to afford the best promise of success. In November the 
commissioned Rev. Timothy D. P. Stone, of Marblehead, Mass., 
and Rev. John H. Manning, of Andover, Mass., for missionary 
service in East Tennessee. The former, after a short period of 
labor at Knoxville, was constrained, in consequence of hinderances 
which he could not remove, to resign his commission. The latter 
was stationed at Chattanooga, where he continues to labor amid 
many discouragements, but not without hope of ultimate success. 

Early in the autumn, Rev. William T. Eustis, Jr., of New Haven, 
Ct., consented, at the request of the Executive Committee, and 
with the generous concurrence of his people, to undertake a tem- 
porary service for the Society at New Orleans. A house of wor- 
ship was purchased and fitted up for his use at the expense of the 
American Congregational Union. These arrangements, however, 
were not completed till the first of March, when he commenced 
his labors. He was greeted with great cordiality by loyal resi- 
dents, a large congregation was at once gathered, a church and 
Sabbath school have been organized, and it is expected that at 
the expiration of his stipulated term of service, on the first of May, 
the congregation will assume the burden of its own support. 
Rey. Henry M. Grant, of East Canaan, Ct., has been engaged, 
since the early part of March, in a similar undertaking at Savan- 
nah, Ga. It is too soon to judge of the probable result of this 
experiment. 


An extensive correspondence has been carried on with the 
friends of the Society in various portions of the South, and pre- 
liminary arrangements have been made to occupy several other

important points. The unfavorable change that has taken place 
recently in the temper of the people of the South toward their 
Northern brethren has delayed the action of the Committee in 
several cases, and may defeat their plans altogether. It is their 
purpose, however, as Providence shall open the door before them, 
to send thither such ministers of the Gospel, and to establish such 
churches as shall be loyal both to the Government of the nation 
and to the Lord Jesus Christ. 


' GENERAL SURVEY. 


With the services of this evening, the Amurican Home Mis- 
stonary Socrery completes its fortieth year. As we close this an- 
nual record, we turn our eyes to survey for amoment the way in 
which the Lord hath led us these forty years. It is a brief his- 
tory. Of the 131 eminent and godly men who met on the 10th 
of May, 1826, “to form a National Home Missionary Society,” 
several continue with us to this day, to share in its labors and ~ 
rejoice inits triumphs. But how changed the field which they 
then called “our country”! Its family of States has increased 
from 24 to 36. Nearly 1,000,000 square miles have been added 
to its territorial domain, and 26,000,000 to the number of its in- 
habitants. The frontier of population has receded from the 
shores of Lake Erie and the Ohio to the mouth of the Columbia 
and the Golden Gate. Vast regions then trodden only by the 
Indian and the buffalo, are now occupied by populous States, 
which have already become the granary of the world. The great 
central plains of the continent, then unexplored, and the passes 
of the Rocky Mountains, then unknown, are now traversed by the 
highways of commerce, and the electric wires binding the oceans 
to each other. In the territory northwest of the Ohio River, then 
containing less than 1,000,000 inhabitants, there is now a popula- 
tion of nearly 12,000,000 souls, of whom about 1,000,000 are be- 
yond the Rocky Mountains. 

While the missionary field has been thus enlarged, there has 
been, through God’s favor, a corresponding growth in the resources 
and work of this Society. Though its proportions have been 
reduced by the withdrawal of all but one of the denominations that 
formerly united in its support, yet a comparison of the returns of 
its first with those of its fortieth year, shows that the number of 
its missionaries has increased from 169 to 818; its revenue, from 
$18,140 to $221,191 ; and its missionary fields from 196 to 1,594. 
Since its organization it has collected for missionary purposes 
$4,780,677, and under its direction 24,789 years of ministerial serv- 
ice have been performed. Its missionaries have reared the stand- 
ard and proclaimed the message of the Gospel in 35 States, and in 
nearly every Territory of the Union. They have sought out the 
old wastes among the hills of New England, and strengthened 
there the things that remained that were ready to die. They were 
among the foremost to lay the foundations of christian institutions 
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in the now populous towns and cities of Central and Western New 
York, and the older West. They have ever been in the forefront 
and on either wing of the army of emigration in its majestic march 
across the continent, and everywhere we find the enduring monu- 
ments of their labors. At nearly 6,000 stations they have main- 
tained the stated ministrations of the Gospel, and have gathered 
186,522 souls into the churches under their care. About 3,000 

existing churches are indebted to them for their origin or early 
nurture. Nearly one halfof this number have already reached the 
condition of self-support, and many of them are among the largest 
and strongest churches in the land. 

Nor are churches gathered, sanctuaries built, and souls renewed, 
the only trophies of this Institution. In the newer States, especi- 
ally, its messengers have taken a foremost part in founding educa- 
tional, humane, and reformatory institutions; in forming opinions, 
customs, and Jaws; in cultivating the tastes, directing the activi- 
ties, and quickening the patriotism of the people. In short they 
have exerted a controlling influence in rearing the whole structure, 
shaping the whole character, and determining the whole future of 
these imperial States. With fervent gratitude to God for what 
he has enabled us to achieve, we erect our memorial and inscribe 
upon it, “ Hirnerto HATH THE LorRD HELPED Us.” 


As we enter now upon another decade of the Society’s history, 
we are more than ever oppressed by the vastness of the work in- 
trusted to our hands. The whole South, desolated by the hurri- 
cane of war, must be planted anew with the good seed of the 
kingdom. Tens of thousands of returned soldiers must be follow- 
ed to their former or their new-made homes in the West; at the 
same time we must keep pace with the tide of emigration from the 
Old World and the Atlantic States, which is pouring in augment- 
ed volume along every channel and through every gateway to the 
valley of the Mississippi and the Pacific Coast. Never before has 
so vast a field been spread out before us. Never before has God 
summoned us in such urgent tones to make haste in our work, 
Let us gird ourselves to it, therefore, with new consecration and 
faith, praying always: “ EsrapiisH THOU THE WORK OF OUR HANDS 
UPON US; YEA, THE WORK OF OUR HANDS ESTABLISH THOU Iv.”

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RELATIONS OF AUXILIARIES, AGENTS, &C. 


State and other large Auxiliaries. 


Most of the State Missionary Societies were in existence before the formation 
of the National Society, and some of them were among the earliest organized 
efforts in our country for sending the Gospel to the destitute. They have vol- 
untarily connected themselves as Auxiliaries with the American Home Mission- 
ary Society, from a conviction that greater unity of plan and efficiency in action 
would thereby be promoted. bay 

The terms by which such Auxiliaries—acting on the Principles of the Parent 
Society, undertaking the supply of the destitute within their own bounds, and 
paying over their surplus funds to the Parent Institution — are connected with 
the Parent Society, are such as to secure the following objects, viz. : 

First—The Auxiliary is not superseded or overshadowed by the National 
Institution, but, on the contrary, is invigorated and sustained by connection 
with it. 

This is secured by the provision that the Auxiliary is the sole agency for this 
cause that operates on its field. It controls all appointments in the State to 
which it belongs. From it alone, so far as its means will allow, the feeble 
churches receive assistance. Thus a direct relation and strong attachment is 
cherished toward it in the hearts of the ministers and churches. 

Again—while the local operations of the Auxiliary are thus encouraged and 
sustained, its connection with the Parent Society is such as to awaken an in- 
terest in the destitute beyond its own limits and afford facilities for reaching 
them. It is not only a society for local purposes, but it is also a branch of the 
National Society, and, as such, has the control of all agencies for the collection 
of funds within its own field, and can direct the manner in which its surplus 
resources shall be expended beyond its own limits. Thus, the State and other 
large Auxiliaries are not merely organizations to help the Parent Society ; they 
are integral parts of it, bound together in one whole by a common interest in 
and free access, through the Parent Society, to the great field to be occupied, 
and governed by the same general principles and rules in carrying on the work. 


Agents, 


Besides preaching to the destitute and taking up contributions for Home 
Missions, the Agents of the American Home Missionary Society exercise a 
general superintendence of the operations of the Society within their respective 
fields. By correspondence and personal visitation they ascertain the wants of 
the destitute; assist them to obtain the preaching of the Gospel; and instruct 
and encourage them to develop their own means for its support. They receive 
applications for aid, and make such preliminary examination as may be neces- 
sary before submitting them for the action of the Executive Committee ; and in 
other ways labor to insure a judicious and economical application of the Socie- 
ty’s funds. At present the Society has in its employ no merely collecting 
Agents, nor any whose services are not required for other purposes in the re- 
gion where they labor. The Secretaries of several of the larger Auxiliaries 
are also the Agents for this cause in their respective bounds. 
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Committees of Missions, 


The American Home Missionary Society has ever regarded the ecclesiastical 
bodies as the appropriate judges of the standing of their own ministers, and of 
the wants of the churches in their connection. Accordingly, the commission 
issued to every missionary requires that his credentials be acceptable to the 
ministerial body of his denomination, within whose bound he is appointed to 
labor. And the various ecclesiastical bodies are invited to appoint each a 

' Committee of Missions from its own members, to receive application from its 
churches, and suggest to the Society the action proper in each case. Such a 
committee constitutes the official source to which reference can be had for in- 
formation and advice, in all matters pertaining to missions in the connection to 
which it belongs. This mode of codperation has been preferred by numerous 

' ecclesiastical bodies, from the first formation of the Society. It guarantees to 

the churches, that their respective claims shall be fairly considered, with all 
the advantage of having the indorsement of the body to which they belong, 

The advice of such a Committee, acting in the name and by the direction of the 
ecclesiastical body to which they belong, is regarded as the highest authority in 

matters pertaining to the standing of ministers and churches in their connection, 
and has the same influence with the Society as would that of the Board of 

Agency appointed by itself. 

There is one limitation to this influence, however, which ought to be stated. 
Should any ecclesiastical body so far swerve from the principles of truth and 
gospe! order, as not to retain the fellowship and confidence of the great body 
of the churches coéperating in this Society, that fact would cause its recom- 
mendations not to be respected, as a basis of action, by the Executive Com- 
mittee. 

As cases may occur in which the feeble churches may not be aware of the 
existence of any Committee of Missions, through whom to apply for aid, a 
general provision is made, that applications may be vouched by any two minis- 
ters of known and approved standing, of their own denomination, who can 
certify to the facts of the case. If the information thus given is not sufficient, 
other facts are sought by the Executive Committee, with as little delay as prac- 
ticable, from the most authentic sources from which they can be obtained. 

Such, briefly, are the relations of the American Home Missionary Society to 
the various organs, through which the community seeks to act out its mission- 
ary feeling. It will be seen that this plan secures the united action, in the: 
missionary work, of those whose views of doctrine and church order admit o1 
coéperation, and whose interests in the great field are essentially the same. 
This combination insures a homogeneous policy as to the manner and amount 
of appropriations, and the qualifications of missionaries ; it has discouraged 
sectional feelings, and diffused throughout each part an interest in all the rest; 
and thus has formed ties between the West and Hast, along which has passed 
from the latter to the former a silent and invisible current of moral influences 
more valuable, if possible, than all pecuniary grants. _At the same time the 
connection of the Parent Society with the various associations, that act with it, 

ig such as to secure to them entire freedom in the missionary work, in their 
respective spheres, and an influence beyond them, in cultivating the waste 
places of our common country. mie 


Applications for Aid. 


Feeble congregations, desiring aid in supporting the Gospel, are requested, in 
their applications, to make full statements of their condition and prospects, and 
of the reasons for granting their requests. They are desired, also, to furnish 
the following particulars, viz. : : 

The name of the church or congregation. 

The number of communicants, and the average number of attendants on 


_ public worship. 
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The denomination and size of congregations immediately contiguous, with 
the distance to their places of worship. 

The total amount of salary which the applicants propose to make up. 

The portion of that salary which they pledge for the given time, and the 
arrangements that are made for securing it. 

Whether aid is expected from any other source. 

The least amount that will suffice from this Society. ; 

The name in full and post-office address of the minister for whom a commis- 
sion is desired. 

His credentials. 

Whether he is a resident of the place in which he preaches, and is engaged 
in any other calling than that of the ministry. 

Whether he is the pastor of the church, or if not, whether any arrangements 
are made or contemplated for his installment in the course of the year. 

The applications should be signed by the officers of the church, and by the 
trustees or a committee of the congregation. 

If the ecclesiastical body with which the church is connected have a “ Com- 
mittee of Missions” to act in their behalf, the members of this Committee are 
the proper persons to certify the statements of the church, the standing of the 
minister, and his prospects of usefulness in the place where his services are de- 
sired; and the application should be sent to them for their indorsement and 
recommendation. Where no such ‘‘ Committee of Missions” exists, the appli- 
cation should receive the indorsement of two or more neighboring clergymen 
of the same denomination, acquainted with the facts. 

Applications, after being properly indorsed and recommended, should be sent 
to the Agent (or Secretary of the Auxiliary) for the region where the appli- 
cants reside. 

As a general rule, appropriations are for twelve months jrom the date of the 
application ; at the end of which, if further aid be needed, a new application 
must be made, containing all the particulars above stated, and indorsed and 
recommended in like manner. Hach congregation applying for renewed aid, 
should furnish, also, the certificate of the missionary, that they have fulfilled 
their previous pledges for his support. 

The address of the Society’s Agents and the Secretaries of its Auxiliaries 
will be found on the cover of its Reports and of the Home Missionary. 


ADDRESS 
At the Fortieth Anniversary, 


Address of Rev. Samuel Wolcott, D.D., of Cleveland, Ohio, 


ON MOVING THE FOLLOWING RESOLUTION : 


Resotvep: That the cause of Home Missions is a vital element in the forces 
which, under God, are to regenerate and perpetuate the Republic. 


Mr. Prusrpent: The sentiments which dwell in the hearts of the people—the 
patriotic, the humane, the moral, and the spiritual—are the leading forces which 
have wrought in the history of the nation, and which will shape its destiny. 
What is the relation of the Home Missionary work to the general cultivation 
and diffusion of these sentiments ? 

Tne Parrioric. By universal agreement, the virtue of patriotism—devoted 
attachment to the country, the determination to protect her life and honor and 
preserve her free institutions—is a prime ingredient of the national life. Patriot- 
ism is the crown of civic virtues. The people who do not deem it a calamity to 
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survive the liberties of their country, who for her defense against foreign invasion 
or domestic treason are not ready to sacrifice their possessions and peril their 
lives, are wanting in sentiments and qualities which are essential to a permanent 
nationality. 

Like the family, and like the church, civil society is an ordinance of heaven, 
and the dwellers on a territory which is embraced under our jurisdiction are in- 
vested with the responsibilities of a special relationship. Deference to common 
authority, the recognition of mutual rights and privileges, and the guardianship 
of the common territory, are among the obligations which belong to the relation 
as instituted by God. These have been implanted as a divine instinct in the 
human breast, prompting a patriotic devotion to the commonwealth which is in- 
dispensable to her prosperity and perpetuity. Were there time to cite illustrations 
from history, it would be instructive and impressive to trace the struggles and tri- 
umphs of this principle, even in nations that were not strong in physical resour- 
ces, and note how seldom a people have been overpowered and extinguished, 
who kept the sacred feeling alive in their hearts. True love of country shrinks 
from no sacrifice in her behalf, and the fruits of self-sacrifice, always the richest 
in the world, have usually rewarded the disinterested devotion. 

This sentiment, like that of loyalty, may exist under almost any form of civil 
government and animate and arouse its subjects to protect and uphold it, and 
preserve its territory, when assailed or menaced. It is the strongest in those 
communities in which political rights are the most widely diffused; in propor- 
tion to the direct share which a people have in the management of their affairs, 
will be their interest in all their institutions and in the common weal. The 
slave is by his condition made inacapable of patriotism, for he virtually has no 
country ; and to every citizen his country is dear, in the degree that he is in- 
vested with the freeman’s responsibilities and rights. 

In a Republic, therefore, the sentiment of patriotism is necessarily combined 
with that of liberty, and derives from it an untold accession of moral power. 
Personal liberty, freedom from irresponsible and unauthorized control—civil lib- 
erty, the full enjoyment of the privileges and blessings of citizenship—these are 
our inviolable heritage as citizens of the Republic. This sentiment lives in the 
hearts of the people, embalmed in the affections of all, the inspiration alike of 
the poet and the patriot, the soul of heroism and yalor, the force which has 
wrought transcendently in our history. 


‘<) Tig liberty alone that gives the flower 
Of fleeting life its lustre and perfume, 
And we are weeds without it.” 


Of this freedom we were born, and on the shores and in the wilds where she 
sought refuge from oppression and has built up a christian civilization she holds 
her seat. Beautiful upon our mountains have been her feet, and along our hill- 
sides, over our plains and through our valleys, has her cheering voice been 
heard. Only in harmony with her teachings can we develop our principles, ex- 
tend and perfect our institutions, and fulfill our proper mission asanation. The 
defenders and deliverers of the country have been, and must be, those who, lov- 
ing it as the land of their fathers and the future home of their children, love it 
also as the home of freedom, and shield its life with their own hearts, beating 
with the quenchless pulse of patriotism. aot oie 

What, now, is the agency of the American Home Missionary Society in fos- 

etering and training this sentiment? Its work is that of Home Missions; home 
evangelization is its single and steadfast aim. Its name 1s the synonym of 
patriotic love. Its field of operations is our country—neither broader nor nar- 
rower—and in this home atmosphere it breathes and has its being. It lives for 
our country—for her safety, for her honor, for her advancement in knowledge 
and power and virtue, for her highest elevation, for her widest beneficence, for 
her perfected development in whatever is lovely and of good report. The Re- 
public, purified, strengthened and ennobled—the Republic, with her expanding 
and invincible forces consecrated to the good of man and the glory of God, the 
hope and the goal of humanity, is the sublime ideal which this Society is seek- 
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ing to realize. It takes the lead in an agency divinely appointed and adapted to 
this end, and it affiliates and codperates with all other agencies that are seeking 
the same result. Directly and indirectly its influence is exerted to preserve all 
that is valuable in the institutions and the principles which we have inherited 
from our fathers, to make them more practical and precious, to give them a wider 
sweep, and to transmit them in greater beauty and richness to the generations 
which are to succeed us. ‘The effect of its whole work is to create and cherish 
the sentiments and feelings out of which springs a pure patriotism. 

The classes whom it reaches most fully are those who, in this respect, are the 
most important in the community. Its principal work is not in the cities, and 
the fountains of our national life are not in the cities. Its special work is among 
the rural population, and it is from rural homes that the strength and vigor of 
the nation mainly proceed. The men on whom this Society expends its christ- 
ian training are cultivators of the soil, or engaged in kindred labors, sons of 
honest toil, the bone and sinew of the Repnblic—men who have a personal stake 
in its security, and who are its chief dependence alike in peace and war. From 
their humble homes in the country have come forth most of our strong men of 
the professional class—editors, teachers, jurists, statesmen, divines—the mold- 
ers of public opinion; and also most of that class of practical thinkers and work- 
ers, to whose enterprise we owe so much of our national prosperity—the manu- 
facturers and princely merchants who have spread our commerce upon the seas, 
and are spreading over the land the peaceful trophies of an advancing civilization. 

From the same quarter, mainly, were recruited the ranks of the loyal army 
that lately saved the life of the nation. This has been our principal reliance in 
war from the beginning of our history, and will be to the end. One of our Colo- 
nial Governors before the Revolution, who held a high command in the expedi- 
tion against Cape Breton, thus expressed himself on this point: ‘‘ The resolution 
of the soldier in fighting for his country will be according to his interest in it; 
and if I must go out, let me have an army of freeholders or freeholders’ sons. 
God gave us the victory, in the siege of Louisburg, but humanly speaking, it was 
because our soldiers were freeholders and freeholders’ sons, and the men within 
the walls were mercenary troops.”* On these men, preéminently—freeholders 
and freeholders’ sons—is suspended our national destiny; and on them, preémi- 
nently, the American Home Missionary Society, through its faithful missiona- 
ries, is bestowing effective culture, laying deep and broad and strong the founda- 
tions of intelligence, of loyalty, of manly worth, of Christian patriotism. 

How gratifying its success has been is strikingly apparent in the recently 
gathered statistics of the Congregational churches in ten Western States. Some 
of these churches gave almost their whole available strength to the cause. On 
an average, not less than one in four of the adult male members, including the 
aged, went into the ranks; and on an average, each church-member was accom- 
panied by three more members of the congregation. In very many instances 
they were accompanied by the pastors, and in many more by the pastors’ sons. 
Many of the pastors who remained were crippled in their support by the absence 
of the brethren, and many of the churches had scarcely strength enough left to 
carry forward their ordinary operations. This is one of the brightest pages in 
the record of the war. Without advancing for these Western States any ex- 
clusive claim, we may affirm that the rebellion could hardly have been put down 
without their help; and without advancing for this Society any arrogant claim 
we may safely affirm that it has contributed most largely to. the sentiments feel. 
ings, principles, habits, and resources, from which these States drew their pat- 
riotic supplies, and that they could not have laid upon their country’s altar so 
costly an offering without its aid. 

Tur Humaye. Allied to the virtue of patriotism is the broader sentiment of 
humanity or philanthropy, an interest in man as man, and consequently un- 
limited by any national boundaries. It embraces all classes within one’s coun- 
try, and it recognizes all communities beyond, both near and far. Tt is be- 
nevolence toward the human family, and a recognition of the tie of universal 
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brotherhood. Toward the destitute and the distressed, toward the weak and 
the wronged, of every name and in every locality, it goes forth with sympathy, 
and if possible, with succor. It prompts to systematic effort for the relief of 
the suffering, for the instruction of the ignorant, and for the elevation of the 
neglected and degraded, both at home and abroad. 

_ This isa needed safeguard against national, not less than against individual, 
injustice, and is as essential to the development of a nation, as of an individual. 
Patriotism, which is always generous as a personal trait, may be selfish as a 
national feature. It is generous in the citizen to forget himself and to sacrifice 
himself, in devotion to his country. It is selfish in the nation to forget and dis- 
regard the claims of other nations, in an exclusive attention to its own in- 
terests. A people need some other shield than mere patriotism. For a people 
to cherish the consuming ambition of national aggrandizement, looking beyond 
theirown territory only with a view to make other communities tributary to their 
prowess, is to incur, on a national scale, that curse of narrowness which is the 
invariable penalty of selfishness. It is a corroding passion, and self-destructive, 
defeating its own purposes; selfish success ‘is proverbially short-lived, and a 
generous regard for the welfare of others is always conducive to permanent 
prosperity. In the degree in which any people live for the good of others, has 
the common Father of mankind an interest in their fortunes; for He who is 
ever seeking the best good of all, must look with special favor upon those, 
whose aims are in harmony with his own. The diffusion of a benevolent spirit 
thus becomes a national security, an important element of self-preservation. 
An agency that inculcates the liberal virtues, projects humane institutions, and 
introduces philanthropic schemes, does more toward perpetuating the life of a 
nation, than one that might instruct it how to add conquered provinces to its 
domain. 

That the American Home Missionary Society is such an agency in this Re- 
public, will be denied by none, who know any thing of its aim and accomplish- 
ment. While it has disseminated the principles of civil liberty and patriotism, 
it has proclaimed the gospel of humanity. The churches which it has nurtured 
into strength, have been pervaded with the spirit of Christian benevolence, and 
prompt in all charitable movements. As one after another they have emerged 
from the condition of feebleness, they have extended a helping hand to others, 
struggling with the embarrassments which they had overcome. The cause of 
foreign missions, and all kindred enterprises, have found in them steadfast 
friends and supporters. Their whole influence has been exerted to imbue the 
community with the spirit of an enlightened and enlarged philanthropy. 

The results which this and similar agencies have wrought in the land, in this 
particular, have been strikingly exhibited in the recent rebellion, which has 
furnished, indeed, a double illustration, deeply significant. In the section 
of country lying beyond the sphere of this Society’s labors, and inaccessible 
to them, there has been developed a spirit of inhumanity which has shocked 
the world with fresh horror. From the fields which it has cultivated, on the 
other hand, there has come forth an armed host, in whose ranks the spirit of 
savage barbarism has been supplanted by humane sentiments and feelings, to 
an extent unparalleled, perhaps, in the history of war, foreign or domestic. 
When did ever a people gird themselves for the battle, with so little of ma- 
levolence and hate toward the foe, as the late loyal army of the Republic ? 
They fought the contest through without. personal hostility. Without rancor, 
without revenge, with a fixed determination to subdue the enemy, but with no 
desire to inflict any further injury than was essential to success, our army went, 
into the fight and came out of it. With the object accomplished, how readily 
did they fall back into the peaceful pursuits which they had left, retaining no 
animosity toward those whom they had vanquished. The precepts of human- 
ity had been instilled into the hearts of our brave countrymen, and this is the 
explanation of the unwonted spectacle. It was this which saved them from the 
barbarian ferocity which would, otherwise, have marked the triumph, and of 
which the world has had so many specimens. Among the influences which have 
contributed to the end, the labors of this Society bave no secondary place. _ 

Tue Mora. ‘The cultivation of the moral sentiments has a still more in- 
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timate connection with the life of the Republic. On questions which involve the 
element of right or wrong, there can be but one path of safety. There is no 
stability which does not rest on justice. The Lord has pronounced a woe on 
those who confound moral distinctions, that call evil good, and good evil, and 
put darkness for light and light for darkness. The only condition on which 
either individuals or communities can obtain his favor, is that they respect the 
immutable distinctions which he has established, and conform their policy to 
the principles of everlasting equity. As the moral Governor of the world, this 
is his inexorable law, imposed upon man individually, and in every organized 
relation, and the penalty of its violation will without fail be executed. For 
personal guilt it may be deferred to a future state, but nations having no future 
life, they must meet divine retribution on the theatre of transgression. i 

Equity in a republic means equality before the law. This is the foundation 
principle of our government, and as far as the national administration is not 
based on the recognition of equal rights, it is partial, despotic, and false. And 
how fearfully as a people we have sinned in this particular, and how grievously, 
yet justly, we have suffered for owr sin, has become the one painful conscious- 
ness of the nation. The institution of slavery was before God a usurpation 
and a wrong, and not less a violation of the fundamental principles of the Re- 
public. This colossal iniquity has tumbled to destruction. It has virtually dis- 
appeared with the great rebellion, of which it was the remote and real cause. 
Its abolition is the prominent event of modern history, and properly inaugurates 
for usa new national policy—the policy of justice and liberty—which now implores 
our earnest enforcement. The denial of equal rights and privileges, whether it 
be impartial suffrage or any other, to any class of men on account of their com- 
plexion or descent, is an injustice not less real than the wrong which has been 
abolished, and not less faithfully will its penalty be administered. The tribula- 
tion through which we have passed had its origin in the recognition of a mere 
physical incident—the color of the skin—as the basis of natural and civil 
rights. The wrongs and woes of slavery had their origin here, and the con- 
tinued proscription of the people of color has the same parentage. The denial 
of liberty to a man because he is black, and the refusal of the ballot to him be- 
cause he is black, are wrongs which differ only in degree. The animating prin- 
ciple of both is the same, and they are alike unjust, unrepublican, unchristian, 
and thoroughly detestable. It was this sentiment—the sentiment which, in re- 
gard to civil claims, duties, and responsibilities, discriminates between white and 
black, and grades human rights by the color of the skin—which made slavery 
possible, and which, pervading North and South, involved us together in a 
righteous retribution. Mere social relations will properly adjust themselves and 
may be left untouched; but a moral question involves, of necessity, in its ad- 
justment, the favor or the displeasure of the Almighty Ruler. And to with- 
hold from any human being, on account of the complexion which God has given 
him, any personal or civil right which belongs to man as man, or as a member 
of civil society, is a denial and desecration of our common humanity, and an af- 
front to our common Father—an injury to a fellow-being, and an indignity to 
the Infinite Being. The false sentiment, which has cost us the sacrifices and 
sufferings of the war, must be banished, and in place of it we must have moral 
principle—not prejudice nor injustice. 

What, now, is the American Home Missionary Society contributing toward 
this moral provision? What has been its attitude on the moral questions of the 
day, and especially on that which has convulsed the country, and in whose deci- 
Sion our national destiny was bound? Through the favor of heaven, it has been 
enabled to keep clear of complicity with the evil; and this—not a little to be 
affirmed of a national organization covering such a period of our history—is not 
the whole. Through its missionaries, scattered over the free States, it has been. 
the constant antagonist of this injustice and prominent among the agencies which 
have arrayed public sentiment against it. Their utterances on all moral ques- 
tions have been high-toned, and on this they have been particularly outspoken. 
Throughout the great and fertile Northwest, they have scattered the seeds of no 
small share of the moral harvest which the country has gathered there. And 
on the question now awaiting a solution, without which our victory is incom- 
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plete, their tone is not less clear and decisive. In conjunction with others, they 
are pervading with a healthful moral influence wide-spread communities, from 
which will come forth a power that shall be felt in the high places of the land, 
teaching our political leaders that there are moral instincts and sentiments 
among the people, which they can not with impunity disregard and outrage, and 
that a wise statesmanship must accept the doctrine that there can be no further 
compromise in this Republic between freedom and oppression, and over the 
graves of the patriotic dead no concession to the spirit of rebellion. In enforcing 
this moral demand of the hour, and in the general inculcation of moral truths 
and duties through its representatives, this Society would be false to itself if it 
were not unequivocal and positive. 

Tur Spririruan. Of all the forces enlisted in behalf of the Republic, and effect- 
ive in its elevation and preservation, those which are distinctively spiritual are 
by far the most potent. They belong to that system of influences, which Divine 
Wisdom has appointed for the recovery of a lost world. Their direct object is 
the individual soul—its conversion to Christ, and its edification in knowledge 
and faith and holiness. Let this be gained, and in each case every thing is 
secured; the sentiments and duties which we have dwelt upon are all embraced 
in this. Let a man be regenerated in heart and truly religious, and he will be 
patriotic, humane, upright and faithful. Let such men be multiplied until their 
influence in public affairs becomes controlling, and a prosperous future is assured 
to the Republic. Those persons, consequently, who are earnestly seeking the 
salvation of souls, are employing the best possible method of perpetuating the 
nation’s life. The spiritual influences of which Christ is the centre and the 
Christian church the seat, which cluster around the sanctuary and are associated 
with the means of grace, are, under God, the most vital of all the powers which 
are working out the problem of our national destiny. 

Need I say that in these spiritual services I have indicated the leading aim 
and work of the American Home Missionary Society, compared with which, all 
its other work, however important in its place, is only incidental? Need I refer 
to the hundreds of churches throughout the land, which its devoted missiona- 
ries have gathered from the world, and which it has aided through the days of 
their feebleness, until they have become self-sustaining and strong? and to the 
hundreds ‘more which they are now conducting through the same process? This 
Society is not doing a transient work. It is laying the strong foundations of 
permanent institutions, and rousing into activity the spiritual energies of a living 
faith, with which are identified the stability, the purity, and the safety of the 
community. Its operations rest on a basis of religious doctrine and experience, 
and the gospel scheme of redemption and salvation is the theme of its teachings, 
the source of its labors, and the ground of its hopes. 

I undervalue no instrumentality which is consecrated to a similar end, but as 
the fruit of observations which have not been limited, nor I hope superficial, I 
affirm that the Home Missionary cause occupies no secondary place among the 
charities of the age—that it stands in the front rank of the Christian enterprises, 
whose united mission is to demolish the strongholds of Satan and subjugate our 
country and the world to Immanuel. 

A survey of the work which this Society has been the honored agent of per- 
forming in the Western States during the forty years of its existence, would be 
an instructive chapter, of almost unmatched interest in the modern history of 
the Christian Church, renewing the devout exclamation, What hath God wrought? 
I must pass it wholly by; but I can not close, without asking attention for a 
moment to two other fields which call for special culture—both of which have 
been distinctly referred to in the Report just presented. 

It was a rule early adopted by the Society, to bestow its aid only on churches 
which had a fair prospect of becoming self-supporting. It was a wise regulation, 
confining its disbursements, necessarily limited, to points of prospective import- 
ance, many of which have since become centres of wide influence. But it has 
become necessary to relax this rule in behalf of a class of churches, once strong 
and now feeble, and which may never again be self-sustaining, but which must 
not be suffered to die, They are not in the West, but in the Hast; they are 
nestled among the hills of New England. ‘The places were once important, but 
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manufactories and railroads have established other centres of population, and 
drained them of much of their enterprise and vigor. They once enjoyed the 
labors of a learned ministry, but the early shepherds sleep in the old church- 
yards, where by their side the keeper hath made their flocks to rest, noon and 
night, and many of them, scattered and weakened, are now without settled pas- 
tors, “and grass hath grown up in the paths once trod by the masters In our 
Israel.” Still they are struggling to preserve their sacramental treasures, and to 
keep uplifted on the hills an ensign for Christ, and no churches in the land have 
more of his sympathy. Feeble as they are, they are nurseries of our Zion ; our 
Colleges and Theological Seminaries can not afford to spare them, and they must 
be nurtured. Coming from the gateway of the West, Mr. President, and know- 
ing what broad fields, seats of future dominion, beckon you beyond the limits 
of your present work, demanding of the churches double their present contribu- 
tions to your treasury, had you no other part of the country to look after, I still 
claim that the ancient parishes of New England, hallowed by Puritan memories, 
sharers of the past glory, and linked with the future fortunes of our spiritual 
inheritance, shall not for any cause be neglected and sacrificed. The faithful 
pastor who, through your help, is laboring in one of the feeblest of them, shall 
some day bring out from one of its humble abodes, and introduce into the 
kingdom of Obrist, and to a course of christian culture, some gifted youth, who 
shall prove an acquisition to our common Christianity, so rich as to have been 
cheaply procured by the expenditure of your whole annual income. 

The other field, so unlike this, to which I refer, is the reconstructed South— 
the South that is to be. No observer can have traversed the Southern States, 
in the track of our victorious armies, without receiving one impression—and 
that is, that an effete race and a semi-barbarism are to be supplanted by a 
hardier stock and a higher civilization. This is to be the outcome of all discus- 
sions and all policies. It may be hastened by one policy, or retarded by another, 
but the consummation is now inevitable. Northern capital, northern enterprise, 
and northern culture, are bound to drift southward. ‘The law of nature, which 
detaches the ice-mountains of the Arctic seas from the continent and floats them 
southward toward the tropics, until the waters of the frigid and the torrid 
zones meet and mingle, is not more sure than the operation of this social law, 
with Southern slavery abolished. 

The new immigration, with its new ideas, must gradually complete the revo- 
lution of Southern society which the shock of war precipitated. In this peace- 
ful movement the christian faith is to bear a lending part, and the christian 
church will be the principal organic force. As surely as the civilization of lib- 
erty is to replace the barbarism of slavery, new churches are to be constructed 
out of the new materials. 

The American Home Missionary Society, without departing, either in the 
letter or in the spirit, from the catholic basis on which it was projected, and 
which is still precious to its best friends—dear, I know, sir, to your own heart— 
finds itself, in the providence of God, mainly the almoner and the helper of 
churches of a different order from those which have existed in the South. They 
are free from the stain of blood which rests upon the others, and both on this 
account, and because their free polity harmonizes perfectly with the new era, 
their introduction will become a moral necessity to the South. The church just 
organized in New Orleans is in that region the prophet of a new dispensation. 
What is occurring in Missouri, where twenty-four Congregational churches have 
been organized within a short period, is an illustration of what will be witnessed 
in all the Southern States, as the stream of christian civilization flows onward. 
There is thus opened to this Society a virgin field, which had been foreign to it 
and which, with God’s blessing, may become the scene of its best achievements, 

Mr. President, when the founders of the Republic selected a motto for the 
national seal, they adopted the words, “‘ Novus ordo seculorum ”—new order of 
the ages—intending to designate a transformation grander than the phrase could 
originally have expressed, surpassing the splendors of the Augustan age, or 
the dream of any Latin poet. With them it meant the political enfranchise- 
ment of man, the full establishment of civil liberty, the inauguration of popular 
constitutional government. With the suppression of the rebellion and the 
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downfall of slavery, the national motto has acquired a deeper significance than 
our Revolutionary Fathers attached to it. It is now the memorial not only of 
_ regenerated liberty, but also of a renewed humanity. And if there be truth, as 
well as poetic beauty, in the line of Tennyson, 


“ Better fifty years of Europe than a cycle of Cathay,” 


then in view of the new issues for the human race which the Republic is now 
working out, I do not hesitate to aflirm, 


Better a decade of America than a century of Europe. 


In this eventful period, and on this broad theatre, we are called to act as the 
disciples of the Lord Jesus Christ. We have faith in the transforming power 
of the Gospel, in the life-giving energy of the divine Spirit. We will labor in 
humble dependence on God, and continue to cherish and help forward the sacred 
cause which has assembled us this evening, thankful that in this way we may 
bear a part in the great and blessed work of redeeming, elevating, and saving 
our beloved country ; of advancing to their complete triumph the humane, he- 
roic, philanthropic enterprises which ennoble our age; and of aiding the spirit- 
ual conquests of the Redeemer, and multiplying the joy of heaven over sinners 
ransomed and brought home to glory.
